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PREFACE 


The Editor requests that ail Colonial Officers will notify to him an}' additions 
which they may desire to be made to the record of their services. 

All matter intended for insertion in The Colonial Office List should be in 
the hands of the Editor towards the close of October. 

Sometimes when changes in the Establishment of a Colony are in progress 
at the time the sheets of The Colonial Office List are received for cor¬ 
rection, the Colonial authorities retain them until such changes are completely 
recorded. But this really militates against the correctness of the whole work at 
the time of its publication, depending as it does on the date at which the last 
returns are received. The sheets of the List are sent to the Colonies at difiFerent 
dates according to the distance of each Colony from England, so calculated that 
if each Government kept the Returns about three weeks or a month for correction, 
they would all be in the hands of the Editor early in November, and the book might 
be got through the press before Christmas; but if particular returns are delayed 
fur two months or so beyond the estimated time, the publication is delayed, 
and general inconvenience caused to the subscribers. 

An account of the Island of Cyprus appears in this Edition (Appendix to Part 
II), the supervision of its affairs having been transferred from the Foreign to the 
Colonial Department in December, 1880. 

The following Acts were formerly printed in The Colonial Office List, 
at the suggestion of certain of the Governors of Her Majesty’s Colonies: The 
Foreign Enlistment Act, 1870; The Extradition Acts, 1870-73; The Colonial 
Rendition Acts, 6 & 7 Viet., c. 34, and 16 & 17 Viet., c. 118; but owing to the 
increasing size, and in consequence the increasing expense of the publication, it 
was found necessary to omit these Acts in the Edition of 1880; and the Editor 
can only suggest that those Governors and other officers who desire to have 
them at hand to consult upon emergencies, should keep by them The Colonial 
Office List for 1879. 

The Editor will always be glad to receive corrections of errors or 
omissions in The Colonial Office List, and also any suggestions as to its 
arrangement, from officers in the Colonies; but the low price at which the book 
is sold, would prevent him from adopting any suggestion involving a material 
addition to its present bulk.

THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR THE COLONIES. 

In the reign of Geoige III., 1768, a Secretary of State for the American, or 
Colonial Department, was appoint^, in addition to the two principal Secre¬ 
taries of State then existing; but this new office was abolished in 1782 by 
Statute 22 Geo. III., cap. 82. 

In 1782 the duties of the two principal Secretaries of State were divided 
into “ Home and " Foreignthe affairs of Ireland and the Colonies 
devolving on the Home Department: those of tlie Colonies constituting 
a separate branch of the Department called “ the Office for Plantations,” and 
being at first managed by a separate Under-Secretary. 

At its commencement in 1793, the afiairs of the French War were 
managed by the Home Department, but in 1794 a principal Secretary for 
War W8UB appointed, and the business of the Colonies was transferred to 
this new Department in 1801; which from thenceforth was generally known 
as the Colonial or Colonial and War Department. 

In 1854, when a fourth principal Secretary of State w’as added for War, 
the affairs of the Colonies came under the exclusive charge of a principal 
Secretary of State. 

In 1858 a principal Secretary of State was added for the affairs of India.

The 
Under-Secretaries and Assistant Under-Secretaries are Staff Officers selected at 
the discretion of the Secretary of State. The Clerical Staff is recmited by open 
competitive examinations held by the Civil Service Commissioners, Cannon Row.

The 
principal islands are New Proyidence (containing 
the capital, Nassau), Abaco, Harbour lslau(^ 
EleutheriL Inagna, Mayaguana^ St Salvador, 
Andros island. Great Bahama, Ragged Island, 
Hum Cay. Exuma, Long Island, Crooked Island, 
Acklin Island, Long Cay, Walling's Island, the 
Berry Islands, and tlie Biminis. 

St Salvador, one of the islands composing this 
cliaioj was the first land discovered by Columbus 
on his voyage in 1492. The island of New 
Providence was granted by Charles II. to a pro¬ 
prietary body in 1670, and in 1671 Captain 
Johnson Wentworth was appointed bv the pro- 

K rietors to be their first Governor. It fell into the 
ands of the French and Spaniards in 1703, after 
which it became a rendezvous for pirates, who were 
extirpated in 1718 b^ the English, and a regular 
colonial administration formed. In 1781 the 
Bahamas were surrendered to the S|>aniards, but 
at the conclusion of the war they were once more 
annexed by and fiually confirmed to Great Britain, 
at the Peace of Versailles, 1783. 

In 1848 tlie Turks and Caicos Islands were 
separated from the other Bahamas, and formed into 
e distinct Government, under the Govornment-in- 
Chief of the Governor of Jamaica. 


Climate. 

The climate is very pleasant and salubrious in 
the winter season, and the Colony has in recent 
years been much frequented by visitors from the 
United States—there Ming an excellent hotel, the 
property of the Government, but leased to private 
management, and carried on on the American 
system. 

Trade and Industry. 

There are ten colonial eustom-housee and ports 
of entry in the Government of the Bahamas, eu., 
Nassau, Abaoo, Eleuthera, Harbour Island, Exuma, 
Rum Cay, Long Island, Long Cay, Inagua, and 
Ragged Inland. Considerable quantities of pine¬ 
apples, oranges, tomatoes, and sponges are ex¬ 
erted. chiefly to England and the United States. 
The pine-apple crop is very precarious. The 
industry of salt raking has ceased to be remunera¬ 
tive, owing to the high protective duties imposed 
on salt by the United States. Experiments in 
castor oil, tomatoes, tobacco, and cocoa not plant¬ 
ing, and other branches of industry, were com¬ 
menced under the patronage of Governor 
Robinson in 1874. 

Local Boards of Agriculture have been estab¬ 
lished in all the out-islands with a view to encourag- 


I ing these new industries, which, according to last 
reports, are processing satisfactorily, as will be 
seen from the Tables of Imports and Exports. 
The Colony enjoyed great prosperity during tl>e 
American Civil War, when it was the head¬ 
quarters of many biocide running operations. 


Constitution. 

• 

The Executive Government is conducted by the 
Governor, aided by an Executive Council of 9 
n>embers. The Legislative authority resides in the 
Governor, a Legislative Council of 9 membersi, and 
a Representative Assembly of 28 members. The 
qualifications of Electors are full age, a residence 
of 12 months of which six have been as a freeholder 
or housekeeper, or a residence of six montlis and 
a payment of duties to the amount of 26/. 0 #. Kkf. 
The qualification of Members is possession of an 
estate of real or personal property of the value of 
200/. The Executive Council is composed partly 
of official and partly of unofficial Memoera They 
usually have a seat in one of the branches of the 
Legislature.

BBBirODA. 

General Description. 

Tbs ** Bermudas " or “ Somers’ Islands ** form a 
group or cluster of about 100 small islands, situated 
in the Western Atlantic Ocean, in lat 82^ 16' N., 
and long. 64** 61' W., about 680 miles to the east¬ 
ward oi Cape Hatteras in North C^olina, the 
nearest TOint of the neighbouring American conti¬ 
nent The distance from Liverpool is about 2,900 
miles, from Halifax in Nova Scotia 7^, from New 
York 677. and from the nearest of the West Indian 
Islands about 800 mBes. 

These islands were first discovered in the year 
1616, by a Spanish mariner, Jajtn Bermudee, after 
whom they were called The Bermudas. The 
Spaniards however took no steps to form a set¬ 
tlement on the islands, and they were still entirely 
uninhabited when, in 1609, Admiral Sir George 
Somers’ ship, “ The Sna Venture,” while on a 
voyage with a fleet of eight other vessels, con¬ 
veying a party of colonists to the new plantations 
then being formed in Virginia, was wrecked upon 
one of the numerous sunken reefs which suiround 
the islandB on every side. The reef is still called 
after the name of the Admiral’s ship, The Sea 
Venture Flat 

Sir George Somers died in Bermuda the foUow- 
ing year, ait^ kis companions, ignorant possibly of 
the prior claims of Juan ^rmudes, called the 
group after him, **The Somers* Islands.” The 
reports of the beauty and fertility of the land, 
taken home bv his nephew. Captain Mathew 
Somers, induced the Virginia Company to seek an 
extension of their Charter, so as to include the 
Somers’ Islands within their dominion, and this 
extension was readily granted by King James I; 
but shortly afterwards the Virginia Company sold 
the leUuds for the sum of 2,000/L to a new body of 


adventurers, called The Company of the City of 
London for the Plantation of the Somers’ Islands,” 
and thenceforward, for a considerable time, the 
islands bore the name of the Admiral who had led 
thither the first bodv of settlers. Gradually, how¬ 
ever, the old name ootained the preference, and now 
the group is generally known as the Bermudas, 
though still sometimes called the Somers* Islands. 

The Bermudas may be described as a singular 
agglomeration of small islands and submarine sand 
hiils and coral reefs, forming together an irregular 
oval ring, measuring about 22 miles in length from 
N.E. to 8.W., and about 10 miles in width from 
N.W. to S.E. The external ring—whether com¬ 
posed of islands or of sunken banks or reefs—is 
seldom more than a mile in width—and, generally 
speaking, it is considerably less—but the wide 
expanse of enclosed water which it encircles is 
broken up and diversifled by numbwless smaller 
islands, and sunken reefs, and ledges of coral, 
which renders the internal navigation extremely 
intricate and dangerous to all but experienced 
pilots. 

In former days some of what are now known 
as sunken reefs were probably islands, which have 
since been undermined or washed away by the 
action of the sea, A solitary rock, called ** The 
North Bock.” now worn away to a mere column a 
few feet thick, and about twelve feet high, rising 
from a wide-spread submerged stoxie plateau in the 
midst of the Northern Beefs, is all that remains at 
present of an island that is shown on ancient map# 
as “ Old Bermuda.” 

At preeent the southern portion only of the 
encircling ring is formed of islands, ths northern, 
esstern, and western sides being composed of almost 
continuous reefs of coraL 

The islands are said to be as numerons as the 
days of the year, but not more than one buudrtxl 
of them desarve the name of islands, the others are 
mere rocks: even of the one hnndr^ enumerated 
not more than fifteen or sixteen are inhabited, 
the remainder being of inconsiderable site. The 
largest island, generally known as The Main 
Island, is about fourteen miles in length, and 
about a mile in average width, it contains about 
9,000 acres of land. All the other ialands taken 
together measure about 8,000 acres. The town of 
Hamilton, now the seat of government, is situated 
abont the centre of the Main Island, where a deep 
inlet miming up for two or three miles into the 
land from the sheltered waters, enclosed between 
the encircling reefs, forms a safe and convenient 
harbour for the small vessels which suffice to carry 
on the island trade. 

Next in importance to the Main Island Is the 
laland of St George, on which stands the town of 
St George, eo named after Admiral Sir George 
Somers, whose heart is bnried there. This town 
was formerly the capital of the Colony, aud though 
now shorn of much of its importance by the 
transfer of the seat of government to Hamilton, it 
is still a town of considerable trade, and ite harboor 
is much frequented as a harbour of refuge by 
merchsni veesels during the stormy periods which 
so frequently recur in the Western Atlantic at 
certain seasons of the yeer. Presenting as it does 
a wide area of landlocked water, with good holding 
grronnd, and a depth suffirient for all ordinary 
merchant vessels, and being easy of access from the 
ocean, with whicn it oommnnicatea direct, insU^ 
of opening as does the harbour of Hamilton into an 
encloeed inland sen, the herbour of St George is 
frequently crowded during the winter months by 
Ur^ merchAot vessels and steamers eoeking 
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shelter during bad weather, or requiring repairs 
after storms, or being in want of fresh suppUee of 
water, or of coal, or prorisions. 

The other principal islands of the group are— 
Ireland Island, standing by itself in the centre of 
the inland waters, and entirely given up for the 
accommodation of Her Majesty’s Dockyard and a 
number of other naval establishments. Boaz and 
Watford Islands, intervening between Ireland 
Island and the rest of the group, and now ex¬ 
clusively occupied by military depots and 
garrisons; and Somerset, Smith's, St. David’s, 
Cooper'a Nonsuch, Kivers, Ports, and Godets, all 
inhabited by a dvil population. 'The islands form 
an almost continuous cMin : with the exception of 
one break between Somerset and Watford Islands, 
there is uninterrupted communication by roads and 
bridges and causeways from St George over the 
Main island and Somerset—Watford and Boax to 
Ireland Island—a distance of about 22 miles. 

The climate has been long celebrated for Its 
mildness and salubrity. There is no winter, the 
thermometer never falling below 40 deg. of Fahr., 
and the summers are never very hot, the thermo¬ 
meter rarely rising above 85deg. The summer 
lieat too is generally tempered by a pleassut sea 
breeze. The islands produce a cedar wood of great 
beauty, aud of great duralnlity, well adapte<l for the 
use of the shipbuilder or the house carj^enter, and 
the finer grained specimens are much in request 
among cabinet makers for articles of ornamental 
furniture. 

Trade and Aj^riculture. 

In former days the inhabitants of Bermuda gave 
themselves up almost entirely to maritime pursuits. 
Their numerous small vessels, of from 200 to 800 
tons burden, built by the islanders themselves, of 
their native cedar, tnuled between the West Indies 
and Demerara, and the United States, and the 
British colonies of North America, between all 
which countries they carried on a very profitable 
carrying trade. Later they oxteuded their 
voyages, carrying the salt fish of Newfoundland to 
Italy and Portugal, and taking back the port wine 
for which Newfoundland bmme celebrated, or 
running down to Madeira or Ascension to meet 
the homeward bound Indian fleet, and taking back 
cargoes of tea or other Indian aud Chinese products 
to ^ distributed along the Americau SMb^rd. 

But the rep^ of the British navigation laws, 
the intrcKluctiou of steam, aud the very general 
substitution of iron for wooden shi^ gr^ually 
destroyed the carrying trade which bad been so 

S rofitable to Bermuda, and now the little maritime 
eet may be said to liave ceased to exist, and the 
industry of the islanders is entirely confined to 
turning to account the small quantity of agricul¬ 
tural laud wliicb they possess. 

The soil of Bermuda may be described generally 
as being poor in quality. Of the 12,000 acres com¬ 
prised in the whole group, not more than 1,000 
acres can be said to consist of good or fertile soil, 
another 1,000 acres mav perhaps be described as 
fair, and a third 1,000, though poor and of no depth, 
may still be cultivated with profit in favourable 
years; but the remaining 9.000 acres can never 
repay the expense of cultivation, consisting as they 
do of very hilly and stony ground, partially covered 
with a scanty herbage and a scattered growth of 
■tuuted ced^ trees, or of widespread brackish 
marshes overgrown with coarse grass, rushes and 
maugrove jungle. 

But the climate combined with the geographioal 
position of these islands, in some measure com¬ 


pensates for the smallness of the area of fertile 

f 'round. There being nothing to fear from winter 
rosts, the nound can be sown and planted at any 
time from the end of August to the end of March, 
and the crops can bo gathered and shipped off to 
New York in the months of April, May, and June, 
when the corresponding American produce has os 
yet scarcely shown itself above ground, and the 
Bermudians, taking advantage of this peculiarity 
of their climate, raise very large crops of early 
potatoes, onions, tomatoes and beetroot, with 
which they keep the New York market sup¬ 
plied at a time when those vegetables cannot be 
obtained from any other (quarter, and thus the 
islanders command very high prices for their 
produce, and are thereby enabled to maintain their 
families in comfort upon comparatively small 
portions of ground. 

Very little use is made of the soil in Bermuda 
after the spring crops have been grown; a few 
melons, pumpkins, or sweet potatoes may be raised 
here and there, but by far the greater part of the 
ground is allowed to remain idle during the hot 
summer months: anything that could then be 
grown in Bermuda can be iropcjrted so much more 
cheaply from America, that it never pays a Ber¬ 
mudian agriculturist to produce it. Very little 
also of the spring produce of the islands is cou- 
sumed by the inhabitants: it is too costly; nearly 
all the early vegetables raised in Bermuda are 
exported, and the whole population, civil and 
military, depends for its subsistence u))on food 
supplies obtained from abroad. Ail the bre^ami 
meat, and nearly all the vegetables consumed in 
the islands, are imported from New York, and all 
the food, horses, and cattle are brought from that 
or other quarters. Bermuda being thus entirely 
dependent upon America for its supplies of pro- 
\isions, any iuterruption to its intercourse with the 
neighbouring continent would be certain to causa 
great temporary distress. 

Government and Constitution. 

The government of the colony is administered 
by a Governor and a Privy Council, consisting at 
present of ten members named by the Crown. The 
same ten members constitute the Legislative 
CounciL There is a House of Assembly consist¬ 
ing of thirty-six members, four of whom are 
elected by each of the nine |>nrishes. There are 
854 electors, the electoral qualifications being the 
possession of freehold property of not less than 
60/. value. The qualification for being a member 
of the House of Assembly is the pobsossion of free¬ 
hold property rated at 240/. 

Representative government wns introduced into 
the colony in 1620. The charter of the Bermudian 
Company of London was annulled in 1684, and 
since then the Governors have always been 
appointed by the Crown, and the laws of the 
W)lony have been enacted by a local legislature 
consisting of the Governor, the Legislative 
Council, and the House of Assembly. 

7%e A’dro/ Station. 

The importance of the Bermudas ha a naval 
station be^n first to be felt towards the end of 
the laat century, during the wars which we had 
to wage first with the revolted provinces in 
America, and afterwards with the French and 
Spaoiards. 

It was mors fully recognised during the short 
war between England and the United States in 
1812, and it is uow universally acknowledgeil. 
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The position of theisUnds, sitn&ted in mid-ocean, 
at almost equal distanoes from the West Indies, 
the eastern seaboard of the United Btatas, and the 
Dominion of Canada, including our great naval 
station at Halifax, presents many advantages for the 
establishment of a Naval Station in the Wesflrn 
Atlantic, and the peculiar conformation of the 
group affords special facilities for the creation of a 
navai depot and fortress of the first class. A 
broad and almost continuous barrier, formed of a 
succession of islands and sunken coral reefs, and 
measuring about 50 miles in circuit, encloses an 
internal oval area of about 120 square miles of 
water, access to which from the outer ocean can 
only be gained through a few long narrow tortuous 
cbaiinels in which are interspersed not a few 
clusters of sunken coral rocks. Ireland Island— 
which contains Her Majesty's dockyard and the 
other naval establishments—occupies rather a 
central position in the midst of this enclosed sea, 
so that a hostile cruiser cannot approach on any 
aide within five miles of it without having first 
made its way through the encircling reefs, and 
even when that great obstacle is surmounted, the 
approach to the aock^urd will still be difficult and 
dan^rnua, for the enclosed inland sea itself is 
thickly studded with irregular groups, and banks, 
and clusters of sunken coral reefs, whk^ leave onlv 
a few narrow channels that can be traversed with 
safety by vessels of any considerable size. 

The principal channel through the outer reefs,* 
the ouly one that is now used by merchant vessels, 
and the only one that is safe for large shipa, is 
that which is called ** The Narrows,” which swe^ 
round the northern and eastern sides of Dt. 
George's Island, at a distance of about half-a-mile 
from the shore. This channel is about two miles 
in length, and is very narrow and intricate, so 
that vessels must move through it very slowly and 
with great caution, and is commanded throughout 
its whole length, as aro also the approaches to it 
from either aide, by numerous batteries mounting 
very heavy guns behind casemated iron shields. 
In war time the channel would also be defended 
by torpedoes or submarine mines. As a naval 
station therefore Bermuda may almost be con¬ 
sidered to be beyond the reach of any attack. 


EccUsUutica/, 

From the year lfi44 to the resignation of the See 
of Newfoundland by Bishop Kelly in 1877, the 
Bermudas were attached to the epiecopal diocese of 
Newfoundland. They then remained for some 
time without a Bishop, but in 1879 tbe present 
Bishop of Newfoundland, the Bight Reverend 
Llewellyn Jones, was elected Bishop of Bermuda, 
and as a general rule it is anticipat<^ that ho will 
spend every second winter in tbeso islands. 

The islands are divided into nine parishes, of 
which tbe parish of Saint George's constitutes a 
living b^ itself, tbe remaining eight parishes being 
divided into four livings, of which each incurabeiri 
officiates in two parishes. There is also an epis¬ 
copal extra-parochial church in tbe town of 
Hamilton, which may possibly be one day con¬ 
stituted s Cathedral. 

The Wesle^ns and the Prasbyterians and the 
Roman Catholics have erected several chapels in 
Bermuda, and the Episcopal Methodists have 
recently made some progreu among the people, 
but 70 per cent, of toe white, and about 66 per 
cent of the coloured population still belong to 
the Church of England.

BRITISH COLUMBIA and VANCOUVER 
ISLAND. 

(Ses Dominion of Canada, p. 41.) 
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BRITISH GUIANA. 

This Colony i« n portion of the South American 
Continent^ extending from eeet to weet about 200 
mUea. It includes the settlements of Demeraray 
Eonoqunhrr, and fierbice. It is bounded on the 
by Dutch Guiana, from which it is divided by 
the Biver Gorentyn, on the south by BraxU, on the 
west by Venexuela, and on the north and north¬ 
east by the Atlantic Ocean. 

This territory was first partially settled by the 
Dutch Weet India Company In 16»0. It was from 
time to time held by Holland, France, and Eng¬ 
land. It was restored to the Dutch in 1802, but in 
the following year retaken by Great Britain, to 
whom it was finally ceded in 1814. 

It is impossible to specify the exact area of the 
Colony, as Its precise boundaries are undetermined 
between Venezuela and Brazil respectively, but it 
has been computed to be 76,000 square miles. 

Constiifition, 

Under the Dutch, Demerara and Eseequebo con¬ 
stituted one Government, and Berbioe another, 
which arrangement indeed continued in force under 
the British Administration down to the year 1881. 

The constitution of the Colony of Berbice dates 
from the year 1782; under it the Governor was 
nominated by the Directors of the Mercantile Body 
called the Berbice Association, and was assisted 
by a council of six; any vacancy occurring being 
filled by the Governor’s selection of one out of two 
nominations submitted by the remaining coun¬ 
cillors. In the year 1817, however, an order was 
made by the Prince Regent in Council, requiring 
tMirtt nominations to be made in lieu of two for the 
Governor's selection, and also declaring that if no 
such nomination were made in fourteen days, the 
Governor should be entitled to appoint absolutely 
to the vacancy. In 1826 an order of the King in 
Council was issued, dissolving the then Council of 
Government, appointing another, and thenceforward 
vesting the ri^t of apj;)ointing to vacancies in the 
Governor as representing the Crown. 

The Court of Policy for Demerara j^peurs to 
have been established in 1778, In 1785 that for 
Eseequebo merged into it, and the seat of Govern¬ 
ment for the United provinces was established at 
Btabroek, the site of the present capital, George¬ 
town. Disputes having arisen bet ween the Colonists, 
the local Government, and the Weet India Company, 
as to the right of appointing the colonial members of 
the Court of PoUcy, in the year 1788, a movisional 
“ Plan of Eedrese,^* as it was termed (being in fact 
the draft of a new constitution), was framed by a 
Committee of the SMttes-GeneraL to whom had 
been referred sundry petitions of the Colonists. 
This being approved of, a commission was de¬ 
spatched by the SUtes-General to the Colony, who 
on^tbeir arrival in 1789 dissolved the then existing 
Government, and established a new one for the 
conjoined Colonies upon the basis of the scheme in 
question, which continued in operation, notwith¬ 
standing the captures of the Colony by the British 
in 1796 and in 1802, and its cession In 1808; the 
Articles of Capitulation having stipulated that the 
laws, usages, and institutions of the Colony should bo 
maintained as before. It is, therefore, advisable now 
to advert to the leading provisions of that document 

The Council or Court of Policy was to consist 
of let The Director-General; 2, The Comma^er 
of EssMuebo; 8, The Fiscal of Essequebo; 4, The 
Fiscal of Demerara; 6 and 6, two Colonists from 
Esseque^; 7 and 8, two Colonists from Demerara. 

The unofficial Members were to bo chosen “from 
a wiling the principal, mctt capable, and most reli¬ 


gious inhabitants, above twenty-five years of a^ 
profesaing the Ptotestant reli^on, and pm^ecUy 
acquainted with the Dutch language, and who had 
resided at least three years within the Colony.” 

In the first instance, the unofficial poruon of 
the Council was to be chosen from a double nomi- 
oatioQ by the Colleges of Kiezers or Electors, of 
which there were two, one for each Colony,* each 
consisting of seven Members, elected by a majority 
of the votes of the inhabitants possessing not 
fewer than twenty-five slaves, such votes to be in 
writing and signed by thu voter. The tenure of 
the Office of Riezer, as subsequently defined by 
Proclamation of Sir Benjamin D’Urban in 1831, 
was to be for life, unless the party resigned, or 
ceased to be an inh^itant. The Aiezers, bmore pro¬ 
ceeding to a nomination, were to be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of their office before the Director- 
Geueral, a ceremony which continued to be obeerved 
until the passing of Ordinance No. 16 of 1864. 

A periodical change in the constitution of the 
Council or Court of Poli^ was secured by pro¬ 
viding that the Senior Cmonial Member should 
retire yearly. 

The Direcior-Oeueral was to be allowed a double 
vote, and the Secretary of Deiparara waa to be the 
“Minister of the Court of Policy.” 

Such seems to have been the ori^nal Legislative 
Constitution of the Colony. We now come to the 
occasion on which what are termed “Financial 
Representatives” were added. 

it appears that in 1795 it was deemed neoeesary, 
during a period of some confuaion, to introduce 
four members “commiasioned” by the Colleges 
of Electors of both Colonies to have jointly with 
the Court of Policy the administration of the 
miblic funds.! In the following year, however, 
wvernor Beaujon thought fit to annul this arrange¬ 
ment, and to enact that to secure to the inhabitants 
mors ample control of taxation, in lieu of the four 
above-mentioned, there should be six inhabitants 
adjoined to the Governor and Court of Policy, three 
from each Colony, to be elected by the inhabitants 
qualified as in the case of Kiezers, and to serve for 
two years, but with powers strictly limited to rais¬ 
ing Colony taxes, and assisting jn the audit of the 
piH>Iic accounts. 

Boaujon’s proclamation was materially modified, 
though without affecting the definition of the duties 
of the financial representatives, by a proclamation 
of Acting Governor Carmichael in 1812. consolida¬ 
ting the two Collets of Kiezers and Financial Re¬ 
presentatives. This proceeding remained operative, 
though oucunfinned by the Crown, until, in 1881, 
when Sir Benjamin D'^Crban became Governor of 
the United Colony, it was annulled by a Royal 
Instruction restoriug the pre-existing arrangement, 
and extending thp right of suffrage to the inhabi¬ 
tants of Berbice. 

Such has been thu usage and procedure till now, 
with an exception ip rewd to the franchise here¬ 
after to be noticed, and from all which the inference 
seems to be that the Financial Representatives had, 
and have, no authority whatever, except by express 
permission from the Crown, to discuss any item upon 
the estimate so as to alter its amount, although 
they mi^ht refuse to include any sum to which 
they objected in their calculations pf the funds 
necessary to be raised by taxation.^

fiiftgceted b j some of the Eleetive Section to adopt this ooqtm. 
leannf apon the Governor the retponsibilitj of paying the 
difference between the ttuna Axed and the amount provided. 
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The inherent right of the Financial Hepresenta- 
tivea to exercise this power, has been, however, 
strongly maintained by the Colonial Members 
upon ail occasions, and this has led to collisions 
between the Executive and Elective sectiim of 
the Court." The position they assume is based 
upon the construction of certain passages in a 
decree of the States-General, dated 27th Angust, 
1786, to the effect that “the contributions for the 
Colonial Chest are to be reguleted by the inhabit¬ 
ants themselves;** and in tlte instructions issued to 
Director-General Van Grovestein in 1798, “Ho 
will take care not to leave the adnauistration of 
the Colony Chest wholly to the Colony Members 
of the Court of Policy, bnt will thereto adnut a 
great number of the Colonists, fur example the 
** Kiezers of both rivers,’* and also upon the nature 
of certain entries in the Minutes from 1798 to 
1806. The^ do not appear to bear out the claim 
of right which has been founded upon them, since 
the evidence throughout seems to proceed upon 
the assumption that due provision has been nre- 
viously made for the bovereigu’s Chest, which is 
rei^sented by the modern Civil List. 

The foregoing is a succinct but sufficiently accu¬ 
rate sketch of the Legislative Constitution, as it 
existed up to the year 1849, when in the Ordinance, 
Ko. 15, for r^ulating the elective franchise, and 
dividing the Colony into Electoral districts, was 
passed. 

The groat principle of the whole system of 
Government is evidently cfntralization. Until 
the year 1826, there existed not oven local sub¬ 
divisions of the Colony. Demorara and Esse- 
quebo were then divided into ten Parishes, and the 
same process was subsequently applied to Berbice. 
This arrangement, however, was simply ecclesias¬ 
tical, involving no civil authority or juri.sdiction. 

In 1887 the first municipal body was incorporated, 
but the principle has not been materially extendea 
in its application, although some advance has un¬ 
doubtedly been made. 

In the year 1855 under the administration of 
8ir Philip Wodohonse, an Ordinance was passed to 
alter and amend the Political Institutions of the 
Colony, but it was not approved bv Her Majesty. 
Rince that time no legislation has been attempts 
in the same direction until the passing of Ordinance 
No. 1 of 1864, which, however, is a mere declaratory 
act, defining the meaning of the term “Colonist," 
as employed in the “Plan of Redress” above 
noticed; and Ordinance No. 16 of 1H64, to remove 
some difficulties in the exercise of the functions of 
the College of Electors. 

The Constitution may be summed up very briefly. 
It consists of a Governor, Court of Policy, and a 
Combined Court. The functions of an Executive 
and Legislative Council and House of Assembly 
are performed by the Governor and Court of 
Policy, except as remds taxation and finance, 
which are dealt with by the Combined Court, 
composed of the Governor and Memboru of the 
Court of Policy, corabiuod with the six Financial 
Representatives. The Court of Policy passes all 
laws and ordinances, except the Annual Tax 
Ordinance, which is passed by the Combined Court. 

The Court of Policy is composed of five official and 
five elective members. The official members are the 
Governor, the AtUimey-Oeneral, the Government 
ticcretary, the Auditor-General, and the Immigra¬ 
tion Agent-General. The elective members are 
choeen as follows:—When a vacancy occurs the

seven Kiezers, who are choeeu for life, meet and 
submit to the Court of Policy the names of two 
persons, from whom one is selected bv the Court. 

The Colony is divided into five Electoral Divi¬ 
sions, each of which has its Kiezor or Klezors 
chosen for life, aud one or more Financial Repre¬ 
sentatives, elected for two years, aud eligible for 
re-election.

In the Colony of British Guiana the Roman 
Dntch law is in force in civil rases, modified by 
Orders in Omncil and local Ordinances; the Cri¬ 
minal Law is now based on that of Great Britain, 
and is administered in the same manner, except 
that there is no Grand Jury. 

Jnd^tstry and Produciion*. 

The staple products of British Guiana were in 
former years sugar, rum, molasses, cotton, and 
coffee, but the cultivatioo of the two last-named 
articles has for many years past been almost entirely 
abandoned. Tlio soil of some parts of tbe Colony 
is however still capable of producing coffee of 
rare excellence. The Berbice River coffee was once 
much prized; but these two industries have now 
given place to tbe cultivation of the sugar-cane, 
which at present is tbe chief industry of tbe 
Colony, and furnishes nearly ninety-two per cent, 
in value of its exports. 

The forests of British Guiana abound in woods 
of rare beauty aud value. Some of tbe hard woods 
are, from their remarkable durability, peculiarly 
suitable for houeu aud shipbuilding purpoeen, 
while others are equally prized for the manufacture 
of articleH of household furnituie. 


CUmaU, 


The climate of British Guiana is hot, but not 
unhealthy. The mean temperature throughout the 
year is about 82° Far. The heat is greatly tem¬ 
pered by the cooling breezes from the sea, which 

E re vail during the g^reater portion of the year. The 
eat is felt more in August aud Septemlier thau at 
other times, owing to the partial cossatiou of these 


breezes. 


Capital. 


Georgetown is tbe capital city of British Guiana, 
It is situated in lat 6° 49' 24" N., aud long. 58° 
IP 80" W., and possesses a population of upwards 
of forty tbomsand souls. 

Mail Commumcations, 

The regular periodical mail commuuicatioD with 
the Colony is maiutained by tbe vessels of the 
Royal MaU Steam Packet Company, which leave 
Routhamptou on the 2nd and 17th of every month.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 

British Honduras is a colony on the east coast 
of Central America, bounded on the north by 
Yucatan, on the west by a straight line drawn 
from the rapids of Grama a Dioa on the River 
SarsUion, to Garbutfs Falls on the River Belize, 
and thence due north to the Mexican frontier^ 
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being the western boundiryi m defined by the 
CoDTentioD of 1859 with Guatemalsr— on the south 
by GustemalA, and on the esjt^by the Bay of Hon- 
durta The coast was discovered in 1502 by 
Columbus, and its earlv settlement is sup^sed 
to have been effected from Jamaica, by ad ven¬ 
turers, who were attracted by the fine timber (log- 
vuod and mahogany) which grew on the banhs of 
the Hondo and other rivers. 

From that date until almost the close of the Iwt 
century, the Spaniards made frequent but in¬ 
effectual attempts to expel the woodcutters by 
force of arras; and treaty after treaty was con¬ 
cluded, wliich had little other effect than to stimu¬ 
late the enterprise of the settlers by the recognition, 
thug step by stop accorded, of the footing they had 
gained for themselves in Central America, without, 
ID the first instance, any thought of territorial 
aggrandisement, but solely in pursuit of the in- 
dut 5 try in which their fortunes were embarked. 

Such, in brief, is the poUtical history of tho 
gettlenoont in its earlier days, and the only subee- 
quent events of external signifii’anoe which need 
hero be noticed, are the definition, as above, of its 
general boundaries (of which a survey has been 
partially executed), and the freouent lx>rder tnrablua, 
coonected with the revolt of the Indian population 
of Yucatan against the Spanish inhabitants, the 
mult of which has been that tho Indians are now 
<fe fado in possession of the country to a consider¬ 
able distance north of the Hondo, and subsequently 
with the quarrels of the Ycaich^ and Santa Cruz 
tribes of Indians, in which it has been involved. 

In 1861 it was finally determined to place the 
aettlement in every respect on the ftxjtiug of a 
colony, though suTOrdinate to the Government 
of Jamaica, from which it ia distant about 660 
miles. . 

This was done in response to a memorial from 
the inhabitants, and as a matter of internal regu¬ 
lation only. It was felt that the designation 
hitherto borne by it bad in course of time become 
mappropriate; that, in fact, for many years past it 
had oeen a misnomer; the repulse, by a ship of the 
Royal Navy aud the settlers, of the attempt in 
17lfe, on the part of Spain, to take possession of 
Honduras, followed by the revolt of the Spanish 
dependencies in South America, the atknowledg- 
ment of their independence by Spain herself, and 
the relinquishment by her of all exercise and even 
assertion of dominion In that part of tho worl(L 
having ptrt as well as de Jado entitled what had 
originally, indeed, been a “settlement” by British 
subjects within Spanish territory, but what was 
pro^rly so no longer, to a revision of its name and 
i/o/us as a part of Her Majesty's dominions, wherein, 
for an unbroken aeries of years, the territorial and 
imperial authority of Great Britain had been openly 
and unrestrictedly exercised. 

A commission was accordingly issued to the 
officer then administering the Government of 
Jamaica (Mr. DarUng), appointing him to be 
Governor, and to Mr. Seymour, the then Super- 
inteudent, appointing him to be Lieut.-Oovernor 
of the Colony of British Honduras; theae arrange¬ 
ments taking effect from the TJth of May, 1862. 

The Constitution of the Colony is regulated by a 
locnl Act of 1870. By this enactment, a Legislative 
Council is esUblished, consisting of five offic4al,and 
not less than four unofficial members, to be named by 
the (jucen, or provisionally appointed by the Lieut- 
Govemor, subject to Her Majesty’s approval. The 
official members are the Chief Justice, the Colonial 
Secretary, the Senior Militsjry Officer (if of or 
above the rank of major), the Treasurer, and the 


Attomey-GeneraL The Lieut-Govemor is Pre¬ 
sident of the Council. 

There is also an Executive or Privy Council, 
consisting of the Senior Military Officer, the Colo¬ 
nial Secretary, the Treasurer, the Attorney-GoneraL 
(If below the rank of major the Senior Military Officer 
ranks last) 

The area of the Colony is 7,562 square miles, 
including Albion Island in the River Honduras, 
(about 26 square miles), and the Cays, 212 square 
miles, a large portion of the latter being mangrove 
swamps without any soil. In its physical outlines it 
resembles other parts of Central America, the land 
being fiat and swampy throughout the grater 
portion of the coast line, and gradually rising as 
the interior is approached, from the Savannah, 
through the Pine nidge, the Cahoon Ridge, and 
the Forest, to the central mountain zone. 

The northern district, of which tho Hondo forma 
the natural boundary, is but little raised above the 
sea; but towards the south the character of the 
country becomes more elevated, until in the Cocks¬ 
comb Mountains a height of some 4,000 feet is 
attained. That district of the Colony remained until 
1879 wholly unexplored, when it was traversed by 
the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Fowler, from Garbutta 
Falls on the Belize River, at the western frontier, 
to the sea coast south of Deep River. The 
country proved to be a succession of valleys and 
hills, from 1,200 to 8,000 feet above sea level. The 
westerly portion was an open undulating grassy 
country, forming niagnifioent iiasturage lands. 
Towards the coast it was all forest, which was 
full of valuable timber. No inhabitauts were seen, 
but ancient Indian mins, consisting of large stone 
buildings, were discovered. Game abounded in 
places, whilst in others no sign of any form of 
animal life was met with. The soil generally was 
rich, but a few rugged spots were encountered. 
Some fine gold-beanng quartz veins were dis¬ 
covered, and other indications of minerals were 
noticed. 

The Pine and Cahoon Ridges afford abundant 
pasturage for cattle, and the higher grounds would 
doubtless produce, at altitudes VBr}'ing from 600 
to 2,000 feet, as marketable a quality of coffee as 
any that is brought for export from the neighbour¬ 
ing Republics. For the present, however, aud 
until more capital and labour sbali have been in¬ 
troduced, and in the advance of roads, it is to the 
rich virgin soil of the valleys and lower plains that 
the settlers must look for remuneration from their 
agricultural pursuits. Upon this soil the most 
luxuriant crops of sugar are being grown from 
cane that will ratoon for years. 

There seems to be no tropical product to which 
the climate and soil are not adapted. In the 
forests and wilds are found the cedar, rosewood, 
buUet-tree, fustic, bgnum viteo, sspodilU, Santa 
Maria, ironwood, red and white pine, india-rubber 
and gutta-percha trees, and the sarsaparilla, cochi¬ 
neal-cactus, Agave or Pi/o, indigo, and many other 
useful plants or shrubs. The cocoanut flourishes, 
as docs the Cahoon palm (of which the oil will 
shortly, it is hoped, bring increased prosperity to 
the Colony), and the ground-nut, locaUy known 
by the name of Pinder (ArocAis ht/nogfa\ so ex¬ 
tensively grown in aud exported from WesU^rn 
Africa, which produces an oil equal to olive oH 
for domestic purposes, and is also excellent as 
fodder for horses and cattle ; and there are the 
usual varieties of tropical fruit, cereals, aud vege¬ 
tables, plantains, maize, yams, casava, cocoa, and 
tobacco, to contribute to the fo^ and enjoyment of 
the people. 
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The cllniAte, though damp, is, for the tro^cR, 
healthy. VisitatioDB of malignant fever or cholera 
are of rare oocuirenoe, and an equable tempera¬ 
ture, with a prevailing eea-breeie, is experienced 
throughout the greater part of the year.

THE DOMINION. 

The constitution of the Dominion of Canada is 
regulated by the ImTOria) Act 80 Vic., c. 3, the lead¬ 
ing provisions of which are set out under head III, 
of this article, together with an account of the Order 
in Council pansed under it for tlu) incorporation of 
the Province of British Columbia. 

The Act was proclaimed on the 27th of May, 1867. 
The Governor-General of Canada was by Letters 
Patent of 1st April, 1870, appointed Governor of 
Kuport’s Land. The admission of Rupert’s Land 
into the Dominion of Canada after the 15th July, 
1870, was provided for by Order in Council of the 
28rd June, 1870, and the Province of Manitoba was 
erected out of this Territory by a Canadian Act 
88 Vic. cap. 8. 

British Columbia was incorporated by Order in 
Council of the 16th of May, 1871, taking effect from 
the 20th of July, 1871. 

Prince Edward Island was incorporated by Order 


in Council bearing date 26th of June, 1878, on the 
1st of July in that year. 

By a Canadian Act, 88 Vio., cap. 49, the terri¬ 
tories formerly known as **Rupert’s Land** and 
the North Western Territory (with the exception 
of the portion forming the Province ol Manitoba), 
were placed under the jurisdiction and control of a 
Lieut-Govemor and Council, separate and distinct 
from Manitoba. 

On the 8l8t of July, 1880, in oomplianoe with the 
prayer of an address from the Parliament of Canada, 
dat^ the 8rd of May, 1878, Her Majesty issued an 
Order in Council annexing to the Dominion of 
Canada, from the let of September, 1880, such 
British Possessions in North America (other than 
Newfoundland) as were not previously included 
in the Dominion. 


Area. 

The area of British North America is computed 
at 8.838,701 sc^nare miles. The greater part of this 
is comprised in the North West Xerritory. The 
seven settled Provinces of the Dominion comprise 
about 756,684 square miles.

On SOth June, 1879, the Dominion possessed, of 
railways, actually in operation 6,484 miles; under 
construction, portions of which are complete, and 
track laid, 592 miles; under construction, 945 
miles. Total 8,021 miles. 

FiUitieu 

The Canadian Militia is now under the immediate 
command of a Lieut.-General of the English Army. 
The Dominion is divided, for military purposes, into 
twelve districts, with a Deputv Adjutant-General, 
and a Brigade Staff in charge of each. The reserve 
Militia numbers ^55,000 men, and the active Militia 
45,000 men, making up 700,0<X) in all. 30,000 went 
out for training in 1874, and 28,845 in 1K75. 

There are included in this force 61 batteries of 
garrison .-u-tillery, and 16 of field artillery, and 40 
troops of cavalry. There are two schools of 
gunnery,and the Dominion Government has lately 
ostablisbed a school of scientific military instruction 
at Kingston, known as *^The Ro 3 -al Military 
College,*’ presided over by an Officer of the Royal 
Engineers.

IL THE PBOVTNCES. 

ONTARIO AND QUEBEC (Old Canada). 

Canada is said to have been discovered by 
Sebastian Cabot in 1497; but this is not certain. 
In 1525, the French took (xossession of the country 
in the name of the King of France, and ten years 
later Cartier exnlorod the St, Lawrence, so naming 
that splendid river from having entered it on SL 
Lawrence’s day. 

In 1608 Quebec, the first settlement, was founded. 
During their early days, and for a considerable time 
after, the French wore much engaged in confiicta 
with the Indian tribes, the aborigin^ inhabitants. 

In 1759 Quebec succumbed to the British forces 
under General Wolfe ; and in 1708 the whole terri- 
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torj of Cftoadft wna ceded to Great Britain by the 
Treaty of Paris. 

Prom 1763 to 1774, Canada was goremed by 
miliUiT authority, until in the latteryear a nominee 
oouncil was established by Act of the Parliament 
of Great Britain. By the same Act the Roman 
Catholics were allowM the free exercise of their 
religion: the Catholic Clergy were declared entitled 
to reoeiye their aocustomra dues and rights, bnt 
with respect only to those professing the Catholic 
religion; and in civil casee it was declared that 
resort should be had to the Laws of Canada for the 
dedaion of the same. The effect of this liberality 
was made manifest upon the occasion of the Ame¬ 
rican Civil War, when the newly acquired, and 
then mainly Catholic provinoe of Canada, reniained 
loyal to England in spite of seductive overtures 
from the revolted Colonies. 

In 1791 an Act of Parliament was passed (81 
Qea IlL, cap. 81), dividing Canada into two 
Provinces, uprar Canada (now Ontario) and lower 
Canada (now Quebec), ana establishing a constitu¬ 
tion for each. As tl^ form of ^vemment was 
similar in each Province, a description of that of 
the Lower Province will suffloe. Bv the Act of 
Parliament in question, the Legislative authority 
was vested in a Legislative CouncU appointed by 
the Crown, and in a House of Assembly elected by 
the inhabitants; the Lower Province was under a 
Oovemur, whilst the UpMr was under a Lieutecant- 
Oovemor. Both the Houses of Asevmbly thus 
created, and espedally that of Lower Canada, were 
in constant conflict with the Executive Government 
from tho end of the American War in 1814, until 
the Canadian Rebellion of 1888. The most fruitful 
osuses of dissension were the right of the Assembly 
to control public expenditure, and the question of 
the “ Clergy Reeervee,'* lands appropristed by the 
Imperial Act of 1791 for the exclusive benefit of 
the Andean Clergy. The immediate exciting 
cause of the Rebellion was tbs establishing, by 
Governor Sir Johu Colbome, of 87 rectories in 
upper Canada. After the reduction of the insni^ 
gMts, the constitution of lower Canada was sus¬ 
pend^ and Lord Durham was sent out from 
koffland as Govemor-Qeneral, with special powers 
ana instructions to report on the affairs of the 
country. He recommended a Union of the Pro¬ 
vinces, and indeed foreshadowed the larger con¬ 
federation, which has since been adopted. In 
accordance with Lord Durham's recommenda¬ 
tion, the two Provinces were re-united by an Act, 
8rd and 4th Vic., cap. 85, and the Legislative 
Bodies of the united Provinces were consoli¬ 
dated : the new Lec^ative Council was to consist 
of not less than 20 members (it has in fact ex¬ 
ceeded double that number); the members were 
appointed for life. The new House of Assembly 
ooDsisted of 84 members, there being an equal pro- 
portioD returned by eith^ Province. In the same 
year (1840) also Municipal Institutions were esta- 
bhsb^ in Canada. 

The Provincial Legislature was empowered by 
Act 17 A 18 Vic., cap. 118 (1854), to coostitute the 
Legislative Council an elective Nxly. 

The constitution of Canada lately in operation 
was defined in its main features under title 1. of the 
ConsoL Htat 1859. Under these Acts Canada was 
divided into 125 electoral districts and boroughs, 
returning in all 180 members to the House of 
Assembly, 65 for Upw Canada, and 65 for Lower 
Canada; whilst the Legislative Council consisted 
of 48 members who were elected, and 22 members 
who were nominated under the old constitution. 

Of the 48 elected mambsra, 24 were for Upper 


Canada and 24 for Lower. They wore arranged 
in four sets, and were chosen respectively in 1866. 
1858, 1860, and 1862. 

In 1855 the question of the *' Clergy Reserves ** 
was settled by the application of the proj^rty to 
municipal purposes, vested interests being re¬ 
spected Id tM same year seignioral tenure was 
aDolisbed in Lower Canada. 

As years elapsed, increasing difficulty was ex¬ 
perienced in the conduct of public affaire ovring 
to the antagonism of the members for Upper and 
Lower Canada. Things having almost come to a 
** dead lock "about 1864, an escape from the difficulty 
was sourht in a project for the union of all tbo 
British North American provinces, which, after 
negotiation, was agreed to, and embodied in the 
** British North America Act, 1867," which forme 
part III of this article. 

The land in both Ontario and Quebec is very 
fertile, and produces all cereals and wheat crops in 
abundmioe; fruit grows luxuriantly ; and grapes, 
melons, peaches and tomatoes come to maturity in 
the open air. The cattle trade is also assuming 
consi^rable proportions, large numbers being 
exported annually to England. The ssmH remark 
will apply to dairy produce. 

Free grants of land (from 100 to 200 acres) mav 
be obtained, and improved farms (with builaings) 
can be bought at from 4/. to 12/. per acre. 

The educational system is very perfect. It U 
compulsory, and there are no school fees.

NOVA SCOTIA. 

Is now inoorporated with Canada. It is a pen¬ 
insula between 48® 46' N. lat, and 61® 67' W. 
long., and is connected with New Brunswick by 
a low sandy isthmus; its length is about 800 
miles, and its breadth alx>ut 100 at its widest, with 
much variation. It contains an area of 21,781 
square miles, about oue-flfth part of which conrists 
of lakes, rivers, and inlets of the sea; deducting 
tUs one-fifth part and the land nnsnited for am- 
cultural purposes, there are rather more tWi 
5,000,000, acres of land fit for tillage. Grants oi 
100 acres can be obtained for about 9/., and im¬ 
proved farms are to be purchased at moderate 
prices. The forests of Nova Srotia abound in g04xi 
timber—the ash, the beech, the bircl^ the maple, 
the oak, the pine, and the spruce being the most 
common trees. 

Nova Scotia waa ditooversd by John Cabot in 

0 2 
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1497; it was colooiKod by the French in 1698; was 
taken by the English, and a grant of it. made to Sir 
W. Alexander by James 1. in 1627. In 1632 it 
^as again restored to France, but again coded to 
England at the l>aoe of Utrecht in 1714. After 
the Peace of Aix-ia-(.'ha|iolle, in 1748, a settlement 
of disbanded tro<»ps wa.s formed there by Lord 
Halifax, and the city which now bears that name 
is the capital of the ivdony. 

The harbour of Halifax has an area of about 10 
square miles, is opeu at all seasons, and its navi¬ 
gation is scarcely ever interrupted by ice. This 
liarlstur is not surpassed by any in the world, 
affording safe anchorage for, it is said, 1,000 sliips. 
The British Government has at Halifax an exten¬ 
sive dttckyard, and its principal naval station iu 
i^orth America. 

The climate is healthy, but the Atlantic coast 
of Nova iScotia is frequently visited by dense 
fogs, and the variations of temperature within 24 
hours are remarkably great, sometimes exceeding 
60°. The greatest heat observed at Halifax by 
Uaptaiu Muorsom was 95° Fahr., and the extreme 
cold 10°. 

Uoal and iron ore are nlentiful in Nova Scotia. 
Gold also lias recently been discovered, and is 
yielding fair returns; but the greater portion of 
the iuhabitants are employed in agriculture and 
the growth of fruit, though the su[»erior fisheries, 
together with the ship-buildiug and timber tnwle, 
^ivo occupation to many.

NEW BRUNSWICK, 

Which is now incorporated with Canada, is the 
coKtern division of the continent of North America; 
it is situated between 45* 5' and 48* 6' N. lat, and 
63° 47' and 67° 53' W. long.; its area is about 
27,105 square miles, or 17,00o,0()0 acres. It is cou- 
nccted with Nova Scotia by a low istiunus. 

New Brunswick, in the early part of the last 
century, belonged to the French, and was called 
by them New France. At the peace of 1763, 
New Bruuswick, with the rest of Canada, was 
reded by France to Great Britain, from which 
period to 1785 it was annexed to Nova Scotia, 
wfhen it was erected into a separate Colony. It was 


first colonised by British subjects in 1761, and in 
1783 by disbanded troops from New England. 

Coal is abundant, aud is worked by a joint-stock 
company; antimony, iron, and g^’psum are to be 
fouud also iu considerable quantities. A great por¬ 
tion of the country is covered by dense forests of 
fine timber, the cutting and working of which^ 
or ** lumbering —furnishes remunerative employ¬ 
ment to many. W^heat, Indian corn, barley, aud 
oats, are the principal cereals raised.

MANITOBA. 

Manitoba was erected into a Province with 
Representative Institutions by an Act of the 
Canadian Parliament, 83 V'ic., c. 3, taking effect 
from the loth July, 1870. By this Act, the 
boundaries of Manitoba are defined. It is declared 
to be bounded on the soutli by the 49th degree of 
latitude, on the north by the 50° 30' latitude, on the 
west by the 99th parallel of W. longitude, and on 
the east by the 96th parallel of E. longitude. 

Mauitoba was formerly known as the Red 
River Settlement of the Hudson's Bay Company. 
Upon the surrender of the Charter of that Com¬ 
pany to the Crown, with a view of the inclusion of 
Ruperts Laud in the Dominion, many of the 
inhabitants of the Red River Settlement, fear¬ 
ing that they would be subject to a possibly 
stricU'r form of Government, rose in insurreo- 
tiuu, and established a provisional Government of 
their own, headed by Louis Kiel, a half-breed. On 
the 4th of March, 1870, Riel, Lepinei, and other 
leaders of this insurrection shot a man named Soott, 
who liad been opposed to them. 

The insurrection itself ended by the flight of 
the leaders upon the approach of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley with a military force from Canada. In 
Septemwr, 1870, Mr. A. G. Arcliibald assumed 
tlie administration of the Government. 

In October, 1871 the Province was threatened by 
a Feniau raidL Mr. Archibald, isolated, and without 
the aid of troops, took measures for its defence, and 
with tins view acet^pted the co-operation of Riel and 
Lepine. The attach never took place. 

In 1874 Lepine was brought to trial at Fort Oarry 
for the munler of Scott, ami, upon conviction, 
sentenced to death. But Lord Dunerin, with th» 
acquieeoence of the Secretary State, commuted

The agricultnral capabiUtics of this province are 
very highly spoken of. It contains about 9,U<JO,000 
acres of land admirably adapted for the production 
of wheat and all other crops. The soil is a rich 
blai'k loam. The growth of Winnipeg, the chief 
dty, is remarkable. In IbTO it contained about 200 
inhabitauta, now (1080) it lias a {io]»ulatiou of from 
10,000 to 12,000, and is increasing rapidly. 

At present the province can only be reached by 
railway through the Uuited States territory, but 
next year it is ex()ectud that the portion of the 
Canadian Pacifle Railway from Thunder Bay to 
Belkirk and 200 miles beyond will be opened, the 
benefit of which it is difticult to calculate. 

The free-grant lands are almost all taken up, but 
good farms can be purchased at from $2 to $LU per 
acre.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Britbh Columbia is situated on the north-west 
coest of North America. It comprises, as at pre¬ 
sent constituted, the territory lying between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Pacific Ocean, and 
Vancouver Island, and extends from the frontier 
line of the United States on the south, to the 
Simpson and Finlay rivers, which form its north¬ 
ern tx)undary. The average breadth of the terri¬ 
tory is about 250 miles, the length of its coast line 
about 450 miles, and its area (including Vancouver 
Island and Queen Charlotte Island) is roughly 
calculated at 4t>5,978 square miles. 

Until the year 1858, British Columbia formed 
part of the territorv over which the Hudson's Bay 
Company possessed by licence from the Croan the 
exclusive right of tra^g. But in that year large 
discoveries of gold were made in the rivers of the 
country, wliich attracted a vast immigration of 
gold-diggers from California, and rendered it 
necessary for Her Majesty’s Government to taka 
measures to maintain order, and protect life and 
property. The Hudson's Bay Companv's trading 
licence was therefore revoked, and the country 
erected into a Colony by an Act of the Imperial 
Parliament (21 A 22 Viet,, cap. 99). 

The Colony ha^ when first created, no form of 
Representative Government, laws being made 
by the Governor in tlie sliape of proclamations, 
wliich were submitted to the Queen, and laid before 
both Houses of Parliament: in 1863. however, a 
Legislative Council was established by order in 
Council, to consist of the Colonial Secretary, the 
Attorney-General, the Treasurer, the Burveyor- 
General, and the Collector of Customs; of five 
Magistrates from different parts of the country, 
and of five unofiicial members, who were solectea 
by the votes of the inhabitants of the respective 
districts, all but Chinese and Indians being allowed 
to vote. In 1866, the Colony of Vancouver Island 
was united to tlmt of British Columbia by Im¬ 
perial Act passed in accordance with the vote of 
the Legislature of the former Colony, and became 
in every reqiect an integral portion of the Colony 
of British Columbia. The number of the Legis¬ 
lative Council was increased from 15 to 23, consist¬ 
ing of the five executive officers before namud, nine 
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megistrates, and nine unofficial members selected by 
the votes of the inhabitants of the several districU, 
This Coustitutiou wss altered by Order in Council, 
1870; and the uumlier of the Council up to the 
Union was 15 : 9 members elected by the people, 
and 6 nominated by tlie Governor. 

By the Constitution Ac^ 1871, however, jiassed 
by the Legislative Council after the adoption of 
the Address for Union with Canada, in prepara¬ 
tion for tliat Union, aud in accordance with the 
14th Article of the terms, the Legislative body was 
still further eulargod. The number of members 
was increased to 25, all to be elective; and the Act 
contained provisions necessary for introducing thq 
system of Executive Administration known as 
** Responsible Government," intended to come into 
operation on completion of the Union. 

The population of the country is chiefly migra¬ 
tory, consisting of mining adventurers from Cali¬ 
fornia and other parts of the world, and including 
considerable numbers of Chinese. The settled 
white ponulaUun of the United Colony may bo 
stated as between 10,000 and 16.000. 

The chmato is temperate, and milder than that of 
the rest of tbs continent of North America, in tho 
same latitude, east of the Rocky Mouauins. Be¬ 
sides gold, the country produces magniflc'eut timber 
aud good coaL Gold quartz mining is now being 
prosecuted with considerable vigour, aud reason¬ 
able hopes of success. Promising indications of 
silver have been discovered in several localities. 
Some of the ore liaviug been assayed has ^neldod 
at the rate of 250/. to the ton. These leads are 
now being thoroughly tested. Seams of excellent 
anthracite coal have been discovered in Queen 
Cliarlotte Island, and works are now in progress^ 
there. 

The revenue is raised principally by means of 
enstoms duties: there is no direct taxation, except 
upon traders and miners. 

Agricultural operations have been greatly cx-. 
tended during the last five years, aud have' 
proved the cliaracU*r of tho laud tlirougbout the 
colony to bo admirably adapted for tlie culture of* 
cereals. Laud once thought valueless is now 
under heavy crops. Tho w i.eat, barley, oats, and. 
other farm produce of tho Colony may cum|iaru 
favourably with that raised even in California., 
Grist mills are gpradually biding erected. Tracts 
of good grazing laud exist throughout tlie Colony, 
but tlie districts of Bhemilkainoeu, Okanagan, and. 
Nicola Lake, offer oxculleut pasture lauX The 
siiars manufactured from the Douglas pine bear, 
the highest commercial value, for size, strength, 
and durability. The ** luiubcr " trade is gradually 
on the increase; there Iwiug an unlimited supply 
of fine timber througliout the Colony. 

The fur trade of this ])art of the world is also s' 
noticeable feature. The skins exported chiefly, 
consist of mink, marten, sable, silver fox, bear,* 
beaver, sea and laud otter, fur seal, deer, elk, 
raccoon, siflleur, aud otliers of minor importance. 
This trade was originally a monopoly of the Hudson 
Bay Company, but is now oneo. 

Large Quantities of excolleut cranberries yearly 
find a ready sale in California. 

The Fraser River abounds in salmon, storgeon, 
and a small fish called the **oulakon," of 
delicacy, resembling tho sardine, aud which is ^und 
iu enormous shoals. But fishing as an industry has 
not lxH!D hitherto extensively carried on. The sea 
fisheries consist of herring, cod, smelt, and halibut,, 
all in great abundance. 

There is a continuous line of telecraph from. 
New Westminster to England, and a Line passes' 
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through the Colony from south to nortk thus 
placing even the remote district of CariDoo in 
direct communication with America and Europe. 

The acquisition of land under pre-emptive right 
is simple and inexpensive: any British subject can 
take up a claim of 160 acres of lan<L and settle 
upon the same, with the certainty of not being 
called upon to pay for the land until it is included 
in the survey of the Colony, and then at a rate not 
exceeding 44. 2dL an acre. Any quantity of land 
immediately adjacent to a pre-emptive claim can 
be purchas^ by the pre-emptor of such claim upon 
pa 3 rment down of half the purchase-money; the 
remainder when the land is surveyed—in no case 
exceeding 44. 2d. per acre in the whole. Town lots 
and suburban lauds are put up for sale by public 
auction. 

Vancouver Island lies off the north-west coast of 
North America, between N. lat. 48® 20' and 50® 
and W. long. 128® 10' and 128® 20' and has an ex¬ 
treme length of 276 miles, and a oreadth varying 
from 40 to 60 milea It is separated from the main¬ 
land by a channel, called in various parts by the 
names of Queen Charlotte's Sound, Johnstone 
Strait, and Gulf of Georgia. On the south it is 
divided from the Washington territory by the Juan 
de Fnca Strait Its area has been roughly esti¬ 
mated at 76,684 square miles, the greater propor¬ 
tion of which is mountain ana rock. 

The whole country is more or less densely 
wooded, excepting where the summit of the moun¬ 
tains ^hich rise to the height of nearly 16,000 
feet) affords no hold for plants. The soil is fertile 
and capable of successful cultivation. Coal, good 
in quality, has been found at many points, ana has 
been worked to a considerable extent at Nauairao 
on the east coast A large quantity of this coal 
is exported to San Francisco and South America. 
The climate is beautiful, more especially from early 
summer to late autumn. 

The chief town of the island is Victoria, situated 
at its south-eastern extremity, a flourishing town 
of 6,000 inhabitants. The numlwr of the aborigines 
on the island has been estimated at about 17,000. 

The first British Settlement in Vancouver Island 
was made at Nootka Bound, on the N.W. coast, 
about the year 1778, by some London merchants, 
whose intention it was to dispose there of the pro¬ 
duce raised in China. 

Spain, however, at this time laid claim to the 
west coast of Americ^ south of lat. 60®. Spanish 
cruizers seixed the British trading vessels, and 
detained their crews as prisoners. To resent this 
outrage, a lar^ fleet was assembled at Spithead, but 
war was avoided through the concessions of Spain; 
the English merchants were indemnified, and the 
Spanish claims were virtually, though not xormalJy, 
abandoned. 

Until 1849. Vancouver Island was only occasion¬ 
ally resorted to by the servants of the Hudson's 
Bay and ruget's Sound Companies; but in that 
year a lease of the island was granted to the former 
Company for 10 years. The Imperial Government, 
however, reserve to itself the right of resuming 
it at the expiration of tliis period, on certain con¬ 
ditions. Accordingly, in 1869 it was made a 
British Colony, Mr. ^afterwards Sir James) Douglas, 
who had actea as Governor under the Hud^n's 
Bay Company, was continued in that emplo^ent 
In 1866 it was, as already stated, united by Im¬ 
perial Act to British Columbia, and became an 
integral portion of this Colony. British Columbia 
entered the Canadian Union ^h July, 1871 • since 
which time she has been represented in the 
Canadian Senate by throe, and in the House of 


Commons by six, members. During the latter 
part of 1879, tenders were asked for and oontracts 
awarded for the construction of four sections of the 
Canadian Pacific Bailway, situated within the 
province, via., from Emary's Bar on the Fraser 
niver, to Savana's Ferry on the North Thompeou 
Biver, a distance in all of 127 miles. Work was 
commenced on these sections during the past year, 
and is being energetically proseout^

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 

This island, which was admitted into nniern with 
the Dominion of Canada on the Ist July, 1878, U 
situated between 46® and 47® N. lat, and between 
62® and 64® W. long.; its area is al^t 1,880,000 
acres; it is about 140 miles long, and 84 its greatest 
breadth. It was discovered by Sebastian Cabot, 
1497; it was first settled by the French, but was 
taken from them in 1768. it was annexed to the 
Government of Nova Scotia in 1768, but, on the 
petition of its inhabitaata, was constituted a sepa¬ 
rate Colony in 1770. 

The climate ia milder than in the surrounding 
British Colonies, and it is considered very healthy 
The island is generally well wooded. 

The inhabitants are engaged almost exclusively 
in agriculture. 

Besponsible Govemmeot was established at Prince 
Edward Island in 1861. There ia a Lieutenant- 
Governor, appointed by the Governor-General of 
Canada, an Executive Council (the Cabinet) oom- 
pused of 9 members, a Legislative Council of 18 
members, and a House of Assemblv of 80 mem¬ 
bers. Both these bodies are elected by the people. 

The island is divided into three counties. King’s, 
Queen's, and Prince’s, each of these elects ten 
representatives and four conncBlors to the Local 
Assembly. The island ia also represented in the 
Dominion Parliament. 

The land tenure has for many years been a sonres 
of agitation in this Colony. At the close of the last 
century the whole island was parcelled into 66 lots, 
and these lots were distributed amon^ various 
persons, with certain conditions atta^od to the 
grants which have been regarded as impracticable. 

The lands thus acquired were on most estates 
leased for terms of 999 years, at an annual rent of 
about one shilling an acre, and thns a system of 
absentee proprietorship was established. 

For several years the Local Government bought 
out the interests of the proprietors in their lands 
whenever favourable opportunities occurred. 

The land question has been disposed of by acom- 
ptilsory Land Purchase Act passed by the provin¬ 
cial Legislature in 1876. This Act compels the 

O rietors to sell to the tenants, at a price to be 
by the award of a majority of three Com- 
missiouors appointed under the Act. The majoritv 
of the Commissioners have made their awarJ, 
giving the proprietors on the average about 6«. ficL 
an acre. 

The eoil of the island is go^ and especially 
adapted for oats and the raising of aheep aud 
cattle.

THE NORTH WEST TERRITORIES. 

By a Canadian Act, 88 Vic., cap. 49, the terri¬ 
tories formerly known as **Rupert’s Land*' and 
the North Western Territory (with the exception 
of such portion thereof as forms the Province of 
Manitoba), were created into a Government entirely 
separate and distinct from Manitoba. The Act 
was put into force by Proclamation of 7th 
Ortober, 1876. The territories are governed by a 
Lieutenant-Governor assisted by a Council not 
exceeding five members, subject to instructions 
given by Order in Council at Ottawa, or by the 
Secretaiy of State of Canada. Representatives may 
be returned from time to time to a Council or 
Assembly according as districts containing an 
area of 1,000 square miles attain a ^pulation of 
not less than 1,000 inhabitants of adult age, exclu- 
dve of aliens or unenfranchised Indians. 

The remarks as to the agricultural capabilities of 
Manitoba apply to this district also. Free grants 
of land of IbO acres can be obtained. It is intimated 
that the province has about 150,000,000 acres of 
lend suitable for cultivation and awaiting settle¬ 
ments

ra. THE UNION ACT. 

The Provinoesof Outario,Quebec ^formerly 
constituting the Colony of Canada), New 
Brunswick, and Nova Scotia, were % the 
Imperi^ Act 30 Vic., c. 3, formed into one 
Dominion. This Act was brought into force 
by Royal Proclamation, bearing date the 27th 
of May, 1867. The Act^ amongst other 
things, provides as follows :— 

Canada shall bo divided into Four Provinces, 
Atmed Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, and New 
Bninswick- 

The parts of the Province of Canada (as it 
exists at the passing of this Act) which formerly 
constituted respectively the Provinces of Upper 
Canada and Lower Canada, shall be deemed to bo 
severed, and shall form two Be])arate Provinces. 
The part which formerly constituted the Province 
of Upper Canada shall constitute the Province of 
Ontario; and the part which fonuerly constituted 
the Province of Lower Canada shall constitute the 
Province of Quebec. 

The Provinc'es of Nova Scotia and New Bruns¬ 
wick shall have the same limita as at the paasing 
of this Act. 


IIL— Execxjtivb Powbr. 

The Executive Govemmeot and Authority of 
and over Canada is hereby declared to oontmuo 
and be vested in tho Quoon. 

The Provisions of this Act referring to the 
Governor-Generalexteudand apply to the Governor- 
General for the time being of Caumla, or other the 
Chief Executive Oflicer or Administrator for the 
time being carrying on the Government of Canada 
on behalf and in the name of the Queen, by what¬ 
ever title he is designated. 

There shall be a Council to aid and advise in 
the Government of Canada, to bo styled the Queen's 
Privy Council for Canada; and the persons who 
are to bo Members oi that Council shall be from 
time to time chosen ai 
General, and sworn 
Members thereof ma;^ 
by the Governor-GeneraL 

The Command-in-Cliief of the Land and Naval 
Militia, and of all Naval and Military Forces, of 
and in Canada, is hereby declared to continue and 
bo vested in the Queen. 

Until the Queen otherwise directs, the seat of 
Government of Canada shall be Ottawa. 

IV.—Lboislativi Power. 

There shall be one Parliament for Canada, con¬ 
sisting of the Queen, an Upper House styled the 
Senate, and the House of Commons. 

The Senate. 

The Senate shall, subject to the provisions of 
this Act, consist of seventy-two Members, who 
shall be styled Senators 

In relation to the consiitntion of the Senate, 
Canada shall be deemed to consist of three Divi¬ 
sions: 

1. Ontario; 

2. Quebec; 

8. The Maritime Provinces, Nova Scotia and Now 
Brunswick; which three divisions shall (8uV>ject to 
the provisions of tliis Act) be equally represented 
in the Senate as follows: Ontario bv twenty-four 
Senators; Quebec by twenty-four Senators; and 
tlie Maritime Provinces by twenty-four Senators, 
twelve thereof representing Nova Scotia, and twelve 
thereof representing New Brunswick. 

The Governor-General shall, from time to time, 
in the Qm^en’s name, by instrument under the Great 
Seal of Canada, summon qualified persons to the 
Senate; and, subji’Ct to the provisions of this Act, 
every person so summoned shall become and be a 
Member of the Senate and a Senator. 

Such persona shall be first summoned to the 
Senate as the Queen, by warrant under Her 
Majesty’s royal sign manual, thinks fit to approve, 
and ilteir names shall be inserted in the Queen'e 
proclamation of Union. 

If at anv time, on the recommendation of the 
Governor-General, the Queen thinks fit to direct 
that three or six Members bo added to tho Souato, 
the Govemor-Genoral may, bv summons, to three 
or six qualified persons (as the case may Iw), re¬ 
presenting equally the tliree divisions of Canada, 
add to the Senate accordingly. 

In the case of such addition being at any time 
miuie, the Governor-General shall not summon any 
])ersoD to tho Senate, except on a further like 
direction by the Queen on tln^ like rocomroeudatiuu, 
until each of the three Divi-sious of Canada is re¬ 
presented bv twenty-four Senators, and no more. 

The num*ber of Senators shall not at any time 
exceed seventy-eight.

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A Senator shall, subiect to the proyisions of this 
Act, hold las place in the Souato for life. 

A Senator may, by Trritiug under his hand, ad¬

Tkt Route of Commont. 

The House of Commons shall, subject to the 
provisions of this Act, consist of one hundred and 
eighty-one Members, of whom eighty-two shall 
be elected for Ontario, sixty-ilye for Quebec, nine¬ 
teen for Nova Sootia, and fifteen for New Bruns- 
wick. 

V.—PHOVINCIAL OONBTITUTIOKS. 

Kxec%aif>e Power, 

For each Province there shall be an Officer, 
styled the Lieutenant-Governor, appointed by the 
Goyernor-General in Council by instrument under 
the Great Seal of Canada. 

A Lieutenant-Governor shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the Governor-General; but any 
Lieutonant-Govemor appointed after the com¬ 
mencement of the first bossion of the Parliament 
of Canada hhail not be removable within five years 
from his appointment, except for cause assigned, 
which shall bo communicated to him in writing 
within one month after the order for his removal 
is made, and shall be communicated by messa^ to 
the Senate and to the House of Commons aithin 
one week thereafter if the Parliament is then sitting, 
and if not, then within one week after the com¬ 
mencement of the next Session of the Parliament. 

The salaries of the Lieutonant-Goyernors shall be 
fixed and provided by the I’arliament of Canada. 

£very Lieutenant-Governor shall, before assum¬ 
ing the duties of his office, make and subscribe 
before the Governor-General, or some person 
aOthorixed by him, oaths of allegiance and office 
similar to thoee taken by the Govemor-GeneraL 

The provisions of this Act referring to the 
Lieutenant-Governor extend and apply to the 
Lieutenant-Governor fur the time being of each 
Proving or other the Chief Executive Officer or 
Administrator for the time being carrying on the 
Government of the Province, by whatever title ho 
is designated. 

Tlie Executive Council of Ontario and of Quebec 
shall be composed of such persons as the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor from time to time thinks fit, and 
in the first instance of tho following Officers, 
namely,—the Attorney-General, the Secretary and 
Kegistrar of the lYovinco, the Treasurer of the 
Province, the Commissioner of Crown Lands, and 
tho Commissioner of Agriculture and Public Works, 
with, in Quebec, the Sjieaker of the Legislative 
Council and the Solicitor-GeueraL 

I'ho Constitution of the Executive Authority in 
each of the Provinces of Nova Scotia and plow 
Brunswick shall, subject to tlie proyisions of this 
Act, continue as it exists at tlie Union until altered 
under the authority of this Act. 

Unless and until tho Executive Government ot 
any Province otlierwise directs with re8]iect to 
tliat Province, the seats of Government of the 
Provinces shall be as follows, namely,—of Ontario, 
the city of Toronto; of Quebec, the city of Quebec; 
of Nova Scotia, the city of Halifax; and of New 
Brunswick, the city of Frodorictou. 

Legitlative Power, 

1.—OJfTABIO. 

There sliall be a Legislature for Ontario, con¬ 
sisting of tlie Lieutenant-Governor and of one 
House, styled the Legislative Assembly of Outaria 


The Legislative Assembly of Ontario shall be 
composed Of eightv-two Members, to be elected to 
represent the eighty-two Electoral Diatricts set 
forth in the first ech^ule to this Act. 

2.—QUEBEC. 

There shall be a Legislature for Quebec con¬ 
sisting of the Lieutenant-Governor and of two 
Houses, styled the Legislative Council of Quebec, 
and the Legislative Assembly of Quebec. 

The Legislative Couucil of Quebec shall be com¬ 
posed of twenty-four Members to be appointed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor, in Uie Queen’s name, by 
instrument under the Groat Beal of Quebec, one 
being appointed to represent each of the twenty- 
four Electoral Divisious of Lower Canada in this 
Act referred to, and each holding office for the 
term of his lif^ unless the Legisl^ure of Quebec 
otherwise provides under the provisions of this Act. 

The qualiflcatiouB of the Legislative Councillors 
of Quebec shall be the same as those of tho Beuators 

or Quebec. 

The Legislative Assembly of Quebec shall be 
composed of sixty-five Members, to be elected to 
represent the sixty-five Eloctoi^ Divisions or 
Districts of Lower Canada in this Act referred to, 
subject to the alteration thereof by the Legis¬ 
lature of Quebec: Provided that it shall not be 
lawful to present to the Lientenaut-Governor of 
Quebec for assent anv Bill for altering the limits 
of any of the Electoraf Divisions or Districts men¬ 
tioned in the second schedule to this Act, unless 
the second and third readings of such Bill have 
been passed in the Legislative Assembly with the 
coucurreuoe of the majority of the Members repre¬ 
senting all thoee Electoral Divisious or Districts, 
and the assent shall uot be given to such Bill 
unless an address has been presented by the 
Legislative Assembly to the Lieutenant-Governor 
stating that it has been so passed. 

Every Legislative Assembly of Ontario, and 
every Legislative Assembly of Quebec, sliall con¬ 
tinue for four years from the day of the return of 
the writs for choosmg the same (subject uovur- 
tlielosa to either the Leg^lative Assembly of 
Ontario or the Legislative Assembly of Quebec 
being sooner dissolved by the Liouteuant-Governor 
of tlm Province), and no longer. 

8.—NOVA 8COT1A AND NEW BKUN8W1CX. 

The Constitution of the Legislature of each of 
the Provinces of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
shall, subject to the provisions of this Act, con¬ 
tinue as it exists at the Union until altered under 
the authority of this Act; and the House of As¬ 
sembly of New Brunswick existing at the passing 
of this Act shall, unless sooner dii^lved, continue 
for the period for which it was elected. 

VIL—J UDICATURB. 

The Govemoi-General shall appoint the Judges 
of the Superior, District, and County Courts in 
each Provinoo, except those of the Courts of Pro¬ 
bate in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 

Until the laws relative to property and civil 
rights in Ontario, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick, 
and the procedure of the Courts in those Provinces, 
are made uuiform, the Judges of the Courta of Lhose 
Provinces appointed by the Governor-General shall 
be selected from the riMpective bars of those Pro¬ 
vinces. 

The Judges of tlie Courts of Quebec shall bo 
seleotod from the Bar of that Province. 
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The Judges of the Superior Courts shell hold 
office during good behsriour, but shall be removable 
by the Goveruor-Geueral on address of the Senate 
end Uoose of Commons. 

VIIL— Rivbnubs; Dbutb; Assbts; Taxation. 

All duties and revenues over which the resf>ec- 
tive Legislatures of Canada^ Nova Scotia, and New 
Brunswick before and at the Union had and have 
power of appropriation, except such portions thereof 
as are by this Act reserved to the resjK>ctive Legis 
latures of the Provinces, or are raised by them in 
accordance with the special powers conferred on 
them by this Act, shall form one Consolidated 
Bovenue Fund, to be appropriated for the public 
service of Canada in the manner and subject to the 
charges in this Act provided. 

X.—Intbhoolonial Railway. 

Inasmuch as the Provinces of Canada, Nova 
Scotia, and New Brunswick have joined in a 
declaration that the construction of the Inter¬ 
colonial Railway is essential to the consolidation 
of the union of British North America, and to the 
assent thereto of Nova Scotia and New Bruns¬ 
wick, and have consequently a^oed that provision 
should be made for its imnMxhate construction by 
the Government of Canada: Tlierefore, in order to 
give effect to that agreement, it shall be the duty of 
the Government and Parliament of Canada to pro¬ 
vide for the commencement, within six months 
after the Union, of a Railway connecting the River 
Bt. Lawrence with the City of Halifax in Nova 
Beotia, and for the construction thereof without 
intermission, and the completion thereof wdih all 
practicable speed. 

XL— Admission of otuee Colonixs. 

It shall be lawful for the Queen, by and with the 
advice of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable lYivy 
Council, on addresses from the Houses of the Par¬ 
liament of Canada, and from the Houses of the 
respective Lo^latures of the Colonies or Provinces 
of Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, and 
British Columbia, to admit those Culouies or Pro¬ 
vinces, or any of them into the Union, and on 
address from the Houses of the Parliament of 
Canada to admit Rupert's Land and the North- 
Westem Territory, or either of them, into the Union, 
on such terms and couditions in each case as are in 
the addresses expressed and as the Queen thinks 
fit to approve, subject to tlie provisions of this 
Act; and the nrovisious of any Order in Coundl 
in that behalf shall have effect as if they had been 
enacted by the Parliament of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland. 

In case of the admission of Newfoundland and 
Prince Edward Island, or either of tliem, each shall 
be entitled to a representation in the Senate of 
Canada of four Members, aud (notwithstaudiug 
anytliing in this Act) in case of the admission of 
Newfoundland, the normal number of Beuators shall 
be seventy-six, and their maximum Dumber shall 
be eighty-two; but Prince £>lward Island when 
admitted shall bo deemed to be comprised in tlie 
third of the three Divisions into which Canada is, 
in relation to the conatitution of the Benate, divided 
by this Act; aud accordingly, after the admission of 
Prince Edward Island, whetlier Newfoundland is 
admitted or not the representation of Nova Beotia 
and New Brunswick in the Benate shall, as vacan¬ 
cies occur, bo reduced from twelve to ten Members 
respectively, and the representation of each of 
thoee Proviucee shall not bo incruased at any time 


beyond ten, except under the provision of this Act 
for the appointmoiit of three or six additional 
Senators under the direction of the Queen. 

By Act of Canada, 35 V'ict.. ch. 18, the House of 
Coiumons consists of 200 Members, of whom 83 
are from Ontario, 65 from Quebec, 21 from Nova 
Beotia, 16 from Now Brunswick, 4 from Manitoba, 
and 6 from British Columbia. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The following are the Provieions of Her 
Majesty^s Order in Council respecting the 
inconx)ration of British Columbia, dated 
16 May, 1671, issued under the authority of 
the British North America Act, 1867, on 
Addresses from the Houses of Parliament 
of Canada and the Legislature of British 
Columbia, as therein provided. 

The terms embodied in the Addresses and Order 
in Council giving effect to the Union are as 
follows:— 

1. Canada shall be liable for the Debts and Lia¬ 
bilities of British Columbia existing at the time of 
the Union. 

2. British Columbia, not having incurred debts 
equal to those of the other Provinces now consti¬ 
tuting the Dominion, shall be ontitied to receive, 
by ^f-yearly payments in advance from the 
General Government, interest at the rate of five per 
cent, per annum on the differeuce between tlia 
actual amount of its indebtedness at the date of 
the Union, aud the indebtedness per head of the 
population of Nova Beotia and New Brunswick 
($27 77c.), the population of British Columbia 
being taken at 60,000. 

8. The following sums shall be paid by Canada 
to BritiMb Columbia for the support of its Govern¬ 
ment and Legisiature, to wit, an Annual Subsidy 
of $85,000, and an Annual Grant equal to 80 cents 
per bead of the said population of 60,000, both half- 
yearly in advance, such Grant of 80 cents per head 
to be augmeute<l in proportion to the increase of 
population, as may be shown by each subsequent 
decennial oensus, until the population amounts to 
400,000, at which rate such Grant shall thereafter 
remain, it being understood that the first census be 
taken in the year 1881. 

4. Tlie Dominion a*ill provide an efficient Mail 
Service, fortnightly, by steam communication be¬ 
tween Victoria and Ban IVaucisco, and twice o-week 
between Victoria and Olympia, the vessels to be 
adapted for the conveyance of freight and pas¬ 
sengers. 

5. Canada will assume aud defray the charges for 
the following services:— 

A. Salary of the Lieutenant-Governor; 

B. Salaries and Allowances of the Judges of the 
Supreme Courts and the County or District 
Courts; 

C. The charges in respect to the Department of 
Customs; 

D. The Postal and Telegraphic Services; 

£. Protection and Encouragement of Fisheries; 

F. Provision for the Militia; 

G. Lighthouses, Buuys, aud Beacons, Ship¬ 
wrecked Crews, Quarantine aud Marine Hospitals, 
including a Marine Hospital at Victoria; 

H. Tlie Geological Survey; 

I. The Penitentiary; 

And such further chargoe as may be inddent to 
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«nd oonnectAd with the servioee which by t)ie British 
North America Act of 1867 appertain to the 
General Government, and as are or may be allowed 
to the other IVovinces. 

6. Suitable Pensions, such as shall be approved 
of by Her Majesty's Government, shall be provided 
by the Government of the Dominion for those of 
Her Majesty's servants in the Colony whose tx>si- 
tion and emoluments derived therefrom would be 
affected bv political chaoMs on the admission of 
British Columbia into the Dominion of Canada. 

7. It is a^eed that the existing Customs' Tariff 
and Excise Duties sliall continue in force in British 
Columbia until the Railway from the Pacific Coast 
and the svstem of Railways in Canada are con¬ 
nected, unless the Legislature of British Columbia 
ahonld sooner decide to accept the Tariff and 
Excise Laws of Canada. \^^n Customs and 
Excise Duties are, at the time of the Union of 
British Columbia with Canada, leviable on any 
Goo^ Wares, or Merchandises in British Colum¬ 
bia, or in the other Provinces of the Deminiun, 
those Goods, Wares, and Merchandises mav, from 
and after the Union, be imported into Bnnsli 
Columbia from the Provinces now composing the 
Dominion, or from eitlier of those Provinces into 
British Columbia, on proof of payment of the 
Customs or Excise Duties leviable thereon in the 
Province of Exportation, and on payment of such 
further amount (U any) of Customs or Excise 
Duties as are le^ble thereon in the Province of 
Importation. This arrangement to have no force 
or effect after the assimilation of the Tariff and 
Excise Duties of British Columbia with those of 
the Dominion. 

8w British Columbia shall be entitled to be repre¬ 
sented in the Senate by three Members, and by six 
Members in the House of Commons. The repre¬ 
sentation to be increased under the provisions of 
the British North America Act, 1867. 

9. The influence of the Dominion Government 
will be used to secure the continued maintenance of 
the Naval Station at EsquimalL 

10. Tlie provisions of the British North America 
Act, 1867, shall (except those parts thereof which 
are in terms mi^e, or by reasonable intendment 
may be held to be specially applicable to and only 
affect one and not t^ whole of the Provinces now 
comprising the Dominion, and except so far as the 
same may be varied by this Minute, be applicable 
to British Columbia, in the same way and to the 
like extent as they apply to the other IVovinces of 
the Dominion, and as if the Colony of British 
Columbia bad been one of the Provinces originally 
united by tlie said Act. 

11. Tm Government of the Dominion undertake 
to secure the commencement simultaneously, within 
two years from the date of the Union, of the oon- 
atruction of a Railway from the Pacific towards the 
Rocky Mountains, and from such point as may be 
selected, east of the Rocky Mountsins, towards the 
Pacific, to connect the sealxnrd of British Columbia 
with the Railway system of Canada; and further, 
to secure the completion of such Railway within 
ten years from the date of the Union. 

And the Government of British Columbia agree 
to convoy to the Dominion Government, in trust, 
to be appropriatod in such manner as the Dominion 
Government may deem advisable in furtherance of 
the construction of the said Railway, a similar 
extent of Public Lauds along tlie line of Railway 
throughout its entire length in British Coliimbis, 
not to exceid however twenty (2<)) miles on each 
aide of said lino, as may be appropriated for the 
ifsipe purpoao by the Dominion Government from 


the Public Lands in the North-weet Territoriee and 
the Province of Manitoba: l^vkied that the 
quantity of Lazxl which may be held under Pre¬ 
emption right or by Crown Grant within the limits 
of the tract of laud in British Columbia to be so 
conveyed to the Dominion Government, shall be 
made gotxl to the Dominion from contiguous Public 
Lands; and pro>ided further, that until the com¬ 
mencement, within two years as aforesaid from the 
date of the Union, of the construction of the said 
Railway, the Government of British Columbia 
shall not sell or alienate any further portions of 
the Public Lauds of British Columbia in any other 
way than under right of Pre-emption, re4|uinug 
actual residence of the Pre-empt^ on the land 
claimed by hinu In consideration of the land to 
bo so conveyed in aid of the construction of th^ 
said Railway, the Dominion Government agree to 
pay to British Columbia, from the date of the 
Union, the sum of $UK),(KX) per annum, in half- 
yearly payments in i^vanoe. 

12. The Dominion Government shall guarantee 
the interest for ten years from the date of the com¬ 
pletion of the works, at the rate of five per centum 
per annum, on such sum, not exceeding 100,000/. 
sterling, as may be required for the construction of 
a first-class Graving Duck at Esquimalt. 

18. The charge of the Indiana, and the trustee¬ 
ship and mana^ment of the Lands reserved for 
thoir use and wnefit, shall be assumed by the 
Dominion Government, and a policy as liberal aa 
that hitherto pnrsued by the British Columbia 
Government shall be continued by the Dominion 
Qovemment after the Union. 

To carry out such Policy tracts of land of such 
extent as it has hitherto been the practice of the 
British Columbia Government to appropriate for 
that purpose, shall from time to time be conveyed 
by the Local Government to the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment in trust for the use and benefit of the Indians 
on application of the Dominion Government; and 
in case of disagreement between the two Govern¬ 
ments respecting the quantity of such tracts of 
Land to be so granted, the matter shall be referred 
for the decision of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. 

14 The Constitution of the Executive Authority 
and of the Legislature of British Columbia shall, 
subject to the provisions of the British North 
America Act, 1867, continue as existing at the 
time of the Union until altered under the Antho^^ 
rity of the said Act, it being at the same time 
understood that the Government of the Dominion 
will readily consent to the introduction of Respon¬ 
sible Govommont when desired by the inhabitauta 
of British Columbia, and it being likeuise under¬ 
stood that it is the intention of the Governor of 
British Columbia, under the authority of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, to amend the 
existing Constitution of the Lenslature bv pro¬ 
viding that a majority of its Members sEalJ be 
elective.

GAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

Extent and Boujukuies. 

The Cape of Good Hope, strictly speaking, is a 
small promontory near the south-west extremity of 
thecontineut of Africa. But tho extensive Colony 
of the name is washed by the Atlautic and tho 
Southern or Indian Oceans on tho west aud 
south; it is bounded on the north by tho Orange 
River, on tho north east by Natal, and on the • 
by certain districts of Native Kaffraria still indc- 
pendenL The Capo Colony, with adjacent terri¬ 
tories (Basutoland and British Transkei), contains 
sn area of 222,308 square miles, that of the 
Colony being 199,950, of B:isutoUud 10,21)3, 
and of the Transkeian territories 12,065 squaiu 
miles. 

In 1844 Letters Patent were issued annexing 
Natal to tbe Cape. But iu 1356 it was scpai'ated 
from the Cape and oonstitute^l a separate Colouy. 

By an Act of the Colonial Legislature, Nu. 12 of 
1871, the country known as Basutoland—which on 
the 13th March, 1868, had been proclaimed British 
territory—was annexed to the Cape, tho Act being 
confirmed by an order of Her Majesty in CimuciJ. 
In consideration of the i>eciiUar circumstances 
of tho Basuto community, the Act of incorpora¬ 
tion expressly declared—that Basutoland was not 
to be subject to tbe ^uoral law of the Colony, 
that the Government should have power to legihlatc* 
for it by proclamation, aud to extend to it by 
proclamation any Cape Act not otherwise in force 
therein. Affairs are administered by an agent 
representing tho Governor. 

In 1876 three large tracts of Kaffniria—namely, 
Fingoland, Idutywa K^'serve, and Nomau's Land, 
were brought under tlio more direct control of 
Government, and on the litli of June, 1876, 
Letters Patent were issued authorising thu 
Governor to annex these territories to tlie CajH) 
of Good Hope, on condition of thu Capo Parliament 
passing an Act to provide for their government 
JSuch an Act was passed as No. 38 of 1377, but 
the territories were not actually incorporated 
until the Ist of October, 1879. As iu Basutoland, 
tbe Governor Is authorised to legislate for them 
by proclamation. 

On the 12th March, 1878, tho Port of Walwich 
Bay, situated a few iiules north of tho tropic of 
Capricorn was proclaimed British tciTitory. 

On the 15th October, 1880, tho Province of 
Girqualand West was incorponiUKl with Uio Capo 
Colony, and will in future be administered and 
represented in the Cajx) Parliatuent in occonlancu 
with arrangements described in tho Article Gni- 
QUALAND WKHT. 
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nUtory and Conqueti, 

On 14tb September, 1486, Btrtholomew de Diaz, 
n PortufpieK© commander, landed in Algoa Bay. 
Vasco de Gama doubled the Cape 11 years later, 
from which time it ap]>€ars to have boon reaorted to 
by European navi^tors of all nations, but chiefly 
by Portuguese, Dutch, and English. British Mhipe 
visited the Cape in 1591, and aTOut 160t the Dutch 
made it a place of call. In 1620 two English East 
India Commanders, by a proclamation dated from 
Baldanba Bay, took possession of the Cape in the 
name of Great Britain; but no settlement was 
formed. In 1652 J. A. Van Kiebock, duly com¬ 
missioned by the Chamber of Sovontoen” at 
Amsterdam, landed at Table Bay accompanied by 
100 persona, and took possession of what is now 
the site of Cape Town on Ix^balf of the Dutch East 
India Company. In 1671 the first formal curchaso 
of land was made from the Hottentots, and another 
purchase took place in the following year. At the 
time of the revocation of the Edict of Kantes the 
European population received a slight a/ldition of 
French Protestants, but their descendants have 
not maintained any distinctive position in the 
country. The rule of tlie Dutch East India Com¬ 
pany proved very distasteful to the Burghers, who 
were thereby continually prompted to move further 
and further*from the seaboard and original seat of 
colonhation. Following these migrat(>ry colonists 
a magistracy was cstablishod at Swellcndam in 
1745, and another at Graaflf Reinet in 1786, and in 
1788 the Great Fish River was i)roclaimod the 
boundary of the Colony. In 1795, Holland having 
yielded to the French Kcvolutionary Government, 
an English force i)rocceded to the Capo of Good 
Hope to socuro it against the French for the Prince 
of Orange, but the Governor refused to obey the 
mandate of tho Prince as conveyed to him by the 
British Commander, and tho British Force there¬ 
upon proceeded to take possession, upon which 
a capitulation was arranged, and tho administration 
of the Government was assumed by General Craig. 
By the Peace of Amieus the Cape of Good Hope 
was restored to the Batavian Republic, but it was 
again captured by a British Force in 1806, and at 
the General Peace of 1814 it was ceded in per¬ 
petuity to the British Crown. During the interval 
between tho Peace of Amiens and Ino recapture 
by the British in 1806, the Colony had made rapid 
and considerable progress owing to the abolition of 
the rule of tho Dutch East India Company, and 
the wise regulations of government which had 
been substituted. An important event in the 
history of the Capo was tho expulsion in 1809 of 
tho Kaffirs from the Zuurveldt, a district west of tho 
Great Fish River. In 1817 that district was visited 
by the then Governor, who saw the importance of 
its colonization as a harrier against the Kaffir 
nowor, and in 1820 Parliament voted a sum of 
50,000/. to promote emigration to the Cape, by 
means of wnich 4,000 British immigrants wore 
brought to tho Colony and settled in the eastern 
districts. In December, 1834, began the first of 
what are called the Kaffir ware, when the Gaika 
tribe, 20,000 strong, overran the wliolo soutb- 
castem portion of tho Colony, but were defeated 
and their lands np to the Koi Rivor proclaimed 
British territory. Subscfiuently Lord Glenolg, then 
Secrotary of State, who thought tho Kaffirs hod had 
much excuse for their invasion, reversed this Act. 
In 1846 tho second Kaffir war broko out but was 
speedily suppressed, and the colonial border was 
extended to the Kei River, as proposed by Sir 
Benjaznin D’Urban. On Chris^nas Day, 1850, 


began the third Kaffir war. which lasted nearly 
throe years, and which in its earlier stages was 
aggravated by a simultaneous rebellion of the Kat 
River Hottentots. 

In 1836 began what is called the trekking of a 
part of the Dutch or Boor population, who were 
so estranged from the British Government that 
they preferred the perils of the wilderness to re¬ 
maining under our rule. This remarkable move¬ 
ment, which resulted in the colonization of Natal, 
the Free State, and the Trane vaal, may be ascribed to 
several causes, of which the chief were:—1. General 
dislike of the policy of Great Britain in relation to 
slavery and the Native question. 2. Particular 
resentment against the policy of Lord Glen cl g in 
roversing the policy of Sir Denjamin D'Urban in 
relation to the first Kaffir war. 8. Reaentment 
against the mode in which compensation had been 
made to them for the loss of their slaves under tho 
Imperial Act abolishing alavery, namely, by orders 
for payment payable in London, which they could 
only dispose of on the spot at an onormous 
discount. 

The years 1849 and 1850 were years of continued 
excitement, owing to the proposals of the then 
Government at home to send convicts to the Cape. 
In view of the agitation, carried almost to the point 
of active resistance, the project was abandoned. 
In 1856 the German Legion, which had been 
formed during tho Crimean war, waa brought to 
the Cape, and tho men, numbering 2,300, cUsposed 
in selected spots on the frontier for defensive pnr- 
poses. 'Wio same year (18^ was remarkable for 
tho prevalence in Native Kaffraria of a cattlo 
killing delusion preached by a young prophetess, 
which resulted iu wide-spread starvation. Tho 
political changes which have occurred in the last 
20 years are briefly described under the title 
CotuUtuium, Tho most important event in tlie 
recent economical aud social history of the Cape 
lias been the discovery of diamonds beyond the 
Orange River, which has undoubtedly boon one of 
the main causes of the increase in recent years of 
the prosperity of the Colony. The measure of that 
prosperity may be judged from the fact that whil» 
the snippiug inwards in 1870 amounted to 335,509 
tons, in 1^9 it amounted to 2,189,182 tons, and 
in the same period the imports, excluding specie, 
rose from 2,352,043/. in value to 7,080,2297. 

Climate, 

The climate of tho Cape is vsry favourable to 
prople of European birth: tho ten^rature at Cape 
Town, by tables compiled by Sir Thomas Maclear 
when Astronomer Royal at tho Cape of Good Hope, 
is shown to bo less variable than iu most countries : 
the averago temperature in winter is bat 14*86^ 
below that of summer: the mean temperature is 
61*28®, the highest is 96*8®, the lowest 87*70®. 
Tho snmmor Mgins in November and lasts till 
April, when winter commoucos. 

Consumption, in its early stages, has boen en-> 
tirely eradicated by residence at tho Cape. 

In the western portions of the Colony the rain 
falls during the winter months; but in other parts 
tlie summer is the wot season. 

Hot winds are sometimes felt in the eastern dis¬ 
tricts, and thunder and hailstorms are common in 
the north and east portions of the Colony, which, 
on the whole, in the statistics of the Array Medical 
Department, stands as one of the healthiest in tho 
world. Diseases of tho lungs are rare, and there^ 
is a remarkable exemption from cholera, fevers.

Valuable forests coyer large areas, and 
are extensiyely worked.

Ostrich breeding is now carried on with marked 
success in all parts of the Colony. Art ifici al incu« 
bation of ostr^ eggs has been successfully iutro- 
duced in many districts. 

In 1860, the export of ostrich feathers was 
2,287 lbs.; ten years later it was 28,768 lbs., whfle 
in 1879 it amounted to 96,582 lbs. 

The exports of mohair at oorresponding dates 
w4e respectively:—885 lbs., 408,158 Iba, and 
2,288,116 Iba. The export of wool had risen from 
2Sjl72,785 lbs. in 1860, to 40,087,593 lbs. in 1879.

The chief exports of the Colony are alo^ *rgol, 
copper ore, gram, ostrich feathers, fish, dried fruit, 
angula hair, hides, horns, ivory, diamonds, skins, 
wine, and wooL 

Railways. 

The Railways of the Colony are divided into 
three groups, converging respectively at the ports 
of Cape Town, Port EUzabeth, aud Last London. 
The mileage ia ae follows:—Western System, 401^; 
Midland and North-eastern System, 401^; Bonier 
System, 1674. 

Of these there were in October, 1880, altogether 
917^ miiee open for traffic; and it was expwted 
that by the middle of the year 1881 an additional 
len^h of 58 miles would be ready for opening; 
making a total of 970| miles, the entire length at 
present projected. 

With the exception of a few miles of pnrcbasMl 
lines, which are on the 4 ft 8^ in. gauge, the whole 
of the railways of the colony have a gauge of 
dft 6 in., and it is in contemplation to xnake the 
latter the uniform gauge. 

The appropriations for these railways amount, in 
the aggregate, to 8,788,2291., of whiich there had 
been spent, up to 81st December, 1879, the sum of 
7,916,707/. 

In 1878, when the first line oonstmeted in the 
colony, viz., that between Cape Town and We4- 
lingtoD, beoame the property of the Oovernment, 
the revenue derived from railways amounted to 
65,696/.; aud the cost of maintaining and working 
the line was 42,768/. Since then, the revenue from 
this source has increased rapidly, until, in 1879, it 
had reached 477414/. On the other hand, the exr- 
penditnre had sprown to 866,240/. 

Theee results represent the working of mi 
average of 688 miiee for the year. During the 
financial year let July, 1880 to 80th June, 1881, 
the leoai^ from railways are expected to leech 
676,000/., and the expenditure (exclusive of om^ 
struction and surveys for extensions) 497,000L 

Public Works other than Raitw^s, 

Harbour works on an extensive scale are being 
carried on at Capo Town, Port Elizabeth, Port 
Alfred (Kowie), and East London. 

At Cape Tomi and Port Elisabeth, the works 
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are being prosecuted under the direction of local 
boards appointed for the purpose. At the other 
places named they are under tne direct control of 
the Government. 

The breakwater and docks in Table Bay, which 
have been in use for some years, wore executed at 
a cost of 44d,201/. The former lias proved of 
gpreat service to vessels in the roadstead; its 
len^h at present is 1,870 eet, but Parliamentary 
authority for raising 100,000/. for the pormse 
of extending it was obtained in 1880. The 
dock has an area of 10 acres, and a depth, at 
the northern end, of 24 feet at low water; the outer 
basin mea-sures 800 feet by 400 feet, and has a 
depth of water from 9 to 19 feet. A gracing dock, 
capable of taking up vessels of the largest size, is 
in course of construction; and, when finished, will 
add greatly to the facilities already existing for the 
repair of vessels. 

At East London the works are fn an advanced 
condition; and the effects already visible are sueb 
as to justify the sanguine expectations of surress 
which have been entertained by the Consulting 
Engineer, Sir John Coode. 

At Port Alfred, also, the works arc progressing; 
and there is ever}” probability of their being 
brought to a highly successful issue. 

The expenditure incurred for harbour improve¬ 
ments directed by tbo Government was, on 3()th 
June, 1880, as follows:—East London, 245,183/.; 
Port Alfred, 136,960/,; Port Nolloth, 6,648/. 

Considerable sums have also been spent upon 
other useful works, and in opening up the roads 
commnnioitioDs of the country. For such pur¬ 
poses the following sums have been appropriated 
for expenditure in the financial year 1880-1881:— 
Works and BuiKlings, 76,560/.; Roads aud Bridges, 
83.422/. 

In addition to the above-named amounts, pro- 
Tision has been made, to the extent of 120,000/., 
for the erection of suitable houses for the accom¬ 
modation of Parliament, and of 340,000/. for the 
erection of bridges (4) over the Oran^ River on 
the BO vers 1 routes to Griaualand and the 
Orange River Free State. Of thoFe bridges, three 
(Bethulic, AHwal, N., and C'olesberg) are already 
completed; the other (Hoj)© Town) is in pro¬ 
gress. 

Telegraphs, 

The value of tele^aphic communication has been 
■o fully appreciated in the colony, that there were in 
use, at the close of 1879, no fewer than 3,575 miles 
of wire, provided at a cost of 206,089/.; while in 
the session of Parliament for 1879 provision 
was made for extenrions amounting to 694 
miles, at an estimated cost of 66,600/., independently 
of a subsidy of 15,000/. for 20 years towards the cost 
of lading and maintaining a submarine cable from 
Natal to Aden nd Zanzibar. The work of laying 
the cable is now completed, and the colony enjoys, 
the advantages of telegraphic communication ^th 
England. 

The rates of charge within the colony are one 
•hilling for messages not exceeding 20 words, for 
distances ranging up to 150 miles, and two shillings 
and sixpence for all distances beyond. 

Mines mid Minerals* 

Mining operations on a large scale are carried on 
fn the division of Namaquak^d, where extensive 
deposits of copper are found. The O’okiep Mine, the 
property of the Capa Copper Mining Company (Limi¬ 


ted), is believed to be one of the richest in the world. 
The yield of oro, at tho present rate of working, is 
about 12,000 tons per annum, and tho percentage 
of copper SSKK). Between this mine and the seaport 
/Port Nolloth), a distance of 93 miles, a railway of 
2ft. 6in. gauge has been laid by the enterprising 
Company named, at a cost of no less than 158,100^ 

The average annual export of copper ore is 
18,090 tons. 

Coal has boon discovered in various localities in 
Southern Africa, extending over an area of fifty 
thousand square miles. In the Stormberg, at 
Molteno, Indwe, and elsewhere, extensive deposits 
are found; and at Aberdeen, in the division of 
Graaff Rcinet, there are encouraging indications of 
the existence of coal of a very superior quality. 
Alive to the importance of developing the resources 
of the colony with re.spcct to tliis valuable mineral, 
the Government have or<lered from England boring 
appvatus and other niaidunery for the purpose of 
testing the scams discovered at this spot and elsc*- 
whore. 

A rich mine of manganese ore, yielding from 70 
to 90 per oent, exists in the mountains opposite the 
Pnarl, a town distant about 35 miles by rail from 
Capo Town. 

Guano is found in large quantities on the variou.s 
islets along the coast; and the collection and expor¬ 
tation of it forms a very remunerative industry. 

Education, 

To promote elementary day-school instruction 
of all children, iudustrUl tiuining for nati\*o 
lads and girls, and sujwrior instruction to 
those preparing for the University examinations, 
the Government gives grants of money in aid of 
salaries of lecturers and professors (under the 
Uighor Education Act), and of other teachers under 
Act 13 of 1865. assistance in providing furniture, 
Ac., allowances in aid of expenses of needy boarders 
at schools amongst the a^icultural pctpulation, 
and to maintain native boarders at industrial 
institutions. In 1864, 91 schools, at which 10,266 
children attended, cost tlm Colony 7,593/., whfle 
during the year 1878-79 there were in the Colony, 
the Transkei and Basutoland, no less tlian 848 
schools with 67,122 scholars. The Government 
expen<lituro on education in the financial year 
1878-79 amounted to 70,082/.; as late os 1872 it 
was only 25,267/. Thu local ex]ieoditnre was 
81,012/. in 1878-79. 

Under Act No. 16 of 1873, was established tho 
University of the Cape of Good Hope, whose power 
to confer tho degrees of B.A., M.A., LL.B..LL.D., 
M.B., and M.D^^ has been recognised by Her Majesty 
under Letters Patent dated 8th Au^st. 1877.

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Sea and Land Communications. 

Contrtcis luiye been entered into for weekly 
communication between England and the Cape, 
and pice nered, with the Union 8tcnm8hip Company 
and Mesere. Donald Currie d Co, Tne |uw'ket8 
leare England on Fridays, and the Cape (Table 
Bay) on Tueadays, the passage to be effected in 
26 oavAL and in 27 days when the steamer is 
required to touch at 8t. Helena or Ascension, but 
premiums are paid for quicker runs. The average 
pMsage is 22 di^’s. The distance by sea from 
England to the Cape varies from 6,866 to 6,146 
miles, according to the course followed. 

Steamers leave Table Bay throe or four times a 
month for Natal (distant about 1,000 miles), calling 
at Mossel Bay, Port Elizabeth, and East London, to 
land and embark passengers; they usually leave 
about 48 hours after the arrival of the English 
mail. 

The passage to Port Elizabeth takes two days. 
East London three, and to Natal four to five. 

A Union Company steamer loaves Table Bay 
once a month for Zanzibar, touching at Port 
Elizabeth, Natal, Delagoa Bay, Inhambano, Quili- 
mane, and Mozambique. 

Communication is effected between Capo Town 
and the chief iuland towns, and with Gricmaland 
West (Diamond Fields) three times a week, with 
Natal once a week, viH the Transkoi. and once vi& 
the Orange Free State, and with the Transvaal 
twice a wwk through the Diamond Fields. 

Communication by railway is carried on twice a 
day between Cape Town and Beaufort West, East 
London, King William’s Town,and Queen’s Town, 
and Port Elizabeth and Grahamstowu, and Port 
Elizabeth and Qrsaf Beinet. 

The number of Colonial post offices is 688, and 
of mouoy order offices, 77. The expenditure on 
the poetal service in 1873 amounted to £63,297, 
and to 164,188/. 12s. 6d., in 1879 ; the revenue from 
postaga in 1878 was £41,478, and from money 
orders £909, the corresponding figures for 187U 
were £76,090 6s. Id., and £1,667 life. Sd. The 
weight of registered packets, addressed to England, 
and supposed to contain diamottde, which passed 
the Post Office in the years 1874 to 1879, both 
inclusiTe, amounts to 4,999 lbs. 

C3b>/* Tcncnt. 

Capo Town, %vluch had in 1876 a popnlation ot 
83,289, and with suburbs, 45,240, is laia out at right 
a^lee, and contains numerous handsome shops, 
ofiSres, and churches. The finest building is tlie 
edifice containing the Library and Museum, the 
former of which has upwards of 40,000 volumes on 
its shelves. 

Port Elizabeth, the second town of the Colony, 
has a population of 13,049; and OraharaVtown, 
one of 6,903; King William’s Town, 6,169 ; Pearl, 
6,760; Graaff Reinet, 4,562; Worcester, 8,788; 
Queenstown, 2,320; East London, 2,134. 

Conetittdion. 

The Government of the Cape from 1806 to 1836 
was administered by a Governor, aided by a few 
Executive Officers; but in that year an Executive 
Council, and a Lc^slative Council, anpointed by 
the Crown, comprising certain offlce-nolders and 
some unofficial members, were created. 

By Letters Patent, dated 23rd May, 1850, the 
Governor aud Council were empowered to enact 
Ordinances fur the establishment of a Bepresenta- 
tlia Qovemxnent; three years later, that form of 


Government was brought into force. By an Act 
of the Colonial Legislature passed iu the session of 
1872, the introduction of the system of Responsible 
Government, that is the conduct of the Executive 
Government by the advice of Ministers resuonsiblo 
to the Local Parliament, was pronounced advisable, 
and the Itoyal Assent to the measure was given 
by an Order in Council dated the 9th August, 
1872. The first Ministry under Responsible Govern¬ 
ment was formed in November, 1872. There is a 
Legislative Council of 22 elected Members, presided 
over, ex <y^'o, by the Chief Justice, and a House 
of Assembly of 72 elected Members, representing 
the country districts and towns of tlio Colony, and 
the incorporated province of Griqualand West. 
The Colonial Ministers are the Colonial Secretary 
(who is Premier), the Treasurer-General, the 
Attorney-General, the Commissioner of Crown 
Lands and Public Works, and the Secretary for 
Native Affairs, all of whom are Members of the 
Legislature, and also have seats in the Executive 
Council, of which the Governor is President. 

Act No. 18 of 1874 provided for the division 
of the Colony into seven electoral provinces, each 
electing three members for the Legislative Council 
for seven years. Under the Griqualand West 
Annexation Act 39 of 1877, a MemlxT is added to 
the Council for that prorince. The qualification for 
Members is possession of immovable property of 
2,000/., or movable property worth 4,000/. With the 
exception of paid omoe-bolucrs(other than the Minis¬ 
ters), and others specified in the Order in Council, 
any person may bo elected a Member of Assembly. 
Members of both Houses are elected by the same 
voters, who are qualified by |)ossessioii of property, 
or receipt of salary or wages, of not less than 60/. 
per annum, or not less than 25/. with board and 
lodg^g. Tbo number of registered electors iu 
1879 was 44,675. 

By an Act No. 6 of 1875, the Ecclesiastical En¬ 
dowments provided by the Civil List Ordinance of 
1862, wore aboli.shed prospectively, the life inte¬ 
rests of incumbents being respected. 

Under Act No. 5 of 1879, tbe Supreme Court 
consists of a chiefiustico and five puisne judges; 
the Court of tbo Intern Districts is composed of 
throe of the judges of tbe Supremo Court, of whom 
one, the Judge Presideut, is a Judge of a Court of 
Appeal, whi^ consists of the Chief Justice, tbe 
Juage President, and two Judges of tbe Supreme 
Court. By Act Na 12 of 1880, it is provided that 
from the annexation of Gr^usiand West to Gape 
Colony, tbe Supreme Court is to consist of one Cmcf 
Justice and six puisne judges, the additional judge 
being tbo Recorder of Griqualand West- 

The Judges of the** Supremo Court” hold Sessions 
in Cape Town, and Circuit Courts in the Western 
Districts, and the Jud^s of ** The Eastern Dis¬ 
tricts Court,hold Sessions in GrahamstowcL and 
Circuit Courts in the priucit>al towns of the 
Extern Districts. 

The Roman Dutch Law prevails iu the Colony 
as modified by Colonial Legislation. Several Acts 
for the more effectual defence of the Colony were 
passed during tbe session of 1878, vis.. Cape 
Mounted Yeomanry Act, Burgher Force and 
Levies Act, Mounted Uifiomen Act, Volun¬ 
teer Act, Peace rreservation Act, and besides two 
in the session of 1880, viz.. Colonial Forces Discip¬ 
line Act and Csq>e Field Artillery Act- 

Native A Jmiru 

The condition and promas ef tbe native jx>pu- 
lation within and without the Cape Colony 
engages much attention. 
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Oenerally an incroaso of tillage, trade, and per* 
sonal property is reported, au«l a growine deaire 
for European clothes and other commodities of 
cirilized nfe. Tlio groat vice of the natiyes appears 
to bo a tendency to brandy drinking, bat t^ is 
not carried to outrageous excess, 

BASUTOLA.XD, the largest depondent native 
district, is about 150 miles long and 50 wide, 
and contains 10,293 square miles. 

This land of monntaiu and grass is well watered 
and enjoys a delicious climate. The scenery is 
grand and in many parts extremely beautiful.

Its productions are wool, wheat, moalios, and 
Kaffir com. There are indications of iron and 
copper, and coal has been found and is used in 
some parts. 

Fingoland,Iduty\ra Reserve, and Noman^s Land, 
as explained in Part 1 of this Article, woro annexed 
to the Cape in October, 1879. 

In 187/ the Gealck^, a tribe residing bemnd 
the Kei, under KroH, one of the leaders of the 
great Kffir war of 1850-53, defied the anthority 
of the British Government, and oven invaded what 
is now British territory. They wore, however, 
defeated by the Colonial forces under the im¬ 
mediate loa^rship of Colonel C. D. Griffith, C.M.O., 
then Commandant of the Frontier AlTO^ and 
Mounted Police. Their territory was overrun, 
andKroU deposed, and bis country taken as 
British, bv a Proclamation of Sir Bar tie Prere dated 
the 5th of October, 1877, and confirmed by Lord 
(.'arnarvon in a despatch dated the 14th of No¬ 
vember, 1877. 

In 1^5-76 the Tembns, of Tembuland proper, 
gave themselves over to the Government, and in 
1878 the Bomvanoes did so. 


While giving effect to the desire of those tribes 
to come under the Cape Government, it was also 
prop<^d to include iu the same scheme of incor¬ 
poration the conquered provluoe of Gealekaland, 
and a settlement of British subjects caUed the 
Emigrant Tembos. 

T& annexation of these territories to the Ci^ 
Colony, however, has not taken place, for reasons 
on wMoh it is needless to enter, but they are 
governed by officials paid by the Cape Govcrnxnenty 
and under its supervision. 

Under a Proclamation of Sir Bartle Frere, dated 
the 4th September, 1878, Umquikela, for breach of 
treaty arrangements, has ceas^ to bo recognized as 
paramount chief of the Pondos, and the sove¬ 
reignty of the port and estuary of Rt. John's 
River has boon vested in Her Maiesty's Govern¬ 
ment. A Reoidont has also Leen appointed 
to represent the Government w'ith Umquikula, who 
remained Chief of East Pondoland. Tho Cape 
Colony customs dues are levied at St. John’s 
River mouth. 

West Pondoland is under tho Chief Umqniliso. 
now indepondout of hit* uncle Umquikela. A small 
strip of his territory at tho mouth of the St.John's 
River was aoquirod by tho Capo Government for 
1 , 000 /. 

I'bese various Transkeian Territories have been 
reooutl^ re-grouped, under three Chief Magistrates^ 
each with sover^ subordinate magistrates, in the 
following manner, viz. :— 

Griqu^and East comprising Nomansland (lato 
Adam Kok'a Country), the Gatlxirg, and St. 
John’s Territory, all under one Chief Magistrate, 
the Hon. Charles Brownlee (late Secretary for 
Native Affairs), and eight subordinate magistrates. 

Tembuland. comprising Tembuland proper, Bom- 
vanaland, and Emigrant Tembuland, ail under ouo 
Chief Magistrate, Major Elliot, C.M.G., and nine 
subordinate magistrates,who have also charge of the 
relations of thn Government with Pondoland West. 

Transkei, comprising Fingolaud, the Idntywa Re¬ 
serve, and tho country of the ox-chief Kreli (Geale- 
kaland). all under one Chief Magistrate, Captain 
BMh. C.M.G., and six subordinato magistratea 
^ Eacli cl tho three Cliief Magistrates above-men¬ 
tioned receives a salary of 1,0^/. per annum.

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CEYLON. 

An UUnd situated in the Indian Ocean, off the 
southern extremity of Hindustan; lying between 
6° 65' and 9® 51' N. lat., and 7y® 41' and»l® 54' E. 
long.: its extreme lengtli from north to south, t.e., 
from Point Palmyra to Dondera Head, is 266 miles; 
its greatest width 140^ miles, from Colombo on the 
west coast, to Sangemankande on the cast. 

The cli^te for a iropical country is company 
lively healthy; the heat in the plains, wluoh is 
nearly the same throughout the year, being much 
less oppressive than in Ilindostan. Along the 
coast the annual moan tem|>erature is about 60"' 
Fahr.; at Kandy, 1,665 feet above sea level, it is 
76®(average of ten years); at Colombo the annual 
variation is from 76"' to 66®; at Ualle 70® to 00®; 
and at Trincomalee 74® to 01®. In the mountain 
ranges there is of course a great variety of climate, 
the thermometer at the hill station, Nuwara Kliya, 
which is some 6,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
falling at night as low as 32°. 

Ceylon was visited in early days by the Greeks, 
Bomans, and Venetians: in 1505 the Portuguees 
formed settlements on the west and south of tho 
island: in the next century they were dispossessed 
by the Dutch. In 1795-6 the ilritish tooa posses¬ 
sion of the Dutch settlementB in the island.’ They 
were then annexed to the Presidency of Madras, hut 
live years later, in 1601, Ceylon was constituted a 
separate Colony. In 1615 war w'as declared against 
the native Government of the interior; tho Kan¬ 
dyan King was token prisoner, and tho whole 
island foU under the rule of the British. 

The Cocos or Keeling Islands were transferred 
to the Colony by letters patent under the Great 
Beal of Uie United Kingdom. They lie between 
lat. 11® dCK to 12® 45, long. 96® 50' E., and contain 
very few inhabitants. 

by letters patent under the Great Seal, April, 
1881, a Council of Government was ap{M>iuted, and 
by a supplementary commission to the tlien Go¬ 
vernor (March, 1633) tlie form of Government 
almost 08 now existing was established. 

Tho Government is administered by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive Council of live members, 
viz., the Lientenant-Qoveruor and Colonial Kocre- 
tar>*, the Officer Commanding the Troops, tho 
Queen's Advocate, the Treasurer, and the Auditor- 
General : and a Legislative Council of 15 members, 
including the members of the Executive Council, 
four other office-holders, and six unofficial mem¬ 
bers. 

In the Legislative Council no vote or resolution 
can be passed, and no question be admitted hi 
debate, when the object of such ordinance, resolu¬ 
tion, or question is to dispose of or charge any part 
of the revenue of the Island, unless the Governor 
shall have first proposed such vote. 

Ks.l,240,0(K) per annum are paid to the Imperial 
Government as the cost of the European garrison, 
the nominal strength of which is 1,092 men. 

The population of Ceylon was ascertained by 
the CensQS taken in 1871 to be 2,401,066, exclusive 
of military and shipping, the total being made up 
as follows:— 

British, 2,708,; Burghers, 5,771; Eurasians, 
8,481; Moors, 168,516; binbalese, 1,669,996; 
Tamils, 534.339; others, 21,808. 

Tho number of Indian coolies on coffee estates 
was eotimatod at 128,603, but the number employed 
at present is probably over 200,000. They are 
under no indentures, and are free to quit on giving 
a month's notice. 

The area of the Island is 24,702 square miles, or 


15,809,280 acres; and rather more than one-sixth of 
this, after deducting backwaters, &c., is under culti¬ 
vation, the most important productions being:— 

Kioe,700,000 acres; other Grain, roughly esti¬ 
mated at about 100,000 acres; Coffee, 337,000 
acres; Tea, 3,000 acres; Cinchona, 7,000 acres; 
Cocoanuts,260,000 acres ; Cinnamon, 26,000 acres; 
Tobacco, 19,000 acres; Areka, ralmyrab, and other 
Palms, 60,000 acres. 

'I'he upset price of Crown land is ton rupees an 
acre, and forest laud suitable for coffeo cultivation 
has fetched as much as 230 rupees. 

'i'he revenue is principally derived from Customs 
duties, land sales, a land revenue (usually one- 
tenth of the production ol grain). Licences (under 
which bead is entered the amount realised by tbs 
sale of Arrack Bents), Balt (which is a Govern¬ 
ment monojKily), btamps, and Bail way Ueceipta. 

'I'he statement of revenue for 1679 shows the 
following amounts under those heads:— 

Imports (there is no duty on exports), 2,966,439 
rupees; Laud Bales, 694,030 Graiu Bevenuo, 
dc., 896,306; Licences, 1,724,261 ; Balt, 797,274; 
Btamps, 1,220,819; Bnilway Beccipts, 3,865,141 — 
against which should be set off I'outribution to 
{Sinking Fund and Interest on Debentures, G'20,554 
rujiees, and Working Exjieuses, dc., 1,536,539 ru¬ 
pees. 

The grand total—14,746,676 rupoes—is exclusive 
of the local revenues raised by tlie Municipalities 
of Colombo, Kandy, and Galle, by the Provincial 
Boad Committees, and by the Local Boards of 
Health and Improvement which have been cs- 
tabUshed in the towns of Kalutara, Negombo, 
Matara, Puttalam, Gampola, Nuwara l^ya, Kuru- 
n6gala, and Badulia. 

The imports (including specie) were valued at 
53,647,306 nqices, and the e.\;>orts(deducting s]X)cio, 
921,130 rupees) at 52,916,073 rupees, ot w'hicb 
49,643,628 rupees is returned for Ceylon produce, and 
2,351,918 ru;iees for imports exported, ('offee to the 
value of 40,292,291 rupees, or about four-fifths of 
the total exports, passed through tho Customs; the 
bulk of it, to the value ot X3,057,462, being 
shipped to England. The aggregate tonnage of 
the shipping entered inwards and cleared outwards 
during the year was 1,305,746 and 1,303,963 tons 
respectively. A large increase may bo expected 
when the Breakwater at Colombo, already com¬ 
menced, has been finished. 

For purposes of general administration, the 
Island is divided into seven Provinces, presided 
over by Government Agents, who protect the 
rights of tho Crown and promote the welfare of the 
people, and, with their Assistants and subordinate 
Headmen, are the channel of communication be¬ 
tween the Government and the natives. 

Justice is administered by the Bupreroo Court, 
which has an original criminal jurisdiction and 
decides appeals from the inferior Ckiurts both in 
civil and criminal cases; tho I'olice Courts and 
Courts of Bequests, which dispose, respectively, 
of trivial criminal and civil suits; and the District 
Courts, which have a criminal jurisdiction inter¬ 
mediate between that of tho Supreme Ckiurt and 
the police Courts, and a civil jurisdiction in all 
cases not cognizable by tho Courts of Hequesto. In 
addition to those there are the G ansabiwas, or 
Village Councils, instituted under the Ordinanoo 
No. 26 of 1871, with powers to deal with petty 
offences and trifling claims. They have worked 
admirably, being thoroughly adapted to the genius 
of tho people, and, besides settling a considerablo 
amount, ol litigation, have provided a valuable 
machinery for carrying out local improvements 
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They are empowered to make mleSf Bnbject to the 
approral of the Governor and the Executive 
CoundL, relating to their village economy, and it is 
noticeable that in many instancee they have not 
only voluntarily provided echool buildings and 
undertakon the cost of the running cxponses and 
re^rs, but have made elementary education com- 
ptusory. 

Satisfactory progress is being made in education. 
The number of scholars at the end of 1879 in 
Government schools was 194^0, and in schools 
aided and insjiected by Government was 55,944, 
and the cost 445,228 rupees, as compared with 
1868, when the number was 6,879, and the ex¬ 
penditure 161.660 rupees. The improvement is 
duo to the institution of a Department of public In¬ 
struction, and the adoption of the system of pay¬ 
ments for results. 

In the matter of communication, great efforts 
have been made to keep pace with the growing 
requirements of the Colony. The nrinci^^ towns 
are conuecte<l by the telegraph, which is worked 
in connection with the Indian telegraph system— 
866 miles am open in Ceylon. There is a railway 
from Colombo to Kandy (74 milos^ and a branch 
line of 17 miles into tlio coffoe districts. Soutli- 
wards, the railway has been extondod to Ealu- 
tara (27 miles from Colombo.) A railway from 
Kandy to Matalo (17 miles) was to bo opon for 
traffic on the 1st Octouer, 1880, and tho 
contractors liavo commenced the construction 
of a line through the mountains from Na- 
walapitiva to Nonu Oya (42 miles.) Of metalled 
roads, there aro 1,120 miles; of gravelled and 
natural roads, 785 and 731 miles; of canals, 167 
miles. This is exclusive of roads within Municipid 
limits, and of minor roads which are not in 
tho charge of tho Department of Public Works. 
Tho cost of construction is great, and tho ex¬ 
pen bob of upktH^p very g^oat owing to tho lioavy 
traffic constantly passing over tho roads where 
railway carriago is not available. Every male 
between tho ages of 18 and 55 is bound to perform 
fix days labour in tho year on tho roads, or to 
contributo a rupee aud-a-balf (two rupees in the 
town of Colomlw) by way of commutation. Tho 
Hoad Committees who collect the commutation 
received during 1879 a revenue of 852,266 rupees; 
but tlie amount derived from tliis sourco is incon¬ 
siderable as compared with tho outlay. The total 
expenditure on public works (not including tho 
ailway) in 1879 was 4,914,000 rupees. 

The daily average number of criminals in jail 
daring the year 1879 was 1.907. The strength of 
the Police was 1,655; auu the charges 629,436 
rupees. 

A fortnightly mail servico is carried on by the 
steamers of tho P. and O. Company between 
Ceylon and Brindisi, Venioo, and intormodiato 
ports and Bombay on one side, and Madras, Cal- 
^tta, Straits, and Cliina eu tho other: also a 
monthly servico botwoou Ceylon and Australia. 
There is also a fortnightly mail service by 
the steamers of the M. M. Company between 
G^lon and Marseilles, and between Ceylon and 
Caicatia, Straits and Cliina. Tho passage to Brin¬ 
disi or Marsoilles generally occupies from 18 to 21 
days, and to Bombay, Madras, Calcutta, Singapore, 
and Cliiua 4, 2, 6, 7, and 16 days respectively. 

Further facilities are afforded by the British 
India Steam Navigation Oon^ny for commnnica- 
tion with ports in India. Their steamers leave 
Colombo weekly for Bombay and Calcutta, calling 
at intermediate ports.

FALKLAND ISLANDS. 

The Falkland Islands arc situated in the South 
Atlantic Ocean, between 51^ and 53^ 8. lat., and 
between 57® and 62® W. long.; they consist of 
the East Falkland (area 3,000 square miles), the 
West Falkland (2,300 stpiaro miles), and about 100 
small islands with an area of nearly 1,200 aqoaro 
miles. Mount Adam, the liighest ground in the 
colony, rises 2,315 feet above the level of the 
sea. 

The Falklands were discovered by Davis in 
1592, and visited by Uawkins in 1594. In 176.3 
they were taken )K>8f«ession of by France; subse¬ 
quently, they were hold by the 8])aniards until 
1771, when they were for a time abandoned, and 
the eervereignty of them given up to Great 
Britain. 

In 1820 the Republic of Buenos Ayres esta- 
bUshed a settlement in these islands, which was 
destroyed by the Amorican.s in 1831. 

In 1833 they were taken i>o8soHsion of by the 
British Government, for the protection of the 
WUalo Fisliory. 

The climate is healthv. During the summer 
a calm day is unusual. The winds rise at about 
10 a.m., and fall away again between 4 and 5 p.m. 
During the middle of the day, the wind oltcu

amounts to a gale. The mornings and evenings 
are delightful. In wriuter the weather is less 
boisterous than in summer, and the thermomeUr 
seldom falls below 30®. Ice has not been known 
to exceed two inches in thickness, and snow 
seldom lies on the low lands. The temperaturo, on 
the whole, is equable. The thermometer ranges 
from 30® to 50® in winter, and from 40® to 65° in 
summer. The dryness of the atmosphere in sum¬ 
mer is remarkable, and evaporation is rapid. 

A peculiar feature in tbo geology of these islands 
is presented by streams of stones or fragments of 
quartz, which apj^ear to flow dow'u the sides of the 
hills. These streams are tw'outy to thirty foot 
wide, and the stones vary in size /rom one to four 
cubic feet, and are spread out in the valleys to a 
groat extent. 8andstono, in wliich are beautifully 
perfect impressions of shells, occurs in beds. The 
soil is chiefly peat, but near the surface, whore the 
clav is of a lighter quality and mixed with vego - 
table remains, it is good soil fit for cultivation. 
Stone of two or throe kinds suitable for building is 
found in diflerent parts of the islands. 

There is a great variety of sweet-scented flowers, 
wliich in November and December nearly cover the 
^ound. The tussai; grows to the height of seven 
lect, with a breadth of throe-quarters of an inch, 
feeding on which the cattle get very fat; but it 
cannot be raised without a strong fence, tbo cattlu 
uprooting it. On all tho small islands along the 
Coast the tussac grass still abounds, but it has dis- 
ap]>uared on the East and West Falkland since tho 
cattle have been imported. Anti-scorbutics are 
very plentiful in a wild state, sucli as celery, scurvy 
grass, sorrel, Ac., cranberries, and a small i-ed fruit, 
growing like the strawberry, but in api>oaraiice 
and taste more like a lialf-ri[>e blackberry, besides 
a small plant called the ten-plant, known and much 
used by tbo sealers and Gauchos. 

Rabbits abound in various parts of the islands, 
and snipe, gi^cso, swans (black and white), wild 
duck, dotterel, and teal are plentiful. The bar- 
bours swarm during tho summer months with ex¬ 
cellent flsk, and trout, weighing from one to two 
])Ouuds, are to be found in the rivers and lakes of 
the interior, and hares liave recently been imported, 
and aro doing weiL 

Wild cattle, horses, and pigs ore very numerous. 
Sheep have been introduced, and found to do 
exceedingly well. Tho wool is of excellent quality 
and realizes a high price in the Loudon markets 
The exports consistsof wool liides, horns, hoofs, 
bones, and tallow. 

There is mail communication with England 
twelve times a year. In J uno, 1880, a contract was 
entered into between the Government and the Ger¬ 
man ** Koeroos'* Steamship Company, to perform the 
eervioo. The steamers call at Stanley on their 
voyage out to Callao, six times a year, and six 
times on the return voyage. Tho voyage between 
Stanley and Havre occupies five weeka 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive and Legislative Council. 
The members of both Councils aro appointed by 
the Crown. 

Tho tonnago of vessels entered in 1878 was 
7,287 tons.

FIJI. 

Tlic Fiji Islands proper lie b«'twcon 15^ and 22*^ 
soutb latitude, and if 5°eastajid 177^ west longitude. 
They are cousequeutly wholly withiu the tropics. 
They were discovered in 164*3 by Tasman. They 
unnimr abont 25.5. of which 80 aru inhabited, vary¬ 
ing m size from Viti Lovu, with nu area of about 
4,250 square miles, oud Vauua Levu, with au area 
of about 2,600 square miles, to the mere coral 
islet, crowned with a single clump of cocoa-nut trees. 
Tho larger islands ai*o mostly mountainous, rising 
abruptly from the shores to au altitude of from 2,000 
to 6,000 feet, clothoil to tho suminits with dense 
forests and rich grasses. Tho rivers aro numerous, 
and subject to heavy and sudden mountain AimkIs. 
Blurting the f(X»t of the mountains and fringing 
the numerous bays which indent the coasts, aro 
rich alluvial plains, strctt:hiug sometimes luauy 
miles into tho interior. Tho aboriginal i>opulatiou 
belongs to tho darker of the two great Polynesian 
families, but, living on tho coniines of tho fairer race, 
its blood lias received sumo admixture. It uas 
estimated in 1859 at 200,000 in mnubor; in 1868 at 
170,000; and in 1874 at 140,000. By the epidemic <4 
measles which occurred in 1875 tiie ]>opu1ation has 
been reduced to about 110,000. The |>eoplo were 
formerly cannibals, but they have now been conver¬ 
ted to Cbristianity by the Wesleyan missionaries. 

By Letters Potent daU'd tbo 17th December, 
1880, Rothumoli, and all islets and rcM;ks lying 
between tho 12^ and 15*^ of south lutitudc,:iod 175^* 
and 177" of east longitude, have U'lu iududed in 
tho Fiji Goverument. 

In 1859 Thakombau, the most powerful chief 
of Fiji, offered the sovereignty of tho islands to 
Great Britain. This offer, upon the recominoiula- 
tion of Colonel, now Lieutenant-General, W. J. 
Bmythe, IhA. (who liad been scut out to investigate 
the coso), WAS declined by tbo Duke of Newcastle 
in 1862. About that time tho demaud for cotton, 
owing to tho American civil war, UhI to an influx of 
Europeans into Fiji for the pnrpost? of cottexu culti¬ 
vation. In Juno, 1871, certain Knglishiuon sot U)i 
a Fijian Govoruinont, w’ith the pruicipal ehiol, 
Tliakombau, as king. T bis go vemmen t recui ved ibo 
adhoreueoof the EuropoauM, who jtei suailcd tlu> other 
chiefs to acquiosco in the supremacy- thus claimed for 
Thakoiuliau. A c^usiitutiou was agreed upon, and n 
Farhameut elected. TheParliuiuentandtheUirNerD* 
meut before long drifted inU« altitudes of mutual 
hostility, and the Ministry latterly g>ivurno<l witlt- 
out tho aid of tho I’arlioment, anil in a manner at 
variance with the terms of the constitution. The 
question of annexing Fiji to Gn-al Britain has lioeu 
agitated both in Australia and England since 1869 
on many grounds, both ol local exjxrdieucv and Im- 
^‘rial obligation ; and in August, 1873, the Eiul of 
Kimberley Commissioned Commod* ro Goodeuough, 
commanding the squadron on t)ie station, and Mr. 
E. L. Layard, Her Majesty's Consul in Fiji, to 
investigate tho facts of Uio case on tUo spot, and 
report as to the best amrso to bo adopted in tho 
matter. Theso commissioners, on the 2l6t of 
March^ 1874, reported an offer t>f tho cession of the 
sovereignty of the islands from the chiefs, with the 
assent of the Kuro{K>auH, but on certain terms, 
which were not ncceptnblo to Her Majesty^s 
Government, and Sir Hercules Robinson, tlie

Uovcruor of New South Wales, was rlcspatchod 
to Fiji iu September, 1874, to uegotiate. This 
ituivsion was comi»lotoly successful, and the sov¬ 
ereignty of tho islands was ceded to Her Majesty 
by Thakombau, Mnafu, and other the principal 
chiefs, in a deed of cession dated tho 10th day 
of October, 1K74; the form of government, the 
land question, and tho various pecuniary questions 
then Mnding K ing virtually left to tho dirKTretion of 
Her Majesty. A charter was shortly afterwards 
issued by Her Majesty, erecting tho islands into a 
separate colony, and providing for tboir govern¬ 
ment. A Legislative Council is established, to con¬ 
sist of not less t hon two persons, nominated by Koval 
instructions or warrant. An Executive Council is 
also established, and tho usual powers of appointing 
and 6ns|)endiiig oflScers, making land grants, and 
granting pardons, are conferrod on tlio (Jovemor. 

Governor Sir A. H. Gordon arrived in tho Island 
in Juno, 1875, but tho Government continued to bo 
ndmini.stcred by Mr. E. L. Layard, C.M.G., until 
tho let September, w'hen tho Charter was pro- 
olaimed, and Sir A. H. Gordon assumed the 
Guvernmont. 

By virtue of nn Order in Council of the 13th 
August, 1877, which came into force on the 4tli 
February, 1878, Sir Arthur Gordon exercises tho 
duties of Her Majesty's High Commissioner in, 
over, and for tho Western Pacific Ocean, with 
certain powers and jurisdiction therein expressed. 

He has also bcim api>oiuted Her Majesty’s Con¬ 
sul-General for the Western Pacific. 

The climate of Fiji is cool and bearable for the 
tropic^ and tho country is remarkably free from 
zjTnotic and enteric diseases. Dysentery is the 
only disease to whicli Enropeans are peculiarly 
exposed in Fiji. Tho islands ore well adapted 
for the CTOwth of sugar, the cultivation of which 
might ^ace their prosperity on a secure footing. 
Their geoCTaphicai position, their fine harbours, 
and the advantages which their occupation affords 
for preventing and punishing tho outrages which 
have too frc.'quently been practised against the 
Polynesian Islanders, render their inclusion within 
the British Dominions an important and fortunate 
event. 

Shortly after the cession an epidemic of measles 
swept off not fewer than 40,(HK) of the natives. 
The alarm and distrust produced by this visita. 
Hon, contributed with some other causes to produce 
in the following year, an insurrection among the 
imperfectly subjugated mountain tribes of the 
interior of Viti Levu. This rising was, however, 
expeditiously suppresbed, and the raoimtain districts 
thoronghly pacified, the inhabitants all adopting 
Christianity, and abandoning the use of arms. 
Notwithstanding these drawb^ks, the progress of 
tho Colony has been satisfactory, every year 
showing a large increase in the revenue and in 
the amount and value of exports and imports. 
Considerable progress has been made in the 
settlement of titles to laud, and sugar and coffee 
cultivation bavo been undertaken in several 
localitios on a considerable scale. To the natives 
a large share of self-government has been con- 
cuded, their own system of \'illage and district 
oouncils recognized and improvea, and supple¬ 
mented by an annual meeting of the high chiefs 
and representatives from each province, presided 
over bv the Governor. Tho regulations recom¬ 
mended by these bodies have, however, to re¬ 
ceive the sanction of the Legislative Council before 
acquiring the force of law. 

The present European capital of Fiji is Levuka, 
in the Island of Ovalau, with a |>opulatiou of 550 ' 


souls. Suva, on tho south coast, with a fine 
bai'bour, has becu choscu as tho future capital.

QIBRALTAB. 


Tim Bock of Gibraltar was captured by the 
British Forces on tlio 24lh of July, 170-1. The 
territory consists of an elevated promontory, 
running southwards. Its greatest elevation is 
1,439 ft)ot, its length is 2| miles, and its greatest 
breadth } of a mile. 

The promontory forms one side of a bay, called 
the Bay of Gihi’idtar, which is about 4 or 5 miles 
across, and affords good auchorago for the shipping 
passing through the straits. Gibraltar is now 
extensively use^l as a port of call by such sliipping, 
and it is also an entrepot of the trade between 
England and the Arabian states of Northern Africa, 
for which it has many advantages, having been 
ever since its occupation by the British a free port. 

The revenue is derived from port dues, the rent 
of the Crown estate in the town, and trifling dues 
ujx^n packages and wine, and a few licence duties. 

The eastern face of the Rock is an inaccessible 
precipice. The larger jxirtion of the town lies on 
tho northern ]K>rtjon of the west slope of the Rock. 
It is ono of tlm most thickly inhabit^ place.s in the 
world, the population bcin^ at the rate of 60,000 to 
the square mile; but, owing probably to a well- 
devi.sed scheme of drm'nago and water supply, the 
town is very healthy. 

The two portions of tho town are separated by a 
picturesque public garden, called tho Alameda. 

There is no Executive Council, nor any legis> 
lativo body”; tho Governor, who is also the General 
commanding tho garrison, exercising by himself 
all tho functions of government and legislation.

THE GOLD COAST COLONT. 

The Gold Coast Colony wliicli compriAes tho 
British SottlomoutA on toe Gold Coast and at 
Lagos, was constituted by a Charter under tho 
Great Seal, bearing date the 24th day of July, 
1874. 

THE GOLD COAST PROPER. 

Tho Gold Coast is tho name generally given to a 
iMrthtu of Upper Guinea, between 5® W. long, and 2® 
B. long., between which points aro tho settlements 
of Axiiu, Dixcove, Sccuudoe, Klmina, Capo 0)a8t 
Castle, Anomaboo, Accra, and Addah. In 1G72 a 
Coini>any wos fonneil, called tho Royal African 
Company, which built forts at Dixcovo, Socondeo, 
Coinmeudah, Anainaboe, VV'inuebah, and Accra, 
lx>siiles strengthening Cape Coast Castle, which 
was aln^ady in existence. This com|>any was 
Ktioreoded fn 1750 by tho African (’ompany of 
Merchants, constitutes! by Act of Parliament, with 
liberty to trn<lo and to form establishments on tho 
We.Ht'Cna.^t of Africa, between 20® N. and 20® S. 
lat. This oonipaiiy was dissolved in 1821 by Act 
(tf Parliament, and the forts transforrod to tlu) 
(Vowui, by whom they were jdaced under tho 
Goveriiraont of tSierra Leone. 

First Aihanii IVar, 

Tho then Governor of Sierra Leone, Sir Chorloa 
Maeartliy, on visiting Capo Coast Castle, found the 
neighbouring country of tho Fautis in possession 
of tlie victorious and marauding armies of tho 
Asliantis. Ho formed tho resolve of inciting the 
Fautis against their oppressors, and himself le«l an 
army of them, urith a few dis^.iplinod aoldiers, 
against the Ashantis at Essamkow, when on tho 
24tli of January, 1824, he was killed, and his force 
tolally routed. 

TIk) war w hich ensnod was ended by the victory 
of tho English at l)oo<lmvah, near Accra, in 1827. 
Peace was formtUly concliulod by a tripartite Treaty 
in 1831 between the English, the Fantis, and the 
Ashantis. 

Goremment oj the Merchan/s. 

In the meantime, Her Majesty's Government, 
which had Imhmi at one time minded to quit the 
coo*it altogether, hod transferred the government 
of tho forta to tho local and London merchants 
interested, who secured as their Governor Mr. 
George Maclean, a man of marked energy and 
ca|)e<dty. This gentleman, with a force of no 
more than 100 men at command, and a rovenue 
of only about 4,000/. a-year, contrived to ex¬ 
tend and mainUin tho influence of Ids govern¬ 
ment over tho whole tract of country lying 
Iwliind the British forts, and now known as tho 
Gold Coast Protectornto. Hero he preserved the 
peace, rometlied injustice, and repressed the cruel 
customs of tho native cliiefs and priesthood. In 
1843, it having been Huspoctod that the Merchant 
Government connived at tho Slave Tra<lc, tho 
forts were resumed by tho Crown, a Licut.- 
Oovernor being appointed. Mr. Maclean was 
continued in tho direction of Native Affairs, under 


the title of Judicial Assessor to tho Native Cliiofs, 
which post ho held until his death in 1847. 

In 1^0 tho Danish forts at Accra and Quittah 
wore purchased from tho King of Denmark for 
10 , 000 /. 

Second Ashanti War, 

Id 1863 a raid was made into the Protectorate 
by an Ashanti force, in revenge for the Governor 
having refused to surrender to the King of Ashanti 
two fugitives from his kingdom. A force of West 
Indian troops was marched to the Prah, where 
it encamped, but tho enemy made no appoorance, 
and tho troops were withdrawn, after suffering 
great loss from sickness. 

Aapusition of Dutch Forts. 

Interspersed amongst tho British settlements tliere 
had always been a number of DuUh forts. This 
circumstance rwas an abiding source of embarrass- 
inont to tho British Government, as, tho Dutch 
settlements Ixdng free ]iorts, no appreciable customs 
duties could bo imi»osed at tho British ports without 
driving trade into those of tho Dutch. For those 
reasons on our part, and for Nuflicient reasons on 
tho part of the Dutch, a partition of the coast was 
effected by a Convention, which came into force on 
tho let of January, 1868, tho Dutch taking the 
country west of the Sweet river, tho British that 
lying' to the east. Under thi.s imrtition tho Dutch 
ucqiured Dixcove, Apollonin, Secoudee. and Com- 
mendah; the British acquired Dutch Accra. Ber- 
raco, Auam, Cormautyne, and Moreo. Her Majesty 
also reliniiuished to tho King of Holland Her 
protectorate over the two Wassaws, Apollouia, and 
Donkera. 

The Dutch found their now possessions ex¬ 
tremely unruly. Their authority was deflod by tho 
protected tribes of the interior, and their officers 
outraged and ill-trcatcil on the const. And by a 
convention, signed at tho Hague in 1871, they 
abandoned to Great Britain tlio whole of their 
rights on tho coast. Tho Convention was not 
immediately ratified, but an assurance was first 
sought and received from the King of Ashanti tluit 
ho hod no claim on tho Dutch settleniouts of Elmina. 
Tho formidable objection to the transfer ari.sing out 
of this supposiHl rUaim having been apjiarently 
removed, the Ratifications were exchanged at the 
Hague in February 1872, and on tlio Cth of April, 
1872, the actual transfer of tho sovereignty of tho 
forts took place, when tho Dutch Governor, 
Ferguson, handed, in the presence of cliiefs and 
people, tho ancient g(»ld and ivory baton of 
Do Ruyter to Mr. John Popo-Hennessy, the Acting 
Govemor-in-Chief of tho West Africa settle- 
moota. 

Third AshemU War, 


On the 9th of December, 1872, the King of 
Aslianti despatched from C«x>massio an army of 
40,000 men to invade tho British l^rotectorate. It 
is not clearly known wliat may have licon the 
motives prompting him to tlds procooding. Ho 
himself made various statemunts on the subject, 
and it may prolutbly be ascribed to a variety of 
motives—the solicitations of the disloyal (teople of 
Elmina, an unfounded fear that tho British would 
subjugate him, and rage on account of having been 
foiled in an attempt to cheat the Local Government 
in nogotiatious then ^>oudiag for tho rodemption of 
certain German missiouarius, whom he hold in 
captivity. 

ilis army did not cross tho Prah until tho 29th of 
January, 1873. It thru spread itself slowly over tho 
country, ravagiug a.H it advanced. In April it mot 
and defeated tho Fauti allies at Dunquah, and 
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Again in Jane at Jouquali. After tbis victory the 
commander had the hardihood to attack t)io fortreae 
of Elniina, where ho waa entirely defeated by the 
seamen and Marinca of tho FIct*t, in conjunction 
with tho Colonial Forces, all under the command 
of Colonel, now Sir Francis, Festing, K.C.M.G., 
C.B. After this the war languished for some 
time, but Her Majesty’s Govenimout deemed it 
incumbent on them to commouco ui)eratiou8 on 
a more extensive and systematic plan for conclud¬ 
ing it. In pursuance of this resolution, Captain, 
now Sir John Glover, G.C.M.G., was commissioned 
to repair to the eastern districts of the Protec¬ 
torate, and organise the tribee in that quarter for a 
flank movement against tho Ashanti territory. 

At the same time Sir Garnet Wolseley was des- 
patche<l to the Gold Coast to concert other mea¬ 
sures for bringing about the objects in view. He 
was apppoint^ Civil Administrator, received tho 
local rank of Major-General, and was osidKted by 
a numerous and distinguished staff. But before 
Captain Glover had bee n abh^ to make much pro¬ 
gress in marshalling his native levies, it was de- 
termineil to make a further effort for the more 
immediate expulsion of tho enemy from the Pro¬ 
tectorate, and his effeetive punishment; and Sir 
Garnet Wolseley quickly decided that tlio native 
chiefs were wanting in the qualities necessary for 
his purpose, and roporte^l strongly to Her Majesty’s 
Government that in Ids judgment it would bo 
necessary to send three hattaliuus of white troops 
to the Coast. Within 4K hours of tho receipt of this 
despatch in England two Itnttalions wore on their 
way to the Coast. A third followed on tho 8th of 
November. Tho troojis arrived early in Decem¬ 
ber, but a gofHl rond to the Prah not having been 
completed, they were Mmt to sea again. In the 
meantime Sir Garnet Wolsolev, by the aid of native 
levies. West Indian tro«»i>s,Rn(l seamen and Marines, 
had iWn driving the enemy further and further 
towards tho Prah, w'hieh river they crossed on tho 
27th, 28th, and 29lh of NovemU'r. The white 
troops landed towards tlm cud of December, and 
Sir Garnet Wolseley and his bead-quarters crossed 
tho Prah on tho 26 th of January. The King of 
Ashanti now bogged for peace, and sent tho cap¬ 
tive missionaries and others to the British camp; 
but as his language and acts were not satisfactory, 
Sir Garnet Wolwdey continued his advance, and on 
the 31st of January came into general engagement 
with the enemy at Amoaful, where, after desjxsratc 
resistance, he drove them from their position. The 
next days were employed continuonslv in fighting, 
until, on the evening of the 4th of Febmary, the 
British force ontercil Coomaasie. The King had 
fled to the bush. Negotiations were opened with 
him, but without result, and on tho 6th iSir Garnet 
W’olscley quitted Coomassie and commenced his 
march to the Coast, the Koyal Engineers firing the 
citv AS tho force marched out. In tho meantime Sir 
John Glover had bt^en advancing from the cast with 
Houssas and native allies, and on the 12th he 
passed through tho burning ruins of Coomaasie. 
On tho l.Stli mossengers scut by tho King signed 
a peace with Sir (iamet Wols<*ley at Fommanab,

ConstitiUion* 

At the conclusion of peace, measures were token 
for placing the British Goverumont of the Gold Coast 
upon a proper footing of eftlcieucy and security. 

A new charter was issued, dated tho 24th of 
July, 1874, separatiug the settlemeuts of tho Gold 
Coast and Lagos from the government of the West 
Africa settlements, and erecting them into one 
colony under the style of the (ruld Coast Colony, 
under a Govemor-io-Chief, with an Administrator 
at Lagos. There is one Executive Council and 
one nominated Legislative Council for the two 
settlements, and thuro is one Superior Court to 
administer justice amongst tho inhabitanta of the 
settlements. 

By an Order in Council, datnl tho 6th of August 
1874, Her Majesty cnif><>were<l the new I/egisla- 
ture to regulate by Ordinance or Ordinan(*eB all 
such powers as she may enjoy in the protected torn* 
lories adjacent to the British settlements. 

Measures tak'en since the IPor. 

For tho present tho tariffs of tho two settlements 
of tho Gold Coa^t and Lagos remain distinct, ami 
their Bevenuo is separately accounted for. The 
]K>lico force, olHcered by Europeans, numbering 
n€*.arly 1,000 rank and file, is armed witli tho Snider, 
and )>art is trained in artillery exercise. This 
force is largely composed of men of tho Hoiissa 
tribe—a people noted for their military qualities. 
Tho Ahoouahs beyond tbo Vt*lta have acknow¬ 
ledged their country to bo under the Queen’s juris- 
dictiem, and Government and Ifovenno stations 
have been formed along tho coast as far as Addafia. 

Since the peace the Adansis, Juabius, and other 
tribes liitherto tributary to Asbauti, have revolted 
and refused tribute, and in some cases made over¬ 
tures of fealty to tho British Crown. Tho reflations 
between Ashanti and Junhin being most threateu- 
iug,in the summer of 1876, Capt. liOcs volunteered 
to go to Coomassie, and if posNiblo arrange for tlio 
maintenance of peace. His perilous and diflicnlt 
task proved siiccesHful fur the time, and the mis- 
fiirtuno of a war iu tho interior was averted.. 
Unfortunately the peace did not prove lasting, and 
hostilities took place l>etw’eon tho Asliantis and 
Juabins, which resulUxl iu tho defeat of the latter, 
who sought refuge w ithin tho British Protectorate. 

The road to tlie Prah, ounstrucUKl during the 
war by the late Colonel Home, B.E., C.B., has been 
maintained by tho laUuir of the natives, under the 
direction of the arinod {ndict*. The seat of Govern¬ 
ment has boen transferred to, Accra. 

Domestic Slavery. 

At its first meeting, the Lcgislativo Council, ex¬ 
orcising the powers in relation to tho Protectorate^ 
conferred by Her Majt‘sty’s Order iu Council of the 
6th of August, 1874, |•nsM'd two ordinances dis¬ 
posing of the quest ion of slavery. 

Domestic slavery lias existed from time immo- 
morial on the Gold (’oast, as in other parts of 
Africa. Tho slave population consiKteil partly of 
native-born slaves, and |>artly of Donkos, sUvea 
purchased from Ashanti im]H»rters. Slavery was 
an emanation of parental authority, every maa 
being saleable either by his fattier or mother, 
according to tlie chnracter of tho uuiou subsisting 
between liis parents, and tho consequent etatus of 
tho mother. In mlditiou to slavery emanating 
from parental authority, there was a sjKicies of 
slaverj’ called paw'uing, founded on contract, which 
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aroee when a debtor gave to his creditor, as a 
security, either himself, or a child or slave, to be a 
temporary slave in tlio hands of the creditor until 
debt and interest were paid. 

Within the British possessions on the Gold 
Coast, slavery is abolished by force of the statute 
3 4 4 Will, iv., c. 73, but tho British territory on 
the Gold Coast is of very narrow local range, and 
slavery within the Protec torato was not aflfected by 
that statute. Nor was any attempt made on the 
l>art of the British GovornWnt to uproot it. ^ If 
the laws or usages of those countries,” observed 
Lord John Russell (deep. 14 July, 1841) “ tolerate 
slavery, we have no right to set aside those laws or 
usages except by persuasion, negotiation, and other 
peaceful moans.^’ But even at that time the harsher 
usages of slavery were appreciably mitigated by 
the action of the court of the “ jiuhcial assessor to 
the Native Chiefs** and other magistrates. At the 
conclusion of the war the ouestion was seriously 
taken in hand, and settled by the two ordinances 
in question. One prohibits, under penalties, tho 
introduction of slaves into tho Protectorate, and 
the buying and selling, and pawning of slaves and 
other persons within the Protectorate; and tho 
second declares, tliat henceforth no court, native 
or British, shall take notice of, so as to give effect 
to the relations between master and slave, except 
in 80 far as those rtdalions may bo in accordance 
Avith the law of England relating to master and 
servant.

LAGOS. 

The British settlomonts at Lagos formerly con¬ 
stituted a kingdom which was ceded by tho reigning 
monarch Docemo on tho 6th of August, 1861, to the 
British Crown, he being guaranteed a pension of 
1,000/. a-year. 

They wore erected into a separate government 
by Letters Patent dated the 13th of March, 1862. 

By the charter of tho 19th of Februarjr, 1866, 
Lagos became a part of the Government of the 
West Africa Settlements, having a separate Legis¬ 
lative Council, but subject to tho Govemor-in-Chief 
at Sierra Leone. 

By the charter of the 24th July, 1874, it became 
an integral port of the Gold Coast Colony. 

By this charter tho term Lagos is defined to 
comprise all British settlements l>'iug between 
2® and 5® E. long. 

Tho British settlements are—Badagry on tho 
west, Lagos Island in the c^mtro, and Palma and 
Leclde on the cast. Sovereignty is virtually exer¬ 
cised over the intervening sea ijoard; and the Ad¬ 
jacent country, as far as we are related with tho 
tribes by treaty, is vaguely said to bo a Protec¬ 
torate, but there is no regular authority exercised 
inland, os at the Gold Coast. 

The waters of Lagos, though the entry to them 
is rendered perilous by a Imr, constitute tho only 
safe harbour along six hundred miles of coast, and 
the trade of the port, if peace ]>revailed in tho 
interior, would reach magnificent proportions. Tho 
trade, which has sufferc<l more or less ever since 
the British occupation, from the wars of the Egbas 


and Ibadans, was paralysed by the action of tho 
Egbas and Johns in closing their trade paths in 
1872. But a more friendly understanding linring 
been arrived at between these tribes aud tho British 
Government, the paths are again o|h;u aud trade 
has revived.

GRiaUALAND WEST. 

(Now part of the Capo Colony.) 

Griqoaland Woat is aituaied between 22<> and 26<* 
E. long, and 27^ and 29°S. lat Became British ter¬ 
ritory by cesaiou from the Griqua people, a race of 
half-cafites, in the year 1871, and was proclaimed to 
have been ceded by the Griqua Government, and to 
have been accepts in the name of Her Majesty 
the Queen by Uia Excellent Sir Uenry Barkly, 
Governor of the Cape of Good Hope, and Her 
Majesty’s High ('onimistdoner in South Africa, 
on October 27 in Umt year. 

In the previous ^ car, 1870, the existence of large 
deposits of diamonds along the banks of the 
River had been so concluMvely proved, as to 
attract to Griqualand thousands of Cape and Natal 
Colonists, together with some practical diggers 
from Austral, and persons of every rank and 
condition from Europe and America. 

Prior to the acceptance of the Griqua territory 
by Her Majesty, differences had existed between 
the Griqua Government and the Government of 
the Orange Free State respecting boundaries, and 
endeavours had been made for the settlement of 
those differences by arbitration, which had failed of 
success owing to the inability of tlie parties to 
agree on a plan of arbitration in detail. While 
leaving the questions in dispute still open for such 
settlement, 8ir Uenry Barkly declared the boun¬ 
dary line between the Free State and the territory 
ceded to Her Majesty by the Griquas to bo that 
which bad existed and been formerly agreed upon 
between East and West Griqualand prior to the 
existence of the Orange Free State, vix., from 
Bamah on the Orange Hiver rid David’s Grave, to 
Platberg. Tliis was the eastern boundary of the 
territory. The northern and western boundaries 
had previously been defined by the ** Keate award ” 
of 1871, and the southern boundary (between 
Griqualand and the Cape Colony) was the Orange 
Biver, about which no oispute existed. 

The area between these boundaries is in extent 
about 17,800 square miles, and its population prior 
to the discovery of diamonds condsted of the 
Griquas, certain Europeans to whom farms had 
b^n assigned by the Griqua Government in a 
portion of the territory designated South Albania, 
and citizens of the Orange Free State, who liad 
acquired lands in the territory under Free Statu 
titles, and were almost exclusively occupied in 
stock farming. 

Simultaneously with the issue of the proclama¬ 
tion for incorporating this territory with tne British 
Empire, other pr<^:Iamations were issued providing 
for its Government, the administration of the law, 
and the conduct of public business, pending its 
annexation U* the colony of the Cape of Good Hope. 
In 1872 the discovery of the four diamond mines 
known as the ‘‘Dry Diggings” in the flat grass 
country between the Va^ ana Modder Rivers, hod 
collected a lai go iMipulation there, which was impa¬ 
tient of contnil, sun greatly dissatisfied with a form 
of Government which necessitated a reference to 
Cape Town, luoro than $00 miles distant, on every 
question of ifuimriance. At length they assumed 
such an attitu'lo that in September the Governor 


felt it his duty to proceed to Griqualand, and 
assume the personal direction of affairs As a 
result of his visit he recommended that the terri¬ 
tory should be formed into a separate and distinct 
Government, under a Lieuteiiant-Governor, and 
that a Constitution should be grauted to it. This 
rocoromendatioD was acceded to by Her Majesty, 
and Mr. Southey, C.M.Q., who had for many years 
held high oflSce in the Ca])e Colony, w’as appointed 
the first Lientenant-Qovernor. 

The letters patent by which the Constitution 
was granted, bear dato at Westminster, the 7th day 
of February, in the thirty-sixth year of Her 
Majesty’s reign; and they provided, among other 
tilings, that the Governor of the Cape Colony, or 
Officer administering the govenmient of tnat 
colony, should be Governor of Griqualand West; 
that in the absence of the said Governor from the 
rovince, the Government should be administered 
y a Lieutenant-Governor or Administrator ; that 
for adrising the said Governor there should be an 
Executive Council consisting of such persons as 
should he duly appointed to it; and that there should 
also be within the Province a Legislative Council, 
composed of four nominated and four elective mem¬ 
bers. 

In 1877 the Cape Parliament pns.«^cd an Act for 
the incorporation of Griqualand West with the 
Cape Colony, which was not however proclaimed 
ana put in force until the 15th of October, 1880. 
By that Act Griqualand West becomes an electoral 
province of the Cape Colony, returning one member 
to the Council, and four to the Assembly. Tho 
Kecorder is made a Judge of the Supremo Court 
of the Cape Colony, and an appeal provided to the 
latter Court from the Recorder's CourL Divisional 
Councils are established, and generally tho machi¬ 
nery of government existing in the Cape is 
extended to the province. 

The claims of the Orange Free State, in tho 
territory of Griqualand West, w ithout being ad¬ 
mitted, were set at rest in an amicable manner by a 
Convention concluded in London, on the 19th 
of July, 1876, between President Brand and the 
Secretary of State for tho Colonies. By tho 
terras of this convention the Orang^ Free State 
agreed to abandon its claims in consideration of a 
pajrment by the Province of 90,000/., while at the 
same time a slight modification of the eastern fron¬ 
tier line was accorded to the Orange Free State, 
which line has been surveyed and marked by a 
joint commission. 

Land. 

The lands of the Province afford excellent 
pasturage for all kinds of stock, and in particular 
for sheep, homed cattle^ horses, and ostriches; 
and where water is available for irrigation, tho 
cultivation of wheat and other cereals, and almost 
all kinds of farm and garden produce can be pro¬ 
fitably undertaken. The land is fertile, and yields 
abundant crops. 

Mining. 

The ^eat industry of diamond seeking has 
daring the last two years continued very remune¬ 
rative, though the reauced price of diamonds in tho 
English and European markets, and the increased 
cost of working at the Dry Diggings, as the mines 
OTow deeper, have been disheartening to the poorer 
diggers and to those who expected a rapid 
fortune. 

The history of these Diamond Fields is briefly 
as follows:—The first diamond was found by 
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accident, in IWTZ, and passed through many ^nds 
before its value was suspected. Even when it was 
admitted to l;o a diamond, doubts wore thrown on 
its origin, and the existence of rough diamonds 
in South Africa was so generally discredited 
that notliing like an organized or systematic 
examination of the country was made for a long 
time. 

A few diamonds, however, continued to be 
found, and in tho year 1870 an exploring party, 
chiefly composed or officers of Her Majesty’s 20th 
Regiment, then stationed at Natal, and one of 
Caije Colonists from King William’s Town, pre¬ 
ceded to dig and wash the alluvial drift along the 
banks of tho Vaal River. They soon found dia¬ 
monds, and their success brought numerous other 
parties from all parts of tho neighbouring Colonies 
and Republics. Operations were at this time con¬ 
fined to the river banks, which for many miles 
were covered with mining camps. 

In 1871, however, the discovery had been made 
that diamonds existd not only in tho drift of the 
old river-bed near tho present course of the Vaal, 
but in tho loose red surface-sand covering the 
flat grassy country between that river and the 
Modaor, a smaller stream which ultimatoly joins 
the Vaal. A vigorous, if not systematic, search 
soon resulted in the opening of tho four mines now 
being worked at and close to Kimberley, and the 
river banks wore soon deserted for the more 
profitable Dry Diggings, where diamonds were 
found in unexampled profusion. There are now 
410 claims in this mine, divided amongst abont 
1,200 clairoholders, and the claims are valued for 
rating purposes at 474,000/., the selling price being 
about 00 per cent, more than that. No valuation 
of the claims has been made at tho other mines. 
The total number of claimholders at the Dry 
Diggings on December 31,1874, was:—

The method of diamond seeking at the Dry 
Diggings was at first of the rudest description. 
Tho chSsf reason for this careless mode of working 
was the absence of water available for washing the 
soil Water, which was at first unattainable, has 
now to be pumped from tho mines to keep the 
claims clear, and is also supplied from wells, which 
have been sunk in every direction. The result of 
this abundant supply of water has been tlm intro¬ 
duction of simple machines for washing the soil— 
a process which not only increases the yield by 
revealiug many diamonas which before passed 
unnoticed, but economizes labour, and renders 
theft impossible in the sorting. As the d^th of 
tho mines increases, the work of diamond finding 
requires a greater and greater emplo^pnent^ of 
capital and machinery, and the work is falling 
more and more into the hands of capitalists ana 
companies. 

It is estimated by persons who should be able to 
Judge, that the washing machines, of which there 
may now be some 400 in operation, washing prob¬ 
ably 2,000 tons of soil a-day, produce diamonds to 
the value of 20,000/. a-week. 

The largest diamond known to have been found 
was 288 carats. The highest prioa given for a 


single rough stone is 8,000/., being abont 100/. per 
carat. The question whether the title of the pro- 
riotors of tho farms entiths them to the sub-soil 
iamonds has been violently debated in tho Pro¬ 
vince, and involving as it did consequences of great 
pecuniary magnitude to tho diggers, at one time led 
them to acts of lawlessness which rendered neces¬ 
sary the de.spatch of a boily of Her Majesty’s troops 
to the Province to ensnre respect for authority. 
Tho trouble was averted by the acquisition of 
the principal farm, Vooruitzigt, for 100,000/. by 
tho Qovernment; and as renrds the minor dig¬ 
gings, the matter has now been set at rest by a 
legislative compromise. 

TratU, 

There are at present no industries of any impor¬ 
tance except farmiDg and diamond seeking; tmt 
trade is vigorous and sound, being almoet entirely 
for cash. 

Townikipi. 

The towns of Kimberley and Du Toit’s Pan 
are almost entirely composed of temporaiy bnfldings 
of iron, wood, and canvas. Kimberley is, however, 
as regards Bize,^pu1ation, and busiuess, superior 
to most towns of the Cape Colony. It has nume¬ 
rous churches and chapels, three banks, and tlp'ee 
newspapers. Its market, owing to the high prices 
nven for all articles of consumption, is the bmt in 
Boutb Africa. Diamonds have recently been found 
within the town limits. 

NaUve TroMu, 

In 1878-9 the tribes and parts of tribes inhabit¬ 
ing the Provinoe and its borders—namely, Koran- 
nas, Kaal Kaffirs, Oriquas and Bechuanas—were 
seized with the war fever lately prevalent among 
the natives of South Africa, and broke out again 
and again into revolt It was found necessary to 
undertake three campaigns against them, under 
the leailership of Cidonel Lanyon and Lient- 
Colonel Warren, which proved entirely suoosssful 
—^the rebels boing subsequently treated with a 
degree of leniency which has turned them into 
loyal subjects.

An ialand aituated in the North Sea, In 7° 6V B. 
long, and 54^ 11' N. lat, opposite, and about 26 
milea from, the mouth of the Elbe. Area, incluaive 
of the adiaoent ialand termed ** Sandy,” three- 
quartera of a aquare mile. The population, aa tOkkeu 
at the oenauB of 1871, was 1,912. 

Heligoland waa anrrendered to the British arms 
in 1807, and formally ceded to Great Britain by 
Denmark in the Treaty of Vienna, 1815. It con¬ 
tinued to be governed under its antique Frisian 
nsagee until 1864, when a new and more directly 
representative form of Government waa bu1>- 
stituted; but this constitution not having been 
found to work in a manner conducive to the 
intereats of order and good government, the legis¬ 
lative and executive authority wore centred in 
the handa of the Governor, by an Order of Her 
Majeaty in Council, bearing date 29tb February, 
1868. By this Oroer in Council an Executive 
Council waa established to afford advice to the 
Governor. 

The iuhabiianta in former times existed solely 
by fishing; but since 1830 Heligoland has become 
a fashionable bathing-place^ and the old aeafaring 
popnlation of the ialand la rapidly decreasing. 
The Heligolandera now turn their attention m 
building and letting lodging houaea, on the pro¬ 
fits of which they exist through the winter 
months. 

The inhabitants have a pure but unwritten 
language of their owm, and are of Frisian origin. 

Heligoland is a place of rendezvous for the 
English North Sea nsbing-amacks, as many as 70 
or 80 being at times at anchor in the roads.

HONa KONa. 

Hoog KoDff is one of a number of islands 
situated off the south-eastern coast of China^ at 
the mouth of the Canton River. Hone Kong 
is about 40 miles east of Macao, and lies between 
22® 9' and 22® 1' N. lat, and 114® y and 114® 
18' E. long. The island is an irregular ridge, 
stretching nearly cast and west; its broken and 
abrupt peaks rising to a great height above the 
sea level. Its length is about 11 miles, its breadth 
from 2 to 5 miles, its area rather more than 29 
squaro miles. It is scfi^atcd from the mainland of 
Cnina bv a narrow strait, known as the Ly-ee-moon 
Pass, which does not exceed half a milo in width. 
The opposite peninsula of Kow-loon was ceded to 
Great Britain bpr a Treaty entered into by Lord 
Elgin in 1861 with the Government of China; and 
now forms part of the colony. The general aspect 
of the island is extremely ocautiful. It possesses 
one of the most magnificent harbours in the world, 
having an area of ten square miles, the picturesque 
hills which surround it rising between 3,000 and 
4.000 feet high, tho whole offering a coup dotU which 
blends tho wild scenery of Scotland with the 
classic beauty of Italy. The City of Victoria 
extends for four miles at tho base of the hills, 
which protect the south side of the harbour, and 
contains upwards of 6,000 houses of stone and 
brick. Tho residences of the foreign merchants 
are numerous, aud most of them are large and 
handsome mansions. Being built on the slope of 
the hills facing the sea, the ^neral aspect of the 
town is perhaps more striking and picturesque 
from tbe water than that of any other city in the 
east, whilst many of the streets are now shaded 
with well-grown and handsome trees. 

The minimum annual rainfall for the last 16 
years was 66 inches and the maximum 99 inches, 
the annual average being 78*54 inches, while tho 
average range of the thermometer is from 43® 
to 89®. 

The Colony was first ceded to Great Britain in 
January, 1841; tho cession was confirmed by the 
Treaty of Nankin, in August, 1842; aud the 
charter bears date Mh April, 1843. 

Hong Kong is valuable to Great Britain mainly 
as a factory for our commerce with China, and as a

military and naval station for the protection of 
that commerce. Its distance from oingapore is 
about 1,620 miles. 

Hong Kong is the centre of trade in many kinds 
of goooa Amongst the principal are opium, sugar, 
ana flour, produced in Tungkoon. Salt, earthen¬ 
ware, oil, amber, cotton, and cotton gtXKls, 
sand^-wood, ivory, betel, vegetables, live stock, 
granite, Ac., &c. The transactions of the tea and 
silk trade are mainly controlled by Hong Kong 
firms. 

As Hong Kong is a free port, it is impossible to 
give a correct return of imports and exports, but 
the enormous extent of the trade with wmch it is 
connected, may be approximately estimated from 
the fact that the amount of Foreign and British 
tonnage entering and leaving tlie port annually 
averages two nmlious of tons. To this must be 
added the immense fleets of native craft of all sizes 
and forms, by wliich much of the coasting trade of 
the Chinese Empire is carried on, and also that of 
Siam, Cochin Cmno, and tho Straits. The number 
of native vessels—independent of several thousand 
smaller boats, which visit Hong Kong annually— 
is about 52,000, with a tonnage of nearly l,d00,(^, 
raising tho total tonna^, foreign and native, of 
arrivms and departures in each year, to upwards of 
three millions and a half. 

Hong Kong is well provided with dock accom¬ 
modation. There are five docks and three shps 
which oro well supplied with slicars, engineer’s 
and carpenter’s shops, foundries, and every 
requirement for making large repairs to ships of 
war and merchant vessels. 

There is telegraphic communication with nearly 
the whole world; and there is a very extensive 
steam communication with Europe, America, and 
Australia. 

In addition to the regular mail lines of tho 
Peninsular and Oriental Btcam Navigation Com¬ 
pany and the Messi^eries Maritimos which convoy 
the European mails weekly, the Pacific Mail 
Bteam Navigation Company have a fortnightly 
serrioe, vii Yokohama. Japan, iivith San Francisco, 
and the Eastern ana Australian Mail Steam 
Company have a monthly service with the Austra¬ 
lian Coloniea

There is daily steam communication between 
Hong Kong, Macao, and Canton, and about twice 
a-week with the ports of Swatow. Amoy, Foo 
Chow, Shangliai, and otlior ports more northerly 
on the coast of China. The communication with 
Japan is a little over a weekly one. 

The occupation of Hong Kong at its outset was 
effected at coxLdderablo cost to Imperial funds, the 
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voto from Farliimeot in the jeMi 1845 being 
nearly 60,0004, in addition to military exMnditnre« 
The Government i« administered by a wvemor, 
aided by an Executive Council, composed of five 
officials besides the Governor. The Legislative 
Gunnell is presided over by the Governor, and is 
composed of the Chief Justice, the Colonial Becre- 
tary, the Attorney-General, the Treasurer: and 
four unofficial members uoTninated by the Crown 
on the recommendation of the Governor. By the 
provisions of the Vice-Admiral tv Courts* Act of 
1888, the Governor is ex-<0icio Vice-Admiral, and 
the Chief Justice ex officto Judge of the 'Vice- 
Admiralty Court 

Thero is a Police force in the Colony numbering 
C50 men, of whom 110 are Europeans, 176 Indians, 
and 840 Chinese. 

Hong Kong pays 20,0004 a-year to the Imperial 
Oovemmont as military contribution.

JAMAICA. 

An island situated in tho Caribbean Sea, and to 
the southw'ard of the eastern extremity of tho 
Island of Cuba, within N. lat. 17*^ 40^ and 18^ 80', 
and W. long. 76^ 10' and 78^ 30'. It is the largest 
of tho British West Indies, being 140 miles in 
length, and 50 in extreme breadtl^ and containing 
about 4^200 square miles. 

Jamaica was discovered by Columbus on the 8rd 
May, 1494. He called it St. Jago. It remained in 
the posesssion of the SjAniards fur 161 years, when 
it was attacked by a force sent by Cromwell, under 
Admirals Peun and Venables, against Hispaniola. 
It canitulatcd, after a trifling resistance, on the 
8rd May, 1655. After tho cai)turo of the island, 
until the Kestoratioa of Charles II., Jamaica ro- 
fuained under military jurisdiction. In 1660 the 
first ostablishment of a regular dvil government wae 
made by Cbarlas IL, who appointed O. D*0yley

JAMAICA.

GoTernor-in-Cbief, with an Electiye CotiucQ. In 
1670 peace was made with Spain, and the title of 
England to Jamaica waa recognized by the Treaty 
of Madrid. In 1807 the Slave Trade waa aboliehed, 
At which time there were 328,827 elavee in Ja¬ 
maica. During the laat eight years of the trade, 
86,821 slaves were imported. On the abolition of 
slavery in 1883, Jamaica received 6,161,927/. of the 
20,000,000/. panted by the Imi»erial Government 
as compensation to the Klave-owuers; being rather 
more tnan 19/. a head on a slave population of 
809,838. 

ClimaU!. 

There is gretLt variety of climate; the mean 
temperature of Kingston is about 80^, rising to 90° 
in the day time, and falling to 70° at night. As the 
temperature falls about 1° for every 800 feet of 
ascent, and as there is a lofty range of mountains 
which run down the middle ol the whole island, it is 
sible, in a few hours, to reach a cool and delight- 
climate. From Kingston, the capital, a change 
of 10° or 16° in temisirature can be attained by a 
ride of three houra 

In the country the difference of temperature 
between day and night is seldom more than 10°, 
and the difference of temperature in summer and 
winter is much lees, say 5° or 6°. 

During this century Jamaica has been tolerably 
free from hurricanes and earthquakes, until the 18th 
of August, 1880, w'hen the effects of a cyclone were 
felt in the north and north-eastern portions of the 
island. 

The rainy seasons are in May and October, and 
last for about three weeks; but Asides these heavy 
and periodical rainfalls, the ground is refreshed by 
continual showers. The annual rainfall varies 
thronghunt the island from about 30 inches to as 
much as 160 inches. 

ConstUtUion. 

The Constitution, which, after existing for nearly 
200 years in Jamaica, was surrendered in 1866, was 
a representative one, conidhtiug of a Governor, a 
Privy Council, a Legislative Council, and an As¬ 
sembly of 47 elected members. The abolition of 
this form of government, and the substitution for it 
of a new form, resulted from the serious disturb¬ 
ances amongst the black population which occurred 
in October, 1865. 

After the supi^ssion of disaffection in St. 
Tbomas's-in-the-KaKt, Governor Eyre, at the meet¬ 
ing of the L<*gislature, urged the unsuitability of 
the then existing form of Goverument to meet the 
circumstances of the community, and the necessity 
of inakiiig some sweeping cl^ngo. by which a 
strong Government might be createo. 

The LegisJature unanimously responded, abro- 
mtad all tuo existing marliiuery of legislation, and 
left it to Her Majesty's Government to substitute 
any other form of Government which might bo 
better suited to the altered drcumstanocs of the 
Colony. 

An Act of the Imperial Parliament and an Order 
in Council of the 9tli April, 1866. were passed pro- 
riding a new Constitution for Jamaica, widen is 
that now in force, and is as follows:— 

A Legislative Council was, by Orders in Council 
of the 11th June, 1866, and 11th November, 1869, 
established, consisting of six official and six un¬ 
official members, which members have since been 
enlarged to nine of each. The Governor sits as 
President. The official members are, by virtue of 
their offices, the senior military officer, the Colonial 
Secretary, the Attorney-Generil, together with five 
such other officers or persons as Her Majesty 


may think fit, and certain unofficial members not 
exa^edinj^ nine in number. 

There is also established a Privy Counefl. 

The members of the Privy Council are, the 
Lioutonant-Governor, the senior military officer in 
command, the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney- 
General, and such other persons, not to cxoeM 
eight in number, as may be named by the Queen, 
or provisionally ap]ioint(ra by the Governor subject 
to the approval of Her Majesty. The Governor is 
to preside at each meeting, and the Governor and 
two members form a quorum. The Governor is to 
consult in all cases with the Councillors, excepting 
only whini the matter to be decided would in his 
juflg^ent sustain material prejudice by consulta¬ 
tion, or be too unimportant to require tbeir advice: 
and he is to propose all questions on which they 
are to advise and decide; but any member may 
apply in wTiting: for permission to propose a ques¬ 
tion, and a wntten aus>ver, (pautiug or refusing 
the request, is to be rcturuod. The Governor is 
authorized to act in opposition to the advice and 
decision of the Privy Council, if in auy case it 
shall appear right so to do,” and to report to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonk’s ‘‘the grounds 
and roas4m8” of his opposition, aud any member 
may record on the minutes the nature of the advice 
or opinion offered aud rejected. 

With regard to the Legislative Council, the 
foUoMriug rmes and revulatiuus are to be observed, 
in the trausactiuu of business and in the passing 
of laws. The official members are to bo the same 
as those mentioned for the Privy Council; the 
Governor is to appoint one or more persons to act 
proNisionally as unofficial Couucillor or Coun¬ 
cillors, when the number appointed by her Majesty 
shall bo less than six; and all the Councillors are 
to hold office during the Royal will aud pleasure. 
Any member may propose questions for debate, 
excepting only that no law shall bo cuactod, nor 
any vote or resolution passed, nor any question 
ad^tted to debate, when the object is to dispose 
of or charge any part of the revenue, unless the 
propositiou bo made by the Governor, or the pro¬ 
posal expressly allowed or directed by him. All 
laws passed are to be styled, ** Laws enacted by 
the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice of the 
Legislative Council thereof.” 

Jamaica wder Croton Government. 

For many years prior to the ef^tablishment of 
Crown Government, in 1866, the expenditure of 
the island exceeded the revenue by large amounts; 
but a better collection of the impnjsts, aud tbo in¬ 
crease of the community in numbers and sub¬ 
stance, has permitted a largo increase of revenue, 
and a cousiderablo reduction of debt. Taxation in 
Jamaica amounts to about 18<. a head. 

The number of parishes (which are the units of 
local goverumeDt)^u been reduced from 22 to 14. 
Each parish has its own parochial inhtitutions, 
viz., hospitals, almsbousos, Ac., Ac., managed by 
the Municipal Hoard of the parish, of which the 
custos is usually appointed the chairman. The 
members of the Hoard are nominated by the chair¬ 
man, and with the chairman are annually appointed 
by the governor. There is also a Hoad Board 
in each parish, for the nianagemeut of the paro¬ 
chial roads, appointed in the same way as the 
Municipal ^ard. The several taxes received on 
houses, horses, carriages, Ac., Ac., are devoted 
entirely to the parish in which they are collected. 
The revenue is collected by the officers of the 
Hevenue Department, with a collector in each 
parish at the Lead of a branch office. Tbo principal 
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Gorernor-in-Cliief, with an Electire ConncQ. In 
1670 peace was made with Spain, and the title of 
England to Jamaica was recognized by the Treaty 
of Madrid. In 1607 the Slave Trade was abolished, 
at which time there were 323,827 slaves in Ja¬ 
maica. Daring the last eight years of the trade, 
86,621 slaves were imi^rtou. On the abolition of 
slavery in 1833, Jamaica received 6,161,927/. of the 
20,000,000/. punted by the Imp<‘nal Government 
as compensatiun to the slave-owners; being rather 
more tWi 19/. a head on a slave population of 
809,338. 

CUmaU. 


There is great variety of climate; the mean 
temperature of Kingston is about 80^, rising to 90^ 
in t]^ day time, and falling to 70® at night. As the 
temperatnre f^ls about 1° for every 800 feet of 
ascent, and as there is a lofty range of mountains 
which run down the middle ot the whole island, it is 
possible, in a few hours, to reach a cool and delight¬ 
ful climate. From Kingston, the capital, a change 
of 10® or 15® in temperature can be attained by a 
ride of three hours. 

In the countrv the difference of temperature 
between d^ ana night is seldom more than 10®, 
and the difference of temperature in summer and 
winter is much lees, say 5® or 6®. 

During this century Jamaica has been tolerably 
free from hurricanes and earthquakes, until the 18tn 
of August, 1880, when tlie effects of a cyclone were 
felt in the north and north-eastern portions of the 
island. 

The rainy seasons are in May and October, and 
last for about three weeks; but oosides those heavy 
and periodical rainfalls, the ground is refreshed by 
continual showers. The annual rainfall varies 
thronghont the island from about 30 inches to as 
much as 180 inches. 

ConsiUution, 

The Constitution, which, after existing for nearly 
200 years in Jamaica, w as surrendered in 1866, was 
a representative om*, consisting of a Governor, a 
Privy Council, a Legislative Council, and an As¬ 
sembly of 47 elected members. The abolition of 
this form of government, and the substitution for it 
of a DOW form, resulted from the serious disturb¬ 
ances amongst the black population w hich occurred 
in October. 1865. 

Alter the suppression of disaffection in St. 
Thomas*8-in-tbe-r^st, Governor Eyre, at the meet¬ 
ing of the Legislature, urged the unsuitability of 
t^ then existing form of Government to meet the 
circumstances of the community, and the necessity 
of making some sweeping change, by w’hich a 
strong Government might m createo. 

The Legislature unanimously responded, abro¬ 
gated all the existing machinery of legislation, and 
left it to Her Maji sty's Govenimeut to substitute 
any other form of Government which might bo 
better suited to the altered drcumstauces of tho 
Colony. 

An Act of tho Imperial Parliament and an Order 
in Council of the 9tli April, 1866, were passed pro¬ 
viding a new Constitution for Jamaica, which is 
that now in force, and is as follows:— 

A Legislative Council was, by Orders in Council 
of the 11th June, 1866, and 11th November, 1869, 
established, consisting of six official and six un¬ 
official members, which members have since been 
enlarged to nine of e.ach. The Governor sits as 
Freoident. Thu official members arc, by virtue of 
their offices, thu senior military officer, thu Colonial 
Beoretary, the Attorney-General, together with five 
such other officors or poraona as Her Majesty 


may think fit, and certain unofficial mombera not 
exceeding nine in number. 

There is also established a Privy CouncO. 

The memWs of the Privy Council are, the 
Lieutenant-Governor, the senior military officer in 
command, the Colonnd Secretary', the Attorney- 
General, and such other persons, not to excoM 
eight in number, as may be named by tho Queen, 
or provisional!V ap|M)intod by the Governor subject 
to the approval of Her Majesty. The Governor is 
to preside at each meeting, and the Governor and 
two members form a quorum. Tbo Governor is to 
consult in all cases with the Couuttillors, excepting 
only when the matter to be dccidcil would in his 
judgment sustain material prejudice by consulta¬ 
tion, or be too unimportant to require their advice: 
and ho is to propose all questious on wliich they 
are to advise and decide; but any member may 
apply in writing for permission to proiK}so a ques¬ 
tion, and a written answer, granting or refusing 
the request, is to be returned. The Governor is 
authorized to act in opposition to the advice and 
decision of the Privy Council, ** if in any caee H 
shall appear right so to do,” and to report to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies ^ the grounds 
and reasons” of his opposition, and any member 
may record on the minutes tlie nature of tho advice 
or opinion offered and rejected. 

'V^ith regard to the Legislative Council, the 
following r^es and regulations arc to be observed, 
in the trausaction of business and in tho j^nssing 
of laws. The official muinberH are to bo the same 
as those mentioned for tho Privy Council; the 
Governor is to appoint one or moru piTSons to act 
provisionally as unofficial Couucillur or Coun¬ 
cillors, when tho number appointed by ber Majesty 
shall Ik) less than six; and all the Councillors are 
to hold office during tbo Boyal will and pleasure. 
Any member may propose questions for debate, 
excepting only that no law shall be enacted, nor 
any vote or resolution passed, nor any question 
admitted to debate, wbou tho object is to dispose 
of or charge any part of tho revenue, unless the 
proposition be maao by the Governor, or the pro¬ 
posal expressly allowed or directed by him. All 
laws passed are to be styled, **Law's enacted by 
the Governor of Jamaica, with the adrice of tho 
Legislative Council thereof.” 

Jamaica under Crown Gevemmemt. 

For many years prior to the establishment of 
Crown Government, in 1866, the expenditure of 
the island exceeded the revenue by large amounts; 
but a better coUectiou of the imposts, and the in¬ 
crease of the community in numbers and sub¬ 
stance, has ix*rmitiod a largo increase of revenue, 
and a considerable reduction of debt. Taxation in 
Jamaica amounts to about 18#. a head. 

The number of parishes (which are the units of 
local government) lias been reduced from 22 to 14. 
Each parish has its own parochial institutions, 
viz., hospitals, almshouses, Ac., Ac., managed by 
the Municipal Hoard of the parish, of which the 
custos is usually appointed tho chairman. The 
members of the Hoard are nominated by the chair¬ 
man, and with tho chairman are annually appointed 
by the governor. There is also a Koad Board 
in each parish, for the management of the paro¬ 
chial roads, appointed in tbo same way as the 
Municipal ^ard. The several taxes received on 
houses, horses, carriages, Ac., Ac., are devoted 
entirely to the parish in which they are collected. 
The revenue is collected by tho officers of the 
Hevenue Department, with a collector in each 
parish at the head of a branch office. The principal 
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Bums are derived from import datics, which yield 
abont 255,000/.; excise duty on rum, at 5t. per 
S^OD. yielding 02,0^)0/.; stamps, 15,500/.; licenses, 
17.000/.; and postal revenue, 14,500/. The now 
railway receipts of 23,000/. and reimbursements 
28j^/., swell the total of revenue. 

There is a regular postal service three times 
a*week to and from aU parts of the island, and 
daily to some limited parts, by which letters are 
carried at 2c/. per ^oz. 

Government savings banks were established in 
1871, in all the principal towns, and there is now 
deposited about 330,000/., on which the Govern¬ 
ment pays interest at the rate of 4 per cent per 
annum. 

District courts, somewhat on the model of County 
Courts in England, are held all over the islandL 
The jndgos are barristers or advocates. 

The constabulary was placed on its present 
footing in 1867, and is modelled on the system of 
tho Boval Irish Constabulary, semi-military. There 
are about 25 officers (iuspectors and sub-inspectors^ 
under an Inspector-General, and 600 men, distn- 
buted throughout the island. 

An “ island medical service,” under the control 
of a superintending medical officer, has been 
created. The si'veral medical practitioners, who 
receive a retaining fee or salary from the Govern¬ 
ment, are designated district medical officers.” 
They are loi'atcd throughout the island, and for 
the fixed salary paid by Government they have to 
attend sick pau}>ers, parochial hospitals and alms¬ 
houses, the constabulary officers and men, and 
prisons. For attending East Indian immigrants, 
vaccination, Ac., Ac., they are paid extra. They 
are not <restricte<l in private practice, and at the 
same time arc allowca the privileges of pension 
after twenty yearh* oervice, and six months' leave 
of absence on hal(-i>ay after six years’ service. 

There is regular aud frequent communication 
between Europe aud Jamaica. 

The Royal Mail contract steamers leave South¬ 
ampton on the 2ud and 17th of each month. The 
average passage is 17 days. The Koval Mail 
cargo steamers leave Southampton on 11th and 
23rd of the mouth. The West India and Pacific 
steamers leave Liverpool on the 10th of each 
month, their average passage being 21 days. A 
French steamer leaves 8t. Kazaireonoe a month. 
Steamers of the .Atlas line leave New York under 
mail contract every alternate Thursday. The 
contract pas.sage is six and a half days. 

Tel^aphii: communication with Europe is com¬ 
plete. Jamaica is the first British possession in 
the West Indies which the cables from Cuba touch 
at, whence it branches away tu’d St Thomtis, 
Barbados, Ac,, to Drmerara, and in the opposite 
direction to the Isthmus of Panama. 

A line of inland telegraph, connecUug all the 
principal towns, is now nearly completed. 

At present the only railway in Jamaica is that 
from Kingston via Spanish Town to Old Harbour, 
a distance of 26 miles; but, since the purchase of 
the lino by tho Government, an extension to Poms 
and Ewartou luis been determined on and is in 
progpress of being carried out. 

Arrangements have been made for weekly steam 
communication rouud the Island to tho thirteen 
principal out{>orts.

LABUAK. 

The island of Labuau is situated on tlio north- 
w'cst coast of Borneo,in 5“ 16' N. laU, and llO*^ 15' 
E. long. Its area is ^)‘23 square miles. It is dis¬ 
tant from the coast, at the nearest jioiut, about six 
miles, and from Brunei, the ca])ital of Borneo 
projxT, about thirty miles. 

The island, then uninhabitod,wa8 coded to Great 
Britain by tho Sultan of Borneo in 1848, and 
occupied in IH-iH. 

Much ex|>eiitation as to the success of the new 
eottlcniunt mtob founded upon the oxistenoe of rich 
coal deposits in tho island, the development of 
which waa uudertakeu by a Comjiany wWh was 
formed in England at the time, under tljo name of 
“ The Eastern Arcliipelago ( ompany.’’ Neverthe¬ 
less, the coal rowmreos of Lahuaii remain still 
comparatively undeveloped, and more Uiau one 
Conqwuy has failed and retired from tho undor- 
taking. 

Labaan has a fine port, and is a market for 
some of the produce of the neighbouring coasts of 
Borneo, aud the Sulu Arcldpmogo, such as bees ¬ 
wax, edible birds* nests, camphor, gntta-perebs, 
india-rubber, |M.>arlR, tortoise-shell, aud trepaug, 
wliich are forwarded by tbo Labuau traders to 
Binnpore. 

I’liere are throe sa^ manufaotoriea in tho island, 
wlicre tho raw material received from tho coast is 
converted into sago flour, which it ex|N)rted to 
some exteut for the biugapore market. 
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The inbahiUnte are chiefly lialaye from Borneo, 
and Chiueae, the latter being chiefly petty traders 
or immigrants working under contracts made in 
Sinnpore. 

The Govemment is administered by a Governor 
and a nominated Legislative Council. 

Until the year 1869 the expenditure of the 
Colony was partly defrayed bv an Imperial grant 
in aid, but since then the colony has supported 
itself. In 1871 tlie military garrison nuuntained by 
the Imperial Government was withdrawn, and an 
armed police force snbstitoted by the Colony. 

The chief sources of Revenue are the farming of 
licences to sell tobacco, spirits, opium (retail), and 
Ash.

THE LEEWARD ISLANDS. 

The Leeward Islands, comprising the Colonios 
of Antigua, Montserrat, St Kitts, Nevis, Dominica 
and the Virgin Islands, wero constituted a idnglo 
Federal Colony by an Act pasfiod in the Imperial 
Parliament in the Session of 1871, 84 A 85 Viet, 
can. 107. The text of the Act, whicb is given l)elow, 
wm explain the constitution and powers of tho 
Federal Government and the relations between that 
Government and the several Island OovernraentH 
Sir Benjamin Pine, to whose energy and ability the 
passage of the measure in the islands is largely 
due, was honoured by Her Majesty after the pass¬ 
ing of the Imperial Act with the dignity of a Knight 
Commander of the order of St Michael and 8t. 
Georgy; Messrs. Wigloy and Frceling, tho adminis- 
tratore of 8t Kitts and Dominica, ik'ing on the 
same occasion made Companions of tho Order, and 
Sir Oliver Nugent, President of tho I/OgisUtivo 
Council of Antigua, receiving tho honour of Knight¬ 
hood. 

The Federal Colony contains 120,409 inhabitants. 
Its total exports, according to latest returns, wero 
521,242/., and its imi)ortR 486,733/. The aggregate 
revenue of all the six Prosideudes was 96,273/.; 
their expenditure, 100,277/. 

It may bo mentioned, as of liietorical interest, 
that tho Leeward Islands ]H>SBesscd a common 
legislature as far back as tho reign of Wfllioni and 
Mary. Some Acts passed bv tliat LogisLaturo are 
still in force in tho several Islands, notably one ** to 
provide for tbe want of flnes and common reco¬ 
veries,” under wliich entails and settlements of real 
property are effected, and which is considered credit¬ 
able to the sagadty of the Colonists of the day ns 
having anticipated by nearly a century and a half a 
very Iwneflcia] reform only effected in this country 
in the year 1833, by the Act 8 and 4, Will. IV, c. 74. 
Tho General Legislature met for tho lost time in 
1798, when it {laa^ a liighly humane slave ameliora¬ 
tion Act, wliich was allow^, a (?atholic Emandpa- 
tion Act, and an Act repealing the duty on exports 
of 4^ per cent for the bouent of the English ex- 
chofiucr—both wliich were disallowed. An attempt 
was made by Sir William Colcbrook in 1 h 32 to 
revive the General Legislature, and though tho 
atU^mot was regarded unfavoarably in some quarters, 
aud tuo JiCgi^iuro never actually met, yet the 
right to revive it was clear, aud tliero is no doubt 
that the Act of 1871 is no more than a revival cf 
the ancient constitution of tlio islands. 

Subjoined is tbe text of iliu Act 
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Chap. 107. 

An Act for the FedertUion and general Government of 

the Leewird hlande (amended by local Act No. 11 

of 1078). [2l8t Au^uat, 1871.] 

Whereas the several le^slative bodies of Her 
Majesty's Leeward Islands have, by certain resolu¬ 
tions, signillcd their desire for the union of the said 
Islands under one Government in mannfr therein 
set forth, and have requested that the said resolu¬ 
tions may be embodied in an Act of the Imperial 
Parliament with all such provisions as may neces¬ 
sary to give them full force and effect, and it is 
exTOilient that the said union should bo established: 

1 ^ it enact4>d by the Queen’s mo^ Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assemble, and by the au^o- 
rity of the same as follows:— 

1. This Act may bo cited for all purposes as 
“The Lcew’ard Islands Act, 1871.’* 

2. So soon as this Act shall oomo into operation 
in the Leeward Islands, those islands shall form 
one colony, consisting of six presidencies, name}}', 
the several islands of Antigi^ Muntaerrat, Saint 
Chrifl^phor, Nevis, and Dominica, with tlieir re- 
spoctivo dependencies, and the V'irgin Islands. 

8. In this Act the following terms shall have the 
meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repaguamt 
thereto (that is to say):— 

“ Governor ” shall mean the Governor or officer 
for the time being administering the general 
government of the Leeward Islands: 

“ General Government '* and “ General Legisla¬ 
ture ’* shall respectively mean the Government 
and Legislature of the I>eeward Islands: 

**Island Government," “Island Council,** and 
“ Island Legislature,” shall mean rospectively 
the Government, Legislative body, or Legis- 
laturo of one of ^ abovo-namsd Presi- 
doncies: 

“ Proclamation ” shall mean a written or printed 
notice under the hand of the Ciovemor, pub¬ 
lished by his order in each of the Presidencios 
which it may directly concern. 

4. This Act shall come into operation in tlie 
Looward Islands on a day to he declared by pro¬ 
clamation. 

6. There shall be an Exocntiro Council of the 
Looward Islands, consisting of such persous or 
officers as the Queen may from time to time noiuo 
or designate. 

6. The Queen may from time to time appeint 
such officers of the general Government ae Her 
Majesty may tlvink tit, with such salaries as may be 
assigned to them by the General Legislature. 

7. There shall bo in the Leeward Islands a Legis¬ 
lative Body, to be styled “ The General Le^slativo 
Council,” composed of Nine elective and Nine non- 
elective members ftlius re-enacted by Art 11 of 1878]. 

Provided that the proceedings of the Council shall 
not he invalid on account of any vacancies therein. 

8 . Of the elective members, Four shall be taken 
from the Island Council of Antigua, Two from the 
Legislative Asscmblv of Dominica, and three from 
among the unofficial members of the Legislative 
Council of St. Christopher. The meml>ora for 
Antina and Dominica shall respectively be chosen 
by the elective members of the Island Council 
from which they are taken, and those for St. 
Christopher by the non-officlnl members of the 
Fxocutivo CouDc;!! of St Christopher, in such 


manner as the said Island Council may, from time 
to time, by any standing rule determine, and within 
such period as may, from time to time, be prescribed 
by proclamation. [This section is printed ae re¬ 
enacted by the Leeward Islands Act 11 of 1878.] 

9. The non-elective members shall be appointed 
by the Qoeeu in such maimer and under suen condi¬ 
tions as Her Majesty may tliink fit, and shall be as 
follows:— 

A President, who at the time of his appointmont 
shall be member of some Island Council: 

The Colonial Secretary, the AUorney-Geasral, 
and the Auditor-General. 

Five unofficial meml)er8, of whom one shall be 
taken from the Island Councils of Dominica, 
St. Christopher, Nevis, Montserrat, and tho 
Virgin Islands respectively, and who shall ipso 

Jacto vacate their seats on ceasing to be memlwrs 
of such Councils. 

10. Subject to the provisions of tho twenty-fifth 
and twenty-sixth sections of this Act, the Governor, 
with tho couseut of the General Legislative Council, 
hereinafter referred to as “ tho Council,*’ may mako 
laws for the Leeward Islands, or any pari thereof,

Every member of the Coandi, ezospi the 
official members, may resign his seat therein by 
writing under his hand addressed to the Governor. 

19. Every elective member who shall accept any 
office under the Crown shall vacate hie eeet in the 
said Council, but shall he eligible for re-ekdion. 

SO. When any elective member vaeatee bk eaat 
in the Gouncil otherwise than by the dissolution or 
other determination thereof, the elective members 
of the island coum il which be represented shall 
ehooee a successor within three mouthe after notico 
of such vacancy shall have been proclaimed in the 
preafakney; and if they fail to do so within that 
tfane the (^veracr shall appoint a pereon from that 
kland council to till such vacancy. 

21. Until otherwise determined by the Council, 
the Conncil shall not be considered as constituted 
for the despatch of business unkes at least nine 
mambers be present and assisting thereat. 

22. QuestioDs arising in the Council shall bo 
decided by a majority of voices; the President shall, 
in all cases, have a vote, and when the voices are 
equal tho decision shall be deemed to bo in the 
negative. 

23. No vote or resolution shall be proposed in 
the Council having for its object to charge any part 
of the revenues arising within the said Leeward 
Islands, except by one of the official mambers, 
nr with t^ express approval or direction of the 
Governor. 

24. When a Rill passed by the Concil is pre¬ 
sented to the Governor for liis asaent, he shall 
declare according to his <liscretion either that he 
assents thereto, or that he refuses his assent to the 
Name, or that he rescTves the same for the significa¬ 
tion Her Majesty's pleasure thereon. 

26. When tho Governor assents to a BiU, he 
shall by the firt^t convenient .opportunity send an 
anthenUo copy of the law to one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of .State, and it shall be lawful 
for Her Majesty at any time within eighteen months 
after such copy shall have been received by the said 
Secretary of State to notify to the Governor her dis- 
allowanoe of such law through one of her Principal 
Secretaries of State, and evefy such law shall become 
noil and void from and after the day on which tho 
said Governor shall signify such disallowance by 
measuge to the Council, or from and after a day to 
bo named by proclamation. 

26. A Bfll reserved for tho signification of Her 
Majesty's pleasure shall txJte effect so soon as Her 
Maiestpr shall have given her assent to the same by 
Order in Council, and the Guvemor shall have sig¬ 
nified such assent by message to the Council or 
proclamation, provided that no such message or pro- 


olaaiaiicm shall be issued after two years from tbs 
day on wliich tUo Bill was presented to the Governor 
for his assent. 

27. The Council shall at its first msstlng, and 
may from time to time afterwards, as occasion may 
rsonirt, adopt standing ruka and orders for the 
orderly conduct of business, which rules and orders 
shall take effect when confirmed by the Governor. 

28. The expenses of such establishments as are 
common to all the Leeward Islands, other than the 
remuneration and travelling expenses of the mem¬ 
bers of tho Council, shall Le fixed by the Council, 
and shall, until otherwise apportioned by the Coun¬ 
cil, be divided into sixteen parts, which shall be 
chiurgod as follows:—

Bach charges, however, as may be inourrod in re¬ 
spect of immigration shall be shared only by such 
islands as may elect to participate therein. 

29. An estimate of such expenses shall be every 
ar prepared by tho General Government and laid 
fore tho Council, and when paesed by the Council 

shall be published in the Leeward Islands; and 
after such publication tho Governor may, from time 
to time, as the occasion may require, draw on the 
public treasury of each presidency for the whole or 
any part of the amount due from such presidency. 

30. The Council may, by any law or laws, alter 
from time to time any of tho provisions of this 
Act: Provided that every such law shall be re¬ 
served bv the said Governor for tha signification 
of Her Majesty's pleasure. 

81. The term Governor or officer administering 
the Oovernmont, when used in any island enact¬ 
ment heretofore passed, shall, after this Act shall 
come into operation, and until otherwise provided 
by the Island Legislature, be taken to mean tho 
Governor of tho Leeward Islands or any other 
person appointed in that behalf by writing under 
Ills hand and under tho Public Seal of the Presi¬ 
dency. 

32. Tho powers oonforred on Her Majesty by 
the fifth, sixtl^ and ninth sections of this Act 
mav be exercised by instructions or warrants 
under the Royal Sign Manual and Signet, or may 
bo deloMted to tho Governor by letters patoni 
under the Great Seal of the United Kingdom; 
and such instmetiona, warrants, or letters patent 
may be issued before this Act sliall come into ope¬ 
ration in the I>eward Islands. 

83. It shall bo lawful for Her Majesty, by Order 
in Council, from time to time, on address from tlie 
Legislative Body of any of tho West Indian Islands 
not included in this Act and from the Council, to 
bring such island under tho operation of this Act, 
on such terms and conditions m each case as are in 
the addrcBSi'S expressed, and as Her Majesty thinks 
fit to approve, and the provisions of any Order in 
Council m that behalf shall have effect as if they 
had been enacted by the Imperial PorliamenL

Judicial Establishment. 


Santa Maria La Antigua. It was first inhabited 
by a few English in 1632. In 16G3, Charles II. 
made a formtd grant of tho island to Lord Wil¬ 
loughby, who sent out a large number of colonists. 
After an interval of French occupation, it was 
declared a British possession by the Treaty of 
Breda, 1666. There are no rivers, and few springs 
in the island, and consequently it is exposed to 
fr^uent droughts. Area of tho island is 108 square 
miles. About £7,500 is annually spent in tho bu]>- 
port of Poor Houses. Hospitals, Board of Healtli, 
and for Medical Relief, Vaccination, Ac. There are 
14 places of worship belonging to the Church of 
Ei^land, 13 Moravian, 10 Wesleyin. 

The Constitution consists of a Governor, aided 
by an Executive Council, the members of which 
are ap^inted by the Crown; and a Legislative 
Council consisting of 24 members, of which the 
Colonial Becretary, Attornoy-Genoral, Bolidtor- 
General, and Treasurer, aro ex-officio members; 
8 members nominated by tho Cix>wu and 12 elected 
members. 

The qualifications for Members and Voters wero 
fixed by an Act of 1852, and are as follows- 

For Members.—An annual income of 664 de¬ 
rived from real propi*rty within the Island, or an 
annual income ot 2004 derived from profeesion or 
trade, Ac. Voters for the city and towns must 
possess land oither in fee simple, or as a tenant for 
a period of not less than six months previous to 
election, and of the yearly value of 264 Voters 
for tho country divisions—possession of ten acres 
of land in fee simple, or of live acres with building 
thereon, or land of tho value of 1114, or one acre 
of loud aud building value 2224, or tenaut paying 
not less than SSI. annum. 

The Island is mvidod into eleven electoral dis¬ 
tricts. Of the 208 voters registered for the whole 
Island, 130 are registered for the City of St. John.

MONTSERRAT. 

This island, discovered by the celebrated Spanish 
navigator in 1498, was named by him after a famexm 
mountain in Spain, where is situated the monastery 
in which IgniUius Loyola oonoeived the project of 
founding the Society of Josua 

It is situated in 16° 46' N. lal, and 61° W. long.; 
it is about 12 miles in length, and 8 in the broadi^ 
part; its roads, however, are aigzag, uphill, and 
down ravine, so that a journey from the town of 
Plymouth (lp°8 centre of the eonth-west 

coast) to north or south, exceeds the extreme length 
of the island. 

Montserrat was colonized by the Engtiah in 
1632; the French took it in 1664, and levied heavy 
imposts on the inhabitants: it was restored to Eng¬ 
land in 1668. It capitulated to the French in 17^. 
M. Louis Joseph de Goullon, who was appointed 
Commandant, levied an imno^ of 1,800 Johannes, 
and demand^ a furnished residence for himself, 
one for the Major, and others for the Treasurer, for 
the Commissary ol Marino, for the 8urgeoti-Ma}or, 
for warehouses of every kind, for a hospital, for a 
chapel for Divine service for the troope, and a resi¬ 
dence near it for the ciiaplain, a rendMioe for the 
keeper of the warehouses, and a chamber for hie 
clerK. The House of Assembly provided the 
Governor with a furnished house, with horses, 
Ac., Ac., but offered a spirited resistance to the 
other demands. 

The island was restored to the English in 1784. 

Montserrat (lossessed a Legislative Council and 
Assembly as early as 1668. 

Montserrat is justly cousidersd the most healthy 
of the Antilles. 

The staple commodity is sugar, which until 
lately was brought to the town in bags on the 
backs of mules or oxen. Carts are now pretty 
generally used, but the mule and the ox with the 
bag of sugpir on ite back is still occasionaUy seen. 
Th^e is no harbour, but a very good roads teed. 
Many of the sugar estates which had gone out of 
cultivation liave boon lK>ughl up and are being 
now \'igorouBly w orked by Mesara Sturge, of Bir- 
mineham, and bv other enterpriaiug planters 

Tm scenery of tlie island is exosedingly beautiful. 

The Government is administered bv a President 
(subordinate to tlie (lOvernor-General of the Lee¬ 
ward Islands), aided bv an Executive and Legis¬ 
lative Coundl appointed by the Crown. 

By an Act of the LegiKlntive Assembly, dated 
24th Doc., 1866, and coutirmod by Order in Council 
26th Feb., 1867, iusU^nd of a Legislative Aseombly, 
a Legislative Council was established, having idl 
the powers, authorities, and riglits hitherto pos¬ 
sessed by the Assembly. Her Majesty may from 
time to time by any w'arraDt under her sign manual 
and si^et, or by any inatructiona througli one of 
her principal Secretaries of State, designate such 
officers and appoint such persons, not exceeding 
six in all, aa ahe may think fit, to be reupectivuly 
official, or tz officto and unofficial members of the 
aaid Council, every councillor holding hia office 
during Her Majesty's pleasure. 

The Governor, and in hia absence any person 
appointed by him in writing, shall prende at every 

'I' 
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moctiag of the Council, and shall hare an original 
and canting vote. 

The President and three Members of Council 
form a quorum.

BT. CHBISTOPHEIL 
(St. Kitts.) 

Tlie following general description of 6L Kitts is 
extracted from a Report on that Island, written 
by Lieutenant-Governor Sir Benjamin Pino, which 
was printed and laid before Parliament, March, 
1862. 

“ The island lies in latitnde 17® 18^ N., and longl* 
tnde 62® 48' W. I’ho area of the main body of it 
presents a long oval, from the south-eastern end of 
which runs a narrow neck, gradually expauding’ 
into a small knob of land. 

** The total length of the island is abont 23 miles. 
The breadth of its main body is about 8ve miles ; 
that of the knob or peninsula is abont two mHos. 
The breadth of the neck varies hrom half a mile to 
a mOe. The total area is 68 square miles. 

The central part of the main body consists of 
a range of lofty rugged mountains, wliich traversea 
it from south-east to north-west, attaining its 
matest height at Mount Misery, which is about 
4,100 feet am>vo the se^ On the south-west side 
of the island, between the mountains and the sea, 
but nearer the latter, is Brimstone Hill, formerly 
the seat of the garrisi^n. It is ouihi isolated, nearl 3 '' 
conical, and about 750 feet in Height. Tliis range 
of hills describes nearly a seraidrclo, forming the 
spacious and fertile valley or plain, on the seaboard 
of wliich lies Basseterre, the capital 

** Immediately beyond these lulls on the south* 
east is the narrowest part of the neck, which at 
this i^int is perfectly flat. But as it expands it 
rises into conical hills, which, covered with grass, 
prickly mimosas or aloes, traverse the knob or 
peninsula in almost every direction. In one spot. 
However, the bills recede from the sea, forming a 
basin, within which is a salt-pond about two mBcs 
iu circumferenos. 

**Tho circle of land formed by the skirts and 
lower elopes of the mountain-range of the maiu 
body of tne island, and the Valley of BasseteriT, 
constitute nearly the whole of the arable and culti¬ 
vated portion of the island. 

** These tracts of land are covered vrith sugrar 
plantations, and dotted over in every- direction 
with homesteads, mills, and labourers* villages. 

** The higher slopes of the mountains ik*® clothed 
with short gross, affording excellent pasturage, 
while their summits ore crowned with dense 
wood.” 

The cUmate in St Kitts, for a tropical one, t» 
decidedly healthy. From observations mode by 
Mr. Evelyn, the Becoiver-General of the Colony, it 
appears tliat the average range of the thermometer 
was, in August in 1866, 8 am.. 83,*,^® and in Feb¬ 
ruary of the same year, 77 1 ^®, 87® at noon, 86° at 
4 p.m. 

The average range of the thermometer was, in 
February, 1^3, 9 a.m., 78®, and at 2 pan., 81®; and 
in August of the same year, 9 a.iu., 84® and at 
2 p.m., 86®. 

The rainfall for the year 1872 was 46 tns. 

Until the year 1866, St Christopher bad ropre- 
■ontative in^tutiona ol the Charter type, formerly 
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flo genorftl in th® West Indien. In 1866 (by Act 
No. 651), the two Hoiwob were replaced by a single 
Legislative Assembly, partly nominated and portlv 
elected. This AHsemoly has now abrogated itself, 
and substituted for itself a Legislative Council, 
consisting of five official and five unofficial mem¬ 
bers (Act of 28th Juno, 1878). The members arc 
nominated by the Queen. The Governor, however, 
has power to nomiuato unofficial members pro¬ 
visionally. The Governor is President, or, in his 
absence, such member as he may ajipoint in 
writing. Four besides the President are a quorum.

NEVIS. 

This island is situate iu 17^ 10' N. lat and 62° 38' 
W. long. It was discitvered in 1498 by Columbus, 
and was colonized by the English in 1628. Its area 
is about 20 square miles. Charlestown, the prin¬ 
cipal town, lies along the shore of a wide bay, and 
the mountain begins to rise immediately behind it. 

Tlio island, w'hich is divided into hve parishes, in 
nearly of a circular form, its area about 32dN)o 
acres, of which about 16,000 acres are fit for culti- 
vatiou; its greatest elevation 3,200 feet above the 
sea. The average lieight of the thermometer, 82°. 

The clhua*e is very similar to that of Bt Christo¬ 
pher, from which place it is st^parated by a strait of 
about two miles iu breadth at its iiarrow'est i>art, 
wliicli however lies out of the direct course for 
boats plying betweem the two Islands—the distant* 
between Basseterre (Bt. Cliristopher) and Clmrles- 
town (Nevis) being alxmt twelve miles. A rough¬ 
ness of the sea occasionally prevents communica¬ 
tion, and sudden and dangerous squalls often occur. 

Sugar is the chief product. 

In 1866 (by Act 329), the constitution was sim¬ 
plified in tne same manner as had then recently 
been adopted in Bt. Kitts and Antigua, aud a single 
Chamber was established, in wliich the Representa¬ 
tive element was preserved, the majority of votes, 
however, resting with the nominees of the Crow’u. 
The Executive Council was reconstituted. Th<* 
Elected Members of the Nevis Assembly sent om- 
Member to the General Legislature of the Leeward 
Islands. 

By an Act (Na 16 of 1877) to Amend and. 
simplify the Legislature of Ne\'is ** the Aasembly 
was abolished, and a Legislative('ouncU established 
in its stead, to consist of such officers and person.*<. 
not exceeding six in number, as Her Majesty may by 
warrant or by any instruction tlirongh a Becrotary 
of Btato designate or appoint to be official or ex- 
officio and unofficial meiubtTs of the said Assembly. 
The Governor has power to appoint provisionally 
to vacancies amongst the unofficial members. Tbnv 
is a quorum. Tbu Governor is to preside, or,iu his 
absence, such porsou as he may appoint in writing. 
Nevis is tberelcre now under Crown Govemmeut.

ANGUILLA. 

The island of Anguilla is placed under the Presi* 
doncy of St. Christopher, being governed locaUy ^ 
a stipendiary magistrate, paid from the Imperial 
Treasury. Tlus officer is assisted by a Vestry, of 
which he is chairman. Tlie Vestry is oompoeed of 
the stipendiary niagisirato, three elected members, 
and three nominated by the Crown. 

The revenue of Anguilla may bo estimated at 
555/., and tho expenditure at alxjut tlm same amount. 
The local courts for the administration of justice 
are the Magistrate's Court and the Small Debt 
Court. But the island is also uithin the jurio^cv 
tion of tlie Supreme Court of the Leeward lalanda. 

Anguilla is about sixty miles N.W. of St Chris¬ 
topher, and is sixteen miles in length, and varies in 
breadth from three to one and a half milos, oon- 
taiuing an area of thirty-five square miles. 

The island is extremely healthy, and the popula¬ 
tion is computed at 2,600, of whom 100 are white 
(or of pure European descent), and the remainder 
coloured or blade 

Besides cattle, ponies, and garden stock, which 
last meets with a ready sale at St Thomas, the 
productions are pho^liatu of lime and salt In 
the latter oommudities tlie trade is decidedly on 
tho increase. The revenue is derived from import 
duties, a duty on salt, a tax upon houses aud lands, 
lioenoea, Ac.

VIRGIN ISLANDS. 

The Vingin Islands were discovered by Coltuu- 
bns in 1488; they consist of a duster of rocks; the 
largest island in tho group belonging to Great 
Britain is Tortola. wlii<^ is situate in 18® 27' N. 
lat, and 64® 88' W. long. These islands, so far as 
they are British, becamu so in 1666. 

Tho Danes also possess some of them; the more 
important of which ant St. Thomas, St. John, and 
Santa Croix; whilst tho Spaniards lay claim to 
those near Porto Rico. 

A civil government, and courts of iustioe wero 
establi8hc<l in the Virgin Islands in 17^3. 

Constitution: In April, 1867, an Ordinanoo was 
passed to amend tho constitution of tho Virgin 
Islanda It was enacted that a Legislative Council 
should be constituted to consist of the Colonial 
Secretary and the Colonial Troaaurer, and not 
more than Uureo unofficial members to be nomi. 
Dated by tho Administrator of the Governmemt, 
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who IB to precede at the meetinf^ of the Coimcil, 
and to have a caatii^ ae well ae a deliberation vote. 
There is also an ^ecutive CounciL 
Sugar is made in a small quantity in the Virgin 
Islands, and recently many of t^ landed pro¬ 
prietors have planted cotton, which grows luxuri¬ 
antly, and appears likely to prove remunerative. 

On October 29th, 18^, t^ iaianda were visited 
by a fearful hurricane, which was most destruc¬ 
tive to life and property. Sir Arthur fiumbold's 
account is as follows:— 

*^The storm lasted from eleven a.m. to three 
p.m., but tlie greatest force was from twelve to 
twa In that brief space of time, two-thirds of 
the miserable tenements of the town wore blown 
down. The gaol is destroyed, the ohurch, the 
hospital, nier, school-house, Wesleyan Chapel, 
and Poor-house are also destroyed, aud my own 
dwelling unroofed and rendered uninhabitable. 

*^Tbe lose of life cannot as yet be correctly 
ascertained. I have, however, blran officially in¬ 
formed of above twelve deaths in the town, two 
at Peter's Island, two at West £ud; while I 
Lear that a quantity of people are killod in other 
{jarts of the country, and scarcely a hut or habita¬ 
tion is left standing. 

All was bright and verdant, the \vnthering 
blast has passed over it. and not a fruit or other 
tree remains. The works of the few remaining 
estates are all totally destroyed.’* 

The islands also suffered severely, but not to so 
great an extent, in the hurricane of August,

DOMINICA. 

Ddmuka is an Island, situate in the centre of 
the Carribenn Hiw, Ix'tweeu 15° 20' aud 15° 45' N. 
lat, and 61° Itf' and 61° dU' W. long.; 20 miles 
long and 16 broad; verv mountainous and pictun- 
eaqno; waa discovered by Christopher Columbus, 
on Sunday (hence its name), the drd November, 
1498, on hm second voya(re. 

ialand was included in the grant made of 
sundry islands in the Carribean Sea to the Earl of 
Carhile, by a patent, dakd 2ud June, 1627: but 
several attempts to hiiug the pUoe under anojeo- 
tion to the English proved abortiva By the treaty 
signed at Aix-la-Oaapelle, in 1748, it was stipulated 
b^wesa ths English and French Uiat Dominica and 
some other istands ahould remain neutral, and that 
the origii]^ propnetcra, the Caribs, should be left 
in p o s ns ss io n. iWing the time that Dominica was 
thus professedly regarded by the Euglish and by 
the Frencdi aa a “neutral'’ island, many French 
planters Mttled on it and ostabliahed pl^tations. 
in 1766, Dominica became by conquest a depen¬ 
dency of England. 

By tbs ninth article of the peace, signed at Paris 
between England and France in 176o, Dominica 
was assigDed to Great Britain. Commissioners 
were sent out for the purpose of surveying and 
selling the caHivatable lands, which yidued to the 
Britiw Crown the sum of 812,092/. lliL Id, sterling 
The French settlers were ^^enerously socored ui 
tbsir poosessinns, on condition of taking the oath 
of allagtanoe and paying a small quit rent. Do¬ 
minica at this time formed one of a General 
Government, conmnsing, besides Grenada aud the 
Grenadines, 6t. VinceDt and Tobi^a 

In 177If the island was constituted a separate 
Government under the administration of Sir Wm. 
Young, Bart. 

On the 2lat June, 1775, the Royal Pnociamatioii 
was issued, fixing a qualification for candidates 
and electors for the House of Assembly, and ref¬ 
lating the proceedings at elections, wmoh is still in 
force. 

In 1771, tlie French, attracted by the fertility of 
the place, and invited over from Miitiiiique by 
some of their countrymen, prepared a military 
and naval armament againat the island, .under the 
Marquis do Bouillb, Goveraor of Martmique, and 
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became masters of the island on the 7Ui of Septem¬ 
ber, after an obetinatij rcKiatanoe. Marquis Du- 
chilloau, a cruel and tyrannical officer, was left 
as Governor; trade failed and great distress fol¬ 
lowed. 

In 1783, tlto island was ox^n restored to the 
English, and Sir John Ord, Bart., was appointed 
Governor. 

In 1795} anotlicr invasion of the island was 
attested under the direction of Victor Hughes, 
the French Republican Chief, who had prcvionsly 
forced the British troops to evacuate Guadalouw. 
Tlie brave and well-directed resistance of tlio 
inhabitants under the command of Governor 
Hamilton, forced part of the enemy to fly and 
the rest to surrender. 

In 1805, now the most remarkablo epoch used 
in the island for marking the time of events, 
and which goes by tbe name of La Gron^ (tbo 
name of the invading General), the French again 
landed at each flank of Ivoseau. The regular 
troops and tbe militia fought gallantly, but unfor¬ 
tunately Roseau, the aqdtal, was set on tiro 
accidentally, and was obliged to capitulate, pacing 
the enemy 12,000/. to quit; whilst the Governor, 
Sir George Prevost, and tiie troons (regular and 
militia) proceeded ticruss the islnuu to the superior 
position of Prince RuutIs, nuiking ready for Mttlc, 
should they be attacKod. Since this period the 
island has not known war. 

The extent of the island is estimated at 186,486 
acn‘S. It abounds in rivers and rivulets, well 
stocked with flsli, and there is abundance of game 
in Hie island. 

The Local Government is administered by a 
President, aided by an Executive Council of sovcu 
members. In 1865, during the tem(>orary adminis¬ 
tration of Mr. (now Sir) W. C. F. Robinson,now Go¬ 
vernor of the Straits Settlements, the Legislative 
.\sseinbly was reduced, by an Act of the Local 
Legislature, from 9 nominated and 19 eloctod mem¬ 
bers, to 7 nominated and 7 elected members. Tho 
president presides over tho deliberations of tliis 
liody, and exercises a casting vote in the House, 
and a deliberative os well as a casting voteinCom- 
mittee. 

Tho qualflcation for tho representative of a parish 
is 50 acres of land, and for a representative of the 
town of Roseau or Portsmouth, 50 acres of land, 
(»r a messuage iu tbo same town rented at 20/. per 
annum. 

Electors for a parish must possess 10 acres in 
the parisli, or house or building to bo rented at 
4/. per annum. For the towns of Roseau and 
Portsmoutli, a house or building in tbe town worth 
18/. per annum, i>r 8/. per annum for life out of and 
cltargod on lands or tenements. 

The elected members of the Dominica Assembly 
send two members to the General Legislatiire of 
tho Leeward Islands.

MALTA. 

Malta ia an island in the Meditorranean Sea, 
about 68 miles from the nearost point of Sicily, and 
about 180 from the nearest point of the mainland 
of Africa. Valletta, its ]x>rt and capital, is in 
a.6® 54' N. lat, and 14® 31' E. lone. The length 
of Malta is about 17 miles, by 0 miles in breadth; 
its area is about 05 st^uare miles; that of Gozo 
20 square miles. 

Of the islands of Malta, Gozo, and Coniino men- 
tion is made at very early date. They were 
under the dominion of the Carthannians, from 
whom they wore taken in the first runic War by 
the Romans. On the decline of the Roman Em¬ 
pire, Malta foU to the Goths, and then to the Sara¬ 
cens, who were ex|)eUcd by Count Roger the 
Norman. It was un<ler the dominion of the House 
of Aragon from lllH) until early in the sixteenth 
century, when it was granted by the Roman Emperor 
Charles V. to the Order of the Knights of St. John, 
by whom it was held for more tlian two centuries. 

On the 12th July, 17l»8, Malta capitulated to Na- 
I)oleon Bonaparte. The Maltese rose, however, 
against their conquerors, and drove thorn to take 
refuge in the towns, where they closely blockaded 
them for two years. The French, reduced to ex¬ 
tremities, surrendered, and Malta was taken posses¬ 
sion of by Great Britain 1800, and finally annexed 
to the British Crown by the Treaty of Paris 1HI4. 

The climate of Malta is somewhat poculiar. The 
heat there almost equals that experienced in the 
tropics, and lasts not only during the day, but con¬ 
tinues almost without abatement through the night. 
This continuous beat for some months of the year 
produces a feeling amongst the residents of lassi¬ 
tude and oppression. The maximum temperature 
during the three coldest months /Docomror, Ja¬ 
nuary, February) is 6 If® Fahr., and the minimum 
534®; but during the four hottest months (Juno, 
July, August, and September) the maximum is 
82|® Fahr., and the minimum 73(®. The well- 
known “scirocco” is a very disa^eeable wind, 
blowing from the south-east; it is particularly pre¬ 
valent in the autumn of the year. 

The island is highly cultivated; its principal 
products are cotton and corn; the vine Las been 
grown, and oranges and figs are abumlanL 

During the year 1874. the CToat work begun by 
the late Sir Gaspard Lo Miircliant, namely, the 
extension of Malta Great Harbour, was finally 
completed, and the French Crook handed over 
to the Adimiralty authorities, wldlst the merchant 
shipping was moved into the nowly-oxtonded waters 
of the Marsa. 

Malta is connected with the undermentioned 
ports as follows:— 

Gibraltar and England by the P. A 0. steamers, 
once a week. 

Sicily and Italv bv Florin’s steamers, throe times 
A week, and by tno 'Irausiitlantiquo steamers twice 
A week. 

Marseilles and Naples by the French steamers, 
three times a month (say dtb, 25th, and 23th of 
each month). 

Fort Said by the P. A 0. steamers, once a week. 


Alexandria by the French steamers, twice a 
month (say 5th and 25th of each month). 

C^-prus by the P. & 0. stoamors, once a week, 
rid Alexandria. 

Tunis and Marseilles by Messrs. Bobattino’s 
steamers, once a week. 

Tunis by Mr. GuUclioFs steamer ** Lancefield, 
once a week; Tunis by the Transatlautique 
stoamors once a week. 

Tripoli by the Ottoman steamer “Trabulus 
Garb,^ say once a week, by Messrs. Rubattino's 
steamers once a week, and by the Transatlautique 
steamers also once a week. 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
who is assisted by a Council of Government, con¬ 
stituted by Letters Patent of 11th May, 1849, con¬ 
sisting of 18 mombors, 10 official, and 8 elected, 
who are returned by al^ut 2,700 electors. An in¬ 
come of 8/. from immovable property, or payment 
of a rent of 4/. per annum, and a knowledg^e of 
English or Italian, qnolifies a person to vote. The 
Council, unless sooner dissolved, lasts five years. 
The Governor presidi's at meetings of Council. 

The moet imjiortant sources of revenue in Malta 
are the Customs duties, diiefiy levied on gprain. 
The tax on wheat is iOs. a quarter.

JtAXnilTlXTS. 

An ialand in the Indian Ocean, between 67® 17' 
and 67® 46' E. long., and 19® Ob' and 20® 82' 6. 
lat. It ia situated at a distance of 116 milee from 
Bdonion, 940 miles from SeychollcK, 1,800 miles 
from Natal, 2,000 miles from Cape Comorin, 11,000 
miles from England, 2.300 from the Capo of Good 
Hope, and 600 from MadagascAr. Manritins oom- 
priaea an area of about 713 wjuare milee. It has 
an extreme len^h of 86 milea from north to south, 
and an extreme breadth of 28 milcn from cast to woat. 

The formation of the island is volcanic, and it ia 
Burroundad by reefs of coral. The mountain chaina 
average 2,000 feet in altitude, with jK^aks rieing to 
nearly 2,700 feet. Some of these, such as Pietur 
Both and the Ponce, have fontaalir sliapea, and 
have beendcscribedas^^flngers pointing to Heaven." 
The liighcet peak is the PUon do la Rjvi6xe- 
Noire, which is 2,711 English feet, Imt Pieter Both 
and the Ponce are only a few feet lower. The island 
ia watered bynaroerons Htreains,commonly flowing 
in deep ravinee,with several flue eRjJcadoa; none of 
these rivers ore navigable beyond a few hundred 
yards from the aco. 

This famous and beautiful inland, the fairer 

Malta of the In<lian Ocean ” (as it is csIUhI by 
Thier^ History of the Consulate and Empire, book 64), 
wae discovered by the Portngueec in 1607, but the 
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first people that occupied it wore the Dutch, in 1598, 
who named it Mauritins, in honour of their Triuce 
Maurice. The Dutch, however, though they built 
u fort at Grand Port, do not appear to liave made 
any permanent settlement, ana they finally aban- 
d nied the island in 1710. It was, in 1715, taken 
]>>ssesHion of by tho French, at first, on behalf of 
the French Fast India Company, and afterwards, 
ill 17G7, on behalf p£ the Crown of Franco. Tho 
most celebrated of tho French Governors was 
Mahd dc I.abourdounais (1735—1746), “a man of 
4‘niineut talents and virtues ” (in tho wortls of Lord 
Macaulay), who introduced the cultivation of tho 
sugar-cane, and was tho real founder of the pros- 
|>erity of thu island. 

Mauritius was during tho earlier part of tho long 
war a source of great mischief to our merchant 
vessels and Indiamou, from the facility with wliicli 
sorties might bo made from it upon our traders by 
French meu-f>f-war and privateers. Tho British 
Government determined on au expedition for its 
eapturo, which was effected in 1810. Tho n»»s- 
si\ssion of tho island w as confirmed to England 
by the Treaty of Paris, 1814. 

Mauritius is divided into nine districts, Port 
Louis, Paniplcmoussos, Bivifcre du Reiu|uirt, Flacq, 
Grand Port, Savauuc, Moka, I'lainos Wilhems, and 
Black Kiver. 

The City of Port Ix>nis is the capital, and scat of 
Government, and contains, w'ith its suburbs, a 
lK>pulation of nearly 70,(KK) souls. The harbour is 
one of the best in tho East It possosHos throo 
graving diK.'ks. It is defended by Fort Adelaide 
(the citailel) and by Fort George. Thoro are large 
bnrnu'ks and military stores. The annual trade of 
the island (iueluding imports and exports), which 
passes almost entirely thnuigli l’i»rt Louis, is 
valued at aboiii six millious sterling, i.e., it is 
equivalent to tlio entire trade of England iu tho 
reign of Queen Anno; wliilo tho annual public 
n'vcuuo exceeds X70i),(>00, it is c^quivalcut to 
the entire public revenue of England in the reign 
of (’harles II. 

Mauritius is a Crown colony; tho 
government consisting of a Governor, who is aidt^l 
in executive duties by an Executivo Council, and a 
Legislative Council of Government, consisting of 
certain public officers aud unofficial members uumi- 
nated by the Crown. 

1 10 Seychelles Islands, Ilodrig:uos, 
Diego Garcia, and about severity other islnuda,Hcat- 
ten d over a vast extent of tho Indian Ocean, and 
containing a total {K>pulntion of about 16,000 inliabi- 
tauts, are de)it‘udcncit's of Mauritius. Kodrigues 
is situated about 300 miles cast of Mauritius, it is 
26 miles in length by 12 in breadth. It is culti¬ 
vated by colouists from Mauritius. 

The Seyclielles Islands are situated botwcon the 
liarallels of S. lat. 4° and 5°; the total number of 
acres comprised in ibis group is 50,120; tlio distance 
from Mauritius 940 miles. Tbesu islands are under 
tlio sui»eriutcndcnco of a Chief Civil Commissioner 
(assisted bv a Board of Commissioners) who is 
apisunted by the Secrctarv of Btate, but is 8ul>- 
ordinato to the Governor of Mauritius, from whom 
ho receives bis instructions. 

Cfimnfe, —From December to April is the 
hottest season of tho year in Mauritius, but it is 
comparatively cool during the rt*maindcr of the 
Tear. The temperaturo iu the high lands in tho 
interior of tho island is always lower by seveml 
degrees than iu the city of IVirt Louis aud in the 
coast districts. Tho governor, tho genoral com¬ 
manding the troojiw, and most of the official and 
other principal inhabitants) now resido in tho 


cliarmiug climate of the uplands. The moan tem¬ 
perature at Curopino, 1,800 feet above tho sea, a 
place much resorted to of late years, and r^idlv 
becoming a lar^i tow*n, resembles tliat of the Bonth 
of Franco. The hurricane season extends from 
January to the middle of April, and the cyclones 
range from about 8® to 80® 8. latitude. The longest 
days are at tho December solstice, and the shortest 
at tho June solstice. The difference of time betw een 
Greenwich aud Port Louis is three hours, forty-nine 
minutes, fifty-eight seconds, the latter in advance 
of the former. 

(Scwiery, /Ve/d Sports. <4c.—Tho famous talo of 
Paul and Virginia^ by R*ruardin do 8t Pierre, an 
Engineer officer in the service of Franco, who was 
stationed iu tho island towards tlie close of the 
lost century, scarcely exaggerates the picturosqno 
beauty of large portious of Mauritius. Many of 
the forobts have, however, been felled to mako 
room for the cultivation of tlie sugar-cane, tho 
staple industry of the colony. In the remaining 
woods deer abound, and afford good sport; there aro 
also partridges, quails, liares, aud wild ducks iu 
several parts of tho island. 1'liu Botanical Gardens 
contain many rare and valuable plants and flowers. 

Pailuxi^s .—There are two linee of railway, tho 
North Lino and the Midland. Tho former runs 
between Port Louis and Grand River, 8.E., a 
distance of 38 miles; tlie second line runs between 
Port Louis and Mahebourg, a distouix; of 3.>| miles, 
w'itb branches to Bavanno and Moka. Tlie total 
number of miles of railway now open is 87. At 
CuropijH) tho ulovatiou of the railway is 1,822 feet 
above the son. 

Telegraphic communication is established 
thronghout the island. 

Etiucation .—Tho de))artment of public instruction 
comprises tw'o branches, the Royal College for 
higher education, aud the Schools Department for 
primary education. The Colle« is under the con¬ 
trol of a Rector, who is assisted by a staff of pro- 
f«»88ors. Tho Schools Department is under the 
direction of a 8u]X)rintendont, aided by two In- 
s]a‘ctors. 

Tho Government schools aro supported by the 
State; tho grant schools only ^lertioUy so. The 
following table ahows the numerical strength of 
each in 1879:—

The annual vote amounts to about 14,000/. 

There are about 178 masters and miitrossea 
employed. 

Of the pupils 73 |)er cent are professedly Roman 
Catholics, 8 per cimt belong to the Church of Eng- 
gland, tho Hindus number 14 iM*r cent, and tho 
Mahomedans 5 per cent. 

Currency .—All accounts are now kept in rupees 
and cants of a rupee, which is also tho currency of 
the island. 

IVeiuhis and Measurts .—The Metric System, as 
regards weights and measures, came into force on 
tho 1st May, 1878. 

Military Ctmirihution .—Mauritius pays a maxi¬ 
mum of 45,000/. per annum to the Imporial Go'em- 
ment as military oontribution, but this amount is 
subject to reduction when the garrison is below a 
fixed standard; tho sum paid in 1879 on account, 
amounted to £33,694/. 

Pe/ifY.—The total police force on 81st December^ 
1879, was 650. 

Cornmunicalions^K monthly service is carried 
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on bj the mail Rteamers of the MaasAgcrios Mari- 
tiineg between Mauritius and MarsuilleSy rid Suez, 
touching at li^union and SeyclieUes. The same 
Company*g steamers leave Marseilles once a mouth 
for luturitius. The passage to and fro averages 
26 days, but it is expected that it will bo soon con- 
aidorably shortenefl. There is frequent communi¬ 
cation by sidling vessels with India, Australia, 
Madagas^, Natal, Ac. There is also monthly 
communication with England, rid Natal and the 
Capo of Good Hope, by the steamers of Messrs. 
Donald Currie and Co., the passage to and fro from 
Mauritius to London by this route averaging about 
33 days.

NATAU 


Ducavefy and Early Uidory, 


The Colony of KaUl deriree ite name from the 
fact of He dieooTery by Vaaoo de Gama, the oela. 
bnHed Portnipieeo navigator, on Christmae^ay, 
1407. It lies on the south-east coast of Africa, 
about eight hundred milea from the Cape of Good 
Hope, and between 20th and 81st parallels of 
8 . lat.: it is bounded by the Tugela and Umtafona 
Bivera, and by the Drakensberg Mountains. It 
cx>mnrisee an area of about thiii^n millions anti 
a half of acres, and has a seaboard of one hnndretl 
and seventy miles. The country is broken and 
rugged, and transit is conseouently diflicolt 
and costly. The scenery in Natal in parts is 
^otojrei^ne in the extreme; waterfalls abound. 
Natal is a well-watered country, no less than 
23 distinct rivers running into the Indian Ocean 
in the one hundred and fifty miles of coast. Unfor¬ 
tunately none of them are navigable. 

Prom the discovery of Natal by Vasco de Qsma, 
in 1497, but little is to be found respecting it until 
1688. when a Dutch vessel was wrecxed in the Bay 
of Natal. The crea* spent some twelve months 
there engaged in building a small vessel from the 
fragments of the wreclL Having acconiplislie<l 
th^ task, they sailed for the Cape, laa\'ing behind 
them four Englishmen, throe of whom were subeo- 
qoently taken off by a Dutch ship which visited the 
coast. The Dutch formed a setueanent in 1721, but 
soon abandoned it. 


In 1824 Lieutenant FareweU, of the Boyal Ma¬ 
rines, having in the previous year visited Natal on 
an exploring voyage endeavoured to colonise it. 
Though the British Government declined to rsoog- 
ni*e or aid him in his plans, he induced some 
twenty enterprising individuals to join him in this 
nndertaUng. On their arrival th^ placed them- 
aelvee in relation with the king of the country, 
Ohaka> a chief of the greatest talent, who had fus^ 
into a nation under hie own despotic sway the 
▼arions tribee inhabiting a vast tract of country. 
He sanctioned the formation of a eettlement by thiH 
small buid of white meu, which, however, was 
broken up at his death, about four years later. 

Toward the close of the year 1887 a large body 
of Dutch Boers from the Cape Colony, taking 
offence at restriotioue placed on thorn by the 
British Oovernraent in regard to their coloured 
n w! v a nts, migrated to Natal. Many of them were 
treaoborouely murtlered by Dingaan, then Zulu 
<Aiel, the murderer of, and sucoeseor to hie brother 
Ohaka. During the next two years the Zulus and 
iho Boera waged war with various suocoes; but in 
IBM the Dutch obtained a decinve victory, and 
plaoed Panda, an ally of theirs, and bro^r of 
Dtegman, ou the Zulu throne. 

Owing chiefly to these ihsturbancee, tlie Oover- 
iftor of the Cape decided to take military possession 
of tbs district, and sent there a deta^mout of 
Uroops for the purpoee. This detachment was 
abonly withdrawn, and after the lapse of a brief 
interval a aeoond foroo, under Oaptain Smith, was 


sent (1840). These troops came into collision with 
the Dutch Boers, were defeated by them, forced to 
entrench themselves, and completely blockaded 
until the arrival of considerable reinforcements 
under Colonel Cloete, with whom a junction was 
effected. The Boers snbmitted, on the 5th July, to 
Colonel Cloete at Pietermaritzburg. 

CcnditHtion, 

lu 1848 the district of Natal was proclaimed by 
the Governor of the Cape to be a British Colony. 
In August 184^ Letters Patent were issued, con- 
stitutiug the district a part of the Cape Colony. 
OrdiD^Me were passed by the Cape Legislature 
establishing Roman Dutch law, and providing for 
the administi'ation of justice. And m November 
of the same year other Letters Patent were passed 
maldng Natal a separate Government A Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor was appoiutocl, as well as an £xe- 
cadvo Council created. The LdeutenanUOuvernor 
was subordinate to the Governor of the Cape, and 
the Legislative Council of the Cape oontiuu^ to 
frame laws for Natal till 1848, when a separate 
Legislative Council was established. 

In 1866 Natal was erected into a distinct and 
separate Colony, and from that time has not been 
under the control of the Governor of the Cape* 
Its affairs are administered by a LieuteuanU 
Governor, assistod by an Executive Council and a 
Legislative Council, composed originally of four 
oflicial members, viz., the Colonial Secretary, tbo 
Treasurer, the Attorney-General, the Secretary 
for Native Affairs, and 12 members elected by the 
counties and boroughs. 

Under the Supplementary Charter of December,. 
1869, two memt«rs of the Legislativu Council are 
elected members of the Executive Council, whilst 
the number of official members of the Legislative 
and Executive Councils was incroaseil to livo by 
the admission of the Protector of Immigrants^ 
for whom the Colonial Engineer has been sub¬ 
stituted by additional letters patent dated Uie 21st 
of Decem^r, 1876. 

The elected members of Council hold their seats 
for four years from date of election, unless the 
Council is dissolved by the Qovornor. There are 8 
electoral districts, and possessiou of property to the 
value of 50/., or rents from pro]>erty of an annua 
value of 10/., entitles a man to a vote; the usual 
provisions rotating the disqualiiicatioD of aliens^ 
and others hold good. No person oon be elect^ 
a member of Council, unless he is a duly qualified 
and registered elector, nor unless be shall have been 
inrited to become a candidate for electiem by st 
least 10 electors of the county or borough which it 
is proposed be shall ropreeeut: nor unless such 
requisition shall hsvo oeen transmitted to the 
Eesidoot Magistrate, at least fourteen days before 
the election. The Beserved Civil List is fiixed at 
40,100/. under the Suppementory Charier of 1872. 

By Law No. 1 of 1878 the number of official 
members of the Legislative Cuunoii was increased 
to 5, and the number of elected members to 16* 
By Act No. 3 of 1875 the number of nominated 
members was increased to 13, including the 6 
official members. This law has now lapsed by 
effiux of time, and the Cliarter of 1869 been 
reverted ta 

Maiiim Ajfmrr, 

In antnmn 1878, Langalibalefe, chief of the Ana- 
hibi Tribe, residing in a locatfon at foot of the Dra¬ 
kensberg MountainB, sntertHl on a somewhat con- 
tumaoious course of conduct towards the local 
govsmmenty ending in an attempt to escape from the 
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Colooy into Basntoland with his people and cattle. 
A Colonial force, coDHisting of regulars, volunteers, 
and native^ was dispatched aj^nst the Tribe, and at 
one point, in the Bushman’s River Pass, a portion of 
tho force came into collision with the rear-guard of 
the tribe, when throe European volunteers wore shot 
down, and two natives, l^galibalole and many of 
the tiibo were met and secured in Basutoland by 
Mr. Griffiths and Mr. Orpcn, Agents of the CajH) 
Government, and given up to the Natal force which 
won in pursuit, Langalibalelc, his sons, indunas, and 
certain of his tribe were brought to trial under what 
is called**native law,” the princi{>al offenders being 
tried by a Court over which tho Lieutenant-Governor 
liimself preside<L About 290 prisoners were condem¬ 
ned to various terms of imprisonment. Langalibalole 
himself was condemned to banishment or trans¬ 
portation for life, and one of liis sons to a similar 
punishment for five years. Tho cattle and laud of 
the tribe were confiscated. Tho neighbouring tribe 
of Pntini, which had harboured the women and 
cattle of the Amalubi Tribe, were subjected to similar 
confiscation, but the property of tho Trilie has been 
restored to them. Langalibalelc and his son were 
transported to Kobben Island, in tho Cape of Good 
Hope, by the Legjislaturo of which Colony an 
Act was UMsed sanctioning their detention. 

Her Majestv’s Government having formed tho 
opinion that the punishment inflicted on the Cliiof 
was excessive, tliis Act was rc]«aled by tho Cape 
Parliament, by a second Act which provided for 
tho removal of Langalibalole and his son to tho 
mainland to bo at largo under regulations framed 
by tho Governor of the Capo in Council. Tho 
members of the tribe were practically amnestied 
and accorded liberty to settle peaceably in the 
Colony, though not to occupy their former location 
as a tribe. 

The Langalibalole affair brought into prominence 
the system under which the native population had 
been managed by the Natal Government, and Sir 
Garnet Wolseley was s]>ocially commissioned to pro¬ 
ceed to tlte Colony as administrator, and to consider 
and report upon the Native question, and the question 
of defence. 

The Native population had until then been 
govemofl chiefly under tho authority of Ordinance 
Na 8 of 1849, which withdrew them from tho 
authoritv of tl>e Roman-Dutch Law, and placed 
them unaorthe personal aulhoritj* of the Governor os 
Supremo Chief, and marie native law and custom the 
measure of justice among them in civil and criminal 
matters, a concurrent jurisdiction Ix'ing reserved to 
the ordinary law courts in coses of crimes mala in »t. 
The native population was debarred from the fran¬ 
chise, but by an Act No. 28 of 186o,machiner}* was 
provided by which a native might procure his relief 
from the ojieration of native law, in which case be 
would be entitled to all tho rights of an ordinary 
Colonist. The tribes live apart, uiion locations pro¬ 
vided for them by tho Government They have 
enjoyed their tribal organhiation, and lived in poly¬ 
gamy. But besides these location natives there 
are tnanv native squatters on Crown lauds, and 
many living by regular labour on farms. 

It was decided, as a result of the recommendations 
of Sir Garnet Wolseley, and the deliberations of 
Her Majesty’s Government^ to supersede very gra¬ 
dually tho tribal organisation, and the judicial and 
other authority of the Cliiefs. A law (No. 2G of 1875) 
has been passed establishing a Native High Court 
to administer civil justice to the natives, and by 
this law they are placed under the ordinary 
criminal law of tho Colony, except as regards 
political crimes, crimes arising out of native 


customs, and crimes declared triable nnd<»* any 
local law by native law, all wldch crimes aro 
reserved for tho Native High Court. A white 
magistrate is placed with every tnbo, who is the 
adn^istrator of justice in civil matters, and super* 
sedes to a considerable extent the authority of the 
Cliiefs; and it is hoped graduallv to accustom the 
Kafirs to regular industry, and tho individual 
ownership of property in the civilised way. Bj’ a 
law, No. 13 of 1^5. a tax of bl. on native 
marriages was abolished, while at tho same time 
tho native hut tax was raised from 7#. to 14s. 

The Zulu War. 

In 1879 Natal, without lieiug actually to any 
great extent the theatre of war, became the base 
of hostile operations against the Zulu kingdom, 
which were at the time of momentous interest to 
the Colonists, and are likely in their result to have 
a great influence on the future of the colony. It is 
not proposed hero to do more than merely sxetch in 
the sliglitest manner the causes which led to the 
Zulu war, and g^ve the outline of its events. In 
the latter years of King Panda, Zululand was 
distracted by the rival ambitious of his sons. This 
state of things appeared to be of such evil conse¬ 
quence to tho general iieace, that the Natal Go¬ 
vernment in 1881 sent Mr. (now Sirl Theophilus 
Bhepstone, Secretary fur Native Affairs, on a 
mission to Zululand, to induce the Zulus to recog¬ 
nise someone of Panda’s sons as heir to his throne, 
and thus restore tranquility to the country. Tho 
son chosen as heir, with the consent of the nation, 
tho king, and the Natal Government, was Cety- 
wayo, who from tliat time acted to s great extent 
as regent for his father until the latter died in 1878. 
When this happened, Cotywayo sent messengers 
to the Natal Government, suggesting that Mr. 
bhepstone should come back into Ztdnland and 
crown him, or, by his presence, sanction his coro¬ 
nation as king, in fulfilment of the understanding 
arrived at in 1861. This the Natal Government 
consented that Mr. bhepstone should do, and 
Cetvwayo was crowned by him in the prosenoe of 
the Zulu people. Aa part of this solemn transactioD, 
Cetywayo, at the instance of Mr. bhepstone, pro¬ 
claimed certain new' laws, which in effect came to 
this, that he was not to kill his subjects without 
adequate cause and witliout trial. Tho relations 
between Cetj'wayo and Natal during the first 3 ’earH 
of his reign were not unfriendly*, though they 
became occasionally strained through dWegard 
by him of his new coronation law. But after the 
annexation by England of tho Transvaal, a mor- 
ierial change in the relations of the two powers 
took place. Cetywayo bad long hated the Boers, 
with whom ho had a boundary dispute, dating 
from 1861, and after the annexation his enmity ap¬ 
peared to be transferred to tho new government. 
The Zulu war party, with the prime minister 
at their head, wanted at once to occupy the 
whole territory in dispute, and a collision between 
the Zulus and the British Government of the 
Transvaal appeared imminent, but was averted by 
the BUggestfoQ of Sir Henry Bulwer, Lieutenant 
Governor of Natal, to refer the dispute to the 
arbitration of three Commissioners to be selected 
by himself. This was accepted, both bv Sir T. 
bhepstone and Otywayo, and approvea by Her 
MajMty’s Goremment; the final award being 
however by them reserved to Sir B. Frers as Her 
Majesty’s High Commissioner in South Africa. 
The Natal Commission reported in June, 1878, and 
in September Sir B. Frere arrived in Natal and took 
up the consideration of the boundary dispute, and 
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also of otir general relations with the Znlus, which 
were becoming more and more strained. On the 
11th of December his award in the arbitration was 
delivered to the representatives of the Zulu nation 
at the lower Tn^em Drift, and at the same time 
these ropresentauves were put in possession of the 
demands on other subje^'ts, which Sir Bartlo Frere, 
after consultation with the local authorities, docideu 
that Uie Uentenant-govemor of Natal should make 
upon the Zulu king and people. The document 
containing these demands ia called in the history of 
the war “the ultimatum.** 

In his award Sir B. Frere so far agreed with the 
report of the Natal Commissioners, as to give to 
the Zulus the political sovereignty of the disputed 
territory, which he held, ui>on the authorities before 
him, had never been validly ceded to the Transvaal 
Itepublic; but he made it part of the award that 
the farmers who had acquired farms iu the disputed 
territory after 1861 should retain their farms. 

The ultimatum demanded from Cetj'wavo the 
surrender of Umbelini, a Swazi refugee resident in 
Zululand, who bad recently raided upon certain of 
his ovm tribe living near a place called Derby, aud 
being under British protection; also the surrender 
of the sons and a brother of Sirayo, a chief living 
near the Tugela; the offence of these persons being 
that they had followed two of tlie wives of Sirayo 
into Natal, whither they had eloped, and dragged 
them back into Zulnlniicf over the Wl of the Tugela, 
and then, as there is reason to believe, shot thorn. It 
further demanded a fine of 600 cattle from Cetywayo 
for not haWng surrendered the criminals when first 
demanded of him by Sir Henry Bulwer, and also a 
fine of 100 cattle for the conduct of certain common 
Zulus in surroonding aud hustling two surveyors 
of tlie Boysl Engineer Department when ongagtMl 
upon some obsen'stions in the bed of the Tugela. 

Besides these demands in respect of outrages, 
other requirements were made on Cetywayo in 
respect oi the government of his country. Those 
were that ho should receive a British Residont; that 
he should allow missionarios to live securely in his 
country; that he should abolish his military system 
by which every man was a soldier belonging to one 
or other of the king's regiments, and liable to bo 
called up to military Ber>'ice at the word of the 
king; that ho should not go t» war without the 
consent of his National Council and the British 
Resident; that he should observe his coronati«>n 
promises against unjust killing, and that ho should 
abolish the laws restricting marriage among his 
su^ects. 

Twenty days were given to him to comply with 
the first clses of demands, and thirty days to oom> 
ply with the second. The longer of these periods 
Mving elapsed, and the king not having complied, 
the further enforcement of tho demnnas was con¬ 
fided to Lieut-General Lord Chelmsford, whose 
forces advanced into Zululand in tliree columns 
between the 11th and 14tli of January, 1879, from 
the Utrecht district of the Transvaal, Rorko's 
Drift, and the Lower Tugela ford. On tho 22nd 
of January two engagements were fought; one at 
laandhlwana, tho other at lnyer 4 inc. In the first 
an impi of 18,000 Zulus attacked the camp of the 
Horko^s Drift column, which was defended by about 
half the column, the other half having prooeedeil 
with the general to what was intends to be tlie 
next camping ground. The camp transport am¬ 
munition and artillery* were taken, and about 1,000 
Europeans slain—less than 40 escaping over the 
Buffalo River at a place since called Fugitive’s 
Drift. On the same night part of the Zulu impi 
croftsed the Buffalo and attacked the commissariat 


and hospital post of Rorke’s Drift, which was held 
by one comimny of tho 24th Regiment The post 
was without defences; but the officer in command, 
Lieut (now Major) Chard, R.E., V.C., with great 
rapidity and skill converted the stores themselves 
into a defence, and throughout the w’bole night, the 
little garri.Hon, behind a flimsy rampart of rice 
bogs and biscuit boxes, successfully maintained an 
heroic defence. 

In the enpigemont of Inyezane, Colonel Pearson, 
in command of the Lower Tugela column, defeated 
tho enemy and occupied the hill mission station of 
Ekowe, where ho proceeded to entrench himself. 

The Rorke’e Drift column, having lost its camp 
and transport, was compelled to evacuate Zululand, 
and take up a defensive position at Uelpmakaar, in 
the colony. 

Jn the meautime, the northern column, under 
Colonel (now Sir Evelyn) Wood, continued to 
engage and harass the enemy. But even in this 
part British arras were not free from disaster. On 
the 12th of March a company of the 80th Regiment 
was surprised at tho lutorabi River, near Luno- 
berg, by Umbelini, aud nearly all killed; and on 
the 28th of March the cavalry and natives of 
Wood’s column, under his immediate command, 
suffered a grievous loss in a reconnaissance at tho 
Zloblane Mountain; but on the following day the 
Zulus, having attacked Wood’s camp at Kambula 
Kop, suffered a defeat, which from their own 
testimony they seem to have regarded os the 
severest chastisemeut which they received in tho 
course of tho war. 

At tho beginniugof April reinforcements having 
begun to arrive from England and the neighbour¬ 
ing colonies, Lord Chelmsford advanced across the 
Lower Tugtda totho relief of Colonel PeaToon, who 
was shut up in Ekowe. His lordship deftmted tho 
enemy at GiDginhlo>*u on tho 3rd of April, and the 
same day relieved the garrison of Ekowe, which 
place was then abandone<i. 

No general eugngemont was fought after this 
until tlie 4th of July, when tho main army advano 
ing upon Wood’s original lino of march from 
Utrecht, fought tlu; battle of Uluudi, when the 
military power of the Zulu kingdom was finally 
brokeu to piet'es. Cotywa^ fled to the bush, with 
a fo%v followers. The Zulu army never anin 
assembled in force. The people accepted their 
defeat with singular calmness, at onco return¬ 
ing to their usual avocations. Chief after cliief 
submitted, and Cetywayo himself was cap¬ 
tured on tho 28tli of August, by Major Marter of 
tho King’s Dragoon Guards. On tbo let of Sep¬ 
tember, Sir Garnet Wolseley, who had arrived at 
tho end of Juno to take tho supreme civil and 
military command in Natal aud the Transvaal, 
assembled the chiefs of the Zulu nation at Ulundl, 
and exnlninod to them the new order of things to 
be established in Zululand. The d^Tiasty of Chaka 
was for over de{>osed, and the country was divided 
into thirti^n districts, each under an independent 
Chief, holding office by the gift of the Queen of 
England, subject to orrtain conditions accepted by 
him. Tho terms of tbo ultimatum in regard to 
matters of government were to bo carried out; and 
a British resident was appointed to reside in Zulu¬ 
land, and be the advisor of the chiefs and channel 
of communication between tliem and tho British 
Government 

The attitude of the Natal Zulus during the war, 
and especially after the disasters of Isandhlwana 
and Intombe River, was admirable. Not only was 
there no tendency to lawlessnees or insolence 
towards the Qovenimcnt, but every call for men 
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made by the Governnent, and the calla amounted 
to thoueanda upon thousands, was duly and 
promptly responded to. About 7,000 Natal natives 
were suppli<^ to the General as a native con¬ 
tingent, and nearly as many more iu various 
capacities under the Administrative Departments 
of the Army *, and several thousands also were 
ill their respective districts marshalled and held 
ready for defensive purposes under their magis¬ 
trates. 

Railmf, 

An Act was passed by the Legislative Council, 
in 1875, authorising the construction of a railway 
from PietermariUburg to the Port of Durban^ 78 
miles, with a branch northwards from Umgem to 
Verulam, lOf miles, and one south to the Isipingo 
Biver, 7 miles. The estimated cost of the woi^ 
£1.200,000, has been raised by loan; tho contract 
taken by Messrs. Wythos and Jackson. The 
lirst sod was turned by the Lieutenant-Governor 
on tho 1st of January, 1876. Tins is now com- 
ploted, and a bill for a further oxtenaion to Lady¬ 
smith (118 miles),at an estimated cost of 1,100,0001., 
has been passed. 

The railway between the Port of Natal and the 
Biver Umgeni, which was bought by the Govern- 
meut for w sum of 40,000/., has biMn connected 
vrith the Government Railway. 

Dtfenct. 

The volunteer force of the Colony at the end 
of Beptember, 1880, consisted of 440 of all ranks. 

There is also an armed and mounted poliue force, 
numbering 229 ol all lanks. 

There are \’arious missionary establisliTBcnts in 
Natal, supported by voluntary aid, for the advance- 
luent of the 320,000 Zulu-Kadr subjects of the 
Queen. Tlie Churches of Euglaud and Scotlaud, 
the Wesloyans, the Dutch Reformed, the Americans, 
the Prussians, the Hanoverians, the Norwegians, 
and the Church of Rome, all have their statious.

KXWFOUMDLAND. 

This island is situated between 46° 80' and 
61° 39' N. lat., and 52° 15' and 59° 60' W. long., 
on the north-east side of the Gulf of St. Lawrence; 
the greatest length from north to south is 850 
and aTeragu breadth about 180; its esti* 
mated area is 40,200 square miles. It was dis¬ 
covered by John Cabot in 1497 ; it was as early as 
1500 frequented by the Portuguese, Spanish, and 
PrencB for its fisheries. 

Sir Walter Kalcigb and others, in the reign of 
Queen Elisabeth, attempted to colonize tbb island, 
but were not succcssfuL In 162.8, Sir G. Calvert, 
afterwards Lord Baltimore, established himself in 
south-east part of the island, and appointed his 
son Governor. In 1684, a party of colonists were 
sent over from Ireland, and 20 years after, some 
English colonists arrived, having emigrated by 
means of a Parliamentary grant. 

The French, about 1620, established a station at 
Flaountia; and for many years the French and 
English settlers wore constantly annoying each 
other. At the Peace of Utrecht in 1713, subse¬ 
quently ratified by the Treaty of Paris, the ezclu- 
mve sovereignty of Newfoundland was ceded to 
Great Britain, subject to cortjuii rights reserved to 
France, which are still in question between the two 
nations. 

Newfoundland was the last of the North Ame¬ 
rican Colonies to which responsible Government 
was conceded; it was established in 1855. The 
Government is at prestmt administered by a 
Governor, aided by a responsible Executive Council 
not to exceed 7 members, a Legislative Council 
not to exceed 15 mcmb^TH, and a House o 
Assembly of 81 members, elected by bouseliolders 
who liave occupied a dwelling-house as owner or 
tenant for 1 year immediately preceding the day of 
election. T boro are 19,88.3 electors rt'gistereil on the 
electoral roU, and 15 districts, or subdivisions of 
districts, of which C return three members; 4 


return two members, and 5 return one. There is 
a property qualification for members, viz,, pro¬ 
perty exceeding 5004 in amount or value, or a net 
annual income of 1004* The ordinary duration of 
the Session is about three months, and it generally 
meets at the end of January. 

Members of the Council and Asscmbl}* receive 
a certain fixed sum per session, which is provided 
for annually in a loc^ Act.

NEW SOUTH WALES.* 

This Colony is situated on the eastern coast of 
the Australian continent. It is said to have been 
discovered by the Spaniards in 1609. It was visited 
by several of the early navigators, and Captain 
Cook explored its eastern const in 1770. The 
first settlement was formed in 1788. 

Situation and Area, 

Sydney, the seat of Government, is in 85® 25' S. 
laL, and 151® 17' £. long. 

* ICoifoIk Island, which wai fomierly a receptacle for 
Xng^h oonricta, and to which place the deacendacta of the 
muiiaecra of the *BoaDtj* were rrmoved from ?itcaim*a 
laland, is under the aaperintendence of the Oovemor of 
New South Wales. 


The Colony is supposed to contain 310,937} square 
miles (^119,000,000 acres), of which 635,641 acres 
are unaer crop. 

Climate. 

The climate of New South Wales affords a wide 
range of tomporaturo; from the cold of Kiandra, 
where the mean is 48®-5, to that of Grafton, 69°0. 
On the coast it varies from 59°*7, at Eden, to 69®^), 
at Groton,Sydney being 6l®'7, almost tlio same as 
Madrid (61°*4). On the mountains snow lies in 
some places all the winter. On the high table land 
at Bathurst the mean temjterature is 56®‘8, and on 
the inland plains about 70®*0. 

The rainfall decreases as the distance from the 
coast incrcaws; at Deniliquin it is 13 inches; at 
Sydney, 49 inches; and the days on which rain 
fidls, 141. At London the number of days is 146, 
and the amount 24 inches; only 25 per cent of this 
falls in Quantities of half an iiH:h and upwards in a 
day, w'hile in Sydney 60 per cent, may be said to fall in 
torrents of from half an inch to 8 inches per day. 

The prevalent winds in summer arc tlw north¬ 
east sea-breeze and light westerly; in w inter, dry, 
cold westerly; and wet S. and S.E. 

In winter, on the lowlands, frosts are common 
in tho southern and rare in the northern districts. 

Trade and Industry. 

The great staple produce of Now South Wales 
is WOOL 

In 1870, 57,399,707 lbs. were exported, tho 
produce of the Colony, valued at 3 , 268 , 274 /. In 
1871, 65,611,953 lbs., value 4,748,160/. In 1872, 
50,2^,453 lbs., value 8,342,900/.

In 1874, 
55,156,924 lbs., value 5,010,125/. In 1875, 87,534,280 
lbs., value 13,651,643/. In 1876. 100,736,330 lbs., 
value 5,565 73/. In 1877, 102.150,246 lbs., value 
6,256,038/. In 1878, 111,833,017 lbs., value

The Colony also produces coal, silver, tin, iron, 
copper, gold, tobacco, sugar, and kerosene. 

A map is published herewith showing the mineral 
districts of tho colony. 

Tho live stock on 31 March, 1880, was os 
follows:—360,038 horses—cattle, 2,914,210—sheep, 
^,043,392—pigs, 256,026. Gold and ctin ex)M*rted 
in 1879 was valued at, produce of tho Colony, 
696,327/. 

The coed mines have been steadily advancing 
since 1863. The produce of 18 mines in that year 
is pven as 433,889 tons, valued at 236,230/. In 
1868 the quantity of coal raised from 23 mines 
amounted to 954,231 tons, of the value of 417,809/.. 
the quantity raised in 1875 from 26 mines amonntea 
to 1,253,475 tons, of the value of 765,134/., in 1876 
the quantity raised from 24 mines was 1,319,918 
tons, valued at 803,300/. In 1877, the quantity 
raised from 28 mines, 1,444,271 tons, valued at 
858,998/. In 1878 raised from 28 mines, 1,675,497 
tons, value 915,228/. In 1879, raised from 36 
mines, 1,588,381 tons, value 950,879/,, with every 
prospect of the same satisfacUiry progression.

In New South Wales, “ responsible Government ” 
was established by the Constitution Act, 18 and 19 
Vlct, cap. 34. Tne Governor is appointed by the 
C’rown; so also is the Legislative Council, which 
is to consist of not fewer than 21 persons, of whom 
not less than fom’-llftha shall consist of persons 
not holding office under the Crown, except officers 
in H.M.’s sea or land forces on full or luaf pay. 
The members of the first Legislative Council of the 
Colony were appointodfor 5 years, but all sube^uent 
appointments have been nade for life, snbject to 
certain provisions contained in the Act. The Coun¬ 
cil now consists of 40 members. 

The Legislative Assembly, under the “Electoral 
Act of 1880 ** (44 Viet. No. 13), is to consist of 108 
members, representing 72 electoral districts; and 
provision Is made for giving increased representa¬ 
tion to the several constituondos according to 
growth of population. T he qualification for election 
to the Assembly extends to “every male subject 
of Her Majesty of the full age of 21 years and ab¬ 
solutely free, being a natural-boru or naturalized 
subject,** with certain special exceptions 

The electoral franchise is given, subject to cer¬ 
tain official and other disqui^cations, to “ every 
male subject of Her Majesty of the full age of 21 
years and absolutely free, being a natural-born 
or uaturalizod subject,** if entered on the Boll of 
Elociors, under one or other of the following heads:— 
1. “ Besident Electors.—Every such subject who 
at the time of making out the Eieotoral List in any 
such District shall reside, and daring the six ^nths 
then next preceding shall have resided in that 
District. 


2. ** Non-Resident Electors.—Every such subject, 
whether or not so resident SvS aforesaid, who shall 
have at the time of making out the said Electoral 
List, and for the six nion^s then next preceding 
shall have had within the district a freehold or 
leasehold estate in possession, or have been in the 
reoeipt of the rents and profits thereof for his own 
use of the clear value of 100/., or of tho annual 
value of 10/. respectively, or who shall then occupy, 
and for the said six mouths have occupied, withm 
the district any house, warehouse, counting-house, 
ofiloe, shop, room, or builclinv, being either sepa¬ 
rately or jointly with any land mthin such district 
occupied Dy him there wit h of thn annual value of 
10/., such occupation being either continuously of 
the same premises or successively of any two or 
more respectively of the required value, or who 
shall hold, and for the said six months shall havo 
held, a Crown lease or liciinso for pastoral purposes 
withiu such district: Provided that no elector pos¬ 
sessing more than one (inaliflcation within the same 
electoral district shall be thereby entitled to an 
additional vote for tliat district: Provided also 
when any premises are jointly owned or occupied 
or held on lease by more persons than one, eacn of 
such joint owners, occupiers, or leaseholders shall 
be entitled to vote in I't'snc^'t of such premises in 
case the value of his individual interest therein 
separately taken would, under the provisions of 
tlio said section, entitle him to vote if solely 
iuterestod.’* (^section 11.)

NEW ZEALAND. 


Situation and Area, 

The Colony of New Zealand consists of throe prin- 
cimI islands, called re.s|x*ctively the North, the 
Middle, and the South or Stewart’s Island. There 
are several small islets (mostly uninhabited) de- 
TOndent on the Colony; tno chief of these are the 
Uhatliam Isles and the Auckland Isles. The entire 
CToup lies between 83° and 53° 8. lat, and 162° 
K long, and 173° W. long. The tliroe principal 
islands extend in length 1,100 miles, but their 
breadth is extremely variable, ranging from 46 miles 
to 250 miles; the average being about 140 miles.

It will thus be seen that the total area of New 
Zealand is somewhat less tluui that of Groat 
Britain and Ireland. 

Climate. 

From its healthy and salubrious cbmate, from 
its groat extent of coast line, and from its posi¬ 
tion with regard to the neighbouring continent 
of Australia, New Zealand is often called **tbe 
Great Britain of the Southern Hemisphere.” The 
temperature is, however, much more equable than 
in the British Isles. While the summers are as cool 
as those of England, the winters are as warm as 
those of Italy. The mean annual temperature at 
Auckland is nearly the same as at Rome; at 
Wellington, nearly the same as at Milan ; at Dnn- 
edin, nearly the same as at liondon. The official 
reports of the Medical Department show that 
whereas the annual mnrtalitv from all diseases 
out of every 1,000 British soldiers quartered in the 
United Kingdom was 16, it was only 5 out of every 
1,000 in the troops quarter'd for more than twenty- 
five years in Now Zealand. 


History. 

New Zealand was discovered in 1642 by the Dutch 
navigator, Tasman, who, however, did not land 
upon its shores. In 1769 it was first visited by 
Captain Cook, who in that year, and during subse¬ 
quent voyages, explored its coasts. The country 
subsequently became a resort for whalers and traders, 
chiefly from Australia, os well as a field for the 
labours of the Missionary Societies. In 1840, the 
native chiefs ceded the sovereignty of New Zealand 
to the British Crown by the Treaty of Waitangi, 
and the islands were erected into a British colonv. 

The aborigines, called Maoris, aro a romarkablo 
people—a branch of the Ptdynesiau race. Accord¬ 
ing to their own traditions, their forefathers came 
about 600 years, or tw'enty generations ago, from 
Hawaiki, which was probably Hawaii in the 
Sandwich Islands, or Savaii, in the Navigator, or 
Samoa, grouj). They are divided into about 
twenty different clans, analogous to those of the 
Highlands of Scotland. There have been two Maori 
ware; the first lasted from 184.’) until 1848; the 
second lasted from 1860, with little intermission, 
until 1870. But fully half the clans have always 
been friendly to the English; and many of them 
have fought on tho side of the Colonial Govern¬ 
ment against their own countr^'iuen. Permanent 
tranquillity apjicars to have been ostablislied in 
1871 throughout the country. It was estimated, 
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on Ist Mwch, 1878, that the Maoris (including 
half*caatc8) amounted to 4*2,819, all of Trhom dwell 
in the North Island, with the exception of 2,282 
scattered over the other islands. 

CfmtiUuiion, 

A constitutional form of Government was esta¬ 
blished in New Z«>aland by the Imperial Statute 
15 and 16 Vic., cap. 72, passed in 1852. By that 
Act, the Colony was divided into six provinces, 
since increased to nine—viz., Auckland, Taranaki, 
Wellington, Nelson, Canterbury, Utago, Hawke’s 
Bay, Westland, and Marlborough—^ch govern^ 
by a Superintendent and Provincial Council, 
elected by the inhabitants under a franchise 
which practically amounts to household suffrage. 

By an Act of the General Assembly,89 Vic., No. 
XXI., passed in 1875, the provincial system of 
Government was abolished. The powers previously 
exercised by superintendents and provincial officers 
are now exercised by the Governor or by l(KaJ 
boards. The Act jirovided that tho abolition 
of the provinces should uot have any operation 
until the day after the conclusion of the then next 
session of the Assembly, oxcoptine that in the 
meantime Provincial Councils should not hold any 
meeting. Before the next Session there was a 
general election, and the first Session of the now 
Parliament ended on the Slst of October, 1876. 
Nothing was done during the Session to rep^ tho 
Abolition Act, and the provinces, tlwrofore, ceased 
to exist the day after the Session concluded. 
The provincial system Udng abolished provirion 
was made for tne division of the country into 
counties, and the necessary machinery for their 
self-government was provided. 

A Central Legislature, called the General As¬ 
sembly, was also established by the Imperial 
Statute of 1852, and consists of the Governor, of 
a Legislative Council, aud of a House of Eepre- 
Bontatives. The Govenior is assisted by an Exe¬ 
cutive Council, composed of tho ItMponsible 
Ministers of tho Colony for the time being, accord¬ 
ing to tho usual practice of Parliamentary Govern¬ 
ment. Tho Le^slative Ctmncillors are appoin^ 
by the Governor, and hold their seats for life. 
The Members of the House of Bepresentatives ore 
chosen by Electors possessing a liberal franchise. 
Every elector is qualifie<l to become a Member. 
The House of Representatives now consists of 
88, including 4 Maori members, elected by the 
natives.* 

The control of native affairs, and the entire 
responsibility of dealing with questions of native 
Government were transferred in 1863 from the 
Imperial to tho Colonial Government. In 1864, 
the seat of the general Government was removed 
from Auckland to Wellington, on account of the 
central position of the latter city. 

StatisticM. 

The population of New Zealand on the Slst 
December, 1879, was 463,729, excluding the 
Maoris. 

The revenue, tho tra<lo, and the other elements of 
matorial prosperity have increased largely during 
recent years. Thus the revenue was in 1861, 
691,464/., and in 1879, tho total ordinary and 
territorial revenue was as follows:—Ordinary 
revenue, 2,816,244/.; territorial, 318,661/.; total 
3,134,905/. Tho population of tho chief towns in 
January, 1880, was as follows;—Wellington (the

seat of tho general Government), 21,582; Dunedin,^ 
28,959; Auckland, 15,022; Christchurch, 15,166; 
Nelson, 6,894. All tho productions of the temperrie 
climates of Europe aud Asia can lx> cultivated with 
groat success in Now Zealand. There are exten¬ 
sive coal mines and rich gold fields. The gold ex¬ 
ported from the colony up to Slst December. 1879, 
was valued at 86,153*,38l/.; and the annual 
ductioQ is now about 1^ millions sterling. The 
wool exported in 1879 amounted to 62,220,810 lbs., 
valued at 8,126,439/. In 1865 it amounted to 
1,772,844 lbs., valued at 93,104/. Tho Uve stock 
in New Zealand in 1878 was:—Horses, 187,768 
for 99,859 in 1874; cattle, 578,430; sheep. 
13,069,838 for 11,704,853 in 1874. The number of 
acres under cultivation in February, 1880, was 
1,165,590 acros, exclusive of land laid down to 
grasses. 

The system of Government Life Insurance has 
worked remarkably well. Tho first quinquennial 
examination was made in June, 1875, by eminent 
actuaries resident in England, and their report was 
highly satisfactory. 

Public Workt Policy. 

In 1870, the Immigration and Public Works Act 
and cognate Acts were passed, and the policy con¬ 
tained in them may bo shortly descril^ as 
follows:— 

Tho colony was to incur a liability, spread over 
a course of years, amounting to about ten millions, 
which were to be oxiteiuled in specified proportions 
on tho under-mentioned objects 

1. Immigration. 

2. Main railways throughout each island. 

3. Roads through tho iiiteriur of the North 
Island. 

4. The purchase of native land in the North 
Island. 

5. The supply of water on gold-fields. 

6. The extension of telegraph works. 

7. Miscellaneous public works. 

The administratioD of these serrices was vested 
in the General Government, and the responsibOity, 
subject to some exceptions in which its action de¬ 
pended on the previous coocurrenco of provincial 
authorities, devolved on the General Government. 
These exceptions have been abolished by sub- 
se^ent legislation. 

For the better working of these Acts, two de¬ 
partments have been organized, callod the Immi¬ 
gration Department and the Public Works De¬ 
partment. 

Since 1870, and up to tho .31st of August, 1879, 
the Agent-General for New Zealand has despatched 
to the colony 97,210 souls. 

Since its organization, tho Public Works De¬ 
partment has constructed in the North and South 
Islands drav and horse roads to tho extent of up¬ 
wards of 2,000 miles, at a cost of 1,261,224/. 0«. 2d:, 
including several hundred bridges, opening up 
nearly all parts of tho North Island for settlement. 

It may here be remarked, that before the creation 
of the Public Works Dojiartmeut of the General 
Government, many thousands of miles of good and 
substantial roods had been constructed by the 
various Provincial Governments throughout the 
colony. 

The construction of railways is still being pro¬ 
ceeded with. On tlie Slst March, 1880, there were 
open for traffic in the South Island 817 miles, and 
in tho North Island 863 miles. There was a balance 
of profit on their working during the nine months 
from Ist July, 1879, to Slst Msrch, 1880, of 
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111,2572. 18«. 3<iL in the Booth, and of 

34,04d4 12«. 5dL in tho North Island. The total 
exponditure on construction of the railways open 
for trafBc to the same date had been, in the Booth 
Island, 6,066,402/., and in the North 2,663,000/. 
Thus the profits in the South Island show 2*44 
per cent, on the whole outlay, and in tho North 
1*66 per cent. In addition to thin. Parliament has 
sanctioned a further long^th of 1,191 miles, for 
^vhlch surveys and plans are beiuj^ prepared, with 
a view to the execution of tho worlw as funds will 
permit The whole of tho above railways are to 
€*ost, when completed, with their equipments, about 
16,250,000/. 

The railway system of the colony is indicated in 
tho accompanying map of the islands.

aUEENSLAKlI. 

Queensland occupies the whole of the north* 
eastern portion of Australia, commencing at a 
point of the cast coast called Point Dan^r. about 
400 miles north of Sydney, the capital of New 
Booth Wales, in lat. 28° 8' South. 

The greater portion of the southern boundary 


line is formed by the 29th parallel of south latitude. 
The eastern seaboard extends about 1,500 miles, 
from Point Danger to Capo York, the extromo 
northern point of the continent, in lat. 10° 40^ 

The breadth of the territory near the southern 
boundary is about 900 miles, from the easteru coast 
lino to the meridian of 138° cast longitude, which 
forms the western boundary line of the Colony, 
sepmting it from the territory of South AustraliiL 
Tl^ includes the neater pLt of the Gulf of 
Carpentaria, which has a seaboard of about 750 
miles. The whole of the colony of Queensland 
comprises 669,520 square miles, or 428,492,800 
acres. 

Physical Features and Products. 

The country extending along the eastern sea¬ 
board is indented with several fine bays and 
estuaries, which are the outlets of rivers, a number 
of which are uavigablo for good sized vessels, 

A mountain range extends north and south 
throughout the greater part of the whole length of 
the country, running gonemlly nearly parallolwith 
the coast at an average distance of almut 50 miles 
from it. Between the range and the sea, especially 
on the banks of the rivers, there is a considerable 
quantity of good alluvial land, which in its natural 
state is covered with a dense growtli of timber. 
Much of tills, in the more settled portions of the 
country, has been cleared and cultivated, and is 
found to yield a remunorativo return to the farmers, 
who are usually small proprietors, cultivating the 
soil principally with their own labour, and growing 
chiefly maize, English and sweet potatoes, arrow- 
root, and semi-tropical fruits. 

Cotton cultivation promised for some years to 
prove remunerative to cottier-farmers, but since 
the discontinuance of the land bonuses given bv 
the Government for its production, and the fall 
in prices consequent upon the renewed supply 
from the United States of America it has rapidly 
declined. 

The sugar cane has been successfully grown on 
the eastern seaboard, and tlio production of sugar 
lias gradually increased, with some fluctuations, 
from the first year of its successful cultivation in 
1867. The quantity returned as made within the 
Colony in 1878 is 13,525 tons. The extent of land 
under sugar cane in 1879 was returned as 17,652 
acres, and the quantity of sugar made during the 
year as 18,982 tons. 

Much of the country to the west of the dividing 
ran^ of mountains is elevated table-land con¬ 
sisting of wide plains, almost devoid of timber, 
but well cp^sed and w*atcred. Within a certain 
distance of the mountains where the rainfall is 
tolerably re^Iar, much of the land is well adapted 
for the production of wheat. Tliis is cultivated 
most successfully in the neighbourhood of War¬ 
wick, on the Darling Downs. The statistical 
register shows the quantity of wheat returned as 
produced in the year 1878 as 130,452 bushels. Bui 
owing to the ravages of rust, the wheat crop of 
1879 was almost a failure, the returns sho^ng 
that out of 14,999 acres sown with wheat grain^ 
19,195 acres were unproductive, 1,197 acres were 
mown for bay, and the remaining 3,607 acres only 
produced 29,259 bushels, or an average of 8 bushels 
^ lbs. per acre. 

Agricultural and other Industry. 

Ag^cnltiire in Queensland, though yet in its in¬ 
fancy, is gradually exteudiug, and w*ill no doubt oon- 
tiuue to grow in importance with the steady increase 
of popuUtioD. 

Grazing is for in advance of tillage farming in 
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the Colony, and from the soitablenoss of Boil and 
climate generally, and the great e3cteni of the 
territory, thia will no doubt continue to be the 
caee. 

There are 6,422 squatting “ runs ” or tracts of 
land containing 265,012,480 acres leased from the 
Government at a very low annual rental in the 
Colony, more than half the number of which are 
survey^. 

In 1879 there were 51 new runs applied for, 
containing together 2^75 square miles, or 
14,419,200 acres. Application was made in the 
same year for 32 ^^unwatered runs,’* as they are 
termed, containing 1,520,000 square miles. 

There were 29 runs purchased at auction during 
the year from the Government, for l,l01f. 10s. OdL, 
at an average of 16r. 11^</. pcT ^uaro mile. 
Together, the new runs acquired during the year 
were 218. 

The average rate of rent ]r)er square mile on the 
available area of runs in what are called the un¬ 
settled districts of the country is *794 of a farthing 
per acre. 

The importance of the pastoral interests will be 
seen by the value of the following exi>ort8 con¬ 
nected with this industry for the yeai* 1879

Mining is likely to prove a great source of 
wealth to the Colony. During the year 1878 the

The gold fields on the Palmer River, in the 
far north of the Colony, discovered in 1874, 
attracted a population returned in tlw) census 
of May, 1876, as 9^15 persons. Cooktown, 
on the Endeavour River, which is the port 
for this district, during the short period sina' it was 
nroclaimod a township, to end of 1875, yielded 
in the Customs revenue and wharfage rates, 
117,432/. 16s. Idly and in land sales and fees 
11^13/. la Id. 

During the year 1875 now discoveries of voiy* 
oxtensive and apnarontly very rich gold reefs 
were mode on tnc Hodgldnson River, a little 
to the south of the Palmer. A rood, which it is 
aaid may bo rendered practicable for di'ays, was 
found from the sea coast to the Hodgldnson gold 
fields, a distance of about 70 miles, and they are 
connected with one of the finest har^urs on the 
seaboard, called Trinity Ray, of which the port 
has been named Cairus. A considerable amount 
of capital and enter|>ri 60 have been attracted 
to this new auriferous district, and machinery, now 
valued at £87,000, has been erected for crushing 
the stone, which is said to be very rich in gold. 

Considerable tracts of good pastoral country 
have also been found not far from the new route 
from Trinity Bay to the gold fields, in the same 
district, and in the western districts, on the Dia- 
luantina and Herbert Rivers. 

Valuable timber of various do.^criptions grows in 
Abundance in Queensland and ougut to become a 


valuable export. Excellent coal lias been found 
in some localities ; and there are other natural pro¬ 
ductions promising to add to the wealth of tho 
Colony, but requinng labour and capital for their 
development 

Population and other SUUistie$. 

The population of Queensland, excluding tho 
aborigines, was found by the returns of the census 
of May, 1876, to be 173.283 persons. 

The population on tho 30th June, 1880, was 
estimated at about 222,000 (lersons. 

There are 199 places now returned as proclaimed 
towns or township reserves, in tho Colony, eighteen 
of which are municipal towns, w ith an aggregate 
population of a little over 72,000 |iersons, and con¬ 
taining rateable property vuluotl at 5,291,227/. 

Of too imports for 1879, the tutal value is given 
as 2.949,813/. 

Tnero are 6 banks with 78 branches. Tho 
value of the coin with bullion is given as 1,163,723/.; 
deposits 3,627,139/.; note circulation 352,885/. 
Tho Government Savings Rank returns tho num¬ 
ber of depositors as 15,915, tlio amount of deposits 
as 684,444/. 

The railways in Queensland show 508 miles now 
in operation, tho revenue being 235,103/. There 
are 305 miles of rail way in course of construction. 

The electric telegraph lines shown number of 
stations, 160; miles of lino, 5,871; revenue 33,649/.; 
number of messages (for the year 1879), 563.255. 

BrisbamK the copital of the Colony, has a popu¬ 
lation of 26,042 resident wnthin the muuicii>a] 
limits, and of 83,884 within the census district. 
The mean external shadu temperature there is 
given as 70**. Tho beat is g^eat in summer, but 
the atmosphere is dr^* and healthy. In the winter 
the climate is agre^le. The moiiality over a 
period of ten years from 1869 to 1878, was 17*93 
per 1,000. 

Iinntiyraiion. 

Tho European immigration for the year 1879 was 
4,086. The arrivals from Hung Kong uumborod 481, 
and from tho South Sea Island^ 2,182; 2,313 
immigrants from Europe w*ore introduced entirely 
at tho expense of the Queensland Governiiient, 

The land order system of iiuniigration, by means 
of which as many as 36,000 persons were intriMiuccd 
from Great Britain in tbo years 1861-1866, a largo 
number of them papng their own passages and 
bringing a great deal of capital into tbo colony 
has ^en discontinued. It is supposed that tho pre¬ 
sent liberal system of disposing of the public lands 
of the Colony ought to l)o a suinciont attraction to 
tho better class of iramigrants from Europe likoly 
to engage in pastoral and sgricultural pursuits. 

Ixtnd. 

The vacant Crown lands In Queensland are dealt 
with under the provisions of the Crow n Land.s 
Alienation Act of 1876. This measure is a con¬ 
solidation of previous Acts, aud differs in some 
respects from the Act of 1868, which was in force 
for eight years. For instance, classification of 
land into three classes, vix., agricultural, first class 
pastoral, and second class )>a8toral, is aone away 
with, aud a new system introduced of declaring 
the upset price when the land is proclaimed open 
to sefectiou. Laud cannot be sold for less than 
6«. per acre, and in the case of conditional selec¬ 
tions, ton years are allowed to pay the puroUaee- 
monoy. 

A selector may obtain by oonditioqal purchaeo 
not more than 6420 acres, and not less than 40 
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Acres, but the Act provkles that in any district the 
GovernmeDt may limit by proclamation the maxi¬ 
mum area that one selector can secure, provided 
that the maximum shall not be less than G40 acres. 
Selectors of conditional purcliases must expend a 
sum equal to the upset price up to 10s. per acre 
on the land, but not mure tlian 10s. per acre is 
required unuer any circumstances. In addition to 
expenditure, the sidoctor must reside personally or 
keep a bailiff on the land during the currency of 
llio ten years’ lease. After i>roof ^ three j'ears’resi¬ 
dence from date of selection and fuIlUment of the 
conditions of expenditure, a certificate may be 
issued to the M'lector, which enables him to 
transfer his intercat in tl>e selection, if he desires 
to do BO, or to pay up the balance of purchase- 
money and obtain a deed of grant. 

The annual payments on honiostoad eolections 
are per acre for five years. The area tliat can 
bo selected under the homestead clauses of the Act 
is 80 acres in homesteoil arenas, and 160 acres 
outside those areas. The land may bo secured in 
fee simple by the homestead selector after a per¬ 
sonal residence of five 3 'ears, and proof of improve¬ 
ments of the value of 10s. per acre being offoctod 
on the land. 

In homostead areas the area which can be 
selected under conditional purchaso is limited to 
1,280 acres, and under homesteail selection to 80 
acres. The homestead areas usually coiiipriso land 
t»f the best class, and most suitable for settlement. 
All persons selecting in homestead srca.s must 
roside personally; the residence of bailiffs is not 
Hufllcient to entitle the selector to a deed of 
grant 

Pastoral runs in the unsettled districts of the 
Colony are leased for 21 years, in blocks of not loss 
tlum 25 square miles, at a rental of 5s. per sqnaro 
mile for the first seven years, 10s. fur the next seven, 
and 15s. for the third seven years, tlie conditions 
being the stocking of the laiuf with sheep or cattle 
e<iual to ono-fourth of its carrying ca|)acity. which 
is defined by the Pastoral Leases Act of 1860 to 
bo 100 sheep or 20 head of cattle per square mile. 

The several Acts of Parliament under which 
land may bo secured are ^ The Crown Lauds 
Alienation Act of 1876,’* The Settled Districts 
Pastoral Leases Act of 1876,*' ** The Pastoral 
Leases Act of 1860,” **Tho Mineral Lands Act 
of 1872,” and « The Gold Fields Act of 1874.” 

“ The Crown Lands Alienation Act of 1868 ” 
was repealed on the Slst of March, 1876. Under its 
proWslonn, 4,658,251 acres were soloctod. There 
were 11,6^ selections made under the Act; of 
these 8,086 were homesteads containing areas not 
oxcecHling 160 oerrs, 1,088 homesteads under the 
Homostead Areas Act of 1872 (now reiiealed), 
7,^28 conditional purchases, .and 510 pre-emptions. 

There are 35 land offices in the ('ololiy, where 
conditional purchases and huuiestoads may be 
applied for.

The total area open to selection in tike several 
land agents’ districts on the Slat December, 1879, 
waa 24,928,892 acrea 

Under “ The Western Railway Act of 1875," a 
reserve contaimng 13,440,000 acres was set apart 
in which blocks of lnn«l containing about 5,000 
acres, or in cases wlicro improvements hod been 
effected on the land, in blocks of 10^000 acres, may 
bo sold to defray the cost of the railway which is 
in course of couHtructiun to Roma. The first 
sale under this Act was he Id in March, 1877, when 
the ppxreeds realised 186,405/. 

“ The Railway Iteserves Act of 1877" also 
establishes four railway reserves in addition to the 
Western Railway reserve; it emlxslios the same 
provisions as “ The Western Railway Act,” viz., 
that the proceeds of the laud in the several railway 
reserves are to lie devoted to the construction of 
railways. There are four linos projected under tliis 
measure: Ist. An oxtcn.sion from Warwick to the 
nortiiern border of New South Wales, tlirough 
Stanthorpe, the principal town in the tin field; 
this lino will be ultiinat«dy conmreted with the 
railway system of New South Wides. 2nd. The 
lino from Marylwrough to Gympit^ one of the 
chief gold fields in the Colony. 3rd. The line 
from Uundaborg, a town at tbo mouth of the 
Burnett river to Teuniiigoring, or Moont Perry, 
near which there arc several ricli copper mines. 
4th. The line from Townsville toCliarters Towers, 
one of the nortiiern gold fields. 

Covfrnment, 

The Govommont of Queensland is composed of 
the Governor, apiioiiitcKl by Her Majesty the Queen, 
and an Executive Council, c(*raposed of the respon¬ 
sible ministers of the I’rown. Thu Legislature is 
formed of two Houses of Parliament, the Lopslative 
Council ortheUpper House,and the Luwror House or 
Legislative Assimibly. The members of the Council 
are nominated by the Governor, and hold their 
offices for life. The members of the legislative 
Assembly are elected by the suffrages of the people. 
There is no projierty qualification requir^ for 
membership m either branch of the Legislature. 
The voting for members of the Assembly is by 
ballot l^e franchise is on the most liberal 
footing, every man of 21 years, who lias resided as 
much ns six months in one locality, having a vote. 
Persons having property, either leasehold or free¬ 
hold, or a licence to dei)a8turo lands from the 
Government in any electoral district in which they 
do not reside, have the right of a vote in the 
district whore such property may be situated, 
as well as in the district for which they claim 
as rosidenta. 

In the Upper Chamber of tho Legislature there 
are at present 81 inoiiilsTs, including tho President 
of the CouncU. By the Ehictoral Districts Act 
of 1878, the Colony is divided into 13 ^tricts, 
each returning two members, and *29 districts each 
returning one member, or a total of 42 districts 
returning 55 members. The most northerly district 
in tho Colony. Somerset, is as yet unrepresented. 
It contains oul}* lUl male adults, according to the 
census of May 1st, 1876, exclusive of Chinese and 
Polynesians, who are not possossetl of the franchise. 
Queensland became a colony in 1859, tho territory 
having been then sejiaratcd from New South 
Wales.

ST. HELENA. 

St Helena, an island in tbe South Atlantic Ocean, 
800 miles 8.E. of Ascension, and 1,200 miles from 
the coast of South Africa, 15® 5b' 8. lat., and o* 42' 
W. lon^. St. Helena is 10^ miles long and 6| 
broad; its area 47 square miles, or about 30,000 
acres. 

The capital is James Town, which is on the 
N.W. of the island. The climate is mild, and 
varies little, the thermometer ranging in summer 
between 68® and 72®, and in winter txjtween 57® 
and 70®. 

St Helena was discovered by tho PortugucM 
Commander Juan de NovaCastella, on St. Helena's 
day. May 21st, 1501. The Portu^icKc contrived 
to beep secret the situation of tlie island from 
other European nations until 1588, when it was 
sighted by Captain Cavendish, on his return from 
a voya^ round the world. St Helena was unin¬ 
habited till the Dutch became possessors of it. 
Captain Munden, of tho English Nav^i*, in 1673, 
took it from the Dutch, and soon afterwards tho 
East India Company obtained a cliarter for its 
possession from (Jlmrlos II., and it romained under 
that Company, with the exception of the pcrio<l of 
Napoleon's iniprisonment there, till 1833, when 
it was finally handed over to tho British Govern¬ 
ment 

St. Helena is well watered by clear springs, which 
are abundant It is situated in the neart of the 
South Atlantic trade wind, and in tho direct track 
of vessels homeward bound from the East round 
the Cape of Good Hope. Previous to tlie opening 
of the overland route it was a port of call for a 
vast quantity of shipping and passengers returning 
from India and other parts of tho East, and in con¬ 
sequence cA its importance in connection with the 
Eastern trade, largo ostabliHliments were main¬ 
tained, both civil and military. For many years it 
was also a dop6t for liberated Africans landed from 
^vers captured by the West Coast squa<lroni. 

Beyond the supply of tho passing shipping it has 
never produced any article of export properly so 
called, those included in the returns bidore 1873 
being, in fact, roshipments of imported goods, and 
the entire trade has, therefore, depended exclusively 
upon the large sums of money brought into cin ula- 
tion from the several sources above named. These 
have all been greatly diminished in recent ye-ars, in 
consequence of tho opening of the Suez Canal, the 
considerable reduction in the Imperial expenditure 
in the island, and the reduction of the squmlron con¬ 
sequent on the cessation of the slave trade. 

Efforts are now being made to create an export 
trade. Native-grown fibre prepared by steam 
machinery from the ** Phormium tenax,** is found 
to be of excellent quality; 110 bales were prepared 
and exported in 1876,248 in 1877, and tho cultiva¬ 
tion of tbe plant is being extended. Superior coffee 
is also eamly produced, but as yet there are only 
three or four small plantations. The position of 
the island is well suited for a whale fisWy, and it 


is on this account tho resort of a number of 
American whalers. Tho oil transhippe^l to the 
United States from these vessels at St. Helena, in 
1876, amounted to 38,040/, and in 1877 to 82,600/. 
Tho island had previously no share in this pursuit, 
but in 1876 oil to the value of 5,600/., and in 1877 
5,800/. was taken by vessels belonging to tho port 
and transhipped to London. 

The number of ships calling at tho port of 
James Town for supplies in 1877, including 
steamers and ships of war, was 664 ; in 1878, 66U; 
and in 1879, 602. 

The Government is axlminiKterod by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive Council. 

The Governor alone uiakos Ordinances, theiw 
being no Legislative Council.

SOUTH AUSTRAI.IA. 

Geogrtqthical Position. 

That portion of the Continent of Australia 
bounded on tli« east bv Uio 14lHt degreo of oast 
longitude, on the north by the 2<ith degree of south 
latitude, on the west by iho 132nd degree of cast 
longitude, and on the south by the Southern 
Oa?an, wan conKtituteil a British Province by Act 
of Parliament, 4 an«l f) William IV., c. 95, under 
t^ designation of South Austraija. Thoarca 
containeil within those limits is estimated to bo 
300,000 square miles. In IKCl, the territory known 
as “ No Man^N Land,” about 80,000 square miles, 
lying betwc'on the boundaries of Soiitli and Western 
Australia, was ad<led by Act 24 and 2d Vic. c. 44, 
making the western boundjiry the 129th degree of 
east longitude. 

All the country north of tho 26th parallel of 
south latitude, lad ween tho 129th and 188th degroe 
of east longitude, has also lioon annexed to South 
Australia, and is known as tho Northern Territory. 
Tho present uorthom boundary is the Indian 
Ocean, latitude 11° »S.; tho southern boundary, 
the Southern Ocean, in latitude 38° S. Tho Pro¬ 
vince of South Australia covers twenty-seven 
degrees of latitude, and twelve degroes of lonn> 
tudo, forming, at pro.sent, tho largest Brit^ 
Colony — the area extending over more than 
900,000 square miles. 

The southern coast-lino is deeply indented by- 
two large gulfs—tho eastern, St. Vincent’s Gulf, 
running inland to tho northward for 86 miles, 
and tho larger, S|a)iicor’a Gulf, running N.N.E. for 
180 miles. TIo'ho gulfs havo a mean broadth of 
30 and 60 miles respectively, and both taper 
towards their northern ends. St. Vincent’s Gulf 
is sheltered by Kangaroo Island, 90 miles in length, 
which lies to the southward of it, leaWng two dne 
entrances, ono from the westward through Invosti- 

?gator’s Straits 28 miles broad, and tho other 
rom thu enstw.ird through Backstairs Passage 
8 miles in width. 

The principal agricultural and mineral districts 


of the Colony, are contiguous to the two gulfs, tho 
shores of which aro 780 miles in len^h, tlio greater 
nart being entirely protected from tM ocean swell. 
Numerous outports and shipping places, of which 
there are over 60, enablo settlers to ship their pro¬ 
duce at a very small cost. These gulfs aro divided 
by Yorko’s Peninsula, some 120 miles long, and 
20 miles broad, having large tracts of wheat- 
lowing land, and tho principal seat of mining 
industry. 

Adelaide, the capital of tho Province, is situated 
about five miles from tho oastorn shore of St. 
Vincent’s Gulf, in latitude 34° 57' 8. and longitude 
180° 38' E., and Port Adelaide, tho princi[>Al port, 
is about sevcD miles north-west from the city, ana 
connected therewith by roil. 

General Government. 

The Constitution granted to South Australia by 
Her Majesty, by virtue of Im{x*rial Act 13 and 14 
Vic., c. 69, was proclaimed on tho 24th October, 
1856, on w'bich day the Queen’s assent to the 
Constitution Act No. 2 of 1866-6 w-as received 
in tho Colony. Under that Statute tho Parlia¬ 
ment consists of two Houses—tho Legislative 
Council and tho House of Assembly: the former 
being composed of 18 mcmberH, and tho latter, 
at that time, of 36. In 1873 thu electoral dis¬ 
tricts of the House of Assembly were increased 
from 18 to 22, and tho number of members from 36 
to 46. 

The Legislative Council, which cannot bo dis¬ 
solved by tho Governor, is elocted by ballot, tho 
whole Province forming one electoral district for 
that purpose. Each memlHjr is elocted for twelve 

{ cars; and every four years tho six members who 
javo been longcht on the roll of tho Council retire. 
Tho qualification for a member of tho Legislativo 
Council is tliat he shall havo attained the age of 
30 years, that he bo a su^oct of the Queen, and 
that ho has resided in tho Province for tlireo years. 
The qualification of a voter for this branch of the 
Logislaturo is that he shall bo 21 years of ago, a 
natural-bom or naturalized subject of Her Majesty, 
and have been on the electoral roll for a pemod of 
six months. He must also either be possessed of 
A froohold of tho value of 60/ or of a leasehold of 
the annual value of 20/. having three years to run, 
or with right of purchase, or bo in occupation of a 
dwelling-house of tho annual rent value of 26/. 
The constitution of the Legislative Council is 
unaltered by the late amendment of the Electoral 
Act. Tho total number of voters for iho Logisla- 
lativo Council is 21,537, or about 40 per cent of the 
adult malu |)opuIatiou. 

Tho House of Assembly, which is liable to dis¬ 
solution by the Governor, is elocted for three years; 
and of tho 22 districts represented in it, three 
return three members each, eighteen two members 
each, and the other returns ono member only. Tho 
CoDstitutiou Act prescribes no other qualification 
as necessary for a Member of thu House of 
Assembly tlian that ho shall bo an elector. An 
elector’s qualification to vote is that he shsdl be of 
full ag^ and havo been six months on the electoral 
roll. The total number of electors on tho roll for 
the Assembly is 39,987, or about 75 per cent, of tho 
adult male population. 

Responsible Government is carried on by six 
Ministers, members of thu Legislature who form 
the Cabinet, and who are ex offiao members of the 
Executive Council, namely, the Chief Secrc^tary. 
Attorney - General, Treasurer, Commissioner of 
Crown Lands and Inuuigration, Commissioner of 
Public Works, and Minister of Education. 
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PcpiUation. • 

The Mpnlation of the Colony at the cloie of 1879 
wae esUmatod to be 259,460 perfions; showing an 
increase during the twelve mouths of 10,665 per^ 
sons. 

The inhabitants of the City of Adelaide number 
about 36,000 persons, and of the suburbs 80,000, 
while about 76 per cent, of the whole population are 
resident in the country districts, and are employed 
directly or indirectly in the cultivation of the 
8o0, or in the production of mineral and pastoral 
wealth. 

The South Australian bom preponderate and 
form 60 per cent of the population; the next 
largest class being persons of English birth, who 
form 22 per cent. Ireland has contributed 7 per 
cent., and Germany snd Scotland each 4*6 per 
cent. The proportion of males and females in tho 
settled districts is about equal. 

About 85 TOr cent, of tho whole population wo 
members of Protestant Churches, and the remain¬ 
ing 16 per cent, are Roman Catholics. Tho Church 
of England is represented by 26 per cent 

Omitting children under five years of age, 81 
per cent of the population can read and write, 9 
por cent, can only read, and 8 iier cent, can 
neither read nor write. Of the rising youth, say 
from 16 to 21 years of age, 94 j^r cent cad read 
and write, 8 per cent can reed only, and only 3 in 
overw 100 are totally uneducated. 

The average bir^-rate is 38*81 per 1,000 of tho 
population. The numbor of marriages registered 
in 1879 was 2,238. 

Tho average death-rate in South Australia is 14 

S ;r 1,000, as compared \rith 22 per 1,000 in 
Dglaud. 

Immigration and Emigration. 

In 1879,18,480 persons arrived in South Aus¬ 
tralia, and 9,187 left it, }*ioldJng an increase of tho 
population from this source of 4,843 persons. The 
sum proposed to be voted by Parlinment for the 
introduction of immigrants during tho coming year 
will be sufficient for tho introduction of about 1,000 
adults. 

EduceUion. 

A new Education Act provides that the future 
management of public oducatiou should be com- 
mittea to a Minister of Education—a member of 
the Cabinet. The edneatiou is secular, but not to 
the exclusion of the Bible; fnn) to those who 
cannot afford to pay a small fee; and compulsory 
wherever practicable. Provision is also ni^o for 
the establishment of model and training schools, of 
Boards of Advice, and for the systematic examina¬ 
tion of teacliers, their cluasificatiou according to 
their attainments and proficiency, and for scholar- 
shij^ 

With a view of fostering and enconraging tho 
growth of a comprehensive system of public in- 
etmetion. the following grants of money and land 
have lately been made:—Towards the expenses of 
tho Education Department, pa}'m€nt of teachers, 
Ac., a yearly sum of 60,000/.; and a like amonnt 
for the erection of public school-buildings. 120,000 
acres of the pubUc estate wore also granted to the 
Council, ana proviaion made for setting apart 
20,000 acres in future years. To the University 
of Adelaide, lately establishod, an annual grant of 
five per cent, on all sums contributed to the 
Universitj from private sources (at present 
amounting to over 40,000/.), and also an endow¬ 
ment of 60,000 aorss of land. For the main¬ 


tenance of Institutes, and for the erection of 
buildings connected with them, the sum of 24,687/. 

Pvhlic WofTtkip. 

The voluntary principle, or freedom of religion 
from State assistance and consequent control, was 
established in South Australia from the date of its 
foundation. The number of churches and other 
buildings used for public worship is 938, providing 
161.282 sittings. 

The numl^r of Sunday Schools is 680, at¬ 
tended by 41,961 children, instructed by 5,392 
teachors. 

Admirnttradon of Juttiot. 

The legal tribunals of the Province consist of a 
Supreme Court, presided over by the Chief Justice 
and two Puisne Judges; the Court of Yioe- 
Admiralty, of which the Chief Justice is Judge; 
the Court of Insolvency, presided over by a Com¬ 
missioner. who is a 8ti{iendiary Magistrate; Local 
Courts of Civil Jurisdiction, presided over by 
Stipendiary Magistrates ) and Police Magistrates* 
Courts. 

Local Courts of civil jurisdiction are oetablished 
in all the principal towns throughout the Provinoe, 
arranged in circuits, and presided over by Stipen¬ 
diary Magistrates. 

The annual number of convictions in the 
Supremo Court has averaged during the last three 
years 160, or only one in 2,000 of the pc^nlation. 

Land Tranojer. 

The Statute known as the Beal Property Act 
of South Australia affords a process by which 
the transfer of landed property may be accom¬ 
plished in as easy and cheap a manner as any 
ordinary commercial transaction. Where almost 
every man is a landowner, or is interested in 
laud — either as vendor or vendee, lessor or 
lessee, mortgagor or mortgagee—dealings in real 
estate become a matter of almost every day 
occurrenoe. It maj^ be said to be quite exceptional 
for an individual in South Australia not to be, 
more or less, personally interested in the esta bl ialv;^ 
ment of a simple and inexpensive method tif 
dealing with this description of property. Inhere, 
can be no question that the operation of tho 
measure has been highly advantageous to the 
community. The total value of the lands brought, 
under the operation of this law amounts to over 
11| millions sterling. 

Loam for PMic Worki- 

Legislative MUctlon has been accorded from 
time to time for the raising of moneys, by way of 
loan, for the prosecution of reproductive public 
worlw—such as railways, tramways, wat^^orks, 
tolegraplis, liarbour improNXmentS, other 

public purposes. Tho amount of the Public Debt 
outstanding on 31 st December, 1879,was 6,605,760/L 
and the total rate of indebtedness per head of the* 
popnUtion was 25/L 9s. M. Against this liability 
a sum of 4,490,245/. remains due to Qovemmeut! 
for 8,138,744 acres of land sold under the credit 
system. 

The earlier loans were issued bearing 6 por cent 
interest, but those of late years bear 4 cent 
only. The present price of South Austiulian Pour 
per Cents, is about 117. Interest and redemption are 
payable in London, on lot January and Ist July io 
each year. The currency of the bonds is gonenLllv

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Banking. 

Eight banking institutions carry on business 
within the ProWnce, all of which have establish¬ 
ments in the principal seaports and inland town¬ 
ships— numWing altogether 104 branches and 
agencies. The total average liabilities of the eight 
banks amount to 3,550,9*23/.| and the total average 
assets to 7,207,814/. 

The Savings Bank is managed by a Board of 
Trustees aprsiinted by the Governor, and has 41 
branches. The total numlier of depositors is 
81jd'J4; the average sura at the credit of each 
being 34/. The total deposits of the year amounted 
to 583.209/., and the total funds of the institution 
to 1,0.32,301/.—invested chiefly in Government 
securities and on mortgage of freehold property. 
In South Australia one in ten of the population 
is a depoeitor in savings banks. 

Lund and Occvjwtion. 

Excluding that portion of tlu' Province known 
as the Nortucm 'I'erritorv, the total area of South 
Australia is about 381),070 square miles, or 
248,244,800 acres. It may be roughly ostinuited 
that not moro than 2.'j0.(M)0 square miles are at 
present put to ]>r(»titabIo use. Agricultural settle¬ 
ment has not cxtendc^d 150 miles from the coast; 
and pastoral o<'cupation may be said to have 
reached no further than 500 miles — although 
squatters have lately taken up large areas of land 
duKOvered by recent explorations Gpng chiefly on 
the route of the overland telegraph), and which are 
considered capable of carrying stock. Thirty-six 
counties have ui^n ]»roclaim»‘d uptoSlst necomber, 
1879, embracing 58,940 sqtiare miles, or 37,725,440 
acres. Of this large area oidy 8,477,812 acres have 
been alienated from the Oown—amounting, never¬ 
theless, to al>out3<3 acres for every man, woman,and 
child in tho Colony, or upwards of 166 acres for 
each male adult. About one in every five acres of 
tho nlieuate<l land is under tillage; the remainder 
is used for pastoral purposes only. All land is 
surveyed by tho Government prior to sale, and is 
divided into farms of extent varying from 80 to 
1,000 acres—tho nocessar)' reserves lK*iug made 
public for railways, liighwcys, watering stock, Ac. 
This land is thrown o|H*n for selection in largt^ 
quantities—from 60,0(Mt to 200,000 acres being put 
up at one time. At prescut there is as much ns 
1,850,000 acres of land surveyed and open for im¬ 
mediate sclectiou. 

Agriadtnre. 

AlK)ut two-thii*«lH of the total area of land culti¬ 
vated is cro])|)ed with wheat, of which cereal 
1,458,090 acres were reHp«‘d last year. Tho area 
of w'hoat grown has imveased moro than 100 i)cr 
cent during the la^t 10 yc.ors. 

Vino culture is an iiu|>oiiaQt and progrossivo 
industry. There arc 4,117 acres of land devoted 
to this purpose. The pnxluce of theso vine¬ 
yards for tlio year ended December, 1879, was 
459,468 gallons of wine—about 100 gallons per 
acre. The suitabjlitv of the soil and climate of 
South Austmlia to the growth of wine was soon 
discovered by the earlier settlers, some of whom 
bad brought from Europe a variety of high-class 
vine cuttings. I'ho slopes of tliu liills produce 
wines of a hill-bodii'd character similar to those of 
Spain and Portugal, whilst those naado in the 
more elevated districts resemble tlio lighter wines 
to the Rhine. Whilst the local demand is fully 
supplied at very cheap rates, a cousidcrable export 
traoo in wines of a higher cliaractor is carried on. 
The wines of South Australia have always been 


awarded prizes at the several Great Intematioual 
Exhibitions. 

The introduction of flax-crowing into the ordi¬ 
nary routine of farm operauons has been follovred 
by considerable buccohs. The prices realized for 
thb commodity in the European markets bavo 
been very encouraging. 

Considerable attention has also boon paid to the 
^ing of raisius and currants. This branch of 
industry will probably soon develop into an 
export trade. 

Almond trees are of rapid growth, and large 
quantities of a superior description of soft-ahtdl 
almond are gathers yearly fur nome consumption 
and for shipment 

; South Australia possesses sll the conditions 
! requisite for the successful and profitable culture 
of tho olive. Olivo oil of the most delicate cbarac- 
i tor has been expressed, and gained awards at the 
I various Exhibitions. Its purity and general 
j Bupc'riority over the imported article of rorameroo 
has acquired for it a high position in the local 
market. Tho produce of the plantations is eagerly 
> purchased by (lersons who have entered upon the 
business of the manufacture of oil. 

Pastoral Occupation, 

In 1851 tbe total area of land leased from tho 
Crown for pastoral purpose.s was 15,000 square 
miles. At the present time there are no less than 
390,OOO* square miles iu ))astoral occupation. 
During the same period the number of horses has 
iucreased from 6,500 to 130,052; of homed cattle 
from 75.000 to 266,217 ; and of sheep from 
1,000,000 to over 6,140,396, whilst the exports of 
wool liavc increased from 4,000 to 140,181 uales. 

Manufacturts, 

A few years ago, flour mills aud tanneries were 
almost tho only representatives of local manu- 
factun^s; whilst these luivc largely increased in 
number and efficiency, many imj>ortaut ndilitions 
have been made to tlie list, viz., 113 steam flour 
mills with 2,200 horse-i>ower, driring 275 )>airs 
of stones; 8 boiling-down work.s; 60 tanneries 
and fellmongeries; several large wool-washing 
w'orks ; 10 soap and caudle factories ; 5 bone-dust 
mills; 2 glue and size w'orks; 31 steam saw-mills'; 27 
fottudries; 86 agricultural implemtmt works (chiefly 
j for reaping and winnowing macluues); 29 coach 
i and waggon-builders' shops ; 1 woollen ttreed fac- 
I tory; 6 clothing factories; 4 liat factories; 12 
i boot and shoe factories; 4 dye works; 8 flax 
4 mills; 3 rope walks; 2 brush manufactories; 29 
f brew'erics; 30 soda water and cordial factories ; 
102 wino - making establishments; 10 biscuit 
bakeries; 10 jam and preserves; 7 confectionery 
manufactories; 6 dried fruits and 3 olive oil fac¬ 
tories, and 1 ice-works. In addition to 5 jiatent 
slips, there are 8 ship and 12 boat-buildiug yards. 

^ Several marble and 16 slate quarries of excellent 
I quality, and over 100 building stone quarries have 
l^n opened. 

The gasworks of the Colony are five in number, 
of which one is for the supply of the City of 
Adelaide and suburbs, one is at Port Adelaide, 
and ths remaining threo are in the principal conntry 
towns. 

Import and Export Tiridc. 

Tho combined import and export trade of 
1878 amounted to 9,<76,876/. sterling, of which 
5,014,149/. were imports, and 4,762,7z7/. exports. 

Of tho total imports, more than ono-bali, via., 

• ladodiBf Noxtbeni TmTitory. 
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2,718,788/., came from the United Kingdom. Of 
the total exports, productH re])resenting 2,845,251/. 
were cxporte4l to tue mother country. 

It appws thst out of 8,957,854/. vrorth of staple 
produco exported, the value of breadstuffs amounted 
to 1,648,112/.; that wool ropreseuted 1,984,879/., 
and copper 36^781/. 

South Australian wheat and flour command tlie 
highest price in the markets of the world, and 
secured tne highest awards at the Paris Exhibition. 
The great bulk of the crop is shipped to the 
United Kin^om. 

The total value of wool shipped in 1856 was 
412,163/.; 1866, 990,163/.; and in 1879 it reached 
1,9M,879/. sterliug. 

Roads, 

There are 3,041 milcsof road defined in the settled 
districts. During the past 21 years, about 
1,955,000/. have b^n devoted to these works, and, 
with the exception of 200,000/., the whole cost has 
been defravea from the General Itevenuo — no 
special toll or rate having betm levie<l. The 
aggregate number of miles macadamised is 1,321. 
In addition to the main lines, i>crlutpe as many 
more miles of district or by-roads have beeu con¬ 
structed and kept in repair by local municipalities 
out of rates and grants in aid. 

Lighthouses, 

The coast of South Australia is w'ell lighted, 
first-class lighthouses having been erected on 
Capee Borda and Willoughby, Kangaroo Island, 
on Althorpe and Troubridge Islands, and at the 
entrance to Port Adelaide, in St. Vincent's Gulf; 
on Tipara Shoal, iu Spencer Gulf; and on Capes 
Jervis, Jaffa, and Northumberland. There are 
also other smsUer lighthousue. The total cost 
of maintenanco of lighthouses in 1879 wan 7,557/., 
and the amount of light dues received 7,553/.* 

Raiitrags, 

The mileage of railways opened for traffic in the 
Colony is ^9 and the mileage of new lines 
in course of constructiou is 252. The total receipts 
from the Govemmeut railways during 1879, 
amounted to 823,405/., and the expenditure to 
289y^L Up to December diet, 1879, the total 
receipts from railways reached 2,975,493/., and 
the expenditure to 2,519,675/., showing a balance 
of 455,818/. The amount defrayed in the con¬ 
struction of railways to that date was 4,103,501/. 

Telegraphs, 

The geographical position of South Australia 
being practically that of the most western of the 
group, the first port of arrival and the last of de¬ 
parture for mail communication with Great Britain 
and tho East, neoeesitatod early and earnest atten¬ 
tion being devoted to the extension of the South 
Australiim telegraphs, so as to afford instantaneous 
ooxnmunication with Melbourne, Sydney, Brisbane, 
Port Darwin, and Perth. In order to accomplish 
direct telegraphic communication with Europe, 
from which such great results have flowed, and 
so immense an area of territory has been opened up, 
South Australia, at her owu risk and cost—which 
* Bates reduced Augrut, 1877« 


has amounted to over 400,000/.—erected a line of 
telegraph some 2^00 miles iu length, acniss a con¬ 
tinent which had only been travers^ by an ex¬ 
ploring party. 

At the close of the year 1879 there were 149 
stations, and 5,934 miles of line open throughout 
the Colony, and there are several lines now in 
course of construction. 

There is now through communication with all the 
sister Colonies—Victoria, New South Wales, Tas¬ 
mania, Queensland, New Zealand, and Western 
Australia, thereby completing the chain which 
unites the whole of the British jiossessions at the 
antipodes with the mother country and the rest 
of the civilized world. 

Climate and Meteorology, 

The climate of South Australia is remarkable 
for its dryness, and owing to this cause, the beat, 
except on hot-wind dayx, is siddom oppressive. 
When a fierce hot wind is blowing, and the ther¬ 
mometer stands perhaps at something over 100*, 
the wet bulb thermometer will show 65®, and it is 
this peculiarity which enables persons to bear the 
heat of the South Australi.'in summer, and carry 
on their usual pursuits with less iuconveuienoe 
and discomfort tnan is felt in tropical and damp 
climates, when the temperature^ is 15® or 20® 
lower than in South Australia. 

The hottest months in the year are December, 
January, and February, when the temperature on 
the plains frequontlv exceeds 100® in the shade. 
November and March are also hot, but the nights, 
esiiecially in the former month, are cooler, and the 
heat is seldom of long duration, rarely reaching 
100® in the shade, and coming in suddouly with a 
strong hot wind, is followed quickly by a change 
to cool or even cold w'eather. A few hot days 
occasionally occur in October, but eveu in the 
hottest mouths, especially in December, the weatlior 
is often broken by cloudy, cold intervals, with 
strong south-west winds, veering gradually to 
couth aud south-east. This staU^ of things will 
continue for several days, during which the wind 
from the south-east will usually freshen towards 
sunset, a bank of cloud forming over the Mount 
Lofty Ranges with cold nights, the temperature 
falling rapidly after sunset. 

After Marcii, the tenipomture falls rapidly, very 
rarely reaching 90® in tho shade in April (only 
six times in five years), the moan temperature for 
that month, deduced from ton years* obeervations, 
being 64*6, or 5*5 below that of the ]>reooding 
month, w^st for May it is only 58*2. Tho 
coldest months arc Juno, July, and August, the 
mean monthly temperature of which are 54*4, 61*5, 
and 53*7 respectively. 

Tho climate, with few exception.*!, is all that 
Euroi^eans could desire; it is a climate of blue 
skies, bright sunshine, and mild genial weather, 
varied by sufficient rainfall and moisture in most 
years, and marked by an almost entire absence of 
those fierce commotions which elsewhere bring 
distruction and dismay. Hurricanes may be said 
to be unknown, fogs are rare, earthquakes, which 
Iiave been occasionally noted, are coufin^ to a 
few slight tremors aud rumblings. Everything is 
favourable to health aud pcacefm industry.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

The Straits Settlements, which comprise Singa¬ 
pore, Penang, and Malacca, were transferred from till 
control of tho Indian Government to that of the 
Secretary of State for the C\)lonioR on the 1st April 
1867, by an Order in Ctmucil issued under tho autho 
rity of an Act of tho Imiierial Parliament 29 A 
Viet c. 115. 

Situation and Area. 

Singapore is an island about 27 miles long by 14 
w’ide, situated at tl»e southern extremity of tlio 
Malayan Peninsula, from w hich it is separated by 
a narrow strait about three-quarters of a milo in 
width. There are a numlicr of small islands ad¬ 
jacent to it which form part of the settlement 

The seat of Government is the town of Singa¬ 
pore, at tho southern point of tho island, in Tat. 

IG' north, and long. 1G3^ 53' east. 

Penang is an island about 15 miles long and 9 
broad, containing an area of 107 square miles, 
situated off the west coast of tho Mala^'an Peninsula 
in 5® N. latitude, and at tho northern extremity or 
entrance to tho Straits of Malacca. On the oppo-

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Rhore of tho main land, ^rom which the ialand 
is eeparated by a strait from 2 to 10 miles brc^ 
is Province Wellesley, a strip of territory forming 
part of the eetUement, averaging 8 miles in width, 
and extending 45 miles along the coast, including 
10 miles of i^wly acquired territory to the south of 
the Kroau (ride m/ixi).

Malacca is one of the oldest European settle¬ 
ments in the East, having been taken possession 
of by the Portuguese under Albuquerque in 1511, 
and held by them till 1641, when the Dutch, 
after frequent attemptsi, were successful in driv¬ 
ing out the Portuguese. The settlement re¬ 
mained under the Government of the Dutch till 
1785, when it was taken possession of by the 
English and held bv them till 1818, at which date 
it was restored to the Dutch, and finally fell into 
our liands in pursuance of the treaty with Holland 
the 17th March, 1824, iu excliauge for the East 
India Company's settlement at Bencoolen, on the 
west coast of Sumatra. By that treaty it was 
arranged that the Dutch should not a^n meddle 
with affairs or have any settlement on the Malayan ' 
Peninsula, the British Government agreeing at tho 
same time to leave Sumatra to the Dutch. 

When Malacca was taken possession of by the 
Portuguese in 1511, it was one of the grand 
entrepots for the commerce of the East, hot as the 
Portuguese pushed their operations further to the 
east, m the archipelago and neighbouring coon- 
trios, the trade of Malacca graduiuly declined, and 
it ceased to be of consequence as a collecting centre, 
except for the trade of the Malayan Peninsula and 
the Island of Sumatra, which trade it retained, 
under Dutch rule, till the establishment of Penang 
in 1786, when in the course of a few years trade 
almost ceased, and it became, what it has ever 
OLuce been, a place of no commercial importance, 
but possessing great undeveloped agricultural 
resources. Penang soon act^uired a monopoly of 
the trade of the Malaj'on Peninsula and Sumatra, 
and had a large traffic with Cliiua, Siam, 
Borneo, tho Celebes, and other places in the archi- 
wlago not reduced to mercantile subjection by the 
Dutch; but no sooner was Singapore established 
than Penang in its turn declined in iinportanct^ as 
the greater iMrt of the extensivo Eastern trade 
cent^ at Singapore, and Penang came to de¬ 
pend chiefiy on the local trade, which lias 
largely increased in consequence of the opening 
out of the extensive tin mines iu Larut, Kallaug, 
Selangor, Junk Ceylon, the Settlement of Deli, on 
the coast of Sumatra, Ac. 

Penang, or Prince of Wales' Island as it is offi¬ 
cially caUed, was the first British settlement on tho 
Malayan Peninsula, having been ceded to the 
English by the Kaja of Ke^lab in 1785, with the 
proviso that the sum of 10,000 dols. be annually paid 
to the Raja of Kedah as long as the British occupy 
the island. In 1798, in consequence of the preva¬ 
lence of piracy on the shores of the mainlaud op¬ 
posite Penang, a strip of the coast of the mainland 
was acquired from the Raja, now called Province 
Wellesley. It extends from the Muda River to 


the Krian River, a distance of 86 miles, containing 
in aU 284 square miles. This province is in a ^h 
state of cultivation, when compared with the neigh, 
bouring territories. The amsus of 1871 gives a 
population of 71,000, who are almost entirely en¬ 
gaged in agriculture, the chief articles cultivated be- 
iug sugar, paddy, and cocoa-nuts. In 1806 Penang 
was made a separate Presidency under the East 
India Company, of equal rank with Madras and 
Bombay. In 1826 Singapore and Malacca were 
incorporated with it under one Government, 
Penang still remaining the seat of Government. 
In 1832 the seat of Government was transferred to 
Singapore. 

Smgapore was taken possession of by Sir Stam¬ 
ford Raffles in 1819, by virtue of a treaty with the 
Malayan princea It was at first subordinate to Bon- 
coolen in Sumatra, but in 1823 it was placed under 
the Government of Bengal: it was atterwards, as 
above stated, incorporated with Penang and 
Malacca, and placed under the Governor and 
Council of the Incorporated Settlement 

The anarchy prevailing in some states of the 
Malayan Peninsiua, and especially in Perak, has been 
for years a source of disquiet to the StraiU Settle¬ 
ments community, and a bindrance to the prosperity 
of British traders. In the beginning of 1874 stejis 
were taken by Sir A Clarke to rem^y this state of 
things by stationing British residents in Perak and 
Selangor, and in tito small state of Sungei Ujong. 
to advise tlieir rulers respecting the colleoliou of 
revenue and general administration. With a view 
also of enabling the British Authorities to keep order 
in that part of the Peninsula, a strip of land south of 
Province Wellesley, about 10 miles bn»ad^ beyond 
the Krian river, has been acquired as British Ter¬ 
ritory, 06 well as a small portion of territory on the 
mainland, opposite the island of Pulo Pangkor. 

Towards the end of 1875 disturbances arose in 
the States in question, Mr. Birch, the British 
Resident at Perak, was murdered, a force sent to 
apprehend the murderers was resisted; and, at tho 
same time tho Kesidency in Sungei Ujong was 
menaced by bodies of Malays from some of the 
States near Malacca. 

Under the prompt and energetic measures taken 
by the Governor, Sir W. Jervois, these outbreaks 
were suppressed in the course of alKiut two months. 
Troops were obtained from India and China, a 
naval brigade was landed, and a native contingent 
organized. The forces in Perak under Major- 
General Colbome and Captain Buller, R.K., 
occupied that State; a military and naval force 
under the direction of Colonel Anson, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Penang, and commanded by Colonel 
Hill, of the 1st Qhoorkhas, and Captain Sterling, 
R.N., drove the enemy from a strong fortified 
position in Sungei Ujong, and dispersed the mal¬ 
contents in that quarter. During these operations, 
Selangor remained tolerably quiet. 

Since the military occupation of Perak, thoso 
concerned in the murder of Mr. Birch have beeti 
captured and punished, some of the chiefs being 
bsnLshed to tho Seychelles. Peace end order now 
reign throughout the peninsula, and the goveru- 
tnent of the State has assumed a setSed form. In 
Perak, Selangor, and Sungei Ujong, Residents have 
been appoint^ who are assisted by a staff of 
European officers, and it is tlieir duty to aid the 
uativo rulers by ^vice, and to carry out certain 
executive functions delegated to them. The su- 
preme authority in Perak and Selangor is vested 
in the State Council, consistiug iu each State of 
the highest native authorities and the principal 
English officials.

■iuoe been, a place of no commercial importance, 
but possessing great undeveloped agricultural 
resouroea Penang soon acquired a monopoly of 
ilie trade of the Malayan Peninsula and Sumatra, 
aud had a largo traffic with Cliiua, Siam, 
Borneo, the Celeboa other places in the archi¬ 
pelago not reduced to mercantile subjection by the 
butch; but DO sooner was Singapore establishod 
than Penang in its turn declined in importance, as 
the greater TMurt of the extensive Eastern trade 
centm at Singapore, and Penang came to de¬ 
pend chiefly on the local trade, which has 
largely increased in consequence of the opening 
out of the extensive tin mines in I.arut, Kollaug, 
Selangor, Junk Ceylon, the Settlement oi Deli, on 
the coast of Sumatra, Ac, 

Penang, or Prince of Wales* Island as it is offi¬ 
cially called, w'as the first British eettlement on the 
Malayan Peninsula, having been ceded to the 
EngUeh by the Kaja of Ke<lab in 1785, with the 
proviso that the sum of 16,000 dole, lx* annually paid 
U> the Raja of Kedah as long as the British occupy 
t)»e island. In 1798, in consequence of the preva¬ 
lence of piracy on the shores of the mainland op¬ 
posite Penang, a strip of the coast of the mainland 
w as acquired from the Raja, now called Provinoo 
Wellesley. It extends from the Muds River to 


I the Krian River, a distance of 86 miles, containing 
I in all 284 square miles. This province is in a high 
I state of cultivation, when compared with the neigh. 

1 bouring territories. The oensus of 1871 gives a 
population of 71,000, who are almost entirely en¬ 
gaged in agriculture, the chief articles cultivated be¬ 
ing sugar, paddy, and cocoa-nuts. In 1806 Pouang 
was made a separate Presidency under the B^t 
India Company, of equal rank with Madras and 
Bombay. In 1^26 Singapore and Malacca were 
incorporated with it under one Government, 

I Penang still remaining the seat of Government. 

In 1832 the seat of Government was transferred to 
; Sin^pore. 

Sin^pore was taken posaossion of by Sir Stam¬ 
ford names in 1819, by virtue of a treaty with the 
Malayan princes. It was at first subordinate to Ben¬ 
coolen in Sumatra, but in 1823 it was placed under 
the Government of Bengal: it was a/terwards, as 
above stated, inoorporatea with Penang aud 
Malacca, and placea under the Governor and 
Council of the Incorporated Settlement 

The anarchy prevailing in some states of the 
Malayan Peninsula, and especially in Perak, has been 
for years a source of disquiet to the Straits Settle¬ 
ments community, and a hindrance to the prosperity 
of British traders. In the beginning of 1874 steps 
were taken by Sir A. Clarke to remedy this state of 
things by stationing British residents in Perak and 
Selangor, and in tl^ small state of Sunmi Ujong. 
to advise their rulers respecting the cmlection of 
revenue and general administration. With a view 
also of enabling the British Authorities to keep order 
in that part of the Peninsula, a strip of Und south of 
Province Wellesley, about 10 miles broad, be^nd 
the Krian river, has boon atx^uired as British Ter¬ 
ritory, as well as a small portion of territory on the 
mainland, opposite the island of Pulo Pangkor. 

Towards tlie end of 1875 disturbances arose in 
the States in question, Mr. Birch, the British 
Resident at Perak, was murdored, a force sent to 
apprehend the murderers was resisted; and, at the 
same time the Rosidsney in Sungei Ujong was 
menaced by bodies of Malays from some of the 
States near Malacca. 

Under the prompt and energetic measnres taken 
by the Governor, Sir W. Jervois, these outbreaks 
were suppressed in the course of about two months. 
Troops wore obtained from India and China, a 
naval brigade w'as landed, and a native contingent 
organized. The forces in Perak under Major- 
General Colborno and Captain BuUer, R.N., 
occupied that State; a military and naval force 
under the direction of Colonel Anson, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Penang, and commanded by Colonel 
Hill, of the let Gboorkhas, and Captain Sterling. 
R.N., drove the enemy from a strong fortified 
{KMition in Sungei Ujong, and dispersed the mal¬ 
contents in that quarter. During theee operations, 
Selangor remained tolerably quiet. 

Since the military occupation of Perak, those 
concerned in the murder of Mr. Birch have been 
captured and puniehed. some of the chiefs beiug 
banished to the Seycbellos. Peace and order now 
reign throughout the peninsula, and the govern¬ 
ment of the State has assumed a aottiod form. In 
Perak, Selangor, aud Sungei Ujong, Residents have 
been appoint^ who are assisted by a staff of 
European officers, and it is their duty to aid the 
native rulers by advice, and to carry out certain 
executive functions delegated to them. The su. 
preme autbori^ in Perak and Selangor is vested 
in tlie State Cfouncil, consisliug in each State of 
the highest native authorities and the principal 
English officials. In Sungei Ujong, tne chisi 
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native authority is the Datoh Kl&na, who is not at 

S resent assisted by a counciL The Residents are 
irectly under the Qovernmont of the Straits Set- 
tloments. 

The duty on the export of tin forms the largest 
item of the revenue of these States. The country^ 
however, is otherwise rich, and offers great ad¬ 
vantages for the cultivation of coffee, cinchona, 
tea, Ac., on its high lands, and of paddy in the 
valleys. It is not possible to form any accurate 
estimate of the population; but it is known that 
since the war the increase among the Chinese has 
been very great

The government of the Straits Settlements con¬ 
sists of a Governor, aided by an Executive and Legis¬ 
lative Council: the latter b^y comprising 11 official 
members and 6 unofficial nominated members. 

The Military Force consists of half a battery of 
Royal Artillery and one Battalion of an Infantry 
Regiment, of which one Company is stationed at 
Mfuaoca, two Companies and a few Artillery at 
Penang, and the remaiuder at Singapore. 

PdptUation, 

In Penang and Province Wellesley, the Malay 
race predominates. The Chinese rank next, and 
constitute about a fourth of the whole population; 
the remainder being marie up of Europeans and 
their descendants, natives ot the Madras and 
Coromandel coasts (called Chuliahs and Klings), 
Burmese, Siamese, and Bengalees. 

In Malacca the Malays form a still larger pro¬ 
portion of the population, their numbers amount¬ 
ing to more than three-fourths of the whole. Hero 
also the Chinese are found in g^at numbers, form¬ 
ing about a sixth of the inhabitants, Europeans and 
their descendants, native born Portuguese, natives 
of India and Arabs, makiug up the rest. 

The population of Singapore is more varied in its 
compontioD, the Chinese being by far the most 
numerous section of the inhabitants. 

The census of 1871 is considered to be far from 
correct in point of Chinese population, as they were 
unwilling to give correct returns, fearing that a 
poll-tax would follow the census, and it is estimated 
that 20 per cent, might be added to the figures; 
the result of the returns is as follows:—

Trade. 

The Straits ports are wholly free from duties on 
imfiorts or exports, nor are tonnage dues levied for 
general purposes, and the only tax to wliich 
shipping entering the port is liable, consists of a 
very moderate one, of 3 cents or 14<f. per ton re¬ 
gister, in support of thcllorsburgh ana Raffles Light- 
huuses at the eastern and w'estern entrances to the 
roads of Sin^pore, a liglit on the north sands 
about the middle of the Straits of Malacca, and 
another at Cape Raebado. 

The chief exports comprise tin, sugar, pepper, 
nutmegs, mace, sago, tapioca, rice, buffalo hides 
and horns, rattans, gutta, india-rubber, gambier, 
gum, coffee, dyestuffs, tobacco, Ac. Of those the 
only articles produced to any considerable extent 
in our own territories are gambier and pepper (in 
Siumpore); tapioca fehiefiy in Malacca and I'rov. 
Wellesley): rice (in Prov. Wellesley and Malacca), 
and sugar (in Prov. Wellesley). I n the Province an 
attempt has recently been made with some success to 
cultivate the tea-plant

TASKAKIA. 

General Description. 

Tasmania is an island at the southern extremity 
of the continent of New Holland, from which it is 
divided by Basa*s Straits, 120 miles a*ide: the im¬ 
portant gold-producing colony of Victoria being 
on the other side of the straita. The surface is 
diversiOed by ranges of hills and valleya, with 
occasionally large plains. Tasmania is the most 
healthy of all the British colonies, and is never

too hot in summer nor too cold in winter for out¬ 
door occupations to be carried on; nor is it subject 
to the droughts experienced in other Australian 
colonies. 

The three spring months commence in Septem¬ 
ber, summer in December, autumn in March, and 
winter in June. 

Taking the average of 86 years at Hobart Town, 
the mean heat of spring is 56°; summer, 62°; 
autumn, 56°; and winter, 47° ; of the whole year, 
55°, which—compared with that of London, 51°; 
Edinburgh, 47°; Quebec, 41°; New York, 51°— 
shows a superiority of climate over those places. 
Rain falls on an average 148 days in the year, and 
the rainfall is a little more than *24 inches. 

All the principal towns are united by telegraph. 

There are 1,082 miles of telegraph open in the 
colony. 

There is an electric cable between Tasmania 
and Victoria, whence land-lines extend to New 
South Wales, Queensland, Adelaide, and South 
AaBtralia,tbe starting point of a line across theAns- 
tralian continent to Port Darwin, and thence to 
England rid Java. 

The colony is placed in telegrraph commnnication 
with New Zealand, rid Sydney (New South Wales) 
by means of submarine cable. 

Steamers run between Melbourne and Hobart 
Town and Launceston twice and sometimes thrice a 
week. Direct mail steamer from Hobart Town to 
Sydney every fortnight. Direct mail steamer from 
Hobart Town to New Zealand once a month. There 
is also a steamer trading between Launceston and 
the north-west ports of Tasmania and Melbourne 
every ten days. Sailing vessels are continuallv 
depariiug from Hobart Town or Launceston to all 
the Australian colonies and New Zealand. The 
mail steamer from Melbourne to Galle and London 
every four weeks, 48 days rid Brindisi—55 days 
rid Southampton. The mail steamer from 8)'dney 
to San Francisco and thence to London, via New 
York, every four weeks; time about 60 days. Tho 
mail steamer rid Brisbane, Singapore, and Gallo 
every four weeks; passage from Tasmania about 
70 daysL Sailing vessels of 600 to 700 tons direct 
to London in summer months. Clipiwr ships of 
heavy tonnage as well as steamers of large power 
and tonnage from Melbourne all the year round. 

There are X78 post towns in Tasmania. 

There is no postage on newspapers to the United 
Kingdom, the other Australian colonies, or any 
part of Tasmania, when posted in the island. 

The post office money order system is in force 
for orders on the Australian colonieB, New Zealand, 
Great Britain, and Ireland, up to 10/. for each order. 

The island contains 154 million acrea of land, 
and the islands connected witli it contain 14 mil¬ 
lion acres: 4,193,4'15 acres have been sold or 
granted to settlers by the Crown; leaving in the 
bands of the Crown land to the amount of about 
12,584,555 acres, of which 1,764,000 acres are leased 
by settlers for sheep runs or other purposes. 

Tho colony —which is 170 miles from N. to S., 
and 160 from R to W.—is divided into 18 cnimties. 

The adjacent ialands are 55 in number, most of 
them being in Bass's Straits. 

Besides the corporations of the city of Hobart 
Town and toe-n of Lannoeston, tliere are ninoteeu 
rural municipal councils in the colony, each with 
its warden and a sufficient police, and nine police 
districts. 

Benevolent societies, working men’s clubs, homes 
for the poor, asylums for the insane, hospitals 
for tho sick, an asylum for orphans, three asyhtms 
for paupers, reformatories, boys' home, town uubs;au, 
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Bible eodetieB, temperenoe sooietiee, Odd Fellows' 
Societies, Freemaeons* lodges, gardeners' societies, 
and agricultaral associations, have been established, 
and are in active oMration. 

The main road from the port of Hobart Town 
to Launceston is 120 miles long, passes tlirough 
the centre of the colony, and is maintained 
in excellent order by the Government: all the 
other roads are under the care of trustees, who 
raised rates and maintained the roads and bridges 
in repair at an expense of 80,1664 in the year 1877. 

A line of railway 184 miles In length to connect 
the two ports of Hobart Town and Launceston has 
been constructed by an English Company; the 
colony guaranteeing to pay interest at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum on a sum not exceeding 
660,0004 for 80 years upon due fulfilment of the con¬ 
tract and maintenance of the line during that period. 

There is also a railway from the port of l4iun- 
oeston to Deloraiue, 45 miles in len^h, passing 
through some of the best agricultural lands of the 
colony. It cost 610,0004 

Land, 

The npset price of Crown land fit for agriculture 
is 14 an acre; and the upset price of pastoriil lands 
a sum equal to 12 years' rental, but not less than 
6 «. an acre. 

Any person may select for purchase, by private 
contract with the Government, one lot of agricul¬ 
tural land not exceeding 320 acres, at 14 an acre, 
on the following terms, as exemplified to the extent 
of 100 acres:—

And so on in pro;>ortion for any greater or smaller 
area than 100 acres. 

When 600 acres shall have been sold in not less 
than 10 lots adjoining or close to each other, the 
Governor in Council is emi>owered to raise a sum 
not exceeding half of such purchase money for the 
purpose of constructing a road or roads in the 
vicinity of the lota. 

Credit is allowed on all purchases above 154 
The various islands belonging to Tasmania may be 
leased for 14 years by rent payable in advance for 
each year. 

The Act also empowers the Immigration Board 
to permit any piTson, who has paid his family's 
passAge-monoy in i^abin, to demand, within a year 
after Viis arrival in the colony, a certificate to select 
80 acres of land for himself, ^ for his wife, and 10 
for each clnld accomfiauying him or joining him 
within twelve iiiontlis. 

And for these lands a grant will issue after five 
years' rt*sidence within the colony: but the order 
will not be forfeited by the death of the emigrant 
if his family remain. 

The Emigration and Colonists' Aid Corporation, 
22, Queen Anne’s Gate, Westminster, London, is the 
agency now employed by the Tasmanian Board of 
Immigraliun. 

Imludry. 

The exiKvrts of the island are principally wool, 
tin, grain, fruit, preserves, gold, hiding, skins, and 


leather, hope, sperm otl, timber, vegetables, and 
tanning bark. 

The land in cultivation in 1879, was 866,911 
acres. There were in the colony 129,817 horned 
cattle and 1,885,970 sheep. The quantity of wool 
exported in the year 1879 was 7,886,002 lbs., valued 
at 407,2274 

Tasmania poesessee a great source of wealth in her 
minerals, which are now being turned to account. 
Coal, abundant in quantity and of good quality, 
is found in many pairis of the islancL Iron ores 
exist in great quantities, and iron of the finest 
quality has been product from them. Tin in 
immense quantities has been discovered at Mount 
Bischoff, the whole mountain being said to be 
intersect^ with veins of that ore. Toe north-east 
portion of the island is aleo rich in that mineral. 
‘I'here exists in the island an enormous lode of 
bismuth, said to be the richest in the world. 
Copper, silver, and antimony have also been found, 
the copper yielding 80 per cent, of metal. Along 
the Dortberc coast is to be found slate of first-rate 
quality. 

in the elevated plateau which occupies the centre 
of the island, ore numerous lakes, which by means 
of irrigation might be made to spread fertility 
over a large surface, and furnish ri<^ posture land 
for stock. 

In these various ways profitable employment 
might be found for a largo amount of capital and 
labour, and Tasmania might become one of the 
most prosperous and agreeable of the Australasian 
colonies. 

Cauns. 

On Slst December, 1879, the ponolotion of Tas¬ 
mania was 111,208, of whom 62,467 were females. 
The death-rate of 1879 was 15-18 to the 1,000 of 
the population, but for 1868-73 it was only 14 per 
1,000. The number of bouses is 20,864. The black 
aboriginal population is now extinct. 

Over sixty medical men practise tbeir profession 
throughout the island. 

Throe hundred and sixteen churches and chapels 
are erected in various parts; and in addition to 
the numerous private schools, there are 171 Go¬ 
vernment schools, having 12,652 scholars on the 
rolls; and several scholarships are maintained by 
the colony, the best being the t\ro annual Tas¬ 
manian scholarships, tenable at on English qeu^ 
versity for four years, of 200/. a year each. There 
ore also 14 yearly exhibitions from primary to 
superior schools, each ton able for four years, varying 
from 164 to 204 a year. 

There wore 29,444 persons in Tasmania who 
conld not read, according to the census, on 7th of 
February, 1870 of whom 14,000 were under 6 years 
old. 

Hobart Town is a oity of considerable sixe, 
containing (in 16^0) 19,092 inhabitants, and 88 
places of worship. The city has been much im- 
iroved of late years by the addition of several 
umdsome public buildiugs. 

Launceston, the seennn town of tho colony, con¬ 
tains a population of 10,668 porsons. 

CotutiMioH, 

The constitution of Tasmania was settled by 
local Act (18 Viet, No. 17): by this Act a Legisla¬ 
tive Council and House of Assembly ore consti¬ 
tuted, called the Parliament of Tasmania.” 

The Legislative Council consists of sixteen mem¬ 
bers, elected for thirteen electoral districts. Kvery 
memlier of the Legislative Council holds his seat 
for six years from tho dsy of his election, at the 
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expiration of which time hie eeat shall be vacant. 

competency of the Council is not affected by 
vacancies,so long ae seven raombors remain. No 
judge of the Supreme Court can be a member of 
the legislative Council. The qualification for a 
member is to be thirty years of age, and a natural- 
bom or naturalized subject. The qualification for 
an elector is the poHsessiou of a freehold estate of 30/. 
annual value, or being a barrister, graduate, or 
minister of religion, or an officer of the army or 
navy. 

Tuo House of Assembly consisU of thirty-two 
members, elected for the same number of electoral 
diatricta. Anv natural* bom or naturalized subject 
can be elected, provided that he is not a judge of 
the Supreme Court. The duration of the Assembly 
is five years. The qualification of an elector for the 
Assembly is property of the value of 50/. in the 
district for wUch he votes, or household property 
of the annual value of 7/.; or being a barrister or 
solicitor on the roll of the Supreme Court, or le¬ 
gally qualified medical practitioner or minister of 
religion, Ac., resident for twelve months before in 
the district. Voting by ballot is regulated by 21 
Viet, No. 82. 

The Governor Is aided by a Cabinet of respon¬ 
sible Ministers.

THS TKANSVAAl^ 

^uation and General Description. 

The Transvaal Territory lies between the 22nd 
and 28th parallel of south latitude, and the 26° and 
30^° oast longitude. It may be said generally to 
be bounded by tlie Oran^ River, the Lebombo 
Mountains, the Limpopo Uivor, and tlie Kalihari 
Desert; but the boundaries remain in some direc¬ 
tions still undefined. The area is about 114,000 
square miles. 

The southern portion of the territory Is traversed 
from west to east by a high plateau, which forma 
the w’atorsbed between the rivers running south 
and those running north, of which the chief are re¬ 
spectively the Vaal and the Liropopa Besides this 
elevated plateau, called the Hooge Veldt, there are 
tliree mountain ranges which cross the country from 
west to east, of which the most northerly and im¬ 
portant is called the Zontpansberg, in the district 
of the same name. Detached ranges, which are 
continuations of the Drakensberg Mountains,extend 
from the Natal boundary to the Oliphont's River, 
north of Lydonbnrg, in the eastern districts. 
These rise in places to an elevation of 7,000 feet. 

The country is well watered, and rich in springs, 
and the surface soil is covert^ with a sward of a 
particularly good quality, affording iiasturago for 
Dorses, sheep, and cattle. In the southern districts 
the habit has existed of burning off the gross in the 
dry winter season, on the ground that it improved 
the pasturage. This practice has produced a great 
scarcity of shrubs and trees. In tbo middle and 
north parts of the country vegetation is plentiful 
and luxuriant, and there still exist some extensive 
forests^ the principal of which are the Pongola 
Bush, in Utrecht, and the Houtboeoh in Zoutpans- 
lierg, in which latter forest ebony and mahe^any 
trees have been found, of considerable height and 
dimensions. 

All the districts of the Colony are well adapted 
for cattle breeding and the growth of cereals. In 
the south, also, ^at is in Potchefstnwm, South 
Pretoria, Heidelberg, Now Scotland, Middelberg, 
Wakkurstrooiu, and Utrecht, Ikorses can be bred, 
but iu the middle and north districts, such as North 
Pretoria, Lydenburg, Zoutpansberg, and W'ater- 
J«rg, the conditions are unfavourable for breeding 
horses, as also for breeding small stock. These 
latter districts are suitable to the production of 
^ugar-cane, coff<>e, and cotton. The Transvaal is 
) ich in minerals, such as gold, copper, lead, cobalt, 
iron, and coal. Auriferous quartz was discovered 
by a German traveller, in 186H, in a range of bills 
ji«»rth uf the Oliphant's River, afterwards called 





NOTE AS TO BOUNDARIES. 

The boundaries of the Transvaal have tn certain parts not been 
accurately defined^ not made the subject of soHefactory agreement 
with the Native Tribes ; and no two geographers have traced them 
alike. It would he confusing to show on the accompanying map 
the boundary line of each geographer; and it will suf/ice to 
indicate what were the limits assigned to the Republic by the 
German Geographer Petermann in his Map of 1870 {light red)^ 
and what are the additions claimed for the Transvaal in the Maps 
of 1877-8 by Mr. Jeppe^ the local geographer {which are shown 
in medium red). 
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Murchiflon's RangM. In 1873, alluTial gold was 
found in the district of Lydenburg, where there is 
now a digging popnlation of some hundreds. Gold 
has also DMD found at Buffelspoort Farm, in the 
district of Waterberg, on the Crocodile and Komati 
Itivers, at Scboenspruit, in the district of Marico, on 
the town lards of PreU>Ha,and at Marabastad, where 
the ^Id mine is worked by an English company. 

There are at present no statistics to show the 
extent of the trade of the country. 

BUtory, 

The first European settlers in the Transraal 
Territory were emigrant Cape farmera The origi¬ 
nal destination of these emigrants was Natal, but 
upon the annexation of Natal to the English Crown, 
most of them left the new district, and turning back 
oyer the Drakensberg went, some to the Orange 
River Territory, and others to the country beyond 
the VaaL In 1848 British sovereignty was extended 
over the Orange River Territory, but no attempt 
was made by the British Government to exer¬ 
cise authority over its unwilling subjects beyond 
the Vaal, ana in January, 1852, a treaty was made 
with them, containing a promise that they 
would not be interfered with in the management 
of their own affairs. This treaty is known as 
the Band River Convention. The emigrants at 
the time formed three independent communities, 
which did not unite until 1868, when they adopted 
for themselves the name of the South African Ke- 
public. After 15 years of somewhat chequered 
nistorv, the people of the Transvaal elected as 
President the Rev. Thomas Burgers, a clergyman 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, from the Cape 
Colony, and high ho^s were entertained by many 
for the future of the Republic under his guidance. 
These hopes were not fulfilled. Misfortunes fol¬ 
lowed one another in rapid succession, and only 
ended with the collapse of the Government, and 
the extinction of the ^public. 

The President early conceived the project of a 
railway to be made from Dclagoa Bay into the 
Republic, to carry its produce profitably to the sea; 
and to promote this project he visited Europe 
in 1876, concluded a treaty with Portugal and 
essayed to launch a loan ot 800,000/. in Amster¬ 
dam, of which, however, only about 74,000/. were 
Mubscribed. This money he spent in buying plant for 
the proposed railway, part of which is now lying 
at Delagoa Bay. In the meantime the provisional 
Government of the Republic had drifted into a dis¬ 
pute with the formidable Zulu King, Cetywayo, 
touching the boundary of Utrecht Province; and on 
his return the President himself engaged, first in a 
dispute with, and then in actual military ot^rations 
a^inst Bikukuni,a small Bcchuana chief liviug on 
the north-east of the Republic, whose country 
was claimed under an ambiguous and not very 
intelligible treaty in the Dutch language, to which 
some Boers had obtained the assent of Sikukuni's 
father in the year 1867. The operations against 
Bikukuni, which were upon a large scale looking 
to the resources of the Republic, and were directed 
in person by the President, ended in disaster. 
The Republican field army melted away, a guerilla 
war, however, being continued by a small merce¬ 
nary force, until a peace was concluded early in 1877. 
In the meantime the defeat of the Boers by an insig¬ 
nificant tribe of an nnwarlike branch of the native 
race, and their inability to repair the disaster, were 
producing the most alarming excitement in the 
native mind, and, the peace of nouth Africa being in 
evident peril, Her Majesty's Govemment at once 
dospatchedBir TheuphiiusBhepbtooe, who happened 


to be in London at the time, to South Africa, as a 
Special Commissioner from Her Majesty, to watch 
events, and take such action as might be necessary 
to secure the general peace. When Bir Theonhilus 
Shepstone arrived in the Transvaal, he found that 
the peace with Bikukuni was but a hollow one, as 
the chief declared that be had never assented to, 
and knew nothing of its principal article: while 
at the same time the attitude of the Zulu King on 
the east was such that his irruption into the 
RepuUio with an overwhelming force might 
at any mofnent be expected. The condition of 
the Government was past hope. The finances, 
which had nsver flourished, had wholly gone to 
ruin under the strain of war expenditure and a 
foreign loan. The public servants were unpaid. 
The treasury was empty. The public debt 
was 295,071/. The people would no lonmr pay 
taxea. and the banks, to which the Mpu olic 
was Wvily in debt, refused further advances. 
The coercive authority of the Government over 
its own subjects had ceased, sod its defensive 
power against the enemies whom it had pro¬ 
voked was si/. In these circumstances—the Re¬ 
publican Govemment having in effect ceased to 
exist, and being incapsble of revival—Bir Tbeophilus 
Shepstone saw no other course but to nroclaim the 
Queen’s sovereignty, and set up a uovemment. 
This he did on the 12th of April oy a proclamation 
which was approved by Her Majesty. 

T be annexation of the T ranavaal was effected with¬ 
out the aid of phvsical force. Sir T. Shepstone at 
the time bad with him but a few mounted police¬ 
men and Her Majesty’s troops did not arrive In the 
province for some time after the English Govern¬ 
ment had been set np, with the apparent acquies¬ 
cence of the public in general. Bat subsequently 
a revulsion of feeling took place, and two depu¬ 
tations w’ere sent to Englana after annexation, to 
represent those who were opposed to that measure 
and desired a withdrawal of the British Govern¬ 
ment In each case the answer of Her 
Majesty’s Government was a decided negative. 

On the entry of Her Majesty’s present sdvisers 
into office, a telegraphic message was sent by tlie 
Secretar]^ of Btato for the Colonics to the Transvaal, 
to make it known that Her Majesty’s sovereignty 
conld not be vnthdrawn from the Territory. This 
moBs^e provoked no outburst of feeling at first, 
but in December, 1880, a majority of me Boers 
broke ont into open rebellion. 

The Govemment was administered by Bir 
Thoophilus Bhepstone until March, 1879, w&n he 
was succeeded by Bir Owen Lanyon. 

TheOffloers Commanding the Troops, if not below 
the rank of a Lieut-Ckilonei, holds s dormant com¬ 
mission to admiuister the Govemment in the 
absence of the Lieutenant Governor. In the event 
of his being unable to act, the Colonial Secretary 
holds a second dormant commission. 

By Letters Patent, bearing date the 8th Novem¬ 
ber, 1879, an Executive Council and Legislative 
Assembly were constituted for the TransvaaL The 
former consists of 

The Administrator. 

The Officer Commanding the Troops. 

The Colonial Secretarv. 

The Attorney General, 

The Becretary for Native Affairs, 
and thrpe nominated members, who each rsoeive 
800/. per annum. 

The Legislative Assembly comprises the mem¬ 
bers of tlie Executive Council, together with the 
Chief Jnstioe, and six nominated members. 

The energies of the Government were at first 
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largdpr occupied in dealing with the renewed 
hoetihty of Sikukuni, and guarding against threat¬ 
ened danger on the Zulu bordert where the new 
Government succeeded to the long-pending bound¬ 
ary quarrel between Cetywayo and the late Re¬ 
public. Both chiefs have now been defeated and 
taken captive by the Imperial Forcee. 

Financt, 

The principal sources of revenue are quit-rents, 
transfer duties, poll-tax, an import duty on all 

f oods brought into the country, stamps, fees, and 
afflr taxes, the yield of which has hitherto been 
but trifling. 

The revenue and expenditure of the late Govern¬ 
ment for the last three years of its existence were

TRINIDAD. 

Thb island of Trinidad lies to the eastward of 
Venezuela, between 10® 8' and 10° 60' N. latitude, 
and 61° 89' and 62° of W. longitude from Green¬ 
wich. Its area is ^764 square miles. It is sepa¬ 
rated from the continent of America by the Gulf 
of Paria, into which fall the northern mouths of 
the Orinoco. 

History. 

Trinidad was first discovered by Columbus, on 
his third voya^, on the 31 st July, 1496; and taken 
possession of bv him for the Crown of Spain. No 
<Governor was, however, appointed by the kings of 
Spain until 1532, and even then, and for many 3 'ear 8 
aiterwards, the Spanish colonists bad the greatest 
difficulty in maintaining any footing in the island. 

Trinidad made scaredy any progress until 1783, 
when, in consemience of the representations made 
to the Court of Madrid by M. Romo de St Laurent, 
a French planter of Grenada, who. when on a visit 
to the island, bad been struck by its extraordinary 
fertility, a Royal oedula or proclamation was 
issued, by which extraordinary advantages were 
offered to foreigners of all nations to settle in 
Trinidad, the sole condition imposed, and that nol 
very strictlv insisted upon, being that they should 
profess the Roman Catholic religion. The conse¬ 
quence of this proclamation was a large influx of 
population, which was soon augment^ by many 
French families, who were driven from St. 
Domingo and elsewhere, bv the terrible events of 
the French Revolution, and to this cause is to be 
traced the great preponderam'e of the French 
element in a colony which never belonged to 
France. 

On the 12th February, 1797, Great Britain being 
then at war with Spain, a British expedition sailed 
from Martinique for the reduction of Trinidad. 

The fleet was under the command of Rear-Ad¬ 
miral Harvey, and consisted of 18 vessels, carrying 
760 guns. The military force, numbering in an 
6,760 rank and file, was led by Sir Ralp^ Aber¬ 
crombie. 

The expedition resulted in the surrender of the 
island to His Majesty's forces, and on the 18th 
February, 1797, the articles of capitulation were 
signed by Abercrombie, Harvey, and Chacon, the 
Spanish governor. 

Trinidj^ was held for a few )rears as a military 
conquest, during which period it was governed by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas Picton, Aide-dc-Camp 
to Sir Ralph Abercrombie. 

In 1802 it was finally ceded to the Crown of 
Great Britain by the Treaty of Amiens. 

General Description. 

The soil is varied, and extremely fertile, and 
excellently adapted to the growth of tropical pro¬ 
ducts, more particularly of sugar and cacao, which 
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ane its staples. Coffee has of late been lar^ly 
cultivated, aod with ^eat success, bidding fair to 
become a very considerable factor in the future 
exporting power of the colony. Tobacco of a 
superior quality is also largely nown. 

The climate of Trinidad is nealthy, and by no 
means hurtful to Europeans, provid^ they take 
reasonable precautions. 

The chief town and principal port of Trinidad 
is Port of Spain (population 80,000), situated on 
a gently inclined pl^n, near the north-east angle 
of the Qulf of Paim 

The next town and port is San Fernando (popu- 
iation 6,000), about 80 miles south from Port of 
Spain. 

The harbour is the finest in the West Indies. 

A pitch lake, 90 acres in extent, is situated ic 
the ward of La Brea, about 80 miles from Port 
of Spain; it is of considerable value, aod yields 
a aliffbt revenue to the island. 

Of the total area of Trinidad, which is esti¬ 
mated at about 1,125,000 acres, the alienated 
acreage is given below, according to the last

The population of tlie island by the censu-s of 
1871 was stated to have been 109,638; it is now 
probably about 125,000. 

Communication l^tween Port of Spain aod San 
Fernando is at present maintained principallv by 
means of the Onll steamers, which ply daily, calling 
at iutermediate points, and proceeding on Thursdays 
and Saturdays as far as Cc(U*os, in the south-western 
part of the island, s total distance of sixty miles 
from Port of Spain. 

/?ai/tray«. 

The railway from Port of Sjpein to Arima fl6 
miles) was opened in 1876. TheConva line (18 
milss from tne junction at St. Joseph. 24 miles 
in all from Port of Spain) was opened in 1880, 
and the further extension to San Fernando (7 milee), 
already commenced, will probably be completed at 
an early date. There are also 7 miles oi railway 
between San Fernando and Savana Grande, and 
short l|iies at Chaguanas and in the Guaracara 
valley, used chiefly for the conveyance of sugar. 
These lines will no doubt become of greater im¬ 
portance when united with the main line. 

MunicipalitifM. 

The towns of Port of Spain and San Fernando 
are under the jurisdiction of borough councils, the 
former oonsistiog of fifteen elective members, the 
latter of seven. 

One of the members is annually chosen mayor. 

Pottal Communicatiem*, 

There is a General Post Office in Port of Spain, 
a branch office at San Fernando, and 27 out offices 
throughout the island. 

The money order system has been established 
between the United Kingdom and the island, and 


orders are issued at the General Post Office and at 
the San Fernando office. 

Trinidad has joined the Postal Union. 

The number of steamers calling at Trinidad has 
within the last few years increai^ considerably, 
the number per month being now 17, viz., 2 royal 
mail steamers, 2 royal mail cargo steamers. 2 of the 
Transatlantic Company's steameiu from 8t Nazaire, 
1 French cargo steamer from Bordeaux, 2 of the 
West India and Pacific Lino, and one of the Harrison 
Line from Liverpool; 1 Clyde steamer, 2 of the 
Quebec and Gulf Line from America, and4 steamers 
running between the island and Venezuela. Mails 
are regularly forwarded and received by all these 
steamers. 

Coolie JmmigrxUioH, 

Immigration from India is condnrted under 
Government control. Under this head 66,168/. 
was expended in 1878, besides the fixed establiali- 
ment of the department, the cost of which is about 
4,000/. The number of Indian immigrants im¬ 
ported daring each of the last three years was as 
follows:—

Dtfence. 

A volunteer corps was established in 1879, 
having 170 members in Port of Spain, and nearly 
half that number in San Fernando. There is also 
a Bifie Association. 

The Police Force of the island consists of an in¬ 
spector-commandant, two inspectors, one clerk, 
two sergeant-majors, 31 sergeants, 25 corporal>, 
26 lance corpurds, and 250 constables. There 
is also a water police, with 2 coxswains auU 
8 policemen. The cost of the establishment is 
28^64/. annually. 

EducatUm, 

Education has made considerable progress in 
Trinidad for some years past The schools are of 
two kinds, one secular, and snpported entirely by 
Government, the other denominational, aided only 
by the Government For higher educadon there 
are the Queen's Royal College (secular), and its 
affiliated Roman Catholic institution, the College 
of the Immaculate Conception. Attached to thebo 
institutions are exhibitions or scholarships of Che 
annual value of 150/., each tenable for three years 
at some university in Great Britain or Ireland. 
Four of these exhibitions may be gained annually 
by such students of either College as pass the re¬ 
quired examination. There were at the end of 
1878 seventy-two students on the books of the 
Queen's Royal College, and one hundred and thirty- 
five on those of the College of the Immacnlate 
Conception. 

From the Government primary schools to the 
Queen's Royal College there are annually open to 
competition three free admissions, each tenable for 
three years. 

The primary schools are now ninety in number, 
fifty of which are secular schools supported entirely 
by Government, and forty denominational and 
assisted. The Government schools are genemlly 
well supplied with school requisites; their furniture 
is constructed on good models, and some of them 
are held in creditable bnildings. Fees are exacted 
and paid with great regularity, the usual rates being 
three pence per head per week; at some schoolK the 
cliarge is two shillings per month, aod at the Model 
Schools five shillings per mouth. There is a re- 
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dnction when the fees are paid quarterly in advanc^ 
and reduced rates are charged for the second and 
third children in a family. In connexion wiili the 
Boys’ Model School there is a Training College for 
• maJe teachers, which admits twelve resident imA 
four non-resident students. In connexion witn 
the Girls’ Model School there is a kindergarten 
department for infants. The staff of the Govern¬ 
ment schools includes 46 masters, 4 mistresses, 6 
assistant masters, 48 assistant and work 
tresses, and 86 pupil teachers, paid monitors, and 
normal students. There is an examination of 
teachers annually, the conditions of wldch are 
similar to those in force in England.

Besides the public schools of which mention has 
been made above, there are many private adventure 
schools, the largest of which is the Convent Board¬ 
ing and Day School for girls. Under the Presbv- 
tenan Coolie Misfdon there are twelve esUte schools 
having about 600 pupils; so that it may be roughly 
estimated that the number of chUdren attending 
school in Trinidad is about 9,000. 

OatfemmefU. 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
with an executive coundl of three members. The 
legislaUve body isa Council, including the Ooveroor, 
who is President, 6 official, and 8 unofficial members, 
all of whom are appointed by the Crown.

TT7BKS AND CAJCOS ISLANDS* 

These islands were formerly included, for pur¬ 
poses of government, among the Baluuna group, 
from which they were separated iu 1848 by Act 
of the Bahama Legislature. The following is an 
extract from that Act:—“ The Islands of Grand 
and Salt Cay, together with the small islands 
and Cays immediately adjacent thereto, and which, 
together with the said Islands of Grand and 
Salt Cay, are commonly known and designated 
as *The Turks Islands,' and the Islands and 
Cays, commonly known and designated as the 
* Caicos Islands,^ together with all the banks and 
Cays situate, lying, and being to the eastward of 
the said Turks Islands and Caicos Islands, and 
comprised within, or deemed part of, or apMr- 
tainiog to Your Majesty’s Bahama Islands, shall 
cease to be component parts of the Bahama Govern- 
meut," Ac. 

The Turks and Caicos Islands He between 21® 
and 22° N. lat, and 71° and 72° 87' W. hmg. 

On the Ist of January, 1874, this Colouy was 
annexed to Janudea, by Order iu Council, under an 
Imperial Act, 36 Viet., cap. 6. There is a ^^sla- 
live Board consistiug of the Chief Commissioner 
and Judge and not loss than two, nor more than four, 
other porsoDH appointed by the Governor of Jamaica. 
Taxation and expenditure, and other matters of 
a purely local character, are regulated by tliis 
Board; but all laws p^sed by the I..egislptivo 
Council of Jamaica, which are in express terms 
made applicable to Turks Islands, will take effect 
there. 

The diminution of Revenue which appears nthe 
returns for 1873 results from the abolition of ex¬ 
port duties, wliich was effected on the 1st ot 
March, 1873.

VICTORIA. 

Victoria, the most populous and wealthy of the 
AustralaHian colonics, is situated at the south-east 
of the Continent of Australia, and lies betw'eeu 
the 34th and d3th parellrls of south latitude and 
the Hist and 150tu meridians of east longitude. 
Its extreme length from east to west is about 420 
geographical miles, and its greatest breadth is 
almut 250 such miles. Its extent of coast line is 
nearly 600 miles. 

Victoria was separated from New South Wales 
in 1851. It is bounded on the west by tlie Colony j 
of South Australia, tlie dividing line being the 
141 St mori<iian. On the north and north-east it is 
bounded by the Colony of New South Wales, from 
whi-h it is separated by the river Murray, and 
a line reaching from the head waters of that 
stream, at Forest Hill, to Cape Howe. On the 
south and south-east its shores are washisi by tho | 
Bouthorn Ocean, Bass's Btraits, and the Pacific 
Ocean. | 

The southernmost point in Victiwia, and in the i 


whole of Australia, is Wilson's Promontory, which 
lies in lat 89° 8' 6., long. 146° 26' E.; the northern¬ 
most point is the place where the western boundary 
of the colony meets the Murray, lat 84°2' 8., long. 
141° E.; the point furthest east is Cape Howe, 
tdtuatod in lat, 87° 81' 8., long. 149° 69' E.; th« 
most westerly part is the whole western frontier, 
which lies upon the meridian 141° E. (as lias been 
already stated), and extends from lat 84° 2' 8. to 
lat 88° 4' B., or about 240 miles. 

1'he area of Vicloria is 88,198 square miles, or 
66,446,720 acrea The whole condnout of Australia 
is estimated to contain 2,972,846 square miles, 
and Victoria consequently occupies about one 
thirty-third part of its surface. Great Britain, ex¬ 
clusive of the islands in the British seas, contains 
89,644 square miles, and is therefore slightly larger 
than Victoria. 

Industry, 

Wheat produced in Victoria, in 1879-80, was 
9,898,858 bushels; oats, 4,028,271 bushels; pota¬ 
toes, 167,948 tons; hay, 292,207 tons; Victorian 
wool pr^uced in 1879, 47,526,291 Iba, valued at 
7,910,037/. 

Tho total quantity of gold raised from the date 
of the first discovery (1851) to the end of the year 
1879, is estimated at 48,8l/,796 oxs., which at 41 
per ox. gives the value as 192,169,296/. 

The number of acres under cultivation in 1879-80 
was 1,688,276. 

There are 216,710 horses in the colony. The 
number of cattle is 1,129,358, of sheep 8,651,775, 
and of pi^ 144,783. 

V ictoria, as a manufacturing country, occupies a 
pre-eminent position in the Australasiau group. The 
manufactories and works returned in 1880 num¬ 
bered 2,239, tlie bands employed therein numbered 
33,247, and the capital invested, so far as it is re- 
presented by the value of lands, buildinga, ma¬ 
chinery, and plant, amounted to 6 713,748/. 

There are 1,126 miles of railway completed In 
Victoria, and in fuU operation; aLo 74 miles in 
course of construction. 

There are 8,166 miles of telegraph lines open, 
and 6,786 miles of wire. 

Btage-coaches mu to all parts of the Colony, 
exc'ept where railway communication is available. 

Melbourne, the capital of Victoria, is the most 
populous city in Australasia, having (in 1880), wiUi 
Its suburbs, a population of 266,(KM); though the 
first settlers established themselves on the site of 
the present city so n’oently as in 1886. 

From its geographical position, Victoria enjoya 
a climate far more genial to Europeans than auy 
other colony within the continent of Anstraliju 
In regard to heat, the weather is never severely 
oppressive except daring the prevalence of hot 
northerly winds, and these occur only at intervals 
during the summer months. Over a series of 
years tbe mean temperature at Molbourno was 
67*6°, the mean atmospheric pressure at 91*3 feet 
above the sea level was 29*93 inches; rain fell on 
the average upon 181 days, the mean annual rain- 
' fall being 27*22 inches. 

Government. 

The Government of Victoria consists of a Go¬ 
vernor appointed by tho Crown, who is aided in 
. the conduct of public affairs by a respiinsible 
I Ministry. There is a Lcinslative Council of 30 
members elected for six rroviiices. and an As¬ 
sembly of 86 memliers returned by 66 Electoral 
Districts. The Constitution was established by au

Act rasMd by th^ LegisUtiiro of VictoriA, 1854, 
to which Her IfAiesty AMented. in porsiuuioe of 
the power grActed by Act of toe ImperUl Per- 
limmeot (18 A 19 Yict,, cap. 55), One of the 
Members of Council returned for each of the 
Electoral Provinces retires in rotation at the ex 
piration of every two yeara The property quali¬ 
fication of MemMrs is possessioo of fr^huld pro¬ 
perty worth 2,500/., or annual value of 250/. The 
property qualification of Electors of Members of 
Council is possession of freehold or leasehold pro¬ 
perty rated in some municipal district at not less than 
oOl pw annum. Graduates of Universities within 
the British dominions, barristers and solicitors, 
le^lly qualified medical practitioners, officiating 
ministers of religion, certificated schoolmasters, and 
officers of the army and navy when not on active 
service also have votes for thie Legislative Council 
The functions of the Upper House differ very 
slightly from those of the House of Lords. Money 
Bills may be either accepted or rejected, but they 
may not be altered. 

An Act was passed in 1857 to abolish the 
property qualification required of Members of 
the Le^lative Assembly, and manhood suffrage 
exists so far as the election of that bod^ is oon- 
oemed. The duration of the Assembly is three 
years, and vote by ballot has been in operation 
sinoe 1856. 

AH Members of the Legislative Assembly, ex¬ 
cept such as are in receipt of official salary out of 
the Consolidated Beveuue, are paid 8001 a year 
**for reimbursing their expenses in relation to 
their attendance m Parliament** The Members of 
the Legislative Council are not paid. 

Mcll^urne is distant from Sydney by sea about 
570 miles, and by land about 581 miles; from 
Adelaide by sea 4^ miles, and by land 660 miles. 
Steam postal communication with England, rid 
Ceylon and Sues, is maintained every two weeks 
by the steamers of the P. and 0. Company.

WEST AFRICA SETTLEMENTS. 

(SIERRA LEONE AND GAMBIA.) 

See Map. 

SIERRA LEONE. 

Sierra Leone proper consists of a peninsula term!- 
Dating in Cape Sierra Leone, which is bounded 
on the north hr a river of the same namn The 
Cape lies in 8® 80' N. lat.. 18® 18' W. long. The 
settlement is 18 miles in length by 12 in breadth, 
with an area of 800 square miles. Sierra Leone 
was ceded to Great Britain in 1787 by the native 
chiefs. Four years afterwards a charter was 
granted to a Company under the name of “The 
Sierra Leone Company.” In 1800 a grant of the 
peninsula was maae to the Company by Letters 
Patent, and a Court of Directors of the Cora- 
pnny was empowered to appoint a Governor and 
Council, the former having power to enact laws; 
this state of things lasted 7 yearH, when the colony 
was transferred back to the Crown. 

In 1862 a large tract of conntrv called Sherbro 
waa handed over by treaty to the Colony. In this 
district British rule prevails, domestic slavtf-y has 
been abolished, and the expenditure thrown on the 
colony by the trauhfer has been more than met by 
the value of Customs dues collected on the trade 
of the district. 

By a Charter issued on May 27, 1868, an Execu¬ 
tive Council was created, compoeed of four mem¬ 
bers nominated by the Crown. The Legislative 
Council was to consist of the members of the 
Executive Council,, and “such other Person or 
Persons as We, bv any Instruction or Warrant 
under Our Si^-Manam and Signet, may from 
time to time Mreafter nominate and appoint to 
be members of the said Legislative Coiincit.” 

In 1865. it was decided that a Centnd Govern¬ 
ment of the settlements on the West Coast of 
Ahrica should be established, with the seat of 
government at Sierra Leone. This change was 
effected bv a Charter, dated the 19th of February, 
1866, which revoked and determined the former 
commissions issued in respect of Sierra Iiooue, 

I 
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the OarobiA, the Gold CoAsty and Lagos, and con- 
stitated on the West Coast of Africa one Oovom- 
ment-in-Chieff to be called the GuTemmont of the 
West Africa Settlements, and to comprise the 
four settlements aforesaid. Within each of the 
four said settlements a Legislative Council was 
established. 

Within the settlement of Sierra Leone, an Ex¬ 
ecutive Council was established for the purpose of 
advising and assisting the Qovemor-Geueraf. 

It was provided that the Governor should reside 
in Sierra Leone, except when the interests of the 
service might render oia presence desirable in any 
other of the said settlenients. 

By a new Charter, dated the 24th of July, 1874, 
BO much of the Chaiter of the 19th of February, 
1866, was revoked as provided for the goveriiraeiit 
of the Gold Coast and Lagos, under the Govern. 
menLin-Chief of the West Africa Settlements; and 
those settlements were erected into a distinct 
government. 

The government of Sierra Leone and the Gambia 
continued during the remainder of the year 1874 
to be administered under the Charter of 19tli 
February, 1866, but it has since been revoked 
by a new Charter, dated 17th of December, 1874, 
which erected a new government of the ** West 
Africa Settlements,*' and created a legislative 
council in each settlement, consisting of the officer 
administering the government and not less than 
two otlier persons, to be designated by royal instruc¬ 
tions or warrant. There is an executive council 
at Sierra Leone, and the power of pardop and 
suspension is given to the Governor-iu-Cliief. 

The tariff of the colony of Sierra Leone from 1863 
to 1872 consisted of an ad valorem duty of 4 per cent, 
on all imports except wines, spirits, tobacco, Ao., 
on which specific rates wore charged. There were 
also licence duties, taxes on houses and land, and a 
poll tax for the repair of roads. In 1872 the house 
and land tax, the road tax, the market dues on 
native produce, the specific duties on articles of 
food, clothing, aud bidlding materials, the 4 per 
cent, ad valorem duty, the wharfage dues, and two. 
thirds of the tonnage dues were abolished. The sub¬ 
stituted tariff consisted of a doty of 2#. a gallon on 
spirits, 4d. a lb. on tobacco, 2a a barrel on gunpowder, 
andfdL per bushel on ground nuts export^. All other 
articles in future were declared free. The revenue 
under that tariff did not prove sufficient for the wants 
of the colony, and fresh taxes were imposed in 1874, 
including a re-imposition of wharfa^ dues, an in¬ 
crease of tonnage dues, and certain licences.

The steamers that go to Bathurst are the only 
ones that call at Goree, the French settlement 
about 96 miles from Gambia, The homeward 
bound sb'amers perform tbe same route as the out¬ 
ward bouud onea, but they are very irregular in 
their arrival at Sierra Leone, and consequently in 
their arrival at Liverpool and the intermediate 
porta This is owing to their being frequently 
detained down the Coast looking for freight.

THE GAMBIA. 

The Qambia.is a great river of Western Africa, 
it falls into the Atlantic Ocean by a large estuary 
measuring in some parts nearly 27 miles across, 
but contracting to 10 miles between Bird Island 
and Cape St Mary, and to little more than two 
between Barra Point and the town of Bathurst on 
St Mary’s Island. There are 26 feet of water over 
the bar of the river at low water. The town of 
Bathurst, 18^* 24' N. lat, 16® 86' W. long., is 
situated on St Mary’s Island, which latter is a 
sandbank about three and a^half miles long and 
a mile and a quarter broad, and is separated from 
the mainland by a narrow channel, called Oyster 
Creek. A large portion of the isl^d is occupied 
by a swamp, the level of which is in many parta 
below that of the river. 

The settlement on the Biver Gambia consists of 
the Island of St Mary’s, British Combo. Albreda, 
the Ceded Mile, and McCarthy’s Island. McCarthy’s 
Island is situated betwe<‘a the falls of Barraconda 
and Bathurst, and is 147 miles distant from the 
Utter. It forms the line of demarcation between 
those portions of the river known as the t^*per and 
lower river. 

The principal prodnetions of the settlement and 
of the adjoining districts are ground nuts, hides, 
beeswax, rice, cottou, maiee, and a com called 
kous. Of these, however, only ground nuts, hides, 
and beeswax are export^ With the exception 
of the weaving of cotton into uativo cloths called 
pagos there are no manufacturing industries 
worthy the name in the country. The advantages 
of this noble river for carrying on trade with the 
natives in the interior of Africa were well known 
to our merchants upwards of 230 years ago. The 
unhappy wars wbico are constanUy waged along 
its banks at the present day prevent the develop¬ 
ment of any great commerce. 

In 1588 a patent was granted by Queen Elisa¬ 
beth to some merchants of Exeter to trade in the 
Gambia, and in 1618 a Company was formed in this 
country for the purpose of carrying on the trade; 
the Company was not successful, and another eeia- 
blished two years later experienced a like want of 
success. 

In 1724, and subsequently till its abolition, it 
appears that the trade in slaves formed the staple 
traffic of the Company, The general commerce 
betweeu Great Britain and the Gambia fell off after 
the abolition of the sUvo trade till 1816, in which 
rear a new settlement was formed at the Island of 
at. Mary’s by British merchants from Senegal 
The Admi^trator of the Gambia exercises no 
jurisdiction over the popoUtion (as is dune in the 
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•aM of the Protectorate at the Gold Coast) stir* 
roooding the British eettlements. 

The settlemeDt was at first subieet to the GoTern* 
meet of Sierra Leone. In 1848 it was created 
an independent colony, with a GoTemor and Ezecn* 
five and Leg^lative Conncils for the administration 
of its affaira It became a portion of the goTem- 
ment of West Africa Settlements by the charter of 
19ih Felnniary, 1866, and no continaes under the 
charter of the I9th December, 1874.

WB8TEBN AUST&AUA. 

As defined by Her Majesty’s Commiiision, includes 
all that portion of New Holland situated to the 
westward of 129^ £. long.; its greateet length is 
1,280 miles from north to south, and 800 miles 
from east to west. 

The city of Perth is situated in lat 82^ S. 

Western Australia was settled in 1829. 

The Government is administered by a Governor 
assisted by an Executive Council, composed of the 
Colonial Secretary, the Attorney > General, the 
Senior Officer oonunanding the Iroops, the Colo¬ 
nial Treasurer, the Surveyor-General, and the 
Director of Publio Works, and Commissioner of 
Railways. 

There is a Legislative Connoil of twenty-one 
members. Seven are nominated, of whom three are 
official, ric., the Colonial Secretary, the Attoruey- 
General, the Surveyor-General, and fourteen mem¬ 
bers are elected. 

The electoral franchise is confined to house¬ 
holders of 10/. in annual value, and the qualifica¬ 
tion for members is the possession, beyond ail 
incumbrances, of lauded property to the value of 
1 , 000 /. 

The colony is divided into ten electoral dis¬ 
tricts, the two principal towns, Perth and Fre¬ 
mantle, returning two members each. 

The occupied ixDrtion of the colony is about 600 
miles in length from north to south, by about 150 
milesin ayerage breadth. 

The whole of the settled district, nearly the size 
of France, is usually level, often undulating, but 
never mountainous. The western seaboard is gene¬ 
rally comparatively flat country, of asandychar^ter, 
composeo chiefly of the detritus of old coral reefs, 
which has been again deposited by the action of 
water: more inland, a formation, which is here 
called ironstone, is met with : It appears to bo chiefly 
a conglomerate of disintegrated granite, stained with 
iron; granite, slate, qnar^ pipeclay, and, in places, 
trap, are all found in this country. The Darling 
Range, for instance, presents these characteristics; 
it runs from north to south in the cuutral district 
inland of Perth, and appears once to have formed 
the coast-line. 

The whole country, from north to south, except¬ 
ing the spots cleared for cultivation, may be des¬ 
cribed as one vast forest; sometimes, but seldom, the 
traveller comes upon an open sand plain, oovered 
with shrubs and flowering plants in infinite variety 
and exquisite beauty, and often, especially in the 
northern and eastern districts, low ecru buy trees 
and bushes fill the place of timlw. 

A very larg^ proportion of this is heavy timber 
country. The jarrah, sometimes erroneously called 
mahogany, a ti^ of the Eucalyptus tribe, covers 
immense tracts of land; its timber is extraordinarily 
durable, and as it resists the white ant aqd thie 
* Teredo navalis, 'itis admirably adapted for railway 
sleepers, and for piles for bridges and harbour 
works. It is hoped that, with increased facilities 
for transport, the trade in jarrah may be indefinitely 
increases 


The sandalwood already affords an article u^ 
export; the tuart and kari, Eucalypti of enormous 
size, are valuable timber trees; when standinn they 
have been estimated to attain a height of nearly 800 
feet from the ground to the Utmost branch, thus 
emulating the great Californian * Wellingtonia,' 
the kauri (Damnara Australis) of New Z^land, 
or the great Eucalyptus purpurea of Tasmania. 
These i^tances, however, are rare and excep- 
tionaL 

The climate is one of the finest and most salu¬ 
brious in the world, and the mortality of Western 
Australia, since its occupation, is said to have 
averaged not more than one per cent From the 
northern to the southern extremity, the climate 
varies considerably; the soutb^ temperature 
is somewhat similar to, but higher than that 
of England. The northern Is hot but not un¬ 
pleasant, the atmosphere bein^ free from that 
moistness characteristic of tropical climatos gene¬ 
rally, and being tempered with cool breezes. The 
climate of the central portion of the colony is like 
that of southern Italy and parts of Spain. The 
seasons are (Uvided into wet and d^, the former 
commencing in April and lasting till September; 
a greater of this time of year, however, is bright 
and clear. The dry season is occasionally, but 
rarely, visited by showers or a thunderstorm. 
During three months of this period hot land winds 
oocasionallv prevaiL The severe droughts and 
heavy floods experienced in the other Australian 
colonies are unknown in West Australia. The 
mean of the barometer is about 80 inches, and of 
the thennomster about 78 degrees. Exrosure to 
all weathers produces no apparent fll effects on 
the constitution. Epidemic diseases are almost un¬ 
known, dysentery is a rare disease, and consumptive 
persons often derive great advantage from the 
climate. Snow is never seen; ice only early in the 
morning, and in the depth of winter.

THB WINDWARD ISLANDS. 

BARBADOS 

Is situated in latitude 13^ 4' North and longitude 
59** 87' West, and is the most windward of the 
Carribbee Islands. It is nearly 21 English miles 
long by 14 in breadth, and is said to contain a sn- 
perfldal area of 106,470 acres, or sbont 166 square 
miles. 

The exact date of the discovery of Barbados is 
not known. It is said to have been first visited by 
the Portuguese, who finding it uninhabited and 
rude in appearance, named isle Los Barbados, 
from the number of bearded fig-trees which they 
found. In 1625 Sir William L^urteeu, a Loudon 
merchant, under the protection of the Earl of 
Marlborough, who held a grant of the island from 
James I, fitted out two large ships, one of which 
only arrived at Barbados, and the party, which 
consisted of some thirty persons, landed on the 
leeward side of the island formed a town called 
James' (or Hole) Town, and appointed Captain 
WQliam Deane their governor, in 1627 the Earl of 
Carlisle obtained a ^ent from Charles 1 of all the 
Caribbee Islands. This grant was opposed by the 
former patentee, Lord Marlborough, but the matter 
was compromised on the Earl of Carlisle agreeing 
to settle on the Earl of Marlborough an annuity of 
300/. Soon after this the Earl of Carlisle being 
employed on a diplomatic mission, the Earl cd 
Pembroke, then Lord Chamberlain, obtained a re¬ 
vocation of the former nobleman's patent in his 
favour, and supported Sir W. Courtoen; but on 
the Earl of Carlisle's return from his emlwsHy, he 
remonstrated with the king, who reinstated him in 
posseesion of the territory. Wolferstone, a native 
of Bermuda, was then commissioned by the Earl of 
Carlisle as governor, and in 1623 sixty-four settlers 
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arrived in Carlisle Bay, commenced the erection of 
wooden houses, threw a bridge across the river 
which intersected the ground, and laid the foun¬ 
dation of Bridgetown, the present canital. The 
leeward and vindward men opposed each other, the 
latter ultimately triumphing. As in all new colo¬ 
nies, the inhabitants met with no inconsiderable 
difficulties. Local feuds were added to domestic 
privations, but the civil war which raged in England 
contributed to people and enrich the island; and 
on the downfall of Cliarles, many families attached 
to the Royal cause found shelter in Barbados. The 
island was afterwards governed by Lord Wil¬ 
loughby, a Bovalist, to whom it was conveyed by 
Lord Carlisle (son of the first patentee); but when 
the island was subdued by the power of the Com¬ 
monwealth, he was banished. In 1662, after the 
restoration of Charles II, Lord Willoughby re¬ 
newed his claim on Barbados, and the kinsmen and 
lieirs of the two earls brought forward demands on 
the settlers. To satisfy these claims, a duty of 4^ 
per cent, on all exports was imposca; and under 
certain conditions tne proprietary government was 
dissolved and the sovereiraty of Barbados annexed 
to the British Crown. The inhabitants long pro¬ 
tested against the imposition of the 4| per cent, 
duties, but without success; and it was not till 
lb88, four years after the abolition of slavery, that 
the tax was abolished by an Act of Parliament 

Barbados has not, like most of the neighbouring 
islands, changed owners; it has always remained 
in possession of Great Britain. 

Bridgetown, the chief town and port, is situated 
in the parish of St Michael, the principal of 11 
I)arishe8 into which the island was divided at a 
very early date. This town contains, according to 
the census of 1871. 21,363 inhabitants, exclusive of 
the shipping, whicn amounted to 448. In 1881 a 
roost important project for supplying the town 
with water was completed by a ioiut-stock company 
incorporated by an Act of the lerislature. A rail¬ 
way from Bridgetown to the parisn of Baint A ndrew 
(23 miles as surveyed) has been commenci'd, and 
the first section will probably be completed early 
in 1881. 

Carlisle Bay. the harbour of Barbados, is an 
open roadstead, which is much exposed to the 
wind from the south and south-west. There is an 
inner harbour orcarcenage, protected by a structure 
called the Mole Head, llie works in connec¬ 
tion with this harbour were formerly under the 
supervision of a legislative committee; but, by an 
enactment in 1870, its duties were transferred to 
commissioners, and in 1878 the Executive Council, 
and five Members of the House of Assembly, no¬ 
minated and appointed by the Governor, were 
vested by Act with the care, management, and con¬ 
trol of the Molehead and careenage. 

The island is almost encircled by coral reefs 
which in some parts, as in the parish of St. Phillip, 
extend nearly 3 miles to seaward, and prove very 
dangerous to navigation. A lighthouse was 
erected in 1862 on the south point of the island, 
partly at the expense of the British government. 
A harbour-light was also placed ou Needhaiirs 
Point in 18sS. A nothin' lighthouse was erected 
on the east coast (in St. Philip'sV and lighted on 
Ist May, 1876, by a second onler dioptric flash 
light, the latter ^ven by the British Government. 

The chief articles planted for exportation for 
Fome years after the settlement of the island were 
ludigo. cotton-wool, ginger, and aloes, Wsides 
several kinds of woods; and the manufacture of 
sugar does not >ppcar to have been practised with 
much sucooes tOS about the middle of the 17th 


century, when the cultivation of the sugar-cane 
increa^ rapidly, and the plant became, in com¬ 
mercial importance, the island’s most valuable pro- 
ductioD. At that period, too, the introduction of 
African labour was coromenceA It is stated that, 
in 1863, there wore 858 sugar-works in oiwration. 
At the present time they number over 5(k). The 
produce of 1871 amounted to 63,800 hogsheads of 
sugar and 33,600 puncheons of molasses; in 1876, 
37,848 hogsheads of sugar, and 24,001 puncheons of 
molasses. In 1879 the produce amounted to 67,152 
hogsheads of sugar, and 83,923 puncheons of 
molasses. 

The population of the island in 1851 amounted 
to 185,939; and although it is estimated that some 
20,000 wore carried off by cholera in 1864, the 
oensua of 1861 showed a total of 162,727 inha¬ 
bitants. By the census of 1871 there are 162,042 
inhabitants, of whom 16,660 are white and the 
remainder coloured and black; the natural in- 
creaae having been checked by the migration to 
other West Indian Islands of large numbers of tlia 
labouring population. At the end of 1875 the popu¬ 
lation was estimated at 180,000, from returns of 
baptisms and burials. Whore so p-eat a |)opnIa- 
tion exists, great industry is essential to enable the 
people to live. Thus, labour is cheap, and the 
uroductivc capacity of the soil has bwn greatly 
brought out. The island has the appearance of a 
well-kept garden. 

From an early date, each of the 11 parishes of 
the island was presided over by a clergjinan of the 
Church of England; but it was not till 1824 that 
the Bishopric of Barbados and the Leeward Islands, 
with British Guiana, was erected. In 1842, upon 
the resignation of Dr. Coleridge (the first bishop), 
British Guiana and the Leeward Islands were sepa¬ 
rated from the Windward, and constituted distinct 
sees. There are at present in the island, besides 
the bishop, 43 clerg^ynien the Church of 
England. 

Barbados possesses a collegrc founded by General 
Codrington, a native of the island, who died in 1710, 
and whose name it boars. It was affiliated to Dur¬ 
ham University in 1876. It is under the administra¬ 
tion of the 8. P. G., who are the Trustees of General 
Codriugton’s will. I'here are several theolorical 
scholarships of the value of 30/. per annum from 
the College funds, and four Island Scholarships at 
40/. per annum paid from the Colonial Treasury. 
The latter are confined to natives or eons of 
natives. Barbados possesses a good grammar 
school, called Harrison College, m Bridgetov^m, 
established on an «old foundation endowi'd many 
j'ears ago, which has been liberally supported ly 
the legislature, and promises useful results. It 
has a staff of 6 university men as Masters and 
numbers 140 pupils. 

A police force was establishod in Barbaios in 
1836 by an Act of the I^egislature, and is stated to 
have been the first attempt in the British West 
India Colonies to establish a force of that descrip¬ 
tion upon a similar footing. It now consists of an 
Inspe^r-generaL 1 superinteuding sergeant, 10 
sergeants, 20 corporals, and 228 privates 

There is a Harbour Police Force, established in 
1867; it coDsists of 1 Superiutondeut, 1 Sergeant, 
4 Corporals, and 26 privates. 

An inland Post Office was first set on foot in 
1852; it has since been amalgamated with the 
General Post Office, whence are delivered all 
letters, includi^ those from beyond the seaa. 
Through this office a letter may be sent to any part 
of the island, reaching its destination the same day, 
fur Id. the 1 oz. Money Orders are granted by the 
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BMien] Pott OfRoo upon til Money Order Offlooe in 
the United Kingdom (Inclnding the Cbtnnel Isltnds^ 
end vux vend. The Pottxnttter it fumithed with 
«lietof theee offloes. Money Ordert are tleo drawn 
on Demertrt, Trinidad, and the Windward lalandt. 

A Innatie atyinm and a lazaretto are also intti- 
tntions kept np at the public expense: and there it 
a ^neral noepital in Bridgetown, to the support of 
which the oolong contributes 6,6d0f. per annum. 

The deporite in the Saringt Bank amounted, on 
diet December, 1879, to 24,092f. The number of 
depodtors was 8,079. Branch saving banks are 
about to be open^ in the rural districts. On the 
80ih June, ISi^, the number of depositors had in¬ 
creased to 8,400, and the deposits to nearly 80,0004 

There is a station of the West India and Panama 
Telegraph Company at Barbados. 

The wand forms the head-quarters of Her 
Ma^sty's forces in the West Indies command, 
nnoer a major-^neral, who resides in Barbados. 
The troops stained in the island are garrisoned 
at St* Aim's, situated at the southern extremity of 
the dty. 

Volunleeir rifle, artillery, and yeomanry-cayalry 
corps were orgaiiised in 1869, but were disbanded 
in 1868. 

The Lo<^ GoTemment of Barbados consists of a 
Oorernor (who is also GoTemor-ln-Chief of Bt. 
Vincen^ Grenada. Tobago, and St. Lucia), an 
Executiye Council, consisting of the Governor, 
Major-General, Colonial Secretary, and Attorney- 
Oeneral; a L^slative Council, and a House of 
Assembly, composed of 24 members elected an¬ 
nually. The non-official members of the Legislative 
Council are appointed by warrant under Rcnral 
Warrant, and hold office during pleasure. The Le- 
^lative Council has a concurrent voice in making 
laws with the Governor and Assembly. In former 
years almost every judicial function in the island 
was executed eit^r collectively or individually by 
Members of the Councfl, who composed the dourt 
of Chancery, the Court of Error, and discharaed 
in rotation the office of Judge of the Criminal ms- 
aions, till the year 1841, when a Chief Justice was 
appointed. Exceptions to pamh rates are heard and 
determined by the Chief Justice,but the assessments 
must be confirmed by the Governor in Council 
before they are levied. The Assembly consists of 
two members for Bcidgetown. and two for each of 
the eleven parishes, and its duration is limited to 
twelve months. The qualifications of Members and 
Electors arc regulated by a Franchise Act, passed 
in 1840, and are as follows for Electors:— 

1. Possession of estate for life, cur in riuht of 
marriage, of not less than the annual value of 
12/. 16a. 6d, or interest in rents and profits of land 
of a similar amount. 

2. Lessee or assignee of lands or tenements when 
the rent shall not be less than 64/. 2a. 0|<i, and 
the term of lease was in its original creation of not 
less than five years. 

B. Occupant in any town of any house or pre¬ 
mises parochially rat^ at not less than 82/. la. O^dL 
per annum. 

4. Payment cf parochial taxes for two years 
to the amount of 8/. 4a. 0|dL 

The number of registered electors was 1,686 at 
the close of 1879. 

In addition to their legislative functions, the 
Members of Council and Assembly are called upon 
to discharge vaHous executive and administrative 
duties,which devolve on Committees, either named 
by the senior Member of Council and the Speaker 
respectively, or, in a few instances, selected by the 
Governor.

8T. VINCENT. 

The Island of St Vincent was discovered by 
Columbus on the 22nd of January. 1498. It if« 
situated in 18® 10' N. latitude, and 60® 67' W. lon¬ 
gitude, at a distance of 21 miles to the sonth-wost 
of Bt Lucia It is 18 miles in length, and 11 in 
breadllL and contains about 86,000 acres of land. 
Some ot the Grenadines, a chain of small islands 
lying between Grenada and St Vincent com¬ 
prised within the government of the latter island. 
The principal is Boqnia, situated at a distance of 
9 miles from the mainland. 

Kingstown, the capital of St Vincent, is situated 
at the TOtiom of an extensive bay, at the south¬ 
western extremity of the island. It consists of 
three principal streets, each about a mile long:, 
running parallel with the beach, and contains m 
population of 5,400 souls. 

St Vinoen^ though exhibiting some festures 
in common with the other islandii, is favourably 
distinguished from many of them by an uudulatitif^ 
surface, and a succession of gentle slopes, of which 

-V ^^1^ 
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portions sre onltiTstsd for sugv-cane. Its most 
striking peculiarity is its ** Sounri^re,” or volcanio 
mountain, celebrated for the violence of its ernp- 
tion in 1812. This mountain is situated at the 
northern extremity of the island, and is about 
8,000 feet above the level of the sea. 

At the time of its discovery, St. Vincent, like 
some of the other small islands, was inhabited by 
the Caribs, who continued in the undisputed pos¬ 
session of it until 1627, when the King of England 
made a grant of the island to the Ean of Carlisle. 
In 1660 It was declared neutral, and in 1672 it was 
granted to Lord Willoughby. 

No steps, however, appear to have been taken 
to form a settlement on the island. In the mean¬ 
time the English and French came to an agree¬ 
ment to abimdon the Islands of Dominica and 
8t. Vincent to the Caribs, on condition of their re¬ 
nouncing all claim to the other islands. After 
that, the Caribs continued sole masters of 8t 
Vincent until the year 1675, when a number of 
savages of a different race were discovered on the 
island. These received the appellation of ** Black 
Caribs,** to distinguish them from the aborigines, 
to whom the name of **Yellow Caribs** was 
given. 

In 1722 George I made a grant to the Duke of 
Montague of some of the* West India Islands, in¬ 
cluding 8t Vincent. 

From statistics of the year 1740 it appears that 
the white inhabitants then amounted to about 
800, and the slaves to 3,000. producing commodi¬ 
ties for exportation to the value 63,625/. 

In 1748 8L Vincent was declared neutral by the 
Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle. In 175^ however, 
hostilities were renewed, and the I^sland was 
taken in 1762 by General Monckton; and by the 
Treaty of Paris in the following year it was ceded 
to Great Britain, when General Melville was ap¬ 
pointed Governor. 

By a treaty, which was concluded in February, 
1778, an extensive district of 8t. Vincent was sJ- 
lotted to the Caribs /who for some time had been 
in a state of open reoellion) on condition of their 
laying down their arms and acknowledging the 
King of Great Britan as the rightful sovereign of 
the island. 

In 1779 the island surrendered to the French. 
The following 3rear has been rendered memor¬ 
able by the occurrenoe of the matest hurricane 
of which there is any recora in West Indian 
annals. It took place on the 10th of October of 
that year, and extended its ravages chiefly to St 
Vincent, Grenada, 8t Lucia, and Martinique. 
The plantations were destroyed, the houses thrown 
down, and the loss of human life in the four islands 
has bMn computed at upwards of 20,000 souls. By 
the Treaty of Versailles in 1788 8t. Vincent was 
restored to Great Britain. 

From this period to the breaking out of the French 
revolution the island appears to nave enjoyed com¬ 
parative prosperity and peace; but then the Caribs 
and their allies (the French) again overran the 
country, burning the cane-fields, plundering the 
bouses, and mercilessly murdering the English 
colonista This state of things continued till the 
arrival of the Zebra sloop of war, with sucoours 
from Martinique, then the British head-quarters. 

The contest was carried on, with alternations 
of good and ill fortune, until the arrival of 
Bir Italph Abercrombie with reinforcements in 
June, 1796. The snocess which had attended the 
British arms in the redaction of Bt. Lucia in¬ 
spired the inhabitants of 8t. Vincent with hopes 
of a speedy deliverance, and they were not ois- 


I appointed. After an obstinate struggle the in¬ 
surgents surrendered at discretion. The Govern¬ 
ment, in anticipation of such an event, had re¬ 
solved that the Caribs should be transported to the 
island of Rattan, in the Bay of Honduras; and 
accordingly, on the 11th March, 1797, the neces¬ 
sary trao8f>orts having been provided, the Caribs, 
t4) the number of 5,080, were embarked at Bequia, 
and sailed for their appointed destination. 

The planters who survived this protracted and 
desolating war found the Colony at its close in a 
sad state of destitution; and an application for 
relief to the Imperial Parliament by means of a 
loan, was favourably entertained. About this 
time Mr. Seaton resided his post of Governor, and 
was succeeded by Mr. William Bentinck, who ar¬ 
rived in June, 1802. The new Governor was au¬ 
thorised to gi^nt occupancies of the Carib lands, 
during the King's pleasure, to all thoee who had 
been engaged in the late war; and this was fol¬ 
lowed in 1804 by an Act declaring that the Caribs 
had forfeited all claim to their lands under the 
treaty of 1778, and these were consequently re¬ 
vested in the Crown. 

In 1809, Bir Charles Brisbane was appointed Go¬ 
vernor of 8t. Vincent, in which post ne continued 
till his death, in 1829. During Us administration 
an impetus was riven to agriculture and trade 
which soon raised the Colony to an unexampled 
degree of prosperity. 

in 1884 the apprenticeship system was esta¬ 
blished, and was followed in 1888 by unconditional 
emancipation. The year 1846 witnessed the first 
introduction of Portnguese labourers, a class of 
immigrants who amounted in a few years to 2,400, 
and who have proved a valuable addition to the 
general population of the island. 

8t Vincent received its first cargo of Coollo 
labourers in 186L There are about C^OO of these 
immi^ants at present located on different planta¬ 
tions in the island. 

There are seventeen churches and chapels be¬ 
longing to the Established Church, three Roman 
Catholic, eleven Wesleyan, and one Presbyterian, 
churches or chapels. 

The constitution of St. Vinoent originally con¬ 
sisted of a Governor, Council, and Assembly. 

The Council consisted of twelve members, one 
half of whom were named in the Governor's Com- 
misfdon, and the remainder appointed on his re¬ 
commendation. The Council acted in the double 
capacity of a Privy Counefl and a Legislative 
CkmnoiL The Governor presided in the former, 
and the senior member, with the title of President, 
in the latter, on whom also devolved the temporary 
administration of the Government, on the death or 
absence of the Governor. 

The Assembly was originally composed of 
nineteen members, including two for the Orena- 
dioes. In 1848 it was increased to twenty-five, but 
by an Act of 1850 the number of Repreaentatives 
was reduced to nineteen, as it originally stood. 

In 1866 an Executive Council was created, con¬ 
sisting of ten members, five from the Leg^lstive 
Council, and five from the Assembly. In 1859 this 
Council was re-modelled, with the addition of an 
Administrative Committeei, selected by the Go¬ 
vernor, and composed of three members, one from 
tbs Legislative Council, and two from the As¬ 
sembly. This CommittM held <^Ace during plea¬ 
sure. Their duties were to advise and assist the 
Governor in the administration of the finances, 
and of the general affairs of the Colony; to act aa 
a Board of Audit, and to have the charge of all 
Public Buildings; also to be the official organa of 
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oommunicstion between the OoTeraor and the 
LegiaUtiTe Cbambera. Thia Aciof 186i) had, how¬ 
ever, a duration of only fire yeara. On ita expir¬ 
ing, in 1864, the Adminiatratiye Committee waa 
not revived; but an Act waa paaaed authoriaiDg 
the continuance oi the Execuuve Council aa a 
Council of Advice to the Governor. Thia Council 
waa comTOaed of membera from both branchea of 
the Legialature, appointed bv and removable at the 
l^eaaure of the Crown. iTom thia Council the 
Governor aekcted, at pleaaure, any two mem¬ 
bera, being membera of the Houae of Aaaembly, to 
act aatbe official organa of communication between 
bimaelf and the Aaaembly. The initiation of all 
money volee rested with tbeae membera, under the 
diiection of the Governor, without whoee aaaent, 
aignified through one of them, no money vote 
c<^d be taken. A aeparate and diaUnct office of 
Auditor of Public Aocounta waa at the aame time 
created. 

Thia constitution, however, waa found no longer 
auited to the altered drcumatancea of the Colony; 
and by Acte which received her Majesty'a aaaent, 
and which were formally proclaimed in the 
Colony on October 17, 1867, the Legislative Coun¬ 
cil and Mouse of Assembly were abrogated, and a 
single Leamlative Aaaembly waa created instead 
thereof. This Aaaembly waa composed of 12 mem¬ 
bers, via.three ex-<wcio, three nominated by 
the Crown, and six elected by the people. It waa 
presided over by one of ita members appointed by 
the Crown, who bad, in addition to hia vote aa a 
member, a casting vote upon an equality of votes. 

The franchise was regulated by an Act pasaedand 
publiabed concurrently with the Constitution Act 
The qualification for electors waa a freehold of lOt, 
a leasehold or tenancy of 20/^ or an income of bOi. 
per annum. The number of electors registered 
under thia law, for the year 1874, waa only 8^ Of 
these 166 claim to vote on landed qualification, and 
206 on income qualification. 

But thia Constitution, also, has been abrogated 
by an Act of the Local Le^alature (confirmed bv 
an Imperial Act, 39 and 40 Vic., o. 47), by whicn 
the future modolling of the Constitution waa left 
to the Crown. By an Order in Council of the 
7th of Febru^, 1877, Her Majesty has declared 
that the Legislature is to conaiat of the Governor 
for the time being, and such other persona, not fewer 
than three, aa Soe may designate by instnidiona 
or warrant. 

In 1868 the Executive Council Act waa modified, 
and the Council may now be composed aa the 
Crown may direct. 

The Supreme Court for Civil Cauaea waa for¬ 
merly called the Court of King's Bench and 
Common Ple^ but is now atyM the Supreme 
Court of Judicature. It is presided over by the 
Chief Justice, with whom are associated tlirae 
Aseistant-Justicee, not professional men, receiving 
no salary, but entitled to certain feea 

The court for the trial of criminal offenoea is 
styled the Court of Grand Sessions of the Peace, 
and is held four times a year. The Chief Juatioa, 
the Assistant-Justioea, and the members of the 
Executive Council are Judges of thia (^^ourt. 

In 1864 the benefit of the Encumbered Eatatae 
Act waa extended to St. Vincent; and in 1869 the 
Court of Appeal for the Windward Islands waa 
duly inaugurated. This Court is compoeed of the 
Chief Justioee of the Islands of Barbados, SL 
Vincent, Grenada, St Lnci^ Tobago, comprising 
the Government of the Wixidward Islands. The 
registration of all real property is required to be 
piade in the office of the Colonial Regiatrar, who it

GRENADA. 


Granada Is situated between the parallels of 
180 yty lie N. lat, and 61* 80' and 86' 
W. long;; is abont 21 muse in length, 12 miles in 
ite gravest breadth, and oontsdns about 76A88 
seres, with a popnlakbn, by tbe Census of 1871, of 
87,796 BoiUs. It Iks 88 milM aS.W. of St Vinosai, 
and between it and the latter island are certain 
small klanda called the Grenadines, partly at¬ 
tached to tbe govemmsnt of 8t Vincent, and 
partly to that of Grenada; the largest of the latter 
Is Carrkcon, which has sn area of 6,918 acres, and* 
latioo of A071 sonla. 

oontry is moantainons and very pietn- 
and abounds in strssms and in mineral' 
and'other springs. Tbe Grand Etang, a lake on 
the summit of a mountain ridge 1,740 feet above 
the level of the sea, 7 miles fi^ St George, and 
Lake Antotne are among the most remarkable 
natural cwioaitks. The kland is divided into six 
parisbsa^—81. George, 81 David, 81 Aadrew, 81 
Patrick, 81 Msrk, and 81 John. Tbe chief pro¬ 
ductions of Grenada are sugv and cocoa, and thosa 
of Carrkooa are cotton, ground proviskns and 
Uve-atoek. 




Grenada waa dfsooverad by Columbus in 1498, 
and was named Ascension. It wss at that time 
hihsbited by Caribs. In 1669 Du Parquet, Go¬ 
vernor of Martinique, purchased Grenada from 
a French company. Finding the expense of main¬ 
taining an armed force to support his authority 
not compensated by tbe expe^tion of fntnre 
proita, DU Parquet sold the iskad in 1667 to 
the Comte de Ceirillac for BAOQO crowna. The 
Governor appointad by the new proprietor ruled 
with so much tyranny that the most respectable 
settlsrs left the island; he was at length seised, 
tried, and executed by the Colonists. 

In 1674 the island wss annexed to France, and 
the preprktors received eompensatioo for their 
claims: bat in 1768 U was surrendered to tha. 
I Fwgiijh Commodore Swanton, and was formtUy 
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ceded to Greet BriUiii by the Treaty of Peace 
signed at Paris on the 10th of Felnroary, 1768. 
In 1779 it was retaken by the French; and in 1788 
it was restored to Great Britain by the jronera] 
Treaty of Peace of Versailles. Major-General 
Edwara Mathew was appointed Captain-General 
and Goremor-in-Chief of Grenada and of Carriacou, 
and from that date to this time the fovemment 
of Grenada has been confined within tl^se limits. 
In 1787 St. Oeorge*s was made a free port. 

In 1884 the apprenticeship system was esta¬ 
blished, and was followed in 1838 by uncon¬ 
ditional emancipation. 

In 1854 an Act was passed regulating the election 
of members of Assembly. The House of Assembly 
was to consist of 26 members, of whom 4 were 
returned for the town of St. George, 7 by the united 
parishes of St. George and St. John, 6 by the united 
pashes of St. Patrick and St. MnrlL € by the 
united parishes of St. Andrew and St. Darid, and 
8 by Carriaoou. 

The Assembly was elected for seven years. 

Under an Act dated 14th October, 1856, and 
limited in its duration to a term of three years, an 
Executive Council was formed, composed of mem¬ 
bers selected by the Crown from the Legislative 
Council and House of Assembly. During the con¬ 
tinuance of this Act the executive functions of the 
Legislative Council ceased, and were exerdsed by 
the new CoundL The Act was allowed to expire, 
and the Legislative Council resumed its executive 
functions under the style of Her Maiesty's Coundl. 

The constitution was re-modelled by an Act of 
the 7th of October. 1875, and a sizzle Legislative 
Assembly estabUsned in lieu of tM Coundl and 
Assembly. ’'The Assembly consisted of 17 Members, 
8 elected by the people, and 9 nominated by the 
Grown. The Act also appointed an Executive 
Committee of 5 Members, 8 being nominated and 
the other 2 elected Members of Assembly. These 
Members receive each a salair of 1004 a-year, and 
are charged with the duty of advising the Lieut.- 
Governor on the conduct of affairs. 

This Assembly at its first meeting on the 
9th of February, 1876, addressed the Queen, 
informing Her Majesty that it had passed a Bill 
providing for its own extinction, and leaving 
** it entirely to your Majeetv’s wisdom ana 
discretion to erect such form oi Government as 
your Majesty may deem most desirable for the 
welfare of the colony.*’ The Imperial Act (89 and 
40 Vic., c. 47) whicn has been mentioned in the 

S evious article (St Vincent), empowered Her 
ajesty to comply with this address, and a new 
Legisl^ve Council has been established by the 
Queen, consisting of the Governor for the time 
being, and such persons, not fewer than three, as 
Her Majesty may designate by instructions or 
warrant The persons already nominated are the 
persons noting m Colonial Secretary, Attorney- 
General, and Treasurer.

TOBAGO. 

Toba^ was discovered by Columbus in 1498, at 
wnioh tune it was occupied by Cariba. The British 
flag was flrst planted on the island in 1680, and the 
sovere^mty was regularly claimed by Jamea 1 in 
1608. Id 1625 an attempt was made by some 
adventurers from Barbados to form a colony; but 
many were killed by the Carib Indians, and the 
remaining few escaped and settled at Providence. 
In 1626 a grant of the island was made bv Charles I 
to the Etfl of Pembroke. The island remained 
unoccupied until 1632, when 800 Zealanders were 
sent out by a comMny of Dutch merchants, who 
styled it New Walcheren. After a residence of 
about two years these settlers were all destroyed or 
expelled by the Indians and 8paniard8 from Trini- 
dam In 1645, James, Duke of Courland, obtained 
a grant of the island from Charles I, and in 1643 
two vessels arrived with a number of Courlanders, 
who settled on the north side of the island. These 
were followed by a second Dutch colony in 1654, 
who, having effected a compromise with the Cour¬ 
landers, established themselves on the southern 
coast; but in 1659 the Courlanders were over¬ 
powered by the Dutch, who remained in possession of 
the whole Island until 1662, when the Dutch Com¬ 
pany resigned their right to it. In this year 
Cornelius I^ampsis procured letters patent trom, 
Louis the Fourteenth, creating him Baron of 
Tobago, and proprietor of tbe island under the 
Crown of France, 

In 1664 the grant of the island to the Duke of 
Courland was renewed by Charles II. The Dutch 

I 
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rafuaad to raoog^niMtlie Duke’s title, but in l^tke/ 
themselves were con^Ued to evscuete Iheisleod bv 
the French Admirel Estras, who defeated the Dutch 
Admiral Binks in Scarbos^urh Baj, whereupon 
Louis the Fourteenth restored the island to the Duke 
of Courland, who, in 1681, made over his title to a 
Company of London mertdianta. In 1748. bv the 
Treaty of Aiz-la-Cbapelle, the island was declared 
neutral; the subjects of all European powers bemg 
at liberty to form settlements or canr^ on com- 
meroe, but not to place garrieons on it. At the 
peace in 1768, by the Treaty of Paris, Tobago was 
ceded hj France to England In psrpetuitj. 

In 1/81, Tobago was captured by t^ French 
under the Duke of Booillie, after a most gallant 
defence by the colonists. In 1788 it was sur¬ 
rendered by treaty to the French Crown. In 
March, 179A it was captured by a British Force 
under Admiral Laforey and General Cuyler, and 
was once more restored to the French by tlto Treaty 
of Peace in 180*^ and again reconauered in 1803, 
by Commander Hood and General Greenfield; and 
in 1814 finally ceded in perpetuity to the British 
Crown. 

It is the most southerly of the Windward group 
of the British West India Islands, in N. lat. 11® 9', 
W. long. 60® 12'; distant from Bardadoa about 
120 miles, from Grenada about 70 mile^ and about 
20 N.E. of Trinidad, and expands N.E. and B.W. 
The distance between Tobsgo and Trinidad by 
actual survey made by Mr. Parson^ R.N. in I860, 
is 181 miles in s south-westerly direction. It is 
82 miles long snd from 6 to 12 broad, and has an 
area of 114 square miles, or 78,280 acres. 

The formation of t^ ialand is volcanic: its 
physical asnect is irregular and piciureequa, with 
conical hills and ridge^ which descend from a 
common baae or dorsal ridge 1,800 feet high and 20 
miles in length. 

Sugar, rum, and molasaes form the principal 
articles of export. The first su^ exported was 
from an estate on the windward side of the island, 
in the year 1770. In 1780 there were 01^ 8,000 
hogsheads shipped; this was increased in 1806 to no 
lees than 15,327 hogsheads. Cotton snd indigo were 
formerly exported. In 1780, 2,619,000 lbs. of 
eotton and 27,000 Ibe. of indigo are stated to have 
been shipped to England. 

The island is divided into seven parishes. Boar- 
borough, the principal town, is on the south side of 
the island, about 10 miles fr^ the B.W. point, and 
is situated at the eouth-weetem base of a hill 426 
feet above the level of the sea, on which stands 
Fort King George, now without ajrairlson. The 
town has a popumtion of about 1,2M. The mails 
and passengers from the Boyal Mail Steam Packet 
Company’s vessels are landed at Scarborough. 
Courland Bay, at Plymouth, has good anchorage, 
and the only danger is from a rock called toe 
Beef Barrel, and ^eauent heavy snrfsi There is 
a lighthouse at Baoolei Point Bcarboroogh; it is 
a fixed white light, at an el vaiion uf 128 fdet 
above the level <n tne sea. 

The Government is administered by a resident 
Lieutenant-Governor, subordinate to the Govemor- 
In-Chief of the Windward Islands at Barbados. 
There were formerly two Legislative Houses,—^tbe 
Ijsgielstive Council and the Elsodve Lsgialative 
Assembly. The Council was composed of sevsn 
members, appointed by the Queen. 

The Assembly consisted of 16 members, elected 
by the registered voters of the seven perishes into 
which the ifland is dividtd, each pariah reiomiog 
two rsprssentativss, and the towna of Bcarborough 
and PI jmenth one each. 


The first oonMitution was gi v8n to tbs Colony 
in 1769, and the sest of lbs Legislature traniferrsd 
from Gwgetown, Barhsdos Bey, to Scarborough. 
The constitution was remodelled in 1855 by a local 
Act, Viet 18, cap. 7. entitled ‘♦An Act for the 
better Government of this Island,” which, in ad¬ 
dition to the Legislative Oounci] and Elective 
Legialative AssemUy, esiabliBbed a Privy Council 
and an Executive Committte. 

The Executive Committee consisted of one Mem¬ 
ber of the L^slative Council and two Mombera 
of the Elective Legislative Assembly, selected by 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and holding office durijig 
pleasure. Their duties were to advise and assist 
the Governor in the general administration of tbs 
affairs of the island, and to prepare and perfect all 
estimates and ways and means. They were tbs 
official organs of communicatioB betwssa tbs 
Governor and the respective Legislative Chambers. 
They formed a Board of Audit of Pubho Aooounts, 
and are also Commisaonsrs under the Hurricans 
Loan Act. They received a salary of lOW. Mr 
annum each, and had a Becretary receiving also 
100/. pCT annum. The Members of the Executive 
Committee sat as Privy Cooncillora in virtue at 
their office, but ceased to be Members of the Privy 
Council on their retirement from the Executive 
Committee. 

The constitution wss further remodelled by nu 
Act No. LX. of 1874, which abolished the two 
Legislative Houses, and established in ttsn tbsreoff 
one LegialMive Assembly, consisting of six Mem¬ 
bers nominated by the Government and eight 
elected,—one by the town of Bcarborough and one 
by each of the seven parishes, the quM^tion of 
electors remaining the same as before. The Privy 
(Council was continued and tbs Exeeutivs Com¬ 
mittee, which however was reduced to two Mem¬ 
bers, one a nominee Member of the Asaembly, and 
the other an slsctsd Member. And their emoluments 
were reduced to 50/. a-vear each. The Legislative 
Assembly thus create^ has since abolisM itself 
and en^wered Her Maiesty to oonstituie a Legis¬ 
lature for j^e Island. Thia Act has been ratified 
by the Imperial Act 89 and 40 Via, a 47 (alluded 
to under previous articles, 81. Vincent and 
Grenada). A LegiHlstivs Council has been 
establiahM by an Order in Council of the 7th of 
February, 1877, to consist of not less than thieu 
persons, designated by Her Majesty. 

Riots occurred in tlm Windward District in 
18/6. Forty-two persons ooooemed in these note 
were indicted for murder, oi whom sixteen were 
sentenced to death. They were all aubeeqosntly 
reprieved and sentenced to various terms ol penal 
servitude. In consequence of these riots, the 
Police Force wss reorganized and incraaeed in 
numbers, and made a semi-military force. 

The muneyH in circolatiou are British gold, ailvsr^ 
and bronze coins, doubloons, and Amencan eagles 
and doUara, and tbeir fractions, with Colonial bnnk« 
notes. The weights and measures are the British 
imperiaL

BT. LUCIA 

The island of Bt Luma waa d isco vered by 
Columbas, during his fovth voyage, on the 16tn 
June, 1602. It is situate in 18^ 60' R. lat, sod 
60° 68' W. long; at a dietaaoe of 24 mi)ea to 
the south-east of Martinique, and 21 to the north¬ 
east of 8t Vincent It is 42 miles in length, and 
21 at its greatest breadth; ita carenmfereDoe is 
one hundred and fifty miles, and its area 168,620 
acrea. Near Ha northern extremity Uee Pigeon 
Island, formerly a military post of some import¬ 
ance. 

Castries, tbe capital of the island, contains about 
900 houses, and a population at about 8,600 scmla. 
Next in importanoe is tbe town of Soufriers, con¬ 
taining a population of 1,800 soula. 

At the Dsriod of its discovery, 8t Luda was 
inhabited bv the Cariba, and oontinned in t^ir 
poaacssion ^ 1686, when it waa granted by the 
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King of France to M.M. de I/Olive and Dupleasis. 
In 1689 the English formed their first settlement, 
but in the following 3rear the colonists were all 
murdered by the Caribs. 

In 1642 the filing of France, still claiming aright 
of sovereignty over the island, ceded it to the 
French West India Company, who in 1650 sold it 
for 1,600/. to M.M. Honel and Du Parquet. After 
repeated attempts by the Caribs to expel the 
French, the latter concluded a Treaty of Peace 
with them in 1660. 

In 1668, Thomas Warner, the natural son of the 
Governor of St. Christopher, made a descent on 
BU Luda. The English continued in possession 
till the Peace of Breda in 1667, when the island 
was restored to the French. In 1674 it was re¬ 
annexed to the Crown of France, and made a de¬ 
pendency of Martinique. 

After the Peace of Utrecht, in 1718, the rival 
pretensions of England and France to the posses¬ 
sion of St. Lucia resulted in open hostility. In 
1718 the Regent d’Orl^s made a grant of the 
island to Marshal d’Estr^s, and in 1722, the King 
of England made a ^ant of it to the Duke of 
Montague. In the following year, however, a 
body of troops, despatched to St. Lucia by the 
Governor of Martinique, compelled the English 
settlers to evacuate the island, and it was declared 
neutral 

In 1744, the French took advantage of the de¬ 
claration of war to resume possession of St Lucia, 
which they retained till the Treaty of Aix-le- 
Chapelle in 1748, when it was again declared 
neutraL In 1756. on the renewal of noetilities, the 
French put the island in a state of defence ; but in 
1762 it surrendered to the joint operations of 
Admiral Rodney and General Monckton. In the 
following year, by the Treaty of Paris, it was 
assigned to Franco. 

Bt. Luda continued in the peaceable possession 
of the French till 1778, when effective measures 
were taken by the British for its conquest. In the 
early part of 1782, Rodney took up his station in 
Gros Ilet Bay, in Bt Lucia, with a fleet of 86 sail 
of the line, and it was from thence that he pursued 
Count de Grasse, when he gained the memorable 
battle of the 12th of April in that year. This event 
was followed by the Peace of Versailles, and Bt 
Lucia was once more restored to France. 

In 1798, on the declaration of war against revo¬ 
lutionary France, the West Indies became the scene 
of a series of na^ and milita^ operations which 
resulted in the surrender of St. Lucia to the British 
armi^on the 4th of April, 1794, on which day H.K.H. 
the Duke of Kent, father of Her Majestv Queen 
Victoria, placed the British colours on the prin¬ 
cipal fortress. 

In 1796 the British Government despatched to 
the relief of their W^'est Indian possessions a body 
of troops, 12,000 strong, under toe conunand of Sir 
Ralph Abercrombie, supported by a squadron 
unoer Admiral Bir Hugh Christian. On tm 26th 
Apiil these forces appeared off Bt. Lucia, and after 
au obstinate and sanguinary contest, which lasted 
till the 26th May, the Republican party which 
had been aided by insurgent slaves under Victor 
Hughes, laid down their arms, and surrendered as 
prisoners of war. 

Bir John Moore, the future hero of Corunna, 
w ho greatly distinguished himself in this campaign, 
was appointed Governor of the island, which post 
he held till the beginning of 1797 

The British retained possession of St. Lucia till 
1H02, when it was restored to France bv the Treaty 
of Amiens; but on the renewal of hostitities it 


surrendered by capitulation to General Greenfield 
on the 22od Jnn^ 1808, since which period it has 
continued under British rule. 

On its final acauidtion by the English, the island 
had become much depopulated, partly bv war, but 
chiefly by intestine struggles, the fruits of the 
French Revolution. The recovery from this state 
of things has been alow, having Iwen retarded bv 
the severe epidemics of cnolera and small-pox whicn 
have at different times visited the West Indies. 
However, each census shows an improvement 
in this respect, and the poptilation now amounts 
to 87,250. The reg^tration (instituted in 1869^ 
exhibits an annual excess of births over deaths oi 
about 600, or nearly 2 per cent of the population 
—a fact which shows that the reputation of the 
island for peculiar unhealthiness is completely un¬ 
deserved. Certain spots situated in narrow valleys 
between high mountains are undoubiodly unhealthy, 
but are becoming less and less so as the forests fall 
before a yearly extending cultivation. Among the 
900 or thereabout of white inhabitants, consumption 
and other of the most fatal diseases oi temperate 
climates are unknown. Probably no climate in 
the world is more suitable as a winter resort for 
invalids suffering from chest complaints. The 
temperature from December to Aprfi seldom ex¬ 
ceeds 80° Fahr., even at midday in spots situated 
a few hundred feet above the sea, and a fresh trade 
wind blows continuously. The scenery is of 
peculiar beauty, even as compared writh that of 
other West India Islands, and in the neighbour¬ 
hood of the Fitons has the less common element of 
grandeur. These are two cone-shaped rocks rising 
sheer out of the sea to a height of nearly 8,000 feet, 
and near them is the crater of a volcano and a 
soufri^, the ordinary characteristics of the Carri- 
bean Cordillera. 

Up to the period of the French Revolution, and 
after the restoration of order in 1800. the island 
was governed according to the law and ordinances 
of tlm lYench monarchy. The Courts of Justice 
wore an inferior Court ^led the ^ S^n^^hause^,** 
and a higher Court called the ** Conaeil Bup^rieur," 
or Court of appeal The latter Court was com¬ 
posed of a President and twelve Councillors; the 
Governor often presided, and it was invested with 
certain executive and administrative functions. 

The Government is now conducted by au Admin¬ 
istrator (who is subordinate to the Govermw- 
in-Chief of the Windward Islands), aided by 
an Executive Council of four members. The 
Legislature consists of the Administrator and 
a Council, in which he presides, consisting of 
four officiri and six unofficial members. Law 
is administered by a judge, from whom in 
civil cases there is an apn^ to the Court of 
Appeal of the W'^indward Islands, and by three 
ma^strates. whose decisions are liable to review 
by the juage. In criminal cases tried in the 
Buperinr Court facts are decided upon by a jury 
of twelve as in England. 

Immigration from the East was resumed in 
April. 1M78, and there is at present in the Colony 
an inoentured Indian population of 790 souls. 

A code of civil law, the authors of which are 
Mr. G. W. Des Veeux, C.M.G., the late Adminis¬ 
trator of the Government, and Mr. James Arm¬ 
strong, C.M.G., the Chief Justice, was passed in 
November, 1878, and having received Her Majesty’s 
CTsdouB approval, became law in October, 1879. 
This code has been framed upon the principles of 
theanciect law of the island, with such modifications 
as are conformable to the conditions of modem 
society, or are required by existing cxrcumstanoee.

CYPRUS. 


RtiuiUon mtd Tfipograpky, 

The Island of Cyprus is situated in the eastern¬ 
most basin of the Mediterranean Sea, with Asia 
Minor to the north of it, and Syria to the east, at 
distances of 60 and 41 miles respectlTely. It lies 
between 84° S<K and 85° 41 * N. latitude, and between 
82° 15' and 84° 86' E. long^titude. The port of 
Lamaka on the southern coast is 258 miles from 
Port Said, and 1,117 miles from the harbour of 
Valletta in Malta. 

The island is now for the first time beinfi: sys¬ 
tematically surveyed, and at present all that can be 
said as to its area is that the estimates made of it 
have varied from 8,678 to 4^00 square miles. It 
is the third largest island in the Mediterranean, 
being only exceeded in sise by SicUy and Sardinia. 
Its neatest length from west-south-west to east- 
north-east, between Cape Drepano and Cape St 
Andrea is about 140 mfles, and its greatest breadth 
from north to sooth is about 60 miles. The g^^ater 
part of the island oonsiste of an irregular parallel¬ 
ogram of about 100 miles loug, and from 60 to 88 
D^es broad; the remainder consisting of a pen¬ 
insula 40 miles long, and from 10 to 3 miles broad, 
ending in Cape 8. Andrea. The ancients com¬ 
pared the island, in shape, to an outspread deer's 
skin. 

Tbe main topographical features of the island 
are the northern and southern mountain chains, and 
the great phdn of tbe Messaria extending between 
them across the island from the Bay of Morfu to 
that of Faougusta. The northern range, called 
the Karpas Mountains, and, towards their western 
extremity, the Kyrenia Mountaine, forma a conti¬ 
nuous chaiQ bordering the northern shore from Cape 
B. Andrea to Cape Komiakiti, a distance of about 
100 miles. The southern range, which is the more ex¬ 
tensive and lofty of tbe two, occupies tbe western 
and south-western portions of the island, and tren¬ 
ding thence along t^ south coast, terminates in tbe 
isolated peak calM Monte 8. Croce, about 12 miles 
west cf Lamaka. The highest summit of this 
rann is Mount Trofidos, 6A^ feet above tbe sea 
level, and on its southern slopes have been estab¬ 
lished the summer quarters of the English troops, 
and the summer reeidence of the High Commis¬ 
sioner who administers the Government. 

The rivers of Cyprus are nearly all mountain 
torrents, generally dry in summer. Kone are 
navigable. The principal river is the Pediss, 
whm rises in tbe southern range, and flows 
north-Dorth-esst, and eaet through the Mesearia 
plain into tbe na about 4 miles nox^ of Famagusta. 
If ear ite month extensive marshes have been 
formed, which are tbe chief cause of the notorious 
nnhealthinees of Famagusta. The Idalia, tbe 
second river of Cyprus, also flows through the 
Mesearia, and joins the Pedias about 15 miles from 
the sea. 

Hiitory. 

Cyprus wss colonized by Phoenlciaxie, Sgyptiana, 
and Greeks. Its ancient history is too Tong and 
eventful to be here related even in the bmfest 


ontltoe. ^ When tbe Homan Empire came to be 
wvided into east and west, Cyprus fsll into the 
Eastern Empire, and remained under the govern¬ 
ment of lieutenante of the Byzantine Emperors 
until 119ij when Richard I of England invaded 
the island to chastise the ruler for tbe ill-treat¬ 
ment of his fleet fikhard sold the island in 1192 
to the Templars, but as they could neither govern 
it, nor fulfil the terms of tbs sale, the king made 
it over to Guyde Lusignan, ex-Kiugof Jerusalem, 
who promised to take i^n himself tbe obliga¬ 
tions of the Templars. The island was ruled by 
the Lusignan family from 1192 until 1489, when 
the widow of the last king of the Lusignan dynasty 
yielM tbe government of the island to the Re¬ 
public of VeDice, of which she herself was a 
subject Venice i^ed tbe island until 1571, when 
the Ottoman Turks iuvsded it, and captured and 
put to the sword the Venetiau garrisoua 

Tbe island remained under the government of 
the Sultans of Constantinople from 1571 until 
1878, with the exception of the period from 18^ 
to 1840, when it was in the occupation of the Pasha 
of Efl^pt who was st war with tbe Porte. It may 
be ooMrved that the island was frequenily invaded 
by the Arabs, Saracens, and Egyptians oefore its 
final conquest by the Turks, and that frt)m 1425 to 
1571, it paid tribute to Egypt. The great fortress 
and port of Famagusta was held by tbe GenoeM 
Republic from 1878 until 1468, when tbe Lusignan 
King retook it with the help of tbe Egyptians. 

PopmiaUfm, 

The population is estimated to exceed 200,000, 
and may prove, after the approaching oensua. to 
reach nearly 800,000. A decioed majority, not lees 
than two-thirds, are Greek in religion, and a stiU 
larger proportion speak Greek. The kloslems and 
Christians in Cypnis have far less ill-feeling to¬ 
wards one another than in other parts of the Turk¬ 
ish Empire. 

Towm, 

The chief towns of Cyprus are Nicosia, tbe sent 
of government, with a population of 16,000, chiefly 
Moslems; Lamaka, the Turkish sea-port, with a 
population of about 10,000; and Limassol, the Greek 
port, with a population of over 6,000. Both placoe 
are merely open roadsteads. Famagusta, on the 
east, is tbe natural naval and commercial capit^ 
and port of Cyprus, and there, at a oertain cost, a 
great commercial and naval harbour might be con¬ 
structed; but at prcaent the town is little more 
than a collection of ruins encircled by fortifica¬ 
tions, and it has no more than 500 inhabitanta. all 
Mofllems. The district is pre-eminently unbealtby, 
owing to the existence of marHbee, which would 
have to be drained before the place became again 
a place of any importance. The four towns already 
mentioned are toe capitals of four of the eix a<L- 
minietrative provinces into which tbe island in 
divided^the other two capitals being Ktima, tbe 
modern capital of Papho, on the south-west, and 
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KjrenU, in tlin provinm of tli» Hunn name, on 
the north oonst; conunetciallv and in point of 
popnlatiaA neithiv of thiie piaoet it now of im> 
poKanca. 

IndutHry, 

Cypma has mineral resourcea. but they are at 
praaent nndeyeloped, and ita waailh, each aa it ia, 
conaiata in ita ag^ricultural prodncOf chiefly com, 
earoba (locmat-bcMa)^ oKrea, ailk and wine. The 
common winea are exported to Syria, 

Turkey, and Trieete; the richer winea are chiefly 
exported to France, to be need aa a vino madre in 
giving airength and flaronr to the fmit of poor 
Tineyarda. Cypma wine ia aomewhat beady for 
ordinary nae, and ita ralue in commerce has been 
laaaened by ita tarry flaronr derived from the 
practice of carrying it to the port in tarred akiDB 
to prevent ita spoiling. Now that roada are 
being made ft can be transported in the cool of the 
night, and in nntarred caaka. 

The agricultural proapar i ty of the island ia greatly 
retarded by want of water, and by locnaU. The 
rainfall ia aomewhat deficient in the whole, and 
what there ia. haa been in great part allowed to 
go to waste by want of intelligent activity on 
the part of the Turkish Government and in- 
habitanU in its etora^ and distribution. 

Tbe work of locoat destruction ia being vifforonaly 
proefNmted, 'Every bouaehold ia required to fur¬ 
nish a certain quota of locusts* eggs to Ooveru- 
ment; and an ingeniona plan ia followed for de¬ 
stroying tbe yonng loonsta, who have been hatched 
but Lave not yet reached the age to fly, while on 
tbair marolL It having been obaervM that the 
yonng locust army never deviates from tbe straight 
Une of march, tbe expedient was adopted of (U^ 
ging a ditch across the line, and fencing this on its 
far aids by a fence of canvas topped with highly 
glased oilcloth—nn obstacle which the locnata can 
not snrmouni, the result being that they all fall 
into tbe ditch, one on the top^ the other, and die 
of auflooatioQ or crushing. When a locust haa got 
to the flying atage, no&ing can be done to ^ 
stroy it 

Moat of the cultivated land ia held in common by 
the village oommunitiea, but individual titles to 
land are not unknovm. It ia estimated that on the 
average, only one>third of the cultivable land is 
actually brought under cultivatiuD in any one year. 

Cyprus haa greatly suffered, in p^oiot of cli^te, 
from the wanton destruction of ita forest treea. 
A forest department haa been formed, and placed 
under the direction of a French forest official of 
expc^noe. The object of this branch of tbe Ad- 
i^nisiTBtaon will be to urvrcAt further aiaohief, 
by a vigilant administration of tha aerTioaable but 
long nei^ected forest laws of Torkay, whioh have 
now been supplemented by a ForsM Ordinance of 
eonsidBraUa airingency, and also to a certain 
extent to repair the mischief of the past by efforts 
a4 leaffoseatitioiL 

British Oae^tpatum, 

On the 4th June, 1878, a Convention was signed 
at Oonatantinc^e between the lepreeentativea of 
Her Britannic Majesty and the SuiUn of Tnrkev, 
by which England engaged to join tbe BnlUn in 
defendiog bis Asiaiio poseeeaions against Russia in 
eertaJn contingeneles, and the SniUn, **in order 
to enable England to make neceeaary provision 
for exaentlDg her engageinonts;,’’ consented “to 
assign the Island of Cyprua to be occupied and 
a^niatered by England.** On the lat of July an 
Annex to this Convention was signed at OonsCan- 


tinopla, in explanation of tbe oondiiiona of the 
ooocroadon. following ia the English offloial 
version of its provisions:— 

** I. That a Mnasnlman religions Tribunal (Meh- 
kdm^i 8bdri) shall cooUnne to exist in the ialud, 
which will take exclusive oognixanoe of religiona 
mattera, and of no others, ooooerning the MuSsnl- 
maa population of the island. 

**11. That a Mueeulman resident in the Island 
•hall be named by tbe Board of Pious Foundations 
in Tuik^ (Evkaf) to superintend, in conjunction 
with a Delegate to be appointed by tho Britieh 
Anthoritiee, the admin istralion of the property, 
funds, and lands belonging to mosques, cemeteries, 
Mussulman schools, and other religions sstablish- 
Bents existing in Cypma. 

** IIL That England will pay to the Ports what-* 
ever is tbe present excess of rsvenne over expen- 
dHnre in the island; this excess to be calculated 
upon and determined by the average of the last five 
Tears, stated to be purses, to be duly verified 

hereafter, and to the exclusion of the prodnoe of 
State and Crown lands Isi or sold daring that 
period.* 

** IV. That the Sublfans Porte way freely sell 
and lease lands and other propsriy in C^ms 
belonging to the Ottoman Crown and State (Araaii 
Miri^ vd Emlaki Hoomayounl the produce of 
which does not form part of tM revenue of tbe 
islamd referred to in Article III. 

**y. That the English Government, throngh 
their competent anthoritiee, may pnrehase compnl- 
eoriJy, at a fair prioe, land require for pnbUc im¬ 
provements, or for other public pnrpoeeu, and land 
which ie not cnltivuted. 

** VI. That if Bnesia reetores to Turkey Ears 
and the other oonqneate made by her in Armenia 
during the last war, the Island of Cyprus will be 
evacoated by England, and the Convention of the 
4ih of June. 187^ will be at an end.** 

On the I4th of An^t, 1878, a sapplementery 
Convention was signed between the representatives 
of Great Britain and Turkey, making it plain that 
Her Majesty the Queen was to have the power of 
legi sla ting for Cyprus, as well as administering Ms 

Oooemmeni. 

On the 14ih Septsmbsr, 1878, an Order in Oonncil 
waa issned for the regnlatkm of the government 
of the island. The administration was placed in 
the hands of an oflicer, styled High ComnusaioDer; 
a LegiaUtivs Council was estabUshed, to consist of 
the High Commissioner and not less thsu four, and 
not more than eight other members, half to be 
officials, and half to M inhabitants not holding office. 
The latter are appointed to seats in Council for 
two years, and are eligible for re-appointment An 
Executive Counefl was also established, and the 
High Commissioner was invested with the {>ower8 
of pardon, appointment, suspension from office, Ac., 
Ac., usually conferred upon a Colonial Governor. 
The island, for legal and administrutive purposes, 
is divided into six districts, namely—Fama^sta, 
Nicosia, Larnaka, Limassol, Kyrenla, and Papbo. 
In each the Government is represented by a Com¬ 
missioner and Assistant Commissioner. The Otto¬ 
man subjects in the isUod are under the jurisdiction 
of the Nixam Courts, which consist of a Daavi 
Court, or Court of First Instance, in each province, 
and a Superior Court of or^ual and apDsUate 
jurisdiction, called the Temyix Court, at Nicosia. 

* The exercise of theee rights by the Porte was agreed 
to be Hbandoned, from Che 1st of April, 1879, for a paj* 
meat of £5,000 a jear. 
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The Dftavi Courts have juriadictioii in dvil cases 
up to 5,000 piastres, and in crimiDal cases they can 
inflict sentences not exceeding three months* im* 
prisonment. The proceedings are recorded in 
Turkish, and the Courts are presided over a 
Cadi, a Moslem (trained chiefly in the Ecclesiastical 
Isw); and the other judges consist of two Chris¬ 
tians and two Moslems, formerly elected, but now 
nominated by the High Commissioner. The salaries 
were formerly very small, and bribes were freely 
taken. The salar^ have now been raised, and 
strong efforts are made to enforce purity. In 
criminal cases, the proceedings and sentences are 
revised by the Commissioner or Assistant Com¬ 
missioner of the district. 

The Tem3d2 Court consists, like the Daavi Courts, 
of a Cadi and four other members, but of a presum¬ 
ably superior class, and receiidng higher pay. 
The four iudges were formerly chosen by a very 
complex plan of election and selection, but they 
are now nominated by the High Commissioner 
as in the case of the Daavi Court Judges. 

The jurisdiction formerly exerciseable over the 
subjects of various Christian Powers by their respec¬ 
tive Consuls, has now fallen into abeyance, and such 
^sons are subject to the iurisdiction of a High 
Court, presided over by a Judicial Commissioner 
and Assistant Commissioner, and administering 
English law. The High Commissioner can re¬ 
move a cause affecting Ottoman subjects from a 
Nizam Court into the High Court at any stage; 
and he has, under powers conferred by Turtdsh 
law, given a seat in the Temyiz Court to the Judicial 
CommisaioDer. 

The principal sources of revenue in Cyprus 
are:— 

1. Verghi — An income, property, and trade 
licence tax. 

2. Military exemption tax. 

8. Tithes of the principal products of the island, 
assessed in money. 

4. Sheep, goat, and pig tax. 

6. Import duties of 8 per cent, ad wdartm. 

6. An excise on wine, spirits, tobacco, and gun¬ 
powder. 

All exemptions formerly enjoyed by foreiraers 
have been abolished, except t^t from the military 
exemption tax. The military exemption tax itself 
is now payable by Moslems and Christians alike. 
Certain tithes on minor articles, all export duties, 
and a fishing tax have been abolished by the 
British Administration. 

There is a militanr police force of about 1,000 or 
1,100 men, mostly Moslems. 

Arckaolo^. 

Cyprus in ancient times was famous for its 
wealm and population, and is now remarkable for 
the number of its ancient and medieeval archi¬ 
tectural remains, and the vast quantity of anti¬ 
quities in the shape of coins, inscriptions, oma- 
ment«, statue^ and pottery, which have been 
discovered. The most famous collection of 
Cypriote antiquities, that of General di Cesnola, 
the late UniU^ States Consul, is in the Metro¬ 
politan Museum at New TorlL The treasures 
of the island are by no means fully explored.

The Board of Immigration in Tasmania are empowored to appoint agents in England for the 
purpose of selecting emigrants, and arranging for their conveyance to Tasmania. These agents have 
also power to issue Warrants for Land on the following terms:— 

T^ agents shall issue to each approved emigrant who has not previously resided in the Colony, and 
who pays the full cost of his family's {tassago out, a warrant, which will entitle the holder to receive 
a Land Order to the value of 187. for each member of the family above lo years of ago, and 97. for each 
member above 12 months and under 16 years old; and these Land Orders will be received by the 
Qovomment as payment for any Crown lands that the emigrant may buy after his arrival. 

The Acts also empower tlie Immigration Board to permit any person who has jsiid his own and 
family's passage-money as cabin or intormodiato passengers, to demand, within a year after his arrival 
in the Cedonv, a land certificate entitling liim to select 30 acres of land for liimself, *20 for hU wife, if ho 
has one, and 10 for each child, provided he has not already obtained a Land Order Warrant 

And for these lands a grant ^11 be issued after five years' residence: but the order will not bo forfeited 
by the death of the emigrant, or by bis absence, if his family remain in the Colony.

GAPE OF GOOD HOPS. 

The Gape Qovrmmont are now inviting agricultural families to proceed to tho Capo of Good Hope for 
the purpe^s of agricultural settlement in that Colony. The following arc the terms on whioli tho 
emJimtlon is lurangcd:— 

The emigrants reanirod are indnatrious small farmers having a little money, aud willing at once to 
settle on the land. They should be either family or single men of from 20 to 46 years of age. Tlicy 
must be of good moral character, and fit for agricultural life in a colony. 

L J.oogic ** 
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The advaotages offered are: (1) a free or aaeieted passage for each family; (2) the choioe of bn3rmg 
land for occupation, up to 500 acres, at the rate of 10a. per acre hr ten annual instalments, so that 
supposing an emigrant were to buy 100 acres, he would havo to pay of. a year for 10 years, at the end 
of which term the land would be his own; (8) not less than 180 acres nor more than 480 acres of pasture 
land to each settler free of all charge for six years, after which ^riod he will have the option of purchase 
on the same terms as stated in clause (2); (4) a tent or tents will be lent by Grovemment to eacn family 
until the settler has had time to erect a hut or other dwelling; (5) within one ytmr after landing the 
Ooyemment wilTad\'ance small sums of mouey to be repaid without interest within two years; (G) the 
advice and assistance of a Superiutendsnt of Immigrants appoiuted by the Government to receive and 
locate the settlers. 

The voyage to Cape Town by steamer occupies about three weeks, and Is generally pleasant A 
sailing vessel usually occupies 60 days. The food is good and abundapt^ and biding is provided for 
each torth. 

Arrangements are made by the Commissioners of Crown Lands and Public Works for receiving and 
locating the emigrants on their arrival. 

The lauds to bo offered to the emigrants are surveyed under the provisione of the ** Agricultural 
Immigrants* Lands Act,” No. 83 of 1879. 

Art^ns engaged for the Government service are provided with a free passage out, and in certain cases 
with a free passage homo at the termination of the engagement Those who are engaged for privata 
Mrsons, ana for whom an order for an assisted passage has been obtained from the Commissioner of 
Crown Lands and Public Works, Cape Town, and who can satisfy the Emigration Amnt that they oro 
fit and pro|ier persons for such emploraent will be forwarded to Cape Town and Port Elizabeth on 
pa^'moQt of 7/. 5s. second class, 6/. third class, for each adult; aud to Port Alfred and East London on 
payment of 8/. 5s. second class, 64 10s. third class, for each adult. Children under 16 are charged one> 
sixteenth of that amount for each year of ago; special arrangomonts, however, must bo made for families. 
Generally speaking, those payments are made by the employer, and are not charged to the employee 
unless he or sho breaks tlie engagement 

The classes eligible for tho aided passage are agricultural labourers, gardeners, farm servants, domestic 
servants, aud artisans. 

Each passenger is allowed to take 20 cubic feet of lng^ge,and is at liberty to tako with him whatever 
he can put iuto that space, whether tools, clotliing, bedding, d’c. For all luggage above 20 cubic feet the 
ship’s charges are Is. 3r/. per cubic foot Sodding is not required on the vu^'age, each berth being fully 
provided in that re.*{pect 

Passages of emigrants are arrangod for 12 days before the sailing of the steamer, and none can be 
gu^anteed after that data. A steamer sails from England nearly every week, the port of departure 
being London. 

Every person proposed to be introduced into the Colony as an assisteil emigrant,must obtain a medical 
certificate to tho satisfaction of the Emigration Agent of his being in good health at tho time of 
emigrating or entering into an agreement to emiCToto. 

All emigrants must bo seen and approved by the Emigration Agent before embarkation. 

Testimonials or references as to coaracter, and as to wll in trade or occupation, must bo produced in 
every case. 

Assisted emigrants must proceed to the Colon}* within one month of tho date of notification, failing 
which the order will bo cancelled. 

Wages are a fair percontago higher than in England, and tlic prospects of advancemont for good and 
steady men very much greater. In consoqucnce of tho average progress of tho Colony, aud of extensive 
railway and other public works having been authorised, tbero is a good and steady demand for artisan 
labour in all parts of the country. 

The cost of living varies considerably in different parts of the country. In some it is not more 
in England, in others it is 15 or 20 per cent greater; hut the wages vary proportionately. 

Recruiting for the Cape Mounted Kifiomou is now going on. 

The force is embodi^ under Act No. 9 of 1878, “ to servo as an i^rmed and mounted force,” the 
members of wliioh “ shall be sworn before a justioo of the peace to act as a police in and tlirougbout the 
Colony, for preserving the peaco and preventing robberies and other crimes, and apprehending offenders 
against the ]»cace, and also as a military force for tho dcfonco of tho C<»louv.” 

Life in the force is one involving hardships aud exposure, aud submission to a strict system of dis¬ 
cipline. It is not, therefore, a liio suitable for idle adventurers, dorks, or town-bred men. Hardy 
youths of strong phy.iiquo are tlio most suitable for the service; and it is to such lads, and especially ti» 
those of them who have worked on farms with horsos and cattlo or in agricultural pursuits, that 
preference will bo given as recruits.

Assisted passages are granted under nominations to clerks, warehousemen, printers, Ac. The Govern¬ 
ment in the first instance pa^s the whole of the passage money, but a portion of the same (viz., lOf. 
sterling per adult and 6L sterling for each child under 12 years of age) has to bo repaid to the Govern¬ 
ment in two equal instalments, the one at six and the other at 12 months from date of landiug. The 
payment of these instalments has to be guaranteed by at least two respectable colonists. 

Applications for free passages have to be sent in writing to the Secretary of the Board, and must 
state full particulars as to class, trade, wages offered, and period of engagement. 

Applicants are required to make arrangements for the immediate reception on arrival of immigrants 
intn^uced on their behalf, and failing such arrangements are held liable for any expense incurred in 
that respect by the Government 

No single person above the age of 45 years is eligible to receive a free passage. 

The wives and families of married male emigrants receive free passages.

DOMINION OP CANADA. 


Assisted passages are granted by the Government of Canada to tenant farmers, agricultural labourers, 
and intending farmers, on board the steamships of the Allan Lino from Idvcrpool and Londonderry, 
by the Dominion Line from Liverpool, and by Moesrs. J. and A. Allan’s Line from Glasgow, at the 
rate of 64 sterling for each adult; 24 lOa for each child between 1 and 10 years of age; and IOj. for 
each infant under 1 year. Female domestic servants are charged 44 Teu cubic feet of luggage are 
allowed free to each statute a<lult. The bedding and utensils required daring the voyage can cither be 
purchased, or hired for the passage from the Steamship Companies for a nominal sum. 

Persons eligible for these passages must produce to one of the Agents for Canada in this country 
satisfactory certificates of character, and declare their intention to become settlers in Canada. 

Depots or siations for the reception of immigrants are provided at Quebec, Montreal, Halifax, 
Kingston, Toronto, Ottawa, Hamilton, and Winnipeg. 

Th^ stations are fitted up so as to afford iiumigraDts all necessary conveniences for meals, sleeping, 
washing, medical attendance, and accommodation lor their luggage, ^c. Meals are provided for them of 
good quality at low prices. Medical attendance and bospiUu accommodation are afforded by tbs 
Government in all cases of sickness. 

Free transport by railway will be given to the above classes from Quebec, the port of landing, to tho 
nearest station to their destination in the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec. Immigrants intending to 
settle in the Province of Manitoba are booked through from Quebec at a reduced rate of 21 dollars per 
adult. An officer of the Government travels with parties of immigrants in the railway trains to see tnat 
their wants are properly providcxl for, and that they are not subjected to any imposition on the road. 

Free grants of land ranging from 100 to 200 acres can be had in almost every province. 

Agric^tural labourers should arrive in Canada early in tho spring. By Ica^ng this country in the 
middle of March, they will reach their destination at a time when labour is in demand. There is always a 
steady demand for good farm labourers and female domestic servants, at good wages.

IMPERAL PENSION ACTS. 

4 & 6 WILL., CAP. XXIV. 

An Act to alter, amend, and consolidate tho Laws for regulating the Pensions, Compensations, and 
Allowances to bo made to Persons in roepeot of ihedr having held Civil Offices in His Majesty's 
service. [2btJk July^ 1834-3 

[Sections I. to V. and VII. of this Act are repealed by 82 A 83 Vic. c. 60, which see at pages 218-13 
Section VI. is printed as a foot-note at page 219 .—Ed. U. O. List.] 

VIII. And bo it further enacted, that from and after th^assing of this Act, an Act made in the fiftieth 
ywr of the reign of His lato Majesty King George tho Third, to direct that accounts of incrcaso and 
mmiiintion of public salaries, pensions, and allowances shaU be annually laid before Parliament, and to 
regulate and control the granting and payment of such salaries, pensions, and allowances; and two 
several Acts passed in the fifty-first year of the reign of His said late Majesty and in the thiH year of 
His lato Majes^ King George tho fourth, seTcrally to amend tho said Act of the fiftieth year of tho 
reign of King George the Third ; and also an Act nassed in the fifth year of tho reign of Bis said lato 
MaMsty King George tho Fourth, to amend tho said Act of the third year of His said Majesty's reign; 
and so much of an Act nassr'd in tho sixth year of the reign of His said late Majesty, to regulate tho 
pa3rmcnt of salaries ana allowances to Britteh Omanis, as respects the allowance to bo mado to such 
Consuls in tbo nature of superannuation or reward for meritorious public services, shall be and tho same 
are hereby repealed, except so far as relates to any matter or thing already done under t^ said Acts of 
either of them. 

IX. And be it further euacterl, that from and after the passing of this Act tho superannuation allow¬ 
ances to be granted to such officers and clerks who shall have entered tho public service prior to tho 6th 
day of August^ 1829 (except only as hereinafter is authorired) shall not exceed the following proportions 
with rcferciioe to the amount of their salaries and the periods of their servioes respectively; (videlicet)^ 

To an officer, clerk, or person who shall have served ten years and upwards, and under fifteen years,' 
any annual allowance not exceeding in amount four-twelfths of tbo annual salary and emoluments 
of his office; 

For fiftenm years and upwards, and under twenty years, not exceeding flvo-twelftbs of such salary 
and emoluments: 

For twenty ycoi s and upwards, and under twenty-fivo years, not exceeding aix-twclfths of such 
aalary and emoluments: 

For twenty-five years and upwards, and under thirty yoars, not exceeding seven-twelfths of such 
salary and emoluments: 

For thirty years and upwards, and under thirty-five years, not exceeding eight-twelfths of such 
salary' and emoluments: 

For thirty-five years and upwards, and under forty years, not exceeding nine-twelfths of such 
salary and emoluments: 

For forty years and upwards, and under forty-five years, not exceeding ten-twelfths of such 
salary and emoluments: 

For forty-fivo years and upwards, and under fifty years, not exceeding eleven-twelfths of such 
salary and emoluments 

And for fifty years or upwards, any annual allowanoe not exceeding the net amount of the salary 
and emoluments of his office. 

X. And be it furtluT enacted, that from and after tho passing of this Act it shall not bo lawful to grant 
to any officer or clerk who shall have entered the public service subsequent to tho 4th day of August^ 1829, 
except as hon inafter authorized, any supcTannuatiou or allowance exceeding tho following proportions 
with reference to the amount of their salaries and the periods of their sen'ices respective^; (oid^ioet)^ 

To an officer, clerk, or jxtsou who shall have served ten years and upwards, and uuuer sovontaeii 
years, sn v aiuiual allowance not exceeding in amoimt threo-twelftlis of the salary and emolnmants 
of his ofiico: 

For seventeen years' eernoe and upwards, and under twenty-four years, not exoooding foor- 
tweUtliM of such snl.iry and emoluments: 

For twenty-four years’ service and upwards, and under thirty-one years, not exceeding five- 
twelfths of such salary and emoluments: 

For thirty-one years and upwards, and under thirty-eight years, not exceeding six-twelfths of 
such salary and emoluments:

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And for forty-flye years And apim^ noiexoeeding eight-twelftha of anch aalary andamoliBMiilA 
And in no cane, except as hereinalier is especially provicM, shall any superannnatiun or allowanoe 
exceeding two-thirds of the salary and emoluments of any such officer, clerk, or person be ffranted. 

XL And it be further enacted, that from and after the passing of this Act it shall not oe lawful lo 
grant any superannuation allowance to any officer or clerk who shall be under sixty-five years of egSi 
unless upon certificates from the heads of the department to which such officer or clerk shall belong, 
and from two medical practitioners, that be is incapable from infirmity of mind or body to discharge 
the duiiee of his situation, nor unless he shall have discharged those duties with diligence and fidelity 
to the satisfaction of the head officer or officers of his department, which shall be certified by any two of 
such head officers if there shall be more than one, or by such head officer if thero be but one; and in case 
the person clahning such superannuation allowance shall himself be the head officer, or one of the head 
officers, then such superannuation allowance shall not be granted unless bo shall have discharged the 
duties of his situstion with diligence and fidelity to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
if such head officer shall hold any offioe or situation under the control of that departmont, and in all other 
cases to the satisfaction of the CommissionerB of the Treasury; and the said CommisaiouerB of the 
Ajdmiralty and Treasurr reepectively shall expreas such satisfaction in their minute recommending or 
anthorixing the grant of any such superannuation allowance. 

XU. Provklea always, and be it further enacted, that the auperannuation allowance to be granted to 
any officer or person after the peeeiug of this Act shall not be computed upon the amount of the salary 
enjoyed by him at the time of his retirement, unless he shall have been in the receipt of the same, or in the 
class from which he retires, for a period of at least tliree yei^s immediately before the granting of such 
superannuation allowance; and in case be shall not have enjoyed his then existing salary (or Imve been 
in such claas) for that period, such superannuation allowance s h a ll be calcnlated upon the average amounl 
of salary received bv such person for three years next preceding the commeucemeut of such allowance. 

XIII. And be it further enacted, that all compensations aud ^owanoes granted or hereafter under thi* 
Act to be granted as pensions or superannuations shall be paid to the pereous entitled to receive the earns 
without any abatement or deduction in respect of any taxes or duties whatever at present existing. 

XIV. Aj^ be it further enacted, that the superannuation allowances authorixed by this Act shall 
extend to all such civil offices and departments as are set forth and enumerated iu the schedule to thic 
Act, with such exceptious as are specified in the said schedule: provided always, that it shall be lawful 
for the OommUMiioners of liis Majesty’s Treeeury, by any order or warrant under the hands of any three 
or more of them, to add to the list of offices and aepartments enumerated in the said schedule any other 
nffioee or departments which now exist or may hornier be created or established, and to place the same, 
aikd the officers and persons employed t^rein, under the provisions of this Act, in ever^* which order or 
warrant the rsaaoos lor adding any such office or department shall be stated, and a copy of every such order 
or wairant shall be laid before Parliament within one month after the making thereof, if Parliament 

be then dUiog, aud if nut, then within one month after the then next sitting of Parliameot; and all the 
provisions of this Act, and all the powers, authoritise, reg^ulations, restrictions, and clauses therein 
eontained, shall in every such case apply and be put in force with respect to every office or departmient 
which shall be so added as aforesaid, as fully and effectually, to all intents and purposes, aa if they had 
been originally specified and enumerated in the said schedule. 

XV. iS-orided always, and be it further enacted, that nothing iu this Act contained shall extend or be 
oonatrued to extend to or authorize the adding to such list any offices held under military or naval oom- 
miesioos entitling the holdera of the same to half-pay, or any military or naval allowance in lieu of or in 
addition to half-pay allowed under the regulation of any order of llis Majesty in Council to any persona 
for aervioee in liis Majesty’s army, navy, or ordnance, or any offices in any of Uis Majesty’s Courts at 
IVesfminsier or XhMtMy or any other Uis Majesty’s Courts of Justioe elsewhere, or the C^ptroUar ol 
His Majesty’s £xobe<|uer, or any offices in relation to whicn the granting of any allowances for past 
aervioee baa been specially regulated by any Act, or any offices held as sinecures, or executed prindpallj 
by deputy. 

XVI. And be it further enacted, that no compensation hereafter to be made or suporannuatioa 

aliowanoe to bo granted in respect of dvil services to any person entitled to half-pay in the army, 
ordnance, navy, or marinea, who shall have been appointed to the Civil Service subsequently to the 
fourth day of One thouaand eight hundred and twenty-nine, shall in any case, except as in tliia 

Act is spedally provided, exceed in the whole (computing his half-pay in such compensation or allowance} 
the amount of two-ihirds of the mlity and emolumenta of the office relinquished by him: providea 
always, that nothing in this Act contained shall extend or be construed to extend to entitle any superin¬ 
tendent of a dockyard or other establishment in the Civil Department of the Navy, who eliall have hold 
any dvil appointment prior to the fifth day of Aapawf One thouaand eight hundred and twenty-nine, to any 
superannuation aliowanoe under this Act beyond the amount stipulated by the terms on which ^ shall 
have accepted the office of superintendent, or the amount established by any Order of liis Majesty in 
Council concerning superintendente. 

XVII. Provided alwsvs, and be it further enacted, that in any case in which it shall appear to the 
Corrmtisaioners of His Maj^y's Treaauty that any special circumstanoos afford to any officer or cleric in 
the several offices or departments mentioned in the schedule to this Act, or in the addition authorised to 
be noade thereto, who is not within the exceptions therein oontainod, a just claim to an amount of superan¬ 
nuation alkiwanoe not authorized by this Act, or exceeding the amount therein specified with roference to 
the length of his servioo, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Uis Majesty's Treasury to grant or 
give ai^ority for granting any special supermnnoation which such officer or clerk shall appear to them 
to deserve; but in every such esse the pounds on which such special sujterannuatiou shall be granted or 
Authorized shall be stated in the grant thereof, or in the authority for panting the same, and also entenad 
io thoMinutea of the Treasury, and shall likewise be laid before Parliament within one month after the 
fifth day of Jamtary in each year, if Parliament be sitting during that period, or if not, then within ona 
month after the ensuing meeting of PorliomenL 

XVlll. And be it further enacted, that no oompenaation for any office abolished, ncr any spacia] 
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allaWBnoe or romoneration for good Burvices to aoj person liolding or haying held any ciyil office in any 
public department, shall bo charged upon the inddonts or any other fund of any suen depiulment; and 
that no such compensation, nor any altoyranco or comnensatiou in the nature of superannuation or retired 
allowance or reward to any such person in respect of ms haying held any public office or employment, or 
haying been engarod in any public soryice, shall be grant^, allowed, or paid, other than under the 
authority of an Order of His Majesty in Council, or by t^ CommissiouerB of His Majesty’s Treasury, or 
any three or more of them. 

aIX. And be it further enacted and proyidod, that eyery person to whom any componeation or 
allowance, in consequence of the abolition or reduction of office, shall hereafter bo granted, shall at all 
times, when called upon, be liable to fill, in any part of His Majesty’s dominions in which he shall have 
alreaay served, any public office or situation under the Crown for which his previous public flervioes may 
render him eli^blo, and that if he shall decline, when called upon so to do, to take upon himself suen 
office or situation, and execute the duties thereof Batisfactorily, being in a competent state of health, he 
shall forfeit his ri^ht to any compensation or allowance which may ^ve been granted to him in respect 
of a^ former sor^'ices. 

XX. Provided always, and be it further enacted, that in case any person enjoying any superannuatioo 
allowance, in consequence of retiring from office on account of age, infirmity, or any other cause, or 
enjoying any compensation for past services upon the abolition or reduction of office, shall be appointed 
to fill any office in any public department, every such allowance or compensation shall cease to be paid 
for any period subsequent to such appointment if the annual amount of the profits of the office to which 
ho shall be apiMunted shall be equal to those of the office formerly held by him. and in case they shall not 
be equal to those of his former office, then no more of such superannuation allowance or compensation 
shall be paid to him than what with tho salary of his new appointment shall be equal to that of 1^ former 
office. 

XXI. Provided always, and be it further enacted, that nothing herein contained with respect to 
compensation, superannuation, or allowance for civil services shall extend or be construed to extend to 
any military or naval half-pay, or allowance in lieu of half-pay, or to any military or naval allowance or 
peusions granted or to be granted under the relations of any Order of His Majesty in Council, in any 
of tho respective departments of tho Cornmismoners of the Admiralty, the Secretary at War, and the 
Master Qeuoral of tho Ordnance, except as hereinafter is provided with respect to the same. 

XXII. And be it further enacted, that between tho first day of Fdtrwiry and the twenty-fifth day of 
March in every year, or if Parliament shall not be sitting during any part of that period, then within 
twenty days after tho next meeting of Parliament there snail be laid before both Houses of Parliament 
an acconnt of every increase and diminution which shall have taken place within the preceding year, 
ending on tho thirty-first day of Decemier, in the number of persons employed in all public offices of 
departments under the Crown, and in the salaries, emoluments, allowanoes, and exMnses which shall have 
taken place or been paid, granted, received, or inciurod for and in respect of all officers and persons 
belonging to or employed in all such public offices or departments, sjiccifying the amount and nature 
thereof, and distinguishing every increase and diminution in the amount of all allowances of componsadons 
granted as retired allowanoes or superannuations to any person having held any office, place, or employ¬ 
ment in any such public office or dupartment. and also the time and length of service of every such 
persons, ana the amount of the salary and emoluments received by such person immediately preceding 
Ids superannuation or retirement, and the nature of his services, and the gprounds upon which such increase 
or diminution in the establishment of every such public office or department, or of any such salary, 
emolument, allowance, compensation, or superannuation shall have been granted or made; and also 
specifying the name of every ]>crson receiving such allowance or compensation who may have died in 
tne course of tho year, together with the amount of tho annual allowance payable to such person. 

XXIII. Provided always, and be it further enacted, that accounts of all compensations for offices 
aboHshod, and of all allowances in tho nature of superannuation or retired allowanoes to all other persons 
in respect of their having bold any public offico or employment under tho Crown, shall annually, at the 
perioa lastly provided, laid before the Commons House of Parliament. 

XXIV. And whereas the scale of allowance under this Act specifies the highest rate which a super¬ 
annuated officer can receive unless his case be specially laid before Parliament: and wbereae it is 
expedient that the Lords of His Majesty’s Treasury and the I^rds of the Admiralty for the time being 
respectively should consider the health, a^e, meritorious conduct, and other dreumstanoes of each party 
applying for a superannuation allowance, in order to exercise t^ir discretion in fixing the amount of 
inich allowance, subject always to the limitation prescribed by this Act: and whereas it is expedient that 
Parliament should be made acquainted with the manner in which such discretion shall be exercised: bo it 
therefore enacted, that all Orders of His Majesty in Coondl, and Minutes of the Lords of the Treasury, 
which shall at any time bo framed or passed laying down any ^neral rule or regulation respecting the 
granting of superannuation allowanoes, shall, within one month of the date thereof, if Parliament shonld 
t^n 1^ sitting, or if not, then within one month after the commencement of the next ensning session 
of Parliament, be laid before the two Rouses of Parliament respectively. 

XXV. Provided always, and be it further enacted, that all half-pay and allowances in lieu of half-pay in 
the several departments of tho army, ordnance, navy, and marines, and all military and naval allowances or 
pensions g^nted or which shall be panted in any of such depai^ents under tM authority of any Order 
m Oonndl, shall be annually laid before the Commons House of Parliament, in separate estimates, at the 
same time with the ordinary estimates of those respective departments, and shall be kept distinct from 
nil pensioDS, compensations, superannuation, and retired allowanoes in any of the civil offices of those 
departments resp^ively. 

XXVI. And be it farther enacted, that the compensations, superannuations, and allowanoes authorised 
ns well by this as any former Act or Acts shall, when not spedally provided for by Parliament, be charged 
upon and paid and payable by the respective Apartments or omoes in which the persons reosJving BOoh 
allowances shall have served. 

XVIL And whereas the Commiasionsrs of the Treasury did, by a Minute dated the fourth day o. 
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One thonBend eight hundred and twenty-nine, record their intention to adopt certain regulations 
with a view to reduce prospectively the charge incun^ in providing for superannuation allowances, of 
which notice was given in the several public departments for the information of those who should there- 
after enter the public service: and whereas in pursuance of the said Minute an annual abatement bath 
been made from the salaries and emoluments of the several persons who have entered the public service 
subsequent to the date therof: and whereas it is expedient to continue such abatement in those cases, 
and to extend it toothers as hereinafter provided: be it therefore further enacted that from and after the 
passing of this Act there shall be an annual abatement made, in quarterly proportions, by the proper 
officer in each respective department, from the salaries and emoluments of the several officers and 
persons employed in the several civil offices and departments spcciiiod in the schedule to this Act, or 
to be specified in the addition authorized to be made thereto, and not within the exceptions thereof, who 
have sinoe the date of the said Minute entered or shall hereafter enter the public service, in such manner 
and under such directions as shall from time to time be given in this respect by the Commissioners of the 
Treasury or of the Admiralty, as the case may be; the amount of which abatement shall be according to 
the respective rates following (that is to say):— 

From salaries and emoluments not exoming the annual sum of one hundred pounds, an abatement 
after the rate of two pounds ten shillings per cenivm; 

And from salaries and emoluments exceeding one hundred pounds, five pounds per centum: 

And in the cases of all persons whomsoever at present holding office and entitled to superannuation 
allowance under this Act, who shall have been appointed to such office subsequently to the issue of the 
Minute of the Lords Commissiouers of His Mawsty's Treasury, bearing date the ^urth dav of August 
One thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, for the future regulation of the several civil departments 
of the public service, and who shall hereaiter, upon promotion, obtain any increase of salary or iffiowanoes 
in respect of their offices, an annual abatement, after the like rates respectively, shall be made from tho 
amoiint of such increase from time to time, commencing from the period when the some shall take place. 

XXYIII. And be it further enacted, that it shall he lawful for the person or persons at the head of 
department in which any fees or other sources of profit may form part of tne emoluments of any 
office n such department, te fix, with the approbation of the Commissiooers of His Majesty's Treasury, 
or for the Ccmmiissioners of the Admiralty if the office shall be in that department, an average sum upon 
which the compensation or superannuation allowance shall be granted, as well as the sum to be annually 
abated as hereinbefore provided, from such person's salary, in respect of such emoluments, which 
sum BO to be fixed shall not exceed the average amount of such emoluments for tho three last preceding 
years. 

XXIX. And be it further enacted, that the Vice Treasurer of Ireland shall at all times, when required 
80 to do by the Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury, transmit to the said Commissiouers accounts 
of tho execution of this Act, and of all matters and things relating thereto, in his execution of the powers 
thereof, in such manner and form, and containing such particulars, as ho shall in that behalf ^ from 
time to timo directed. 

XXX. Provided always, and be it further enacted, that nothing in this Act contained shall extend or 
bo construed to extend to give any person an absolute right to compensation for past services, or to any 
superannuation or retiring allowance under tliis Act, or to deprive the Commissioners of His Maiestpa 
Treasury, and the beads or principal officers of the respective aepartments, of their pow'cr and authority 
to dismiss any person from the public service without compensation.

An Act to alter and amend the Acts enabling Her Ma^sty to grant Pensions to Persons having h e l d 

oertain nigh Civil 0£^s. [9th August, 1^.] 

WuxEBSa it is expedient to amend the law relating to pensians to bo muted to fiersons who have held 
offices in the civil service of the Crown which are usnallY bold by memlters of the House of Lords or tho 
House of Commons, and whkb offices are hereinafter referred to os political offices: Be it enacted by the 
Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with tho advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prosout Parhameut assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows:— 

1 . This Act, with the exceptiou of the reservation hereinafter contaiinxl, shall not apply to any office 
in the permanent civil service of the Crown or in Her Majeety's household, or to any legal office, other 
than the office of Judge Advocate General. 

2. Political offices ^all for tho purposes of this Act be divided into three olaases; vix.:— 

('lass 1. Containing the office of the First Lord of the Admiralty and all other political offioee 
remunerated with a yearly salary of not leas than five thousand pounds ^ 

Class 2. Containing all such offices remunerated with a yearly salary of less than five thouaaxid 
pounds and not less than two thousand pounds: 

Class 8. Contoiniug all such offices remunerated with a yearly salary of less than two thousand 
pounds and more than one thousand pounds. 

8 . Subject to the provisions of this Act Her Majeety may, if She shall think fit, by warrant under her 
royal sign n^ual, countersigned by two or more Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, grant to 
any {lersuu in respect of his scrviees, whether before or after the passing of this Act, in any office 
included in any of the above classes, a pension during life according to the following scale, vis. 

i v.iOO^Ic 
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Isi. A firsi-cUM pension, not exceeding two thouseod pounds a year, in respect of a service of not less 
thAn four Tears, or its equivalent, in an office of the first class. 

2nd. A second-class pension, not exceeding one thousand two hundred pounds a year, in respect of a 
service of not less than six year^ or its eouivalent, in an office of the second class. 

Srd. A third-class pension, not exceeding eight hundred pounds a year, in respect of a service of not 
less than ten years in an office of the third class. 

4. For the purposes of this Act, service for any time in an office of the third class shall count aa 
service for one-h^ of that time in an office of the second class; and service for any time in an office of 
the second class shall count as service for ono-half of that time in an office of the first class; but no 
person shall be entitled to a first-lass pension who has not actually served two years in an office of the 
first class, nor to a second-class pension who has not actually served three years in an office of the second 
class. Any person who, having served for three years in a lower class, has afterwards served in a 
higher class for such time as would, if the service been in the lower class, have entitled him to a 
pension in the lower class, shall be entitled to reokon the whole of his service as if it had been psssed in 
UiO lower class. 

The time of service in political offices may for the purposes of this Act be continuous or at different 
times and in different offices of the above classes; but no pension under this Act shall be panted in any 
class while four pensions of that class are subsisting; nor shall more than one pension under this Act m 
granted in the same year: Provided that no office hereafter created shall be entitled to rank as one of the 
political offices within the moaning of this Act, unless such office sliall have boon created by Act of 
Parliament, nor sliall in future any Edition to the salary of any political office now existing, or hereafter 
to bo created, made otherwiso than under the authority of an Act of Parliiunent, entitle such office to 
rank in any higher class than that in which it would have ranked without such ad^tion. 

5. Pennons in reepect of service in ofihses the salary of which is paid out of the revonuos of India shall 
be paid out of those revenues. 

6. wWe a person receiving a pension under this Act was at the time of his application for such 
pension, or is afterwards, entitled to any emolument (including in the term anv salary, compensation 
Huperannuatiou allowance or pension) which is payable out of any monies raised by taction or out of 
other public revenue in any |Mirt of Uer Majesty’s dominions, or is received by way of fees or otherwise 
in res|iect of his bolding any public office or employment in any pvt of Her Majesty's dominions, the 
payment of the pension under this Act shall, so long as he receives such emolument, if the amount 
tliereof is greater Qian or equal to the pension under this Act, bo su^pended, and if less be diminished 
by the amount of such emolumeut; and if any person is at the time of his application for or while 
reoei\*ing a pension under this Act entitled to any such emolument, he shall forthwith deliver to tho 
Commissionm’s of Her Majesty’s Treasury a declaiation under his h^d stating the nature and amount 
thereof. 

7. Section six of tho Act of tho session of the fourtli and fifth years of tho reign of King William the 
Fourth, chapter twenty-four^ shall apply to pensions under this Act in the same manner as if they had 
been wanted under the provisions ol the said Act* 

8 . Every pension, not being chargeable on the revenues of India, granted under this Act shall bo 
issued and payable out of and charged and chargeable upon the Consolidated Fund of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland next in order of payment to and after paying or reserving 
sufficient to pay all such sums of money as have been directed to bo paid by any former Act or Acts, 
but with preference to all other payments hereafter to be charged thereon as aforesaid, and the samo 
shall from time to time be paid and payable quarterly. 

9. The Acts specified in the schedule to this Act aro hereby repealed to the extent in the schedule 
mentioned: 

Provided that— 

(1.) This repeal shall not affect any’ penMans which have been granted under any of the said Acts 
before the passfaig of this Act and are still in foros, and those Acts shall apply to such pensions 
as if this Act had not passed. 

(2.) Where a person is qualified by service before the pessiog of this Act to reoeivo a pension under 
any of the said Acts, it sliall be lawful for Her Majesty to grant a pension to such person in 
pursuanco of those Acts; and those Acts shall apply, in tho case of such pension, in the asme 
msnner ss if this Act had not pasasd. 

(A) Where a peraon who is in the permanani oivil service of tho state is qualified bv service before the 
passing of this Act to reoeivo a pension under any of the said Acta, or would but for thi* repeal 
have become ao qualified by service partly bafore and partly after the passing of this Act, then 
either— 

(o) Such peraon may claim a supenumuatfon allowmnoe under the Superannuation Act, 1869: 
Or, 

(6) Such person may claim, and Her Majesty mav grant to him, a pension under the provi¬ 
sions of the said Acts; and those Acts shall apply, in the case of such pension, in tha 
same manner as if this Act had not passed. 

10. This Act may be oited ss ** The PoUtioal Psnsion Act, 1669."

An Act to amend the Laws concerning Superannuations and other Allowances to Persons having held 
Civil Offices in the Public Service. [19M April, 1869. J 

Whereas an Act was paased in the session holden in the fourth and fifth years of Ring William the 
Fourth, chapter twenty-four, to alter, amend, and consolidate the laws for regelating the pensions, 
compensations, and allowances to be maae to persons in respect of their having held Ci>'U Offices in His 
I Majesty's serviceand whereas by an Act of the session holden in the twentieth and twenty-first yeara 
of Her Majesty, chapter thirty-seven, section twenty-seven of the first-recited Act, by which an abate¬ 
ment was oirected to be msdo from the salaries of dvil servants entitled to superannuation allowance, 
was repealed: and whereas it is desirable further to amend the said Act as hereinafter mentioned: be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

I. Sections ton, eleven, thirteen, fourteen, ftfteen, seventeen, nineteen, and twenty-four of the said 

Act of Uie fourth and flftn years of Ring WilUam the Fourth are hereby repealed, but such repeal shall 
not affect any pension, compensation, or superannuation aUowanco granted or act done before the passinfr 
of this Act. 6 

II. Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter contained, the superannuation allowance to 
be granted after the commencement of this Act to persons who shall have served in an established 
•wpadty in the permanent civil service of the state, whether their remuneration be computed by day 
pay, weekly wages, or annual salary, and for whom provision shall not otherwise have been made by 
Act of Parliament, or who may not be specially excepted by the authority of Parliament, shall be as 
follows; (that is to aay). 

To any person who sliall have served ton years and upwards, and under eleven years, an annual 
allowance of ton-sixtieths of the annual siUary and emoluments of his office: 

For eleven years, and under twelve years, an annual allowance of eleven-sixtieths of such salary and 
emoluments: 

And in like manner a further addition to the annual allowance of one-sixtieth in respect of each 
additional year of such service, until the completion of a period of service of forty years, when the 
annual allowance of forty-sixtieths may be granted; and no addition shall be made in respect of 
any service beyond forty years: 

Provide always, that if any question should arise in any department of the public service as to 
the claim of any person or class of persons for superannuation under this clause, it shall be referred to 
the Commissioners of the Treasury, whose decision shall be finaL 

IlL Nothing herein contained shall interfere with the grant to the officers and clerks who cnteired 
the public service prior to the fifth day of Augtut One thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, of such 
superannuation allowances sis might hereafter have been g^ranted to them under section nine of the said 
Act of the fourth and fifth years of King Willuxm the Fourth, or shall prevent, restrict, or diminish any 
other superannuation allowance, pension, gratuity, or compensation which, if this Act had not been 
pas^, might hereafter have been granted to any wson who shall have entered the public service 
before the passing of this Act, but, except as aforesaid, the provisions hereinafter contained shall apply 
as well to persons who have already entered the public service, whether before or after the said fifth 
day of Avgiut One thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, as to those who may hereafter enter 
public ser^ce. 

IV. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Treasury from time to time, by any order or 
warrant, to declare that for the due and efficient discharge of the duties of any office or class of offices 
to be specified in such order or warrant, professional or other pecu^ qualifications not ordinarily to 
be acouired in the public service, are required^ and that it is for the interest of the public that peraona 
should be appointed thereto at an age exceeding that at which public service ordiDarily begins; and 
by the same or any other order or warrant to direct that when any person now holding or who may 
hereafter be appointed to such office or any of such class of offices shall retire from the public service 
a number of years not exceeding twenty, to be specified in the said order or urarrant, shall. In 
computing the amount of superannuation allowance which may bo granted to him under the foregoing 
section of this Act, be added to the number of years during which he may have actually served a^ 
also to direct that in respect of such office or class of offices the period of service required to endUo 
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tbo holders to supersDoasUon msy be a period less than ten years, to bo specified in the order or 
warrant; and also to direct that, in respect of such office or class of ofiioos, the holder may be entitled 
to superannuation, though ho may not hold his appointment directly from the Crown, and may not 
have entered the service with a certificate from the Civil Service Commissioners; provided alwaySy 
that every order or warrant made under this enactment shall be laid before I’arliamenl. 

V. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Treasury to grant to any person who, being the 
holder of an office in respect of which a superannuation allowance may bo panted, but not having 
completed the period wluch would have entitled him to a superannuation allowance, is compelled to 
Quit the public service by reason of severe bodily injury, occasioned, without his own default, in the 
^scharge of his public duty, a gratuity not exceeding tnree months’ pay for every two years of service, or 
a superannuation allowanoo not exceeding ten-sixtie^ of the annual salary and emoluments of his office. 

VL It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Treasury to grant to any person who, being the 
holder of an office in respect of which a superannuation allowance may be grantou, is constrained,Irum 
infirmity of mind or body, to leave the public servioo before the completion of the period which w'ould 
entitle him to a superannuation allowance, such sum of money by way of gratuity as the said 
Coin^ssioners may think prof^r, but so as that no such gratuity shall exceed the amount of one 
month's pay for each year of service. 

VII. It shall be laa-iul for the Commissioners of the Treasury to grant to any person retiring or 
removed from tbo public service in consequence of the abolition of his office, or for the purpose of 
(acUitating improvemeute in tho organization of the department to which he belongs, by which greater 
efficiency and economy can bo efiected, such special annual allowance by way of compensation as on a 
full oontddoraiion of tho circumstances of the case may seem to the said Commissioners to be a 
reasonable and just compensation for tho loss of office; and if the compensation shall exceed the amount 
to which such person would have been entitled under the scale of superannuation provided by this 
Act if ton years were added to tho number of years which he may have actuaUy served, such allowance 
■ball bo gpranted by special Minute, stating the special grounds for granting such allowance, which 
Minute shall be laid before Parliament, and no such allow'ance shall exceed two>thirds of the salary 
and emoluments of tho office. 

VIII. It shall not be lawful for the Commissioners of the Treasury to grant the full amount of 
■uporaunuotion allowance which can be granted under this Act toanv person not being the bead officer 
or one of the head officers of a department, unless upon production of a certificato (signed by the head 
officer of the department, or by two head officers, if there bo more than one) that he has served with 
diligence and floelity to tho satisfaction of such head officer or officers; and in every case in which any 
superannuation allowance is granted after the refusal of such certificate, the Minute granting it shall 
■tate such refusal and the grounds on which the allowanoo is granted. 

IX. Provided, that it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Treasury to grant to any person 
any superannuation^ compousation, gratuity, or other allowance of greater amount than the amount 
which might be awarded to him under the loreroing provisious, when special services rendered by 
such person, and recoiling B|>€cial reward, shall appear to them to justify such increase, but so that 
such imowance shall m no case exceed the salary ana emoluments enjoyed by the grantee at the time of 
retirement, and the rounds of every such increase shall be stated in a Minute of the Treasury, which 
■ball be laid before Parliament; and it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to gnuit to any 
person any such allowance of less amount than otherwise would havo been awarded to him where his 
defaults or demerit in relatiou to the public service appear to them to justify such diminution. 

X. It shall not be lawful to grant any superannuation allowance under the provisious of this Act to 
any person who shall be under sixty years, unless upon medical certificate to tho satisfaction of t^ 
Commissioners of the Treasury that be is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to discharge tbo 
dnties of his situation, and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent 

XL Every person to whom a superannuation or compensation allowance shall have been granted 
before he shall have attained the age of sixty years shall, until be has attained that be liable to bo 
called upon to fill, in any part of Her Majesty’s dominions in which he shall before nave served, any 
public office or situation under the Crown for which his previous public services may render him 
eligible; and if he shall decline, when called upon to do so, to take upon him such office or situation, 
or shall decline or neglect to execute the duties thereof satisfactorily, beina in a competent state of 
health, he sliall forfeit his right to the compensation or superannuation allowance which had been 
granted to him.* 

XII. And whereas it will bo for the advantage of the public service that officers holding employments 
entitling them to superannuation allowances under this or other Acts shall be eligible for otoer public 
en^loyments at home and abroad, without forfeiting their claims to such allowances: 

Every officer already or hereafter to be transferred from employment entitling him to superannuation 
allowance to public employment under the Crown not so entitiing him shall be entitled, on his ultimate 
rDtiremeut from the public service, to the same allowance as if be had continued to hold the vacated 
appointment and at the same rate of salary as when the same was vacated, subject nevertheless to the 
conations which would iu that case have been applicable with respect to the grant of such i^owanoe; 
provided that it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Treasury, in the case of officers transferred 
to TOvemorships and lieutenanUgovemorships of colonies, and other high offices abroad, conferred for 
a lunited period, to grant such su|>erannuatiun allowance to such officers on the expiration of such term 
of eervice without a renewal of public employment; but any officer to whom such grant is made while 
under the age of sixty years shall be subject to the same liability to be called upon to fill office under the 
Orowm as herein provided concerning other persons under that age to whom like allowances are g^nted. 

XIIL Ail orders, warrants, and minutes by this Act directed to be laid before Parliament shall bo 
laid before both Houses of Parliament within fourteen days after tlie making thereof if Parliament 
be edtilng, and if Parliament bo not sitting then within fourteen days after tho next meeting thereof.

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Xiy. No pension shall be granted under the provisions of section six of the Act of the fifty-soventh 
year of King Gtatw the Thii^, chapter aixty-flve, to any person who shall not have had a seat in one of 
the Houses of Parliament during the period or one half of the period for which he has held office, as in 
the said section is mentioned. 

XV. The several sections mentioned in the schedule hereto of the several Acts of Parliament, also 
therein mentioned, shall be constmed as if this Act, instead of the said Act of the fourth and fifth years 
of the reign of hJng WUIiam the Fourth, bad b^n referred to in the said sections; and each other* 
enactments as refer to the scale of superannuation allowance established by the provisions hereby 
repealed of the said Act of King William the Fonrth shall be construed as if the scale established by 
this Act had been referrod to. 

XYI. All saperaimuations, compensations, gratuities, and other allowances granted or hereafter 
under this Act to be granted shall be paid to the persons entitled to receive the same without any 
abatement or deduction in respect of any taxes or duties whatever at present existing, except the tax 
upon property or income. 

XViI. For the purposes of this Act, no person hereafter to be appointed shall bo deemed to have 
serred in the permanent Civil Service of the State unless such person holds his appointment directly 
from the Crown, or has boon admitted into the Civil Service with a certificate from the Civil Service 
Commissioners; nor shall any person, already appointed to any office be held to have served in the 
permanent Civil Service as aforesaid, unless snch person belong to a class which it already entitled to 
superannuation i^owanoe, or to a class in which, if he had been appointed thereto sobaequently to the 
passing of this Act, he would, ss holding his appointment directly from the Crown, or as having been 
admitted into the Civil Service with snch certificate as aforesaid, have become entitled to snch 
allowance; and no person shall be entitled to any superannuation allowance under this Act, unless bis 
sa^y or remuneration has been provided out of toe Consolidated Fund of the United ^ngdom of 
Ortai Britain and Ireland, or out of the moueys voted by Parliament. 

XVIII. So much of the said Act of the fonrth and fifth years of King William the Fourth, chapter 
twenty-four, as is now in force, and not hereby repealed, and this Act, shall be constmed together as 
one Act. 

XIX. It shall be sufficient, in citing this Act, to use the expression The Superannuation Act, 
1869."

The term ^ pension " includes any half-pay, oompensatiofi allowance, superannuation or retirement 
allowance, or other payment of the like nature: 

The term **officer" means commissioned officer and wammt officer in the Army and Navy,and 
subordinate officer in the Navy: 

The term ** public civil office’* means any office other than that of an officer in Her Majesty’s naval 
or land forces, the holder of which is paid remnneration out of moneys provided by Parliament for 
supply services. 

8 . This Act shall apply only— 

ri.J To officers in Her Majesty’s naval or land forces; and 

(2.) To persons who have retired or have been lemov^ from public civil offices in consequence of the 
alwlition of their offices, or for the purpose of facilitating improvements in the organixatiom of 
the departments to which they belong^, and to whom annual pensions have been granted by 
way of compensation for such retirement or remora). 

4i. It shall be lawful for the Treasnry, in oooordanoe with such regulations as they may from time to 
HmA make, on the application of any jierson to whom this Act applies, to commute his pension by the 
payment ci a capital sum of money, calculated according to the estimated duration of the life of \hi& 
pensioa-holder, subject to the following provisions; 

fl.) In calculating the amount payable in respect of the oommniatlon of any pension, the fcdlowtnw 
rnlee shall m observed: 

(a.) I'he of the pension-holder shall be reckoned at the age he will attain on the hirtlidsy 
next sueceeding his spptioation foroommutation; 

(6.) In the case of impaired lives, years shall be added to the age of the pension-holder for the 
purpose of calculating the amonnt of commutation payable to him; and in like manner a 
deduction from age shall bo made as an equivalent for the right to prospective incroaae of the 
pensiou to be commuted; 

(c.) In calculating the amount jMiyable in respect of any pension, interest shall be reckoned 
at a rate of not less than five pounds per contum per annum: 
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(2.) Where any officer in the naval or land forces of Her Marastj whose pension has been commuted 
under this Act subsequently marries, his widow shall not be entitled to any pension, and a 
child of any such officer born after the date of the commutation of bis pension shall not be 
entitled to compassionate allowance: 

(A.) Save as aforesaid, nothing in this Act contained shall be held to deprive the wife or children of 
any officer whose pension may be commuted of any reversionary right to pension or ocnsf^e* 
sionate allowance to which she or they may be entitled: 

(^) No application for the commutation of a penaion shidl be received unless it be accompanied, in the 
case of an officer who has bolon^d to Her Majesty’s naval forces, by a recamxnendation from 
the Admiralty, and in the case of an officer who has belonged to Her Majesty’s land fora#) by 
a reoommeudatioD from the War Office, and in the case of any other person, by a recommenda- 
tion from the head of the department to which the applicant belongs, unless the Treasury 
otherwise direct. 

5. There shall be constituted for the purpose of advising on the cases of applicants for oommntation 
of Mnsions under this Act a board, in this Act called the commutation board.'’ 

The commutation board shall consist of the Comptroller-General for the time being of the National 
Debt Office, and of four other persons to be from time to time appointed by the Treasuir. 

The Treasury may from time to time appoint, and rsmove, an actuary, medical re/erees, and such 
other officers or servants as they may consider necessary, and may pay them such remuneration as they 
tni^ think fit. 

The commutation board shall inquire into and rep^ to the Treasury upon the cases of applicants for 
commutation under this Act in such manner as the Treasniy directs. 

6. The Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, with the consent of the Treasury, may 
pay the amounts awarded as commutations of pensions out of any funds for the time being in their han^ 
under the authority of the Act of the twenty-ionrth year of tho reign of Her present Majesty, chapter 
fourteen, and the Act of the session of the twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh years of tho reign, 
chapter eighty-seven, or either of such Acts. 

7. Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Treasury may from time to time make, alter, or revoke 
regulations as to the following matters: 

(1.) The rules according to which applioatlona for commutation are to be made or, on payment of a 
prescribed fee, to be withdrawn: 

(2.) The tables according to which the dnration of life of applicants for commutation is to be 
calculated for the purposes of this Act. 

(S.) The terms upon which fusions are to be commuted, and the cases in which commutation is to bo 
refnsed. 

8. An aooonnt shall be made up annually of the amount paid by the Commissioners for the Reduction 
of the National Debt for the commutation of penaiona under this Act, and a terminable annuity shall be 
annnally paid, out of the votee of Parliament upon which the respective pensions were chargeable 
previous to commutation, to the Commissioners for the Redaction of the National Debt of an amonnt 
sufficient to repay to tho said Commissioners, at the expiration of ten years, the amount advanced by 
them, together with interest thereon at a rats of not less than three and a-half per centum per annum, 
and the amonnt of the annuity payable in respect of the commutation of pensions shall he notified by a 
certificate under the hand of the artuair of the National Debt Office, in the case of an officer in the 
naval forces to the Admiralty, and in toe case of an officer in the land forces to the War Office, and in 
the case of any other person to the head of the department to which the person belonged whose pension 
has been so oomranted, or to such other person as may be directed by the Treasury. 

9. If any applicant for commutation under this Act wilfully make any false declaration in* relation to 
any matter or thing required by any regulation made in pursuance of tLis Act he shall be deemed to be 
^milty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable on conviction to forfeit all claim to his pension or the value 
Uiereof, and to be imprisoned for any term not exceeding two years, with or without hard labour. 

10. If any pension bolder whose pension has been commuted in pursuance of this Act accepts any 

public employment, a deduction shall bo made from the salary payable to liim in respect of such employ¬ 
ment equal to the amount which would have been abated from the pension if it had not b^n commuted ; 
and in the event of his bocomiug entitled to a pension in respect of such oniplu\*n)ent, the amount of 
sneh pension granted to him shall not exceed the amount which he might have received h^ hia penaiaA 
not l)Mn 80 commuted. , 

11. If at any time it appear desirable to the Treasury and to the Commissioners for the Reduction of 
the National Debt, having regard to tho funds out of which the said Cummissiouers are authorised by 
this Act to pay tho amounts awarded aa commutations of pensions, that an issue in money should bo 
made out of the Consolidated Fund in repayment of advances made from such funds, the Treasury 
may, upon a certificate to that effect under the bands of the Comptroller-General, or Assistant 
Comptroller, acting under the Commissioners for the Reduction of the ifational Debt, issue to the said 
Commissioners out of the Consolidated Fund, or tho growing produce thereof, such sum as may be 
named in such oeitificate. 

12. When an issue has been made as aforesaid out of the Consolidated Fund in repayment of advanow 
made by the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt under this Act, the actuary of the 
National Debt Office shall certify to the said Commissioners tho annual amoimt which should be applied 
for a term of years to be fixed by the Commissioners, with the assent of the Treasury, as the equivalent 
Talne of the amount so repaid to the said Commissioners, and the said Commissioners shall annnally 
apply the amount so certified, for the fixed term of years, out of the monejrs to be paid to them from 
year to year in respect of commutations of pensions under this Act, to the purchase and cancelling of 
perpetual or other annuities, exchequer bills, bonds, bank advances, or other descriptions o| debt 
chargeable upon the Consolidated Fund, and the said actuary shall take the rate of interest at which 
the annual pavments are to bo mado to the said Commissioners under this Act as tho basis upon which 
the amount of tho annual payments so to be applied are to be valued. 
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Temporary ProvUiom and RepeaL 

18. The persons who at the time of the passing of this Act are members of the commutation board 
shall constituto the first commutation board under this Act, and any regulations made by the Treasury 
in pursuance of The Peusions Commutation Act, 1869,*' shall continue in force until revoked or altered 
in Dursuance of this Act 

i4. “The Pensions Commutation Act, 1869,”and the Act of tho nr^sion of the thirty-third and thirty- 
fourth years of the reign cf Her present Majesty, chapter one hundred and one, intituled “ An Act for 
amending the sixth section of the Pensions Commutation Act, 1869,” shall be wholly repealed. 

Provided that tho repeal enacted in this Act shall not affect^ 

(1.) Any pensiou duly granted or anything duly done or suffered under any enactment hereby 
repealed: 

(2.) Any penalty, forfeiture, or other punishment incurred in respect of any offence against any enact¬ 
ment hereby repealed, or the institution of any proceeding for enforcing or recovering anysucli 
penalty, forfeiture, or punishment as aforesaid.

An Act to amend an Act of tho fourth and fifth years of King William the Fourth, chapter twenty-four, 
intituled ‘^An Act to alter, amend, and consolidate tho laws for regulating tlie pensions, compen¬ 
sations, and allowances to be made to persons in respect of their having held* civil offices in His 
Majesty’s service.” [13th May, 1872.] 

WusRBAB by an Act passed in the session holden in the fourth and fifth years of King William the 
Fourth, clmpter twenty-four, “ to alter, amend, and consolidate the laws for regulating tho pensions 
compensations, and allowances to bo m^e to persons in respect of their having held civil offices in Uis 
Majesty's service,” it is provided |among8t other things tw “ in case any person enjoying any super¬ 
annuation allowance in consequence of retiring from office on account of age. infirmitv, or any other 
caus^ or enjoying any compensation for past services, upon tho abolition or reauction of office, shall be 
appointed to & any office in any public department, every such allowance or compensation shall cease 
to be |)aid for any {wriud subsequent to such appointment if the annual amount of the profits of tho office 
to which he shall appointed shall bo equal to those of the office formerly held by him. and in case they 
shall not be onual to those of his former office, then no more of such superannuation allowance or com¬ 
pensation shaU be paid to him than what with the salary of his new appointment shall bo equal to that 
of his former officeAnd whereas doubts have lately boon entertained as to whether the expresHion 
“ office in any pubhc department,” as used in the above-mentioned provisions, extends to public depart¬ 
ments in any part of Her Majesty’s dominions beyond the limits of the United Kingdom: And whereas 
it is expedient to remove sucu doubts: Be it enacted by tho Queen’s Must Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of tho Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia¬ 
ment assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

I. It is hereby declared that the expression “office in any public department,” as used in tho above- 
mentioned provisions of the said Act, extends, and shall from tho date of tlie passing of the said Act be 
deemed to have extended, to any office m any public department in the British possessions. 

II. In thb Act “ British possession ” shall include any territories for the time being vested in Her 
Majesty by virtue of any Act of Parliament for the government of India; also anv colonplantation, 
island, territory, or settlement within Her Majesty’s dominions, and not within the United Kingdom. 

III. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Superannuation Act, 1872.” 


36 VICT., CAP. XXIII. 

An Act to amend the Law relating to the mnt of Superannuation Allowances and Gratuities to certain 
persons who entered the permanent Civil Service of the State between tho passing of the Sujioran- 
nnation Act, 1869, and the fourth day of Juno, one thousand eight hundred and seventy. 

[26th May, 1873.] 

Whereas by tho Superannuation Act, 1859, it is enacted that for the purposes of that Act no per son 
thereafter to be appointed shall bo deemed to have served in tho permanent Civil Service of the State 
unless such person holds his appointment directly from tho Crown, or has been admitted into the Civil 
Service with a certificate from the Civil Sorvioo Commisaionors: 

And whereas it appears that in several pubuc departments of tho State persons have been appointed 
since the passing of the said Act to established situations in the Civil Service not held directly from the 
Crown, but that through inadvertence on the part of tho beads of such departments, and without any 
default on tho part of the persons so appointed, no steps were taken before their appointment to procure 
for them certificates from the Civil Semoe Commissioners: 

And whereas it is unjust that the persons so appointed should be deprived of the superannuation 
allowances or mtuitics wliich they were led to expect at tho time when they entered the Civil Service: 

Be it enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of tho 
same^s follows: 

L The Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury may, if they think fit, at any timo before the first 
day of January one thousand ci^ht uimdred and seventy-four, with tho concurrence of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, and on application being made to thorn for that purpose by the head or heads of any 
public department of tho State, doclaro uy order or warrant that any person who has been appointed to a 
permanent situation in such department without a certificate from tho Civil Service Commissioners after 
the passing of tho said Superannuation Act, 1859, and before the fourth day of June, one thousand eight 
hunted and seventy, was so appointed through inadvertonoo on the part ii the head or heads of such 
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departmentf and without any default on the part of the person so appointed, and every person with 
respect to whom such order or warrant may be iaeued ^all be in the same position as regards his 
claim to a superannuation allowance or gratuity, under the said Superannuation Act, lb6S^, as be would 
have been in if he had been admitted into the Civil Service with a certihcate from the Civil Service 
Commissionera. 

Any order or warrant made in pturatianoe of this Act shall be laid before Parliament in manxmr pro* 
vidad by the thirteenth section of the said Superannuation Act, 1869. 

The Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall cause to be laid before Parliament, not later than 
the expiration of one month after the commencement of the session of Parliament in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, a return showing the names of all persons with resist to 
whom any order or warrant has been issued in pursuance of this section, togeth^ with the situaSons to 
which and the departments in which they have been appointed. 

IL This Act may be cited for all purposes as ** The Supera nn ua ti on Act Amendment Act, ISTA** 


89 A 40 VICT., CAP, LIIL* 

An Act to make Further Provision respecting the Superannuation AUowanoa to be granted to Civil 
Servants serving in Unhealthy Climates. [11th August, 1876.] 

Whiubas by the Superannuation Act, 1876, provision was made for the ^ant of special rates of pension 
to persons who had served in an establmhed capacity in the permanent civil service of the State in un> 
heathy places, and it is expedient to make further provisiou for the like purpose: 

fie it therefore enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same as follows, vix.:— 

Unhealthy Places, 

1. The Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury fin this Act referred to as the Treasury^ may from 
time to time by order declare that any country or place therein named shall be deemed, ana the same 
shall thereupon be deemed, for the purposes of the Superannuation Act, 1859, and this Act, to be an 
Qnhealthv place. 

The Treasury may from time to time by order revoke or vary an order previously made under this 
sectiou, but the amount of superannuation, compensation, gratuity, or other allowance to be granted to 
any person serving, before the date of the order of revocation or alteration, in the nnheiUthy place 
affected thereby, shall be the same as if it bad nut been made. 

2. For the purpose of reckoning the amount of any superannuation, compensation, gratuity, or other 
allowance to be granted under the Superannuation Act, 1869, to a person who has served in an estab* 
lished capacity in the permanent civil service of the State, two veers’ servioe in an unhealthy place shall 
be reckoned a service for three years, and service in an unhesitby place for any greater or less period 
than two years shall be reckoned in the like proportion. 

Provide that nothing in this section— 

(L) ShaU alter so much of section two of the Superannuation Act, 1869, as requires a servioe of ten 
years before an annual superannuation allowance can be granted; or 

(2.) Shall, without the consent of the Treasury, apply to a person who was residing in an unhealthy 
place when he entered the permanent civil service of the State. 

SuppiementaL 

8 . Every order under this Act shall be laid before both Houses of Parliameni in accordance with 
section thirteen of the Superannuation Act, 1869. 

4. This Act shall apply to persons who have retired from the public service since the seventeeuth day 
of February one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five. 

6 . This Act may be died as the Superannuation Act. 1876, and shall bo construed as one with the 
Superannuation Act, 1869, and that Act and this Act may oe cited together as the Superaimuation Acts, 
1869 and 1876. 

Repeal, 

6 . The Superannuation Act, 1876, is hereby repealed t 

Provided that— 

n.S This repeal shall not affect anything duly done or suffered under the Act hereby repealed; and 

q 2.3 Anv oraer or warrant made in pursuance of the said Act shall have effect as if it were an order 
made in pursuance of this Act. 


TBEASUEY MINUTE. 

Dated 14th June, 1869. 

My Lords have under consideration the report of the Commltlee. appointed under the Board minute of 
20 th May, 1869, upon the provision of the Superannuation Act, 22 Viet. cap. 26. 

My Lords approve of the regulations proposed by the Committee for a^rtaining the amount of 
retiring allowances to be granted to persons who may have entered the Civil Service previous to the 
pastting of the Act, and whether before or after the 6th August, 1829; also for awarding compensation 
aHitwances for abolition of office. 

Those regulations are as follow 

1. As regards those who may have entered the Civil Service before 5th August, 1829:—

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1. That the maximum amount of the superannuation allowance for the quinquennial period, under the 

4 A 6 WilL 4, cap. 24, sect. Vt preceding that through which the applicant is passing *be 
estimated. 

2. That to that maximum there be added for each year in excess of the preceding quinquennial period 

i of equal to ^ of the applicant’s salary and emoluments. 

8 . Tnat the applicant be considered entitled to this amount under ordinary circumstances. 

A larger amount may be awarded in cases of special merit, but within the maximum of the quinqueii* 
nial period. 

A smaller amount may be awarded in case of demerit. 

In either of these cases the claim to be submitted to the full Superannuation Committee, and a note to 
be made of the grounds of the decision. 

II. As regards those who may have entered the service since 6th August, 1829:— 

L That toe msgimmn amount of the superannuatiou allowance for the septennial period, under tho 
4 A 5 WilL 4, cap. 24, sect 10, preceding that through which the applicant is passing lo 
estimated. 

2. That to that maximum there be added for each year in excess of the preceding septennial period 
} of 1 ^ equal to ^ of the applicant's salary and emohimenta 

8 . As in the former cases the applicant shall be considered entitled to this amount under ordinary 
circumstances. 

A larger amount may be awarded in case of special merit, but within the maximum of the septennial 
period. 

A smaller amount may be awarded in case of demerit. 

In either of these cases the claim shall be submitted to the full Superannuation Committee, and a noto 
be made of the gprounds of the decision. 

4. When a higher rate of superannuation would accrue under the 22 Viet., cap. 26, that higher rate 
shall be iQlowed. 

III. That in no case shall any fractional part of a year be allowed. 

IV. That with respect to cases of abolition of office which may arise under danse 7 of the 22 Viet., 
cap. 26, persona who shall have served Hoenty years and upwards, a period of Un years shall be addud 
to ilieir actual service in computing their retiring allowance under the drcumstauces described in tho 
clause iu question:-— 

To persons who shall have served under twenty years and not less than J\/Uen yeara, a period of seers 
years shall be added. 

To persons who shall have served under fifteen years and not less than fen, a period of Jive years shall 
be added. 

To persons who shall have aerved under tan years and not less than five, a period of three years shall be 
added. 

To peraons who shall have served leu than Jive years, an allowance shall be awarded calculated at tho 
rate of one-sixtieth for each year of service, with an addition of one year or one-sixticth. 

In oonaideration, however, of the very small allowances which would frequently have to be granted 
ha these latter cases, my Lords will be prepared to entertain any application wmch may be made to 
them to commute such annual allowances for fixed payments calculated at five years* purchase. 

With regard to persona appointed or to be appointed subsequently to the passing of the Act of 
22 Viet., my Lords observe that the language of the Act is precise, and that such persons are to bo 
held entitled to the retiring aUowanoes prescribed by the 2nd section of the Act, provided they fulfil tho 
conditions of the 17th section, and provided my Lords do not find it necessary to exercise the power 
conferred on them by the 9th section of reducing the allowance on account of tm) demerits of the person 
claiming it. 

The parties entitled to be considered Civil servants under the 17th Clause are accurately stated in tbs 
Report of the Committee as follows, viz.:— 

I . Persons hereafter to be appointed:— 

A. —Those holding appointments directly from the Crown. 

B. —Those admitt^ into the Civil Service with a certificate from the Civil Service CommisaionerB. 

II. Persons appointed to office before 19th April, 1859, the date of the passing of the Superannuation 
Act of 1869 

A. —Those belonging to a class already entitled to superannuation allowance. 

B. —Those holding appointments directly from the Crown. 

C. —Those admitted into the Civil Serrioe with a certificate from the Civil Service Commisaionera 

or belonging to a class which is hereafter to bo admitted. 

As regards the provisions of the 4th section of the Act under which my Lords are empowered to 
admit the claims to superannuation of persons not fulfilling the conditions of the 17th sec^n, and to 
add a number of years, not exceeding twenty, to the period of service in certain cases, for the purpose 
of computing tho amount of the retiring allowance, my Lords are pleased to declare that the following 
offices should be considered as entitling their holders to tho beoofite of the Act, though they may not 
have fulfilled the conditions of the l7th section, and that the number of years to be adcied to the 
service of the officers for the purpose of computation, should be— 

.For the let Class ten years. For the 2nd Class seven years. For the 8rd Class five years.

The Committee further suggest that in the case of civil servants of the Crown holding offioes in the 
more unhealthy Colonies, the right to receive superannuation allowance might accrue, in case of retire¬ 
ment from bad healtl^ after seven years. 

My Lords, concurring in the recommendations of the Committee, are pleased by this order to direct 
and declare, that the offices enumerated by the Committee shall be added to those appointed in the 
Minute of 14th June^ 1859, to come within the 4th clause of the Act of 1859, and that they shall bo 
classified, as regards the number of years to be added in computing the amount of retiring ^owanoe, 
according to the recommendations of the Committee. 

As regards the period at which, in the more unhealthy of the British Colonies, such as the W^t Coast 
of Africa, and some of the West India Islands, the right to receive superannuation allowance should 
accrue in case of retirement from bad health, my Lords are of opinion that it is not expedient at present 
to lay down any general rule, but that the cases of such offices should be dealt with under the 4th 
clause as they arise. 

(But as to the West African Service, see Chapter XVIII of the Colonial Regulations, Part VIII, of 
this publication. An Act in amendment of the Superannuation Act of 1859 enabling the Treasury to 
count two years' service in an “ unhealthy climate " as three years for pension purposes, is printed at 
page 225. The Act does not apply to colonial civil servants, but a circular from the Secretary of State 
on the subject will be found printed at page 230 .—Ed. C. 0. L.) 


TREASURY MINUTE 
17th December, 1864. 

AhoUtion of an Office held 5y a Pereon over 60» 

My Lords have before them their Minute of 14th June, 1859, the 4th clause of which regulates the 
granting of allowances by wav of compensation, under the 7th sec. of the Act 22 VlcL, cap. 26, to persons 
on the occasion of abolition of office. 

By that Minute a specified number of ^ears is to be added to the actual number which persons may 
have served, without reference to the period of life which they may have attained* 

Upon further consideration of this subject, my Lords are of opinion that it would not be proper to 
adhere too strictly to this rule in the case of persons who may be advanced in years, and who, from that 
drcumstance, might not remain much lonmr in the public service; and that, in suen cases, thev should 
reserve to tbemsmves the free exercise of their discretion in fixing the number of years which snould be 
added to the actual service, according to the view which they may take of the circumstances of each 
particular case. 

My Lords are, therefore, pleased to declare that, in the case of persons who, if they served the time 
mranted by that Minute for compensation, would be over 60 years, and who may retire from office under 
tne circumstances above referred to, they will not consider tbetnselVes bound by that Minute, but that 
they will decide upor each particular case according to the view they may take, alter a full oonsideratioii 
of all the circumstances attending it

My Lords have reoen^ had their attention drawn to the fact that, When submitting for retiring 
allowance the cases of officers quitting the Civil Service, the several public departments do not follow 
a uniform course in fixing the date from which the salary of the officer is to cease. 

Thus, in some cases, the date is inserted in the Superannuation Form under the heading set apart 
for that purpose. 

in others it is stated that the salary will cease from the day on which this Board grants the pension. 

In others again, the words still serving " are inserted under the beading Date ox Cessation of I>nty, 
while no date is given as that on which the salary wiU cease, and 

Finally, in many cases no date is fiu^nished, and it is only after the retiring allowance has been 
awarded by my Lords, that they are informed ojf the date from which the department considers that the 
salary should cease. 

This variation of practice fluently leads to inconvenience, since It is often impossible for my Lords 
to calculate a pension depending on the length of an officer's servicei, unless the exact day of his retire¬ 
ment is before them. 
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Under these circnmsianooe, my Lords are of opinion that, for the future, one uniform rule should be 
adopted in this narticular throughout the Civil Service, wherever possible, and with this object they 
defiire that in all cases henceforth submitted to them for the grant of a retixing allowance the following 
rules may be observed. 

1. That the dates on which the salary and services of the officer retiring cease, should be entered under 
the heading reserved for that purpose in the printed Superannuation Form, before the case is submitted 
to my Lords. 

2. That where the case Is not sent to the Treasury on or before the date of the ceseation of the officer's 
salary, it may be sent as soon as possible afterwards, in order that there may be no unnecessary delay 
in the mni of the pension. 

8. That, in the event of its subsequently appearing desirable to retain the services of an officer 
retiring, after the date inserted in his Superannuation Form, application should be made to the Treasury 
for the return of his papers, and the case should be submitted again at the date on which he eventually 
retires. 

In fixing the aiqount of pension to be granted, my Lords for the future will base their award on the 
dates of cessation of sidary and service given in the Form, ^nd they most decline to take into considera¬ 
tion any increment of salary or addition to the npmber of ypars served which might have accrued to the 
officer if he had been conmdered as remaining in the service between the date inserted in the Superannua¬ 
tion Form and that on w^h the Qoard of Treasury award the pension.

Having had undpr my consideration the question of the proper mode of dealing, for Pennon pur¬ 
poses. with the House Allowances and Fees of Ihiblic Officers, I have now to communicate to yon, for 
your information and ^danoe, the decisions at which I have arrived. 

1st. As to House AUowanoea. 

The value of the House or House Allowance should be taken on the average of the three 3 rear 8 pre¬ 
ceding the Officer's retirement Whenever the value eo ascertained exceeds one-sixth of the salary and 
other emoluments which count for Pension purposes, it is to be reduced to one-sixth of that amount, so 
that it shall not exceed one-seventh of the whole. 

2n(L Fees, A& 

Fees which an Officer is allowed to retain for his own use wfD be taken into account for Pension pur¬ 
poses, with regular salary, at the average of the net receipts of the three years next preceding the 
Officer's retirement These net receipts are to be ascertained by deducting from the gross amount of 
Fees such Office Expensee, Ac., as an Officer may have had to defray from his own resources, in per¬ 
forming the services for which he was remunerated by Fees. No deduction, however, from the Fees 
shonld be made in respect of Office expenses provided from Public Funds for toe due discharge of those 
duties to which a Fixed Salary is annexed. Papers of ^ Particnlars” when forwarded to this Depart¬ 
ment in pursuance of Clause 98 of the Cblonisj BegulatioDa, should be accompanied by formal declara- 
tione from the retiring Officers showing the amount received by them for Fees, and the amount defrayed 
as above for Office Expenses, Ac., in e^h of the three years proceeding the retirement It will be the 
duty of the Colonial Governments concerned to satisfy themselves of the accuracy of such statements 
before forwarding them to this QfficQ. In the case of Officers receiving Fixed Salaries and Fees, the 
Fees will not in orffinuy circumstances be allowed to count for Pension purposes to the extent of more 
than one quarter of the Salaries, and not in any case be allowed to count for Pension purposes 

during any period in which thp whole time of the Officer receiving them was not given to the publio 
service.

MEMORANDUM. 

PcMMUM oJ Offieere qintting Imperial Jar Colomal Service, 

Colonial Office, 1878. 

I. On the final retirement from the Public Service, on pension or compensation allowance, of Officers 
who had quitted the Imperial Service for service in ^e Coloniee, Her Majesty's Treasury will recognise 
ibeir right to pensiou from Imperial Funds for the }*ear8 spent in the Hume Service, however few they 
may have been, provided only that the years of Imperial and OoloniiU Service combined amount to ten 
or more, and provided also that the Imperial and CoWial ^rvice were each unbroken and were each of 
such a nature as to give a claim to superannuation. 
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II. The amount of Imperial penaioD will be, for each jrear of completed senrioe at borne, one-aiztietb 
of the ■alary which the ofBoor was reoeivine when he Quitted the Home Service—except in certain cases, 
defined by Section 12 of the Act 4 and 6 Wm. IV, c. 24, in which the pension would be calculated on ^ 
avora^ Officer for the three years next preceding ms transfer to the Colonial Service. 

** Allowances ^ to Officers in lieu of salary, or in addition to salary, would be dealt with according to the 
Treasury practice in such casesL

1 have the honor to transmit to you, for your information, a copy of the correspondeuco* noted in the 
margin, which has recently taken place on a question raised by the Governor of Ceylon with regard to 
the application of the Treasury instructions of the 22nd December, 1871, a copy of which was enclosed 
in my Circular Despatch of the 16th March last, to the circumstances of that Colony where the Grant of 
Pensions to Public Officers is regulated by a Minute which speoifles 55 years as the age at which an 
Officer may retire without being pronounced unfit for servioe by a Medioal Board. 

You will perceive from this correspondence that although the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury 
have consented to waive in favor of a person who resigns his employment under a Colonial Govern¬ 
ment after attaining the age specified by the local Regulations for superannuation without a Medical 
Certificate, those portions of tneir Rulee which would compel the forfeiture of the Imperial Pension 
on the ground that he had retired before attaining the age of sixty, their Lordships do pot think they 
would oe justified in dispensing with the reau&ements of the ilth Section of the Superannuation 
Act, 1859, which would render such a person liable to serve again until he attained the age of sixty 
in the country in which he had formerly served, and in respect of which service the Imperial Pension 
wae granted.

2. it is understood that this Act was framed in order to meet the case of British Consuls stationed in 
unbeaiiny climates. It was not intended to be applied, and I am not prepared to apply it to the case of 
officers receiving pensions for ordinary colonial service. At the same time I tbinh that some improve¬ 
ment in the rate of retiring allowanoes might be made in the case of those jntertropical colonies in which, 
in the absence of any speaal scale, pensions are now granted under the ordinary imperial scale. 

8 . You are probably aware that several iutertropii^ colonies have already made provision for grant¬ 
ing exceptionally favourable treatment in conse«|ueDoe of the unhealthinoss of the clfmate, and you will 
perceive from the Chapter (XVI11.) which has been recently added to the Colonial Regulations that 1 
iiavo devised a scheme, having the same object, for the regulation of the pensions, Ac,, of officers serving 
on the West Coast of Airica. I do not consider that there are grounds for i^plpng this particular scheme 
to other colonies, but I shall be prepared, in dealiug writh tl^ cases of officers in intertropical colonies 
whose pensions are now governed by the imperial rmes, to epply the seals now existing in Ceylon, Hong 
Kong, and the Straits Settlements, According to that s^e officers retiring after 10 years* servioe receive 
b pension of flfteeursixtieths of their salary, with a further one-sixtieth for each further year ol aervioe, 
up to the ordinary maximum pens|op of two-thirds of the salsry. 

4. On special ^pounds 8L Helena, although intertropical, will not be Includsd In this arrangement, 
wliich, however, 1 shall be prepared to apply to Bermuda and the Bahamas should those oolonies hereafter 
decide to grant retiring allowances. 

5. 1 propose to apply the new scale to the case of officers retiring after the 8(Hh September next

An Act to anthorize the Pajment of Retiring PensioDB to Colonial GoTornora. [Jnij 5th, 1866.] 

Vheebah it ie expedient that Retirinx Penaione should be granted in certain cases to officers who hare 
administered the OoTemment of Her Majesty's Colonial Possessions c Be it enacted by the Qneen’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the adrico and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com¬ 
mons to this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

1. In this Act the term ** Colony ” incluoes any Plantation, Island, or other Possession within Her 
Majesty's Dominions, exclusive of the United Kingdom of Grt^ BriUum and /re/and, and of the Islands 
lieing inunediate Dependencies thereof, and exclusive of India, as detiued by the Act oi Parliament of 
1868 ** for the better Government of India.^ 

2 . The full rate of pension hereinafter referred to shall be as follow^ that Is to sa^: 

In the case of officers who shall for at least four years have administered the Government of any 
Colony or C<^nies in which the salary of the Governor is not less than five thousand pounds, ono 
thousand pounds. 

In the case of officers who shall for at least four years have administered the Government of any 
Colony or Colonies in which the salary of the Governor ie not less than two thousand five hundred 
pounds, seven hundred and fifty pounds: • 

In the case of officers who shall for at least four 3 reani have administered the Government of any 
Colony or Colonies in which the eidary of the Governor is not less than one thousand two hundred 
ponncm, five hundred pounds: 

In other cases, two hunted and fifty pounds. 

8 . I'lks reduced rate of pension hereinafter referred to shall in all cases he two-thirds of the full rate. 

4« One of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State may, by writing under his hand, g^ant the full 
rate of pension to any person who. being of the age of sixty, shjul have administered the Government of 
any 0>lony or Colonies for perioas amounting in the whole to eighteen yearn, or who, being of the age 
aforesaid, shall have adminiatered such Government or Governments for period amounting in the whms 
to ten years, and shall have been employed in the whole either in such adininistratiou or in me permanent 
Civil £(erv)ce of Her Majesty, for periods amounting in the whole to twenty-five years, or to any pierson 
who, having administered such Oovernment or Governments for periods amounting in the whole to 
fifteen years, shall have established, to the satisfaction of such Secretary of State, that be is incapable, 
from infirmity of mind or body contractod while administering his Government, of discharging the duties 
of any offioe m the public service^ and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent. 

6 . Such Secretary of State may, by ench writing ae aforesaid, grant the reduced rate of peneion to 
anyjperaou beiug of the age of ai^^i who, after having attained the age of forty, shall have administered 
the Government of any Colony or Colonies for periods amounting in whole to twelve years, or to any 
person being of the age of sixty, who, after having attained the age of forty, shall have administered sncL 
Government or Govemmenta for perioda amounting in the whole to eight years, and shall have been 
employed in the whole, either in such administration or in the permanetit ChnU Servioa of Her Majesty, 
for periods amounting in the whole to twenty ywt, or to any person who, having administered such 
Government or Governments for periods amonnting in the whole to ten years, shall have established to 
the satisfaction of snch Secretary of State that he is incapable from infirmity of mind or body oontracted 
while administering his Government, of discharging the duties of any office in the public service, and 
that such infirmity is likely to be permanent 

6 . No person whose clami to a pension under the jnx>visions of this Act is founded in part upon liia 
employment in the permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty, shall be entitled to claim a superannuation 
allowance, in respect of the same employment under the provisionB of any other Act of Parliament 

7. In case any person to whom a pension snail have bMu granted unw the provirions of this Act 
shall be or become entitled to any half-pay, salary, or other emolument from any public revenue raised, 
or in respect of any public services periormed, within Her Majesty's dominions, his pension *h*.ii be 
reduced by half the amount of such half-pay, salary, or emolument 

8 . In case any person to whom a pension shall nave been grranted under the provisions of this Act 
aliall, by reason of his re-employment, become eligible for any higher rate of pension than that already 
granted him, one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State may, by such writing aforesaid, grant 
to him such higher rate of pension. 

9 . In case any person, having administered the Government of any Colony and not being of the full 
age of sixty, snail be called upon by Her Majesty to administer the Government of any Colony not 
being of a lower class than that on which his rate of pension has been, or in case of his retirement on 
reaching the age of sixty, would be calculated, and not being incapably from infirmity of mind or b<x]y, 
of administering such Government, shall refuse to administer the same; or if any such person, not being 
of the full age of sixty-five, shall relinouish such Governnient without the permission of Her Majesty, or 
shall neglect or decline to execute the duties thereof satisfactorily, the said Secretary of State may, by 
writing under his band, declare that such person has forfeited all claim to any pension under this Act 
and snch claim shall thereupon be forfeited aocordingly. 

10. In case any person sl^l have administered the Government of any Colony or Colonics, and shall 
hare Hkewise been employed in the permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty, but shall not have become 
eutitled to any pension under the preceding clauses of this Act, the number of years passed in the 
Government ot such Colony or Colonies shall, for the purpose of computing any superannuation allow- 
aiice to be granted to such person under the Superannuation Act, 1859, be taken to nave been pained in 
the permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty, and at the rate of salary last received by such person in 
resp^ of his employment in each permanent Civil Service. 

IL Any person claiming a pension shaU, for the purpoM of this Act, be taken to have been employed 
is tbs permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty while holding any offioe which at the time of his clainuog

12. One of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State may, with the consent of the Lords Commis¬ 
sioners of the Treasury, from time to time determine under what conditions and to what extent any 
officer shall be deemed for the purposes of this Act to have been administering the Government of any 
Colony while administering the same provisionally, or while absent from ms Government with per> 
mission of Her Majesty; and for the purposes of this Act the Commission issued under the Great Seal 
of the Territory of New South Wide* for the Government of the District of Pori Philip shall be taken to 
have constituted that District a Colony. 

13. All pensions granted under this Act shall be paid out of such moneys as Parliament may provide 
for the purpose, and a statement of all such pensions shall be laid annually before Parliament.

An Act to amend the Act of Bessfon of the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, chapter one hundred and thirteen, intituled A^^ Act to authorize the Payment of 
^tiring Pensions to Colonial Governors.** [18th July, 1872.] 

Whereas by the Colonial Governors' Pensions Act, 1866, one of Her Ma^sty's Principal Secretaries of 
State is authorized to grant to pereone who have administered the goTernmont of any colony or colonies 
for certain periods the full rate of pension or the reduced cate of pension as therein provided, and it is 
expedient to authorize in certain cases an increase of such reduced rate of pension, and otherwise to 
amend the said Act: Be it enacted W the Queen's Most Kxcellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows: 

I. The prinapal Act and t^ Act m^y be cited together as The Colonial Governors' (Pensions) Acta, 
1866 and 1872, and each of tnem may be dted as the Colonial Governors’ (Pensions) Act of the year in 
which it was passed. 

II. This Act shall be construed as one with the Act of the session of the twenty-eighth and twenty- 
ninth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter one hundred and thirteen, intituled ** An Act 
to authorize the payment of retiring pensions to Colonial Governors," in this Act referred to as the 
principal Act 

III. Where one of Her Majesty's Principal Bocrotaries of State grants to any person the reduced rate 
of pension under section )fye of the principal A^i he n^y, if he think fit, grant to such person a 
pension,— 

(1.) If such person has adadnistered the govemmsnt of any colony or colonies for periods amounting 
in the whole to not less than fifteen years, equal to the reduced rata of pension, with the addi¬ 
tion of such fraotion of the full rate of pension defined by the principal Act as is specified in 
Part I. of the schedule of this Act; and 

(2.) If such person has administered the government of any colony or colonies for periods amounting 
in the whole to eight years, and has been employed either in sneh administration or in the per¬ 
manent civil service of Her Majesty for periods amounting in the whole to not less than 
twenty-two years, equal to the reduced rats of pension, with the addition of such fraction of 
the full rate of pension defined by the principal Act as is spooifisid in Part II. of the Bohedule 
to this Act

PENSION EULES IN PARTICULAR COIX)NIES. 

It was formerly usual to publish, in thia work, in extenso, the pension laws or minutes 
in force in particular Colonies. Much of the matter contained m these Rules is identical 
in regard to all Laws or relating to Pensions, and, as curtailment has become 

necessary owing to the growing bulk of tbe publication, it has been found necessary to 
substitute for the Laws and Minutes tn ext^nao a statement of so much of them as is 
pectiliar to each case, and is requisite for the information of Public Seiwants. The omitted 
matter is to be found in the Imperial Acts, and is well-known to all Civil Servants, 
viz., that Service must be continuous, and must be certified to be meritorious, that 
a claim to Pension is not a matter of right, and that Civil Servants superannuated 
before the usual age of retii^eut may, in certain circumstances, be recalled to service.—

To persons who shall ^ve serveid under twenty years and not lesa than fifteen years, a period of 
seven years shall be added. 

Tu persons who shall have served under fifteen years and not leas than ten, a period of five years shall 
be added. 

To persons who sh^ll have served under ten years and not less than five, a gratuity- shall be granted 
calculated at the rate of mouth’a pay for each yearns servipe, with an additional allowance of three 
months’ pay. 

To persons who shall have served less than five years, a mtuity shall be awarded calculated at the 
rate of one month’s pay for each year's service, with one menu’s pay added 

In case of persons who, if they served the time granted by tnis Minute for oompraaation would be 
over 55 years, and who may retire through abolition of office, the above regulatiops will not be binding 
on the Governor in Council, but each particular case will be decided according to tbe view that may be 
taken after a full consideration of all the circumstances attending it

HONG KONG PENSION MINUTE. 

Extbacts. 

f. Subject fo the exceptions and provisions hereinafter contained, aU public senrants bolding offloee 
named in Civil List Ordinance, or offices described in the annual estipiates as the Fixed Establnshment 
of the Colony, and drawing salaries of thirty pounds a year and upwards, shall be entitled to penaiona 
ae follows:— 

To any parson who shall have nerved ten years and upwards and under eleven years, an annual 
allowance of fifteen-sixtieths of the annual salary of his office. 

For eleven years and under twelve years an annual allowance of sixteen-sixtieths of snch salary. 

And in like manner a further addition to the annual allowance of one-sixtieth in respect of each 
additional year of such servioe until the completion of a period of service of thirty-five years, when 
the annual allowance of forty-sixtieths may be granted, and no additipn ahall be made m respect of 
any aervioe beyond thirty-five yearc 
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8 . Tba Chief Jnstice and Puisno Judge, proTided he shall not have served in any other office in the 
Colony, ehall be entitled to a pension after seven years’ service; at which time an allowance of three 
years’ additional service shall made to him; such pension to increase at the rate of two years* service 
for each additional year he serves until an allowance of ten years* additional service has been mi^c 
to him; after which his pension shall increase at the same rate only as other officere, until he shall 
have reached twenty-hve years’ service, v^lien he may receive the full allowance of forty-sixtieths 
of his annual salary, and no addition shall be made for any service beyond twenty-five yeara 

4. The Colonial Chaplain, provided that previous to hia appointment in such capacity he shall not 
have served in other offices m the Colony, shall be entitled after ten years* and nnder eleven years* 
service, to pension at the rate of twenty-sixtieths of the annual salary of his office, increasing an addi¬ 
tional sixtieth for every additional year’s service, until the completion of thirty years’ service, when 
the annnnl allowauco of forty-sixtieths may be granted, and no addition shall be made in respect of any 
service beyond thirty years. The Surveyor-General and the Assistant Surveyor-General, when 
debarred from private practice, sh^l be allowed the benefit of five additional years in regvd of pension 
on the ground of professional services. 

6 . Any public servant of the Colony who may be elevated to the office of Governor of Hong Kong 
shall, on his retirement from that office, be entitled to the same pension as if be had continued to hold 
the office which he vacated when he was appointed Governor and (supposing him not to be fifty-five 
years of age) as if he had retired from ill-heldth. Provided that if there sh^l bo offered to any such 
ox-Govemor being under the age of fifty-five years any public office or situation nnder the Crown which, 
having reference as well to the state of his health as to the nature of hU previous services, such ex- 
Governor may, in the judgment of the Lords Commissioners of H.M.’s Treasury, be properly called upon 
to accept; it shall be competent to the said Lordd Commissioners to declare, should he decline the 
same, tWt the pension of such ex-Governor shall be suspended until he shidl attain the age of fifty-ffve 
years. 

8 . No pension shall be granted to any public servant who shall be nnder fifty-five years of age. 
unless upon certificate from the head of the cbpariment to which he may belong, and from two medical 
practitioners, that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to mscharge the dnties of his situa¬ 
tion ; nor nnlesB he shall have disobarged those dnties with diligence and fid^ity, to the satisfaction of 
the head of his department. And in case the officer claiming such pension shall be himself the head 
of a department, then such pension shall not be granted nnlese he shall have discharged the duties of 
his office with diligence and fidelity, to the satisfaction of the Governor, by whom the same sl^all 
certified by the Secretary of State. 

9. It will be competent to Her Majesty’s Government, In cases of peculiar and oxtrgordinary meri^ 
to grant special and higher rates of pension than thoee laid down in this Minute, bpt not exceeding the 
full amount of the salary. 

11. The claim of a public servant to pension will be considered to have commenced from the data 
of his first permanent appointment to the Fixed Establishment of this Colony; service on the Tempor 
rary Establishment of this Colony will, however, be allowed to count for pension when such service 
shall have been continuous, with a subsequent permanent appointment. In the case of public offloers 
appointed from home (except cadets^ their services will be reckoned froiq the date of tlw Seoretary of 
State’s despatch, notifying the appointment to the Governor. 

12. Cadets appointed in porsnance of the regulations published in the ** Government Gazette ** of 
12th October, Iwl, will date the commencement of their claims to pension from the period at wUch the 
Board of Examiners may declare them qualified for Govomipent interpreters. 

16. The period of service upon which the superannuation allowance of all officers appointed to the 
public servuse, taking leave of absence in the regular manner with abatement of salary, will be calcn- 
fated, will be at the rale of one month for every two months of such leave. Absences in excess of 
the i^riod for which half .salary may be allowed under the 116th Colonial Begulation will not count 
as service. 

18. Should the time of service not warrant the assignment of an aimn^ allowance, a gratuity may 
be granted after the rate of one month’s salary for each year of senrioe. * ^

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Obdikance No. 1 op 1871, passed 17th May, 1871. 

An Ordinance for refttilatinf^ the Penaiona of Officers in the Public Service. 

1 . Every Judge of the Supreme Court after seven years* service as Judge may receive a pension at 
the rate not exceeding fifteen-sixtieths of his salary, and for each succc^ng year of aervice up to 
fourteen years, he may receive an addition at the rate of two-sixtieths of his salary for each and every 
such year’s service; idter fifteen years' service he may receive a pension at the rate of thirty-sixtieths 
of Us salary, and for each sucoeeding year's service he may receive an addition at the rate of one- 
sixtieth of nis salary for each and every such year's service up to twenty.flve years, when he may 
receive the full fusion of fort^-sixtieths of bis salary, and no addition shall be inade for any service 
beyond twenty-five years* service, except under the provisions of the 8th section. | 
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2 . All public officers borne on the fixed establishment of the colony, who shall hare served ten yean 
and upwards, and under eleven years, mav receive a pension at the rate of fifteen-sixtieths of the 
annual salary of their respective offices, with an additional allowance of one-sixtieth, in respect of e|u:U 
additional year of such service until the completion of a period of service of thirty-five years, when 
the annual allowance of forty-sixtieths may be granted, and no addition shall be made in respect of 
service beyond thirty-five yeara 

3. Officers formerly in t^ Uncovenanted Service of India, whose services have been retained by tlio 
Colonial Government, may receive a pension under this Ordinance, and their claim to pension shall 
commence from the date of their first appointment to the Indian Uncovenanted Service. But in 
oomputinv the pension of any such officer retiring before the 1st April, 1877, five-sixtieths shall be 
deducted from the rate prescriWl in the second section of this Ordinance. 

6 . It will be competent to the Governor in Council, subject, as regards the officers borne on the Civil 
Service Establishment, to the approval of the Secretary of State, to require any public officer to retire 
on attaining the age of sixty years, and such retirement shall be compulsory on such officer. 

7. No pension sWll be granted to any officer under fifty-five years of age. Judges exoepted, unless 
upon certificate from the head of the department to which he may belong and from two medical prac¬ 
titioners, that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to discharge the duties of his situation, 
nor unless the head of his dep^tment (or if the officer retiring be himself the head of the department, 
the Governor) shall have certified to the Secretary of State tut he has discharged the duties of his 
office with such diligence and fidelity as to justify the grant of a pension. 

8 . It will be competent to the Secretary of State for the Colonies in cases of peculiar and extraordi¬ 
nary merit to sanction the grant of special and higher rates of pension than those laid down in this 
Orcunanoe. 

10. The claim of an officer to pension will be considered to have commenoed from the data of his first 
permanent appointment to the fixed establishment of the colony, or to the temporary establishment, if his 
service therein, and in a subsequent permanent appointment shall have been continuous. In the caso 
of an officer appointed from home, other than a cadet, liis service will be reckoned from the date of him 
commencing to receive colonial pay. 

11. An officer who has commenoed his services as a cadet on the Civil Establishment of the Colony 
will reckon his claim to pension from the date of his appointment, if within twentv.four mouths from 
that date he has passed an examination in one native language, but otherwise from the date of hia 
passing such examination. 

14. In case of reduction or abolition of office, temporary allowances may be assigned agreeably to 
the specified rates, on condition, however, that the parties receiving the same will be liable to be re¬ 
called into service, and with the understanding th^ they are to U re-employed as opportunity may 
offer, in preference to new applicants for office. 

16. Absence on leave on half salary, not being vacation leave, will be taken into calculation in com¬ 
puting of pension at tbe rate of one month for every two months of such leave. Absence in excess of 
the period for which salary may be allowed will not count as service. 

16. Should the term of service not warrant the assignment of an annual allowanoe, a gratuity may be 
granted at the rate of one month's salary of each year of service. 

17. Anv public servant of the colony who may be hereafter elevated to tbe office of GU)vemor of the 
Colonv, sUl, on his retirement from that office, be entitled to the same pension as if he had continued 
to hold the office which he vacated when he was appointed Governor, and (supposing him not to be 
fifty-five years of age) as if he had retired froip ill.health. Provided that if ^ere shall be offered to 
any such ex-Governor, being under the age of fifty-five years, any public office or situation under the 
Crown which, having reference as well to the state of his health as to tbe nature of his previous 
services, such ex-Governor may, in the judgment of the Secretary of State for tbe Colonies, be properly 
called upon to accept, it shall be competent to the said Secretary of State to declare that the pension 
of such ex-Govemor shall be suspended, either during his tenure of such office or situation, in case he 
shall accept the same, or, in case of his non-acceptance, until he shall attain the age of fifty-five years. 

19. Whenever any officer bolds aa office for the due performance of the duties of which scientific or 
other pecubar qualifications, not ordinarily to be acquired in the public service, are required, and has 
been prohibited from the private practice of his profession, a number of years not exoe^ng five nmy, 
at tbe discretion of the Secretarv of State for the Colonies, be added for the purpose of computing his 
pension to tbe number of vears during which he may have actually served. 

20. Nothing in this Ormnance contained shall be held to affect any of the provisions of the Indian 
Act XIII of 1866, relating to superannuation pensions payable to members of the Police Force in the 
coloi^, and no member of such Police Force entitled to superannuation pension, or to relief from 
the Police Superannuation Fund, shall be held to be entitled to any pension or relief undw this 
Ordinance.

No. 12 of 1876. 

An Ordinance to provide for the Parent of Pensions and Retiring Allowances to tbe 
Public Servant of the Colony. 

Whbkxxb by Ordinance No. 22 of the year I860, provision was made for the payment of supeninnnation 
or retiring allowances to the public servants of the colony by an abatement at the rate of four dollars 

E ir centum per annum from their tcalanee or official incomes; and whereas at the annual meeting of the 
onorable the Court of Policy of the colony of British Guiana, combined with the financial represen- 
tativea of the Inhabitants thereof, it was, on the 29th day of Mav, 1871, resolved, that the present abate¬ 
ment from the salaries of public officers for superannuation allowance ahall in futoro form a fund fer

providing pensions for the widows end children of deceased public officers, and that the superannuation 
tllowanoee to public officers under the existing system shoulci be continued without any abatement from 
the salaries for tha^urpose; and whereas by other resolutions of the said combined court it was on the 
29th day of May, 1878, and oxkthe llth of and 22nd days June, 1875, further rosolved that pensions and 
retiring allowances should be paid to public officers of the amount and on the conditions hereinafter 
contained: Be it therefore enacted by His Excellency the Governor of British Guiana, with the advice 
and consent of the Court of Policy thereof, as follows 

1. Every public servant at the time of the passing of this Ordinance holdinr any of the offices named 
in the Civil List Ordinance or described in the annual estimates as fixed establishments of the colony, 
and drawing a salary of one hundred and forty-four dollars and upwards, shall be entitled to a pension 
calculated at the rate of one-fiftieth of the annual salary of the office he may hold at the Ume of his 
retiring or becoming superannuated for each year he shall have been in the public service up to thirty-five 
years; but no addition shall be made in respect of any service beyond thirty-five years: Provided always 
that the public offices before referred to shall be taken to include all offices, or appointments, the holders 
<rf which have become entitled to superannuation allowances under Ordinance No. 22 of the year 18^. 

2. Every public servant entering the public service after the passing of this Ordinance, and holding 
any of the offices named in the Civil List Ordinance or described in the annual estimates as fixed 
establishments of the colony, and drawing a salary of one hundred and forty-four dollars and upwards, 
shall be entitled to a pension calculated at the rate of one-fiftieth of the average annual amount such 
public servant shall have received for the three years last preceding the time when he retires or becomes 
superannnated for each year he shall have been in the public service up to thirty-five years; but no 
addition shall be made in respect of any service beyond thirty-five years. 

8 . No public servant shall be entitled to retire from the public service of this colony on a pension 
under the provisions of this Ordinance unless he shall have mn ten years in the service of the colony, 
or in the case of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court seven years, and no public servant under toe 
age of fifty-five years shall be entitled so to retire unless it shall be proved to the satisfaction of the 
governor iumI Coart of Poli^ that such public servant is incapable from infirmity of mind or body to 
discharge the duties of his office, and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent. 

4. The Chief Jnstice of the Supreme Court, provid^ he shall not nave served in any other office in 
the colony, shall, after seven years’ service as Chief Justice, be entitled to a pension of eleven-fiftieths 
of his sahuy, and for each sncoeeding year of service up to and including fourteen years an addition of 
two-fiftieths of his salary, and for e«^ succeeding yefir after flfteeu years’ service an addition of one- 
fiftieth of his salary up to twenty-four years’ service; but no addition shall be made in respect of any 
years’ service beyond twenty-four years. 

6 . Every puisne judge of the Supreme Court, provided be shall not have served in any other office in 
the colony, ahali after ten years* sendee be entitled to a pension of fifteen-fiftieths of his salary, and for 
each succeeding year of service to an addition of one-fiftieth of his salary up to thirty years’ service; 
but no addition shall be made In respect of any service beyond thirty years. 

6 . The privates and other members of the Police Force, except the Inspector-General, Inspectors, and 
Clerks, shall not come under the provisions of this Ordinance. 

7. The service, in respect of which any pension or retiring allowance shall be calculated under the 
provisions of this Ordinance, must be continucus, except wh«n the officer shall have been absent from 
the performance of the duties of his office with the pennission of the Oovemnient: and the service of 
evei 7 public servant shall for the purTOses of this Ordinance be taken to commence from the date of his 
first permanent appointment to any office under the Government, save and except as regards the special 

S ensions to the Cnief Justice and puisne judges of the Supreme Court as provided in sections four and 
TO of this Ordinance, and further save and except as hereinafter provided. 

8 . The service of public servants heretofore and still in the aervice of the colony who befog in receipt 
of salaries exceeding six hundred dollars per annum, did uot, by failing to contribute to the superannua- 
Uon fund, become entitled to pensions under Ordinance No. ^ of the ysor 1860, establishing such super¬ 
annuation fund, shall for the purposes of this Ordinance be taken to commence from the first day of Juoe 
of the year 1871: Provided always that every such public servant may if he shall think fit pay to the 
Colonial Becoiver-Ganeral or Assistant Receiver-General, either in cash or in thirty-six equal monthly 
instalments, a sum equal to two per centum upon the salary or official income received by him during 
hia past eervice up to the commencement of Ordinance No. 22 of the year 1860, and a further sum equal 
to four per centum upon the salary or official income received by him worn the date of the commencement 
of the said Ordinance up to the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one. 

9. It shall be lawful for the governor with tbe consent of the Conrt of Policy to pay to any public 
servant who being tbe bolder of an office in respect of which a pension is granted by this Ordinance, 
may be constraint from infirmity of body or mind to leave the public service before the compleiioo of 
^e period which would entitle him to suen pension, such sum of money, by way of retiring allowance, 
as tbe governor and Court of Policy may think proper, not exceeding the amount of one month s 
salary or official income of such office for each year ot service: Provided that no such retiring allowance 
shall be granted, unless upon medical certificate, to the satisfaction of the governor and Conrt of Policy, 
that such public servant is incapable from infirmity of mind or body to discharge the duties of his office, 
and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent. 

10. If at any time any public servant shall have been, or shall be deprived of his office by reason of 
the abolition hereof, it shall be lawful for the governor aud the Court of Policy to determine the terms 
upon which such public servaut shall, on appointment to some other office, be entitled to the benefit of 
the provisions hereof in respect of tbe period tor w hich he may have been or shall be unemployed; or in 
the event of bis not being again employed in the public service, to determine what gratuity or pensioo ii 
any, shall be granted to such public servant for the period during which he has been in the public service 
of this colony. 

II. No public servant who has resigned his office or been dismissed from the service, and no public 
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servant who shall hereafter resign, or bo dismissed from his office for misconduct, shall bo entitled to 
the benefit of the provisions thereof. 

12. Every public servant who after holding any office in this colony for the space of five years and 
upwards may have been subsequently to the 29th May, 1873, or who may hereafter be appointed by Her 
hutjesiy to any public office in any other part of Her Majesty's dominions, shall be entitled on bis final 
retirement from the service of Her Majesty, whether from infirmity or by reason of his being superan¬ 
nuated, to demand and receive from the government of this colony a pension, at the rate of one-fifuetb of 
the salary oi* official income of the office last held by him in this colony for each year during which ha 
shall have been in the public service of this colony. 

IS. In any case in wUch the income of a public servant shall be derived from fees, or partly from feea 
and salarv, such public servant shall, within fourteen days from the expiration of each quarter, furnish 
the Receivar-Oeneral with a certificate under the band of the Auditor-Qeneral of the amount of fees 
received by him during such quarter; and if anv such public servant shall fail to furnish such certificate 
within the sp^ of fourteen days as aforesaid, he shall be deemed to have forfeited all claim to any 
pension of retiring allowance in respect of the fees of his office. 

14. In all cases where any doubt shall arisen the governor and Court of Policy shall have full power 
and authority to determine who shall be considered public officers of this colony within the meaning of 
this Ordinance, and to decide all questions which may arise in re.spect to the period of service to be aUowed 
in computing the claims of public servants under this Ordinance, and likewise all questions that may 
arise in respect to the retiring allowance or pension to be granted to any officer whose official income may 
have been at any time, or may be derived, from fees or partly from fees and salary, and also ail other 
questions of whatever nature which may arise in connection with the provisions hereof. 

15. Whereas by section 10 of Ordinance Na 22 of the year 1860, it was provided that after the expiration 
of ten yeafs' service, the governor and Court of Poliev in computing the pensions to be granted to tbs 
Attorn^-Oeneral, the Government Secretary, and the ourgeont'Oeneral, might add to the service of each 
such officer any number of years not exceeding five, it is hereby enacted that such provision shall remain 
in full fofee and effect as regards the preseut holders of the said offices respectively; but every person 
hereafter appointed to any of the saia offices shall have no greater or other privileges than any other 
officer in the public service entitled to a pension under the provisions of this Ordinance. 

16. That the governor of the colony sball have the power at anytime after a public servant shall have 
attained the age of sixty.flve years and been ten years in the public service of the colony, to require 
such servant to retire from the public service under the provisions of this Ordinance. 

17. This Ordinance shall take effect from and after the proclamation by the governor in the Official 
Gazotte that the same has boon sanctioned and confirmed by Her Majestv; and from and after the taking 
effect hereof^ Ordinance Ko. 22 of 1860 shall be repealed, but all retiring allowances due and payable 
under the said Ordinance shall hereafter be due and payable out of the general revenue of the colony 
under this Ordinance, and all retiring allowances paid on and after Ist June, 1871, and charged to the 
superannuation fund under Ordinance No. 22 of 18^, shall be transfered from the said fund ai^ charged 
against thO general revenue of the colony. 


BARBADOS. 

82 A 83 VIOT., CAP. XSXYlh 

An Act to make provision for a Superannuation Fund for persons employed in the Public Service. 

[6th November, 1870.] 

I. From and after tho passing of this Act, an abatement at the rate of 4/. per centum per anuum, for 
a term not exceeding 86 years, shall be made from the salary or official income of every person who, 
at any time after the taking effect of this Act, shall bo appointed to any public office in the service of 
tbu Crown, the salary or official income of which shall amount to 60l per annum and upwards, and 
such abatement shall be made in proper proportion by the Colonial Treasurer, upon each occasion of 
his paying to such public officer any portion of the aala^ of his office: Provided always that such 
abatomeoi shall not be made from the salaries of public officers entitled to a pension for their publks 
•ervicee for the same period from any other source. 

II. In any case in which the income of a public officer to bo so appointed shall be derived from fees, 

such public officer shall, within 14 days from the expiration of each quarter, furnish the Colonial 
Treasurer with a certificate under tho hand of the Auditor-^General of the amount of fees received by 
him during such quarter, less the expenses of his office, and shall at the same time pay to him a sum 
equal to four per centum on each net amount, and if any such public officer shall fail to make such pay¬ 
ment for the space of 14 days from the time at wluch it is hereby declared to be due, he shall bo deemed 
to have forfeits all previous payments of the like nature, and any abatements that may have been 
made from any salary of which he may have been previously in the receipt, as well as all in any 

Buperannoation or retiring allowance. 

IlL It shall be lawful for any person who may, on the taking effect of this Act, hold anypubUc office, 
the salary or official income of which shall amount to 60f. and upwards per annum, to declare in writing 
to the Colonial Treasurer^ within three months from the Uking effect hereof, that it is his wish to iS 
brought under the operation of this Act, and the Colonial Treasurer shall, thereupon, upon the first 
and every subsequent occasion of his paying to any such person any portion of his salary, deduct 
therefrom an amount equal to tho abatement at tho rate of four per centum per annum, which any such 
person would have been liable to pay had he entered the public service of tne island after the passioi; 
of this Act ^ 

IV. The holders of offices paid by fees who shall have been appointed thereto previous to the nassing 
of this Act, and who may desire to avail themselves of the advantages thereof, shall make a declaration 
to the Colonial Treasurer in manner similar to that prescribed in the case of public officers receiving 
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Sxed saluries, and shall pay up their coutributione to the ColoniAl Treasurer, as provided in clause 11. 
of this Act, in the case of persons appointed, after the passing thereof to public offices—the emoluments 
whereof shall arise from fees. 

V. W^ere it shall so hap))en that a gross sum is CTanted for the salary and expenses of any public 
department, the retrospective ita^ments in res|ioct of such salary shall be computed on the sum which 
a cording to the best information obtainable shall represent the actual amount of salary received by 
the bead of any such public department: Providt^d always,that the advantages of tliis Act shall be open 
to the Colonial Treasurt'r, to his clerks, to the officers of the Legislature, and to all clerks and other 
sul>ordlnate officers in the pubUc si*rvice of the island who may be drawing salaries of 50/. and upwards 
per annum from the Imixjrial or Colonial Treasury, whether in the shatie of salaries voted by legie- 
Intive enactment, or from the allowance made to the head of their departnumt for office exfiendituro, 
provided that they be not entitled to a pension from any other public souri'e for the same period of service. 

VI. Any public officer who may signify to the Colonial Treasurer his wish to avail himself retro- 
selectively of the advantages of this Act, shall, within tliree mouths from the passing hereof, make a 
declaration in writing to that effect to the Colon^ Treasurer, and shall, within four years thereafter, 
pay to him a sum equal to two per centum per annum upon the salaries or official incomes which such 
]M‘r8on shall have reotuved during his service under the Government of this island, and shall at the time 
of making such dtMiaration pri^uce to the Colonial Treasurer a oortiffcate under the hand of the 
Auditor.General of the curroctness of such salaries or official incomes. 

VII. The amount of the said two per centum per annum contribution shall be paid, in the case of 
public officers receiving salaries, by 4H equal iustalmeuts, to be deducted by the Colonial 'I'reasurer from 
the salaries of such public officers, commencing with the first payment which he shall make to any public 
officer next after the declaration of any such public officer, as provided for in clause III of this Act, in 
respect of his salary or official income; and the said two per centum shall be paid in the case of public 
officers receiving fees, upon an average of five vears" office fees—less the expense of any such office— 
nntcediog the passing of this Act, to be taken from the returns made for the use of the Annual Blue 
IWiok, by 16 quarteny instalments, the first of which shail be pa^'ablu at the termination of three 
months next following the actvptauce of the provisions of clause V^Iyas provided for in the case of 
public officers receiving fixed saJaries. But if any such public officer paid by fees shall fail to pay any 
such instalment for the space of 14 days from the time at which it shall become due, he shall be deemed 
to have forfeited all claim to any instalments which he may have previously paid, as well as all claim to 
any retiring or superannuation allowance: Provi<ied always that any public ofificer may pay the whole 
or any part of the said instalments at any time before the expiration ol the said period of four years. 
And provided always further, that if any public officer shall die before he shall have paid up the full 
amount of the said instalments, all such instalments of two per centum per annum previously paid 
by lum shall be refunded to his estate. 

VIII. The service in reR{xict of w'hich any sum shall be payable under the provisions of the preceding 
clauses, numbers VI and VII hcn>nf, shall continuous; and the sorvicos of every public ofiicer shall, 
for the purposes of this Act, be taken to commence from the date of his first permanent appointment to 
a^' office under the Government, or either branch of the legislature of the island. And if any public 
officer, in anv capacity, as admitted by this Act to the benefits thereof, shall, at any time before the taking 
effivt hereof, havu resigned his offira, or have been dismissed from the same for any misconduct, be 
shall be deemed to have forfeited all claim to any sums which may have been paid or abated under the 
preceding provisions hereof, as well as all claim to any superannuation allowance. 

IX. No pension shall Ixi payable under this Act for less than 10 years' continuous service. 

X. In computing the term of service of any public officer, no de4luction shall bo made from the 
same in respect of any portion thereof during which he may have been, or shall hereafter be, absent 
from the performance of the duties of his office with the permission of the Government: Provided that 
such public officer shall be liable to make the pa^-ments horoinljefore appointed in respect of the time 
for which he shall have liecn or sliall be so absent 

XL If at any time Ixdore or after taking effect of this Act, any public officer shall have been or shall 
be deprived of his offitM' by reason of the abolition thereof, it shall lie lawful for the Governor in Council 
to determine the U^rms upovi wdiich such public officer shall, on appointment to some otlter office, be 
entitled to the benefit of tlie provisioDS hereof, in respect of the period for wliich ho may have been or 
shall bo unemployed. 

XIL The aup4«rannuation or rotiriog allowance to be granted under this Act shall be as follows:— 
To any public officer who shall have served 10 years, and under 11 years, and from whose income 
altaiements shall have been made in res|K*ct thereof, ten-fiftieths of the annual salary or official income 
of the office which he may hold at the time of his retiring or becoming superannuated, and for each 
subsequent year of service completed, an additional fiftieth of such salary'or official income; but no 
addition shall be made in resjMxrt of any service beyond 35 years. Public officers paid by fees shall be 
entitled to pensions upon the average amount of fees received by them for five years preceding their 
retirement, less the expenses of their office. 

XIII. All abatements shall be made from, and every retiring or sujicrannuatiDn allowance shall be 
computed upon, the |iermanent net salary, or official income, and emoluments in increase of incomes of 
the public officer liable to such almtcmcut, or accepting such allowance*. 

XIV. All abatements, both for arrears of servii'c and u|K>n annual salaries, shall bo paid into tbo 
Treasury in aid of the general revenue. 

XV. It shall not be lawful to grant any superannuation or retiring allowance under this Act to any 
public offii'er who shall be under 60 years of age, unless upon medical oertiticato, to the satisfaction of 
the Governor in Council, that such public officer is incapable from infirmity of mind or body to dia- 
charge the duties of his situation, and that such infirmity is likely to bo iiermanont: Provided always 
that public officers shall have the option of retiring at 60 years of ago, if desirous of so doing, and shall 
be under the obligation of retiring at 70 years of age, if required to do so by the Governor in CounciL 
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XVI. The Oovornor in Council sliaft have power to pay to any public officer entitled to the benefita 
of this Act, who may be oonalrained from infirmity of mind or bi^y to leave the public aervice before 
the completion of the period which would entitle him to an allowance or pension, a gratuity not exceed, 
ing one month's salary or official income for each year of aervice. 

XVII. If any public officer shall, after holding any office iu this island for the apace of ten years and 
upwards, and after having become subject to the abatement hereinbefore provided, be appointed by 
Her Majesty to any public office in any other part of Her Majesty's dominions, such public officer shall 
he entitled on his dual retirement, whether from iufirmity or by reason of his being superannuated from 
the service of Her Majesty, to demand and receive from the Government of this island an allowance, at 
the rate of one>fiftieth of the salary or official income of the office last held by him hei-ein, for each year 
during which he shall have been subjected to abatements as hereinlxjfore provided. 

Xvlll. In order to meet the case of certain public offi(x»r8 who have already attained an age which 
would entitle them to retiro after a long and nraisew’orthy service in the Colony, and for whom it is 
difficult to make a reasonable provision under this Act, it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council, 
in the case of a public officer w'ho at the time of the passing of the Act shall have attained the ago of 
seventy years, and who may signify his wish to retire from the duties of his office, or be re<|uired to 
do so bv the Governor in Council, to grant to such public officer a pension equal to the half of his 
salan' (or life. 

XIX. The privates and other members of the police foroe—except the Inspector-General and medical 
officers—shall not 1^ entitled to come under the provisions of this Act. 

XX. The term “public officer” shall include auy minister of religion, whether appointed by the 
Crown or otherwise, receiving any salary or allowance from the Colonial I'reasury. 

XXL All payments to be made by way of superannuation or retiring allowance, or pensions to be 
granted under this Act, shall be by warrant of the Governor in Council on the Colonial Treasurer. 

XXII. In all cases whore any doubt shall arise, the Governor in Council shsll have full power and 
authority to determine who sliall be considered public officers of this island within the mcamng of this 
Act, and to decide all Questions which may arise in respect to the perit>d of service to bo allowed in 
computing the claim of public officers holding office l^furo the taking effect hereof, and likewise all 
questions that may arise in respect to tl»e abaU'ment to be made from or nayments to be made by, or 
the allowance to be granU»d to, auy officer whose official income may have Wn at any time, or may In*, 
derived from the Imperial Treasury’, or from fees, and also to grant such exU*nsion of time, as he may 
think fit, to any absent public officer, to make the declarations and payments mentioned in this Act. 


LEEWARD ISLANDS. 

An Act to make provision for the pa>'ment of Retiring Pensions or Superannuation Allowances to Public 

Officers. 

Bi it enacted by the Governor, and General Legislative Council, of the Leeward Islands, as follows:— 
L The Act may ^ cited as “The Pension Act, 1878.” 

2. The Act of the Legislature of the Presidency of St. Kitts, No. 16 of 1869, entitled, “An Act to 
regulate and authorize the pa>'merit of Rotirii^ Pensions or Superannuation Allowances, to Public 
Officers and Servants, in the Island of Saint Christopher,” is hereby repealed. Provided that such 
repeal shall not affect any pension now reetdved by any person under the provisions of the said Act. 

8. The term “ Public Officer,” in the Act sliall mean any ptTson holding any permanent appointment 
iinder the General Government of this Colony, or under the Government of any Prerddency thereof. 

4. Subject to the provisoes hereinafter contained, it shall bo lawful for the Governor iu Council, to 
grant pensions to Public Officers on their retirement from the public service, at and after the following 
rates; that is to say:— 

To any person who shall have served ten years and upwards, and under eleven years, an annual 
allowance of fifteen-sixtieths of the amount of salary enjoyed by such person at the time of retirement, 

f trovided be shall have been in the receipt of the same (or in the same oraueb and class of the service) 
or at least three years, otherwise the pension shall be calculated upon the average amount of salary 
received by such person for the throe y«»ars next preceding the commencement of such pension. 

For eleven years and under twelve years an annual allowance of sixteen-sixtieths of such salary. 

And in like manner a further addition to the annual allowance of one-sixtieth for each additional 
year of servioe, until the completion of a jjeriod of service of thirty-five years, when an annual allow¬ 
ance of forty-sixtieths may be granted, and no addition shall be made for auy sorrice beyond thirty- 
five years. 

6. It shall bo lawful for the Governor in Council, in the case of any .Tudm of the Supreme Court or 
other public officer, for the performance of whoset duties special professional qualifications are required, 
and who has been prohibited from the private practice of his profession, to add to the service of such 
public officer any number of years not exceeding five. Provided that no such addition shall be made 
so as to raise the period of such service above thirty-five years. 

6. The servioes in respect of which any pension shall be granted, shall in all caecs have been 
continnouB, except when the officer shall have been absent from the |M*rforniBnce of the duties of his 
office with the permission of the Government, and unless interrupted by abolition or reduction of offioo, 
or other temporary susponsion of emplo}'ment not arising from misconduct or voluntary resignation of 
the officer. 

7. The service of a public officer shall be computed from the date of bis first permanent appointment 
to a public office in the Colony, Service in a temporary capacity, other than “acting^ service, 
may also be included where such service shall have been continuous, aud shall have been immediately 
followed by a permanent appointment The service of a public officer appointed from England, sh^ 
bo deemed to have commenced from the date of bis embarkation for the Colony. 

8. In computing the amount of any pension or retiring allowance under the provisions of this Act 
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ftnj aiDOUDt rooeived bj the oiBoer u allowance for house rent, not exceeding one-sixth of the other 
emolumonta, and in like manner the value of actual quarters up to one-sixth of the other emoluments, 
and any fees received by the officer for hia own use, ahall be taken as part of the salary of 
the officer, and such fees shall be calculated on the average annual aini>unt received by the officer for 
the three yean last preceding hia retiren^t, and ahall not in ordinary circumstances be allowed to 
count for pension purposes to the extent of more than one-fnurth of the salary, and foes will not in 
a^ case do allowed to <»ant for pension purposes during any period in which the whole time of the 
omcer receiving them was not given to the public service. 

9. No public officer shall ^ve an absolute right to compensation for past eervicea, or to any 
pension under this Act, and Her Majesty’s Government shall retain the power and authority to dis¬ 
miss any public officer without compensaUon. 

10. No pension, gratuity, or compensation allowance shall be granted to any public officer without 
the authority of Her Majest v’s Government, and in order to obtain such authority the Governor ahall 
submit to the Secretary of State certificates of the service, age, and conduct of t^ officer and of the 
ground of his retirement. 

11. No pension shall be gn*anted to any public officer who shall be under sixty years of age unless 
upon a certificate from the head of the department to which he may belong, and from two medical 
practitioners, that he is incapable from infirmity of mind or body of di^harging the duties of his office, 
nor unless he ahall have periormed his duties with dilinnce and fidelity to tlm satisfaction of the bead 
of bis department and of the Governor; and in case the officer shall m himself the bead of a dopart- 
nmnt, such pension shall not be granted unless he shall have discharged the duties of his office with 
diligence and fidelity to the satiafaction of the Governor, by whom the same shall be certified to the 
Secretary of State. 

12. The rates of pension specified in Section 4 of this Act, shall only be panted in cases of 
decidedly faithful and meritorious service, but where the testimony as to fidelity, diligence, and 
merit is in any respect defective, the Governor in Council may make such deduction as he shall think 
proper from such rates. Where there lias been obvious noghgence, irreg^ularity, or misconduct, the 
gprant of pension shall be altogether withhold. 

13. Nothing in this Act shall be deemtxl to affect the power of the general or any local Legislature, 
with the approval of the Secretary of State, in cases of peculiar and extraordiuary merit, to grant 
special and higher rates of pension than those provided for by Section 4 of this Act. 

14. If any person receiving a pension under this Act shall be appointed to fill any public offic^ such 
pension shall cease to be paid from and after the date of such appointment if the salary uf the ofiice to 
which be shall be appointed shall be equal to the salary of the offi«« formerly held by him; and in case 
it shall not be equal to the salary of such former office, then no more of such pension shall be paid to 
him than with the salary of his new appointment shall be equal to the salary of his former office. 

16. It shall be lawful for the Governor in Council to pay to any public officer who may be constrained 
from infirmity of mind or body to leave the public service before the completion of the period which 
would entitle him to a pension, such sum of money by way of retiring allowance as the Governor in 
Council may think proper, not exceeding the amount of one month’s salary of his office for each year 
of service; Provided that no such retiring allowance shall be panted unless upon medical certificate to 
the satisfaction of the Governor in Council tl^t such public officer is incapable from infirmity of mind 
or body of discharging the duties of bis office. 

16. If any public officer shall be deprived of his office by reason of the abolition thereof, it shall be 
lawful for the Governor in Council to determine the terms upon which such officer shall, on appoint¬ 
ment to another office, be entitled to the benefit of the provisions of this Act in respect of the period 
for which he may have been unemployed, or in the event of his not being again employed in the public 
service, to determine what |)ension or gratuity, if any, shall be granted to him unoer the provisions of 
this Act. 

17. The privates and other members of the Police Force, except the Inspector-General and 
Inspectors, shall not come under the provisions of this Act. 

lA If any public officer after holding any office in this Colony shall be appointed by Her Majesty to 
any public office in any other part of Her Majesty’s dominions, it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council, on the final retirement of such public oflfloer from thu service of Her Majesty, to grant to each 
public officer a pension at the rate of one-sixtieth of the salary of the office last held by him in this 
Colony for each year of his service in this Colony. 

19. If any public officer, previously to his employment in this Colony, shall have held a public office 
under the Imperial Government or in any of Her Majesty’s Colonies, it shall be lawful, on his final 
retirement from the service of this Colony, for the Governor in Council to make an audition to his 
retiring allowance (in consideration of the experience gained by him in his early service^, under sneh 
regulations as may be sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Government, provided that the retiiing aliowanoe 
shall in no case exceed the limit prescribed in this Act. 

20. The pension or retiring allowance of a public officer whose services shall have been wholly under 
the General Government of the Colony shall m paid in the same manner as the salaries of officers of the 
General Government are paid; and the pension or retiring allowance of a public officer who.<« services 
shall have been wholly under the Government of ary one Presidency of the Colony, shall be paid from 
the funds ot such Presidency, and where a public omcor shall have served partly in one Presiaency and 
partly in another, or partly under the Government of a Presidency and partly under the General 
Government, the proportions in which such pension or retiring allowance shall be charged upon such 
Governments shaU be fixed by the Governor in CounciL 

Not*.—A n Act amending the above Act was passed by the General L^slature of the Leeward 
Islands on the 20th July, 1880 [No. 8 of 1880]; but owing to certain defects it has not been confirmed 
by the Queen, and the &«retary of State for the Colonies has requested the Qov«mor-in-Chicf to pro- 
p(*se its re-enactment in an amended form. 
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1866—VII.—AN ORDINANCE-TURKS ISLANDS PENSION ORDINANCE. 

Exactbd by the PreeideDt and Council of the Turks and Caicos Islands, under the supervision of the 
Captain-General and Governor-in-Cliief in and over the Island of Jamaica; for (jn^ntin^ Super* 
annuation Allowances to persons having held civil offices in the Public Service of the Colony. 

1. That, subject to the exceotions and provisions hereinafter contained, it shall be lawful for the 
President, acting by and with the advice and consent of the majority of the members of the Executive 
Council of the Colony, from time to time, by order in Council, to grant superannuation allowanoos to 
persons who have served in any established capacity in tbe permanent Civil Service of the Colony, and 
who receive salaries out of the Public Treasury of these Islands, and for whom no provision shall have 
been made by any Ordinance of this Colony, and except as bertdnafter is excepU^, at and after the 
following rates—that is to say:— 

To any person who shall have served ten years and upwards, and under eleven years in the dvil 
permanent service of the Colony, an annual allowance of teu-tiftiothB of the annual salary of the office or 
offices held by him at the time of his retirement. 

For eleven years and under twelve, an annual allowance of elcvon-hftieths of such annual salary, and 
in like manner a further addition to the annual allowance of one-fi/tietb in respect of each additional 
year of such service until the comnletion of a period of forty years, when the annual allowance of forty- 
dftieths may bo granted, and no addition shall be made in respect of any service beyond forty years. 
Provided always that if any question should arifM) in auy department of the public service as to the 
claim of any person for sunerannuation under this clause, such claim shall be enquired into by the 
President ami Council as aforesaid, whose decision shall be final. 

2. It shall bo Lawful for the President and the members of the Executive Council as aforesaid to 
grant to any person who, being the holder of an office in resjK>ct of which a superannuation allowance 
may be granted, but nut having completed the period whicli would have entitled him to a sutwrannua- 
tion allowance, shall bo compelled to quit the public service by reason of severe bodily injury, 
occasioned without bis own default in the discharge of his public duty, a gratuity uot exceeding threo 
mouths* pay for every two years of service, or a supi^ranuuatiou allowauce not exawding ten.fiftietha of 
the annual salary. 

8. It shall be lawful for the President and the members of the executive Council as aforesaid to 
grant to auy person who, being the holder of an office in rc8]>cct of wliich supt^aunuatiou allowsnce 
may be granted, is constrained from infirmity of mind or body to leave the public service before the 
completion of the period which would entitle him to a superannuation allowauce, such sum of money by 
way of gratuity as the said President aud the memlx'rs of the Executive Council as aforesaid may 
think proper, but so as that no such gratuity shall exceed the amount of one month's pay for each year 
of service. 

4. It shall not be lawful to grant any superannuation allowance under the provisions of this Ordinance 
to any person who shall bo under sixty-five years of age faltered to sixty years by Ordinance No. 7 of 
I868j, unless upon medical certificate. 

6. In computing the term of service of any public servant, no deductions shall ho made from the same 
in respect of any ixirtiun thereof during which he may have been, or shall hereafter l>e, absent under 
the provisions of the 115 section of the Colonial Rules and Regulations. Provided, however, that 
absences in excess of the period for which half salary may be allowed under the said clause shall not 
count as service in the calculation of retiring pensions or allow'ances. 

7. And whereas it will be for tbe advantage of the public service that officers holding employment 
entitling them to superannuation allowaucos under this Ordiuanc'e, should l>o eligible for public 
employment out of the Colony without forfeiting their claims to such allowauces; bo it ordained, that 
every public officer who may lx> transferred from employment in this Colony to employment under 
the Crown in any other wt of Her Majesty’s dominious, and w*ho at the time of his being ho trans¬ 
ferred had completed such a tieriud of service in this (‘olony as to entitle him to sutjerannnation allow¬ 
ance under this Ordinance, shall on his retirement from the public service be eutitleu to superanouataon 
allowance under this Ordinance, according to the period of his SiTviceas aforesaid in the Colony, subject 
nevertheless to the conditions hereinbefore annexed to the grant of Buperannuatiuo allowance. 

8. That for the purposes of this Ordinance, every person exa‘pt as hereinafter excepted, who shall 
receive a salary out of the Public Treasury of the Colony, wliatever the mixic of appointment to the 
particular office may be, shall be deemed in respect of such Holary to have served in the permanent civil 
service of the Colony. Provided, however, that the following public functionaries shall bo excludiHl 
from tbe benefits of the provisions of this Ordinance, that is to say:— 

The President. 

The Officer ailministcring the Government 

10. All superannuations, compensations, gratuities, and allowances to be granted under this Ordi. 
nance shall be paid to the persons entitled to receive the same, or to his agent in this Colony, without 
any abatement or deduction whatever.

“ For regulating the Pensions of Officers In the Public Service of this Colony (other than Judges of the 
Supmmio Conrt and Officers entitled to Pensions under Law No. 3, 1872 ’*). 

Whxrxas it is exTOdient that Dro\ieion should be made for granting penMons to Offle-ers in tlio Public 
Service of this colony (other than Judges of the Supreme Court and Officirs enfillod to pensions under 
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Brt it therefore enacted bjr the LientenanUGovernor of Natal, with the advice and consent of the 
LegialatiTe Council thereof, as follows:— 

1. tSubiect to the exceptions aforesaid, and to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter contained, all 
persons holding «»ffloe of profit in the permanent Civil Service of this colony, and the permanent staff of 
the Legislative Council, other than the Speaker, drawing a salary at the rate of Fifty Pounds and up¬ 
wards {ler annum, and for whom provision shall not otherwise Imve been made by Law, or who nmy not 
be 8pe<^ly excepted by Law or bv regulation hereunder, shall be entitled to pensions not exceeding the 
rates set forth in the Schedule to this Law. the amount of pension in each case to be determined by tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Executive Council. 

2. ^ull pension not granted unless the officer has served with diligence and fidelity.) 

8. ^Pension not payable for loss tlian ten years' service.) 

4. (Service to be continuous unless interrupted.) 

6. (Absence with leave not to be deducted from period of service.) 

6. (Pension computed upon salary, or average of salary, for last three years.) 

7. (Persons under sixty not entitled to a pension unless incapacitated from duty.) 

8. ^o right to compensation for past services.) 

9. Every person to whom a pension shall have been granted on his own application, before ho shall 
have attained the ago of sixty years, shall until be shall have attained that age ^ liable to be called upon to 
All any public office or situation for which his previous pubUc services may render him eligible, and if he 
shall decline or neglect to execute the duties thereof satisfactorily, being m a competent state of health, 
he shall forfeit his right to the pension which had been granted to him. 

10. In caso any person receiving a pension under this Law, shall bo appointed to fill any office in any 
public department, such pension shall ceaso to be paid during tho tenure of such office, if the annual 
amount of the profits of the office to which he shall be appoinUd shall be equal to those of the office for¬ 
merly hold by him, and in case they shall not be equal to those of his former office, then no more of bis 

} tension shall be paid to him tlian what with the salary of his new appointment shall be equal to his 
ormer pension. 

11. It shall be competent to the Lieutenant-Governor, in Executive Council, subject, as regards the 
officers borne on tho Civil Service Fixed Establishments, to tho approval of the Secretary of State, to 
require any public officer who sliall have attained upwards of sixty years of age to retire, and such 
retirement shall be compulsory on such offl<'i‘r. 

12. It shall be lawful for the Lieutenant-Governor, with the advice of the Executive Council, to mako 
and from time to time to alter, amend, vary, or annul such rules and regulations as may be deemed 
necessary for carr^nng out tho objects and regulating the o|)eration of this Law, and copies of all such 
rules and regulations shall be laid before the Legislative Council so soon as may be after the promulga¬ 
tion thereof. 

13. In all cases where any doubt shall arise as to who shall be considered public officers of this colony 
within the meaning of this Law, or as to the period of service to be allowed in computing pensions 
hereunder, tho decision of the Lioutenant-Governorin Exocntive Council shall be final and conclusive. 

14. All pensions granted under this Law are hereby made chargeable upon and payable out of tbe 
Public Revenues of the colony, and the Lioutemant-Guvernor may entertain any application which may 
be made to bim to commute such annual pension in any case fur a fixed payment calculated at five years 
purchase of such pemsion. 

15. A statement of all pensions granted under this Law shall be laid annually before the Legislative 
CounciL 

16. This Law may be died for all purposes as tbe Pensions Law, 1874." 

17. This Law sliall commence and take effect from and after tbe promulgation thereof in the Natal 
** Government Gaxette " afU'r the passing thereof.

In thus extending and giving increased importance to this most distinguished Order, the Queen has 
afforded a fresh proof of the continued interest with which Her Majesty obaervos the progress and 
development of Her Colonial Empire.

Thb Qneen having taken into Her Royal consideration the Statutes of the Most Distinguish^ Order 
of Saint Michael and Saint George, bearing date the 4th day of December, 1808, and the 8rd day of 
April, 1869, and, in cons^uence of the growth and advancement of Her Colonial Empire, being desirous 
of making such alterations in the said Statutes as will enable Her Majesty to admit certain persons as 
Honorary and Extra Members of this said Most Distinguished Order, and also to increase the numbers 
of the Members of the several Classes thereof, and to provide for the appointment of such Officers of the 
said Most Distinguished Order as were formerly appointed under Statutes no longer in force, has been 
graciously pleased^ in pursuance and in exercise of the power vested in Her as Sovereign and Chief of 
the said Most Distinoniished Order, to rej>esJ the aforesaid Statutes. 

And Her Majesty has been graciously pleased by Statutes, bearing date the 80th day of May, 1877, to 
ordain, amongst other things, therein set forth,' that the said Order shall hencefort has heretofore be 
styled and designated in aU acts, proceedings, and pleadings as The Most Distinguished Order of 
S^nt Michael and Saint George.'* And that it shall as heretofore consist of the Sovereign, a Grand 
Master, and Three several Classes of Members, namely:—Knights Grand Cross, Knights Commanders, 
and CoxnpanionB. 

And to ordain that the First Class or Knights Grand Cross shall not exceed thirty-five in number, 
in addition to such Extra and Honorary Members as Her Majesty, Her Heirs, and Successors shall from 
time to time appoint; And that the Second ( 'lass or Knights Commanders shall not exceed one hundred 
and twenty in number: And that the Tliird Class or Companions shall not exceed two hundred in 
number: ft being competent to Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Buccesstirs, to appoint any Princes of thu 
Blood Royal beinr descendants of His Iste Majesty King Geor^ the First, as Extra Knights Grand 
Cross; and such Members of the Royal Family as have already oeen appointed Knights Grand Cross 
shall be considered, and are declared, to be extra Knights Grand Cross of the said Most Distinguished 
Order. 

And to ordain that the Honorary Members of the said Most Distinguiahed Order shall consist of 
Foreign Princes and persons upon whom Her Majesty has conferred, or Her Majesty, Her Heirs, and 
Successors, may thinx fit to confer the honour of beiu^ admitted into the said Most Distingui8he<l 
Order: and every such Honorary Member sliall be additional and not included within the numbers of 
Ordinary Members prescribed for the several Classes. 

And to ordain that the persons to be admitted as Ordinary Members of the said Most Distin^ished 
Order shall be snob subjects of Her Majesty, whether natural bom or naturalized in the United Kmgdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, or in any of Her Majesty’s Colonies or Dependencies ss may have held or 
shall hereafter hold high and confidential offices, or may have rendered or sbaU hereafter render 
extraordinary and important services to Her Majesty as Sovereign of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and irekMid, within or in relation to any of Her Majesty's dkilonial PosHessiuns, nr who may 
become eminently distinguished therein by tbeir talents, merits, virtues, loyalty, or services, or who 
now are or hereafter may be appointeil Officers of the said Most Distinguished Order. 

Her Maiesty haa also been leased to ordain that the following Officers shall, as formerly, be appointed 
to the said Most Distinguished Order, namely:—a Prelate, a ChancelloTt a Sccrctsry, a King of Arms, 
a Registrar, and Officers of Arms Attendant upon the Order.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


CHAPTER I. 


CLASSIFICATION OF COLONIES. 

1. Brilinh Colonies may be divided into three classes:— 

1. Crown Colonies, in which the Crown has the entire control of legislation, while the adminis* 

tration is carried on by public officers under the control of the Horae QovernmenL 

2. Colonies poseesbing KepresenUtive Institutions but not Hesponsible Government, in which 

the Crown has no more than a veto on legislation, but the Home Government retains the 
control of public officers. 

3. Colonies possessing Kepresentaiive Institutions and Responsible Government, in which the 

Grown Las only a veto on legislation, and the Home Government has no control oVer any 
public officer except the Governor. ^ 

2. In Gibraltar, St. Helena, and Heligolwd, Laws may be made by the Governor alone, and in other 

Crown Colonies by the Governor with the concurrence of a Council nominated by the Crown. 
In some Colonies, acouired by conauest or cession, the authority of this Council rests on the will 
of the Crown. In otLers, chiefly those acquired bv Settlement, the Conncil is created by the 
Crown under authority of some Imperial or Local Law. ^

3. In Colonies possessing BepresenUtive Institutions without Responsible Government, tlie Crown 

cannot as a general rule iegiblate by Order in Council, and laws are made by the Governor with 
the concurrence of one or two Legi^tive bodies, of which one at least is wholly or fur the most 
part Representative. 

In the following Colonies there are a Council and Assembly. The Conncil is nominated by the 
Crown, the Assembly elective: — ^

In British Guiana and Malta the Crown has reserved the right to legislate by Order in Council and 
in NaUl has reserved the right to revoke or alter the Constitution. The legislature of BrWh 
Guiana is peculuur, it being differently composed for ordinai'y h'gislation and for financial business. 

4. Under Responsible Government the Executive Councillors are appointed by the Governor alone 

with reference to the exigencies of Representative Government, the other I’ublic Officers by the 
Governor on the advice of the Executive CounciL In no appointments is the coucurrenM 0/ 
the Home Government requisite. 

The control of all public departments is thus practically placed in the bands of persons command¬ 
ing the confidence of a representative Legislature. Hence such of the following regulations 
as relate to subordinate public officers hfve comparatively little application, except by way at 
example, to Colonies in which Responsible Government exists, which are the following :_ ^

CHAPTER II. 

THE GUVEItNOR. 

{ I. The different Claue$ of Guvmon, the duration of their Office^ 

6. The Officer appointed by the Crown to administer the Government of a Colony ia usually styled 
Governor, or Governor and Conunander-iu-Chief, or Captain-General. The titles of Governor-in-Chief 
and Governor-General have been at different times given to Governors whose commissions have compribcd 
eeveral distinct Colonies. 

6. A Governor-in-Chief administers the Government of every Colony comprised within his Command 
whenever he ia present therein; but the adminiatration of a Colony during ms absence is intrusted to an 
offioer appointed by the Crown, with the title of Lieutenant-Governor; or (in some cases) Administrator 
of the Government, or President of the Council. 

The following are Governments in Chief: 

1. The Dominion ol Canada, which includes the Provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 

Brunswick, Manitoba, N.-W. Territohes, British Columbia, Vancouver’s Island, and I*rinco 

Edward Island. 

2. Jamaica, to which are attaclMxi, 

Honduras. Turks Islands. 

3. The Windward Islands, composed of, 

Barbados. Grenada. St. Vincent Tobago. 6t Lucia. 

4. The Leeward Islands, composed of, 

Antigus. Dominies. Virgin Island:;.

7. Of these Uffleera Governors are appointed under the Sign Manual and Signet Every such person 
is appointed during Her Majesty’s pleasure, but Ids tenure of office is as a rule confined to a period 
of six years from the assumption of his duties. If, through death, absence, or otherwise, he should 
become incapable of acting, the Government devolves on such Officer or person as may have b^n desig¬ 
nated for that purpose in tne Charter of Government or in the Letters I'atent constituting the office of 
Governor. 

3. By the Act 26 A 27 Viet. c. 76, it is enacted, that Letters Patent shall not take effect in any Colony 
until published there, and that appointments by Letters Patent shall become Void unless so published 
within a specified Miiod. 

9. By the Act 1 W ilL IV. c. 4, it is enacted, that all Patents, Commissions, or other Authorities for 
the exercise of offices in the Colonies held during pleasure, shall continue in force until the expiration of 
eighteen mouths from the demise of the Crown. 

§ II. Authority of the Governor in relation to Her MajeMft Troops. 

10. The Oovemor of a Colony, though bearing the title of Captain-General or Oommander-in-Chief 
is not, without special appointment from Her Majesty^ invested with the Command of Her Majesty's 
Regular Forces m the Colony. He is not therefore entitled to receive the Allowances annexed to that 
Command, or to take the immediate direction of any Military C)perations, or except in case of urgent 
necessity, to communicate officially with subordinate Military Officers, without the concurrence of the 
Officer in Command of the Forces. Any such exceptional communication must be immediately notified 
to that Officer. 

11. Except in the case of invasion or assault by a Foreign Enemy, it is the duty of the Governor to 
determine the objects with which and the extent to which Her Majesty's Trot^ps are to be employed. 
He will therefore issue to the Officer in Command of the Forces directions respecting their distribution 
and their employment on Escort and other duties required for the safety and wehare of the Colony. 
In all these matters, however, the Governor will consult as far as possible with the Officer in Comnmud, 
and will incur special responsibility, if he shall direct the Troops to be stationed or employed in a mannor 
which that Officer shall consider open to Military objection. 

12. The Governor, as the Queen's Kepreseuiaiive, will give the **word” in all places within his 
Government. 

13. On the other hand, the Officer in Command of the Forces will determine all Military details 
respecting the Distribution and Movement of the Tro(.>ps and the composition of the different detachments, 
takmg care that they are in conformity writh the general directions issued to him by the Governor. 

14. The Officer in Command of Her Majesty's Land Forces is alone charged with the superintendence 
of all details connected with the Miliiarp Department in a Colony, the Re^mental duty and discipline 
of the Troops, inspections, and summoning and bolding courts-martial, garrison or regimental, ana the 
granting leave of absence to subordinate Military Officers. 

15. He carries into execution, on his own authority, the Sentences of Courts-martial, excepting 
Sentences of Death, which must first be approved, on behalf of the Queen, by the Officer adWnistering 
the Civil Government 

16. He makes the Officer administering the Civil Government Returns of the state and oondition of 
the Troops of the Military departments, of the Stores, Magazines, and Fortifications within the Colony 

*Bj UerMajestj*! Charter of the 24th of July, 1871, the Gold Coast and Lagos are separated from the West Africa 
Settlements, and now form a separate Colony, under the style of the Gold Coast Colony.—Eo. C. 0. t. 
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and furnishes duplicates of all such Returns of this nature as he may be required or may see occasion 
to send tu the Military Authorities at home, or to any Officer under whose general Command he is placed. 

17. On the receipt of the annual Mutiny Act, the Officer in Command of Her Majesty’s Laud Forces 
communicates to the Civil Authority the **General Orders” in which it may be promulgated. 

18. And in the event of the Colony bein^ invaded or assailed by a Foreign Enemy, and becoming the 
scene of active Military Operations, the Officer in Command of Her Majesty’s Laud Forces assumes the 
tMitire Military Authority over the Troops. 

19. The above Regulations will hold good, though the Governor may be a Military Officer senior in 
rank to the Officer in Command of the Forces. 

20. If several Colonies are comprised in one Military Command, the Officer in Command of the whole 
may transfer Troops from one Colony to another on an application frum the Governor of the Colony 
to which the Troops are senlL transmitted to him either through the Governor of the Colony in which he 
is serving, or through the Officer commaudiug the Forces in the Colony for which Troops are required. 
Hut the Officer in command must in all cases consult with the Governor of the Colony from which the 
Troops are sent, and will incur a special responsibility if he sends them away without that Governor’s 
Consent. 

21. Except in the case of the North American Colonies, Colonies comprised under one Government in 
f’hief are to be treated, for Military purposes, as a single Colony. Natal, for the same purpose, will be 
considered part of the Government of the Cape of Good Hope. 

§ III. Gtnaxd Powtn of an Officer appointed to conduct a CoUmiai Government, 

22. The powers of eve^ Officer administering a Colonial Government, are conferred, and his 
duties for the most part denned in Her Majesty’s Commission and the Instructions with which he is 
furnished. The following is a general outline of the nature of the powers with which he is invested, 
subject to the special law of each Colony:— 

28. He is em|Mwered to grant a pardon or respite to any criminal convicted in the Colonial Courts of 
justice. 

24. He may pardon persons imprisoned in Colonial Gaols under sentence of a Court-martial; but this 
is not to be done without consulting the Officer in command of the Forces. 

25. He has in general the power of remitting any fines, penalties, or forfeitures, which may accrue to 
the Queen, but if the fine exceeds 50/., he is in some Colonies only at liberty to suspeud the paymient of 
it until Her Majesty’s pleasure can bo luiowu. 

26. The Moneys to be expended for the Public Service are issued under his Warrant, as the law maj 
in each particular case direct. 

27. Tne Governor of a Colony has usually the power of granting licenses for marriages, letters ol 
administration, and probate of wills, unless other provision be made by Charter of Justice or local law. 
He has also, in many cases, the presentation to benefices of the Church of England in the Colony, subject 
to rules hereinafter laid down. (See Ch. 4, sec. 1, par. 81.) 

28. He has the power, in the Queen’s name, of issuing writs for the election of Representative 
Assemblies and Councils, of convoking and proroguing Legislative Bodies, and of dissolving those which 
are liable to dissolution. 

29. He confers appointments to Offices within the Colony, either absolute, whore warranted by local 
laws, or temporary and provisional, until a reference has been made to Her Majesty’s Government 

80. In Colonies poMsessiug responsible Government, be has, with his Council, the entire power of 
suspending or dismissing public servants who hold during pleasure. In other Colonies he has the 
power of suspending them from the exercise of their functions under certain regulations, which must be 
strictly observed, and a limited power of disiuissal. 

81. He is empowered to administer the appointed oaths to all persona, in Office or not, whenever he 
may think fit, and particularly the oath of Allegiance provided by 21 and 22 Viet c. 48, s. 1. 

82. He has the power of granting or withholding bis assent to any Bills which may be passed by the 
Legislative bodies. 

88. But he is required, in various cases, by his Instructions, to reserve such Bills for the Royal Assent, 
or to assent to them only with a clause suspending their operation until they are confirmed by the 
Crown. These cases are not defined alike in all Instructions; but they comprise, mneralJy sneaking, 
matters touching the Currency, the Army and Navy, Differential Duties, the effect of Foreign Treaties, 
and any enactments of an unusual nature touching the Prerogative or the rights of Her Majesty’s 
Bubiects not resident in the Colony. 

84. If anything should happen which may be for the advantage or security of the Colony, and is not. 
provided for in the Governor s Commission and Instnictiuns, he may take order for the present therein. 

85. He is not to declare or make war against any foreign Htate, or against the subjects of any foreign 
State. Aggression he must at all times refuel to the best of his ability; and he is to use his best endea¬ 
vours for the suppression of piracy. 

86. His attention is at all times to be direi‘ted to the state of discipline and equipment of Militia and 
Volunteers in the Colony, and when either Force may be embodied, he should seud home monthly 
Returns, with a particular account of their arms and accoutrements. 

87. Periodical Reports on this subject, which may not call for immediate attention, may be included 
n the annual Blue Book '* hereinafter noticed. 

88 He is on no account to absent himself from the Colony without Herr Majesty’s permission. 

39. He is prohibited from receiving Presents, pecuniary or valuable, from the Inhabitants of the 
Colony, or any class of them, during the Continuance of his office, and from giving such Presents; and 
this Ride is to be equally observed on leaving his office. 

40. In cases where money has been subscribed, with a view of marking public approbation of the 
Governor's conduct, it may be dedicated to objects of general utility and connected with the name of tbo 
person who has merited such a proof of the general esteem. 

41. Governors are not, without si>ecin1 permiHsioii, to forwardsny articles for presentation to Her Majesty 
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CHAPTER HI. 

§ I. LegUlative CotmeU$ and As$end>lif$, 

42. LegisUtire Councilfl nomiiuited by the Crown consiat, generally apeaking, in part of tbe principal 
Executire Officers of the Colony, and in part of private persona appointed by name; tbe former being 
usually termed Official, and tbe latter, Cnofficial Members. The proportions are prescribed by the 
respective charters or Commissions or Instructions to Governors. 

43. The precedency of the Members of Council between themselves is regulated by the Royal 
Instructions. In some cases, that precedency depends on seniority of appointment alone, but in other 
cases that rule is qualified by assigning to the Official Members of Council precedence over the 
Unofficial Members. 

44. When a vacancy occurs by tbe demise, resignation, Ac., of a Legislative Councillor appointed by 
name, tbe Governor may in general appoint provisionally to such vacancy until Her Majesty^s Pleasure 
may be known. 

Tbe general rule is, that no Member of Council may, on pain of vacating hia seat, absent himself 
for more tlmn six months except by leave of the Governor, whose power is limited to grantinu a leave 
of absence in some cases of twelve, and in others of eighteen months. Any more protracted leave of 
absence must be grated by the Crown. 

46. In the Colonies not liaving Representative Assemblies, the initiation of all laws belongs in general 
to tbs Oovemor. 

47. In Colonies having such Assemblies it is in many cases provided by Local or Statute law that the 
initiation of all measures for tbe appropriation of public money shall belong to the Governor. 

48. In every Colony tlve Governor lias authority either to give or to withhold his assent to laws 
passed by the other branches or members of the Legislature, and until that assent is given no such law 
IS valid or binding. 

49. Laws are in some cases passed with suspending clauses; that is, although assented to by the 
Governor they do not come into operation or take effect in the Colony until they shall have been specially 
confirmed by Her Majesty, and in other cases Parliament lias for the samu purpose empowered the Gover* 
nor to reserve Laws lor the Crown*s assent, instead of himself assenting or refusing his assent to them. 

60. Every Law which has received the Governor's assent (unless it contains a suspending clause) 
comes into operation immediatelv or at the time specified in tbe Law itself. But the Crown retains 
power to disallow the Law; and it such power be exercised at any time afterwards, the Law ceases to 
have OMration from the date at which such disallowance is publish^ in trie Colony. 

61. In Colonies having Hepresentative Assemblies the disallowance ot any Law, or the Crown's assent 
to a reserved Bill, is signified by Order in CounciL Tbe confirmation of an Act passed with a suspend¬ 
ing clanse, is not signified by Order in Council unless this mode of confirmation U required by the 
terms of the suspen^ng clause itself, or by some sjiecial provision in the constitution of the colony. 

62. In Crown Colonies the allowance or disallowance ot any Law is genei-ally signified bv despatch. 

63. In some cases a period is limited, after the expiration of which Local Euactmenis, though not 
actually disallowed, oease to have the authority of law in the Colony, unless betore the lapse of that 
time Her Majesty's confirmation of them shall have been signified there; but tbe general rule is otherwise. 

64. In Colonies possessing Representative Assemblies, Laws purport to be piLle by the Queen or by 
the Governor on Her Majestyu behalf or sometimes by tbe Governor alone, omitting any express 
reference to Her Majesty, with tbe advice and consent of tbe Council and Assembly. They are almost 
invariably designate as Acts. In Colonies not having such Assemblies, Laws are designated as 
Ordinances, and purport to be made by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council ^or in British Guiana of the Court of Policy). 

66. In West Indian Islands or African Settlements which form part of any general Government, 
every Bill or Draft Ordinance must be submitted to tbe Governor-iu-Ohief before it receives tbe asseut 
of the LieutenanUGoveruor or Administrator. If the Governor-in-Chief sliaU consider any ameudment 
iodispenaable, he may either require that amendment to be made before the law is brought into 
operation, or he may authorise the Officer administering to asseut to the Bill or Draft on the express 
engsgement of the Legislature to give effect to the Governor-in-Chiof's reconimendation by a supple- 
ineutary Enactment 

$ II. The Executive Council. 

56. The Executive Council (whether separate or not from the Legislative) has tbe general duty of 
assisting the Governor by its advice. In some cases, by local Enactment be can only act with this 
advice *, but generally speaking, he is not absolutely precluded from acting without it if the public 
interest requires him to do so. But in this case he must conform to certain special Rules laid down in 
his Instructions; which likewise prescribe tbe coarse to be taken by Councillors in recording their 
opinion in opposition to the Goveroor's. 

67. In Colonies possessing wliat is called Responsible Government the Governor is empowered by his 
Instructions to appoint and remove Members of tbe Executive Council, it being understood that 
Councillors who have lost tbe confidence of the local Legislature wiU tender their resignation to tlie 
Governor or discontinue the practical exercise of their functions in analogy with the usage prevailing 
in the United Kingdom. 

68. In other Colouies the Executive Council when separate from the Legislative Council commonly 
consists of certain principal officers of the Local Government with or without an admixture of Unofficial 
Members. 

69. These Councillors are appointed by the Governor's Instmctions or by Warrant from the Crown, 
the Governor having in some cases the power of making provisional appointments, subject to tbe Crown's 
confinnstioD. 

60. I'hey may be dismissed by the Crown alore, but may be Ruspended by tbe Governor, following, 
as far as tUu nature of the case will allow, his General lubtructious as to the suspension of rublic Officers. 
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61. In tbo West India Colonies, possessing Bepreseutative Assemblies, the Councils in some cases 
possess, concnrrently trith the Governor, a judiciiJ authority as a Court of Error, and in some cases 
they also audit the public accounts. 

€2. To the Executive Council, associated with the Chief Ju<lge of the Colony, is also in general 
entrusted the duty of administering to the Governor, on his arrival, the usual oaths of office; which being 
done, the Governor administers to the Members of the Executive Council, and others, tho oaths of office 
to be taken by thorn respectively. Each new Member of Council, on his appointment, is also required 
to take tho oaths applying to his particular case. 


CHAPTER IV. 

{ I. AppointmenU to Pubiic Officfi. 

63. The reg[alations comprised in this Chapter are not intended to apply to Colonies under responsible 
Government, in which appointments to Public Offices are made by the Governor w'ith advice of bis 
Executive Council, and are not authorized or confirmed by any Commission or Warrant from the Queen. 

64. In other Colonies Public Offices are generally granted in the name of Her Majesty, and holdeu 
during Her Majostv’s Pleasure. In some cases, however, it is specially provided by law that they shall 
be granted by the (governor or by the Governor in Council or by some judicial authcarity, and in some 
few cases they are holden during good behaviour. 

65. The general rule* is, that all Public Offices of considerable rank, trust, and emolnment, should be 
granted by an Instrument under the Public Seal of the Colony in Her Majesty’s name. The appoint* 
iiicnt may bo made either provisionallv, when the Instrument is issued nndor authority of Her Majesty’s 
General Instructions and subject to the Koval approval, or absolntely, when the Instmment is issued 
in pursuance of Her Majesty's BpeciaJ Instmctions, which Special Instructions are conveyed to the 
Governor generally in the form of Warrants under tho Koyal Sij^n Manual and Signet. 

66. The distinction between Offices which are, and Offices which are not, of considerable rank, trust, 
and emolumont, being in itself vague and indefinite, has been rendered as precise as the nature of 
tho case admits, by the following distinction. Offices are classed under three heads:—1, those of which 
the emoluments do not exceed one hundred pounds per annum; 2, those of which the emoluments exceed 
one hundred and do not exceed two hundred pounds per annum; 8, and those of which the emoluments 
exceed two hundred pounds per annum. 

67. When a vacancy ocenrs in the first or lowrest of tlie three classes last mentioned, the Governor, as 
a general rule, has the absolute disposal of the appointment, subject only to the condition of reporting 
every such appointment by the first opportunity. 

68. When a vacancy ocenrs in tho second or middle class, the Governor reports it to the Secretary of 
State, together with the name and qualifications of tho person whom be lias appointed to fill it pro- 
viHionally and intends to fill it finally, which recommendation is almost uniformly followed. 

69. when a vacancy occurs in the third or highest class, the Governor follows the same course as 
to reporting tho vacancy and provisional ap|X)intment; but he is distinctly to apprise the object of his 
choice tliat he holds tho Office in the strictest sense of the word provisionally only until his appointment 
is confirmed or sujtorsedcd by Her Majesty. He is at liberty also to recommend a candidate for the final 
appointment, but it must be mstinctly undorsttMxl tliat the Secretary of State has the power of recton- 
nicnding another instead. In these cases the confirmation or other final appointment takes place in tbo 
form already mcntiouc<l. of a warrant undt^r the Koyal Sign Manual and Sinot.* 

70. It is of course impossible to lay down any general rule for deci^g in what cases the recom¬ 
mendation of a Governor will, or will not, be ultimately sanctioned and confirmed by the Queen; but 
in ^neral it may bo stated, that Her Majesty vrill be advised to regard more favourably appolntmenta 
which are in the nature of promotions of meritorious Public Servants, than appointments made in 
favour of persons new to the Public Service; and that when any new Office has been created tbe 
Governor’s ret'ommendation for filling it up will carry with it less weight thau in the case of officee 
which the Governor may have found alresdy established. In the cases of such new Offices iltere 

al wsys bo more than usual reason to anticipate tliat an appointment wiU be made directly from this conntry. 

71. App<antmcDts of gentlemen connected with the Governor, or who have accompanied him to the 
Colony as Private Secretaries or otherwiM% are open to much objection, and will rarely be confirmed. 
Provisional appointments of this kind should be reported to the Secretary of State without auy recom¬ 
mendation as to tlie mode in which tbo Office shall be pc^rmaneutly filled. Should such an apixiintnient 
bo made at a time wIm'U a Governor is about leave the Colony, his Successor will be cxj>ect«M to riqiort 
on tho mmle in which the Office should be {jermaneutly filled. 

72. It is further to be understood, that, in determining the propriety of appointments from this 
Country or from tho Colony, regaril will probably be had to tho comparatively aovanceil state of W(.*alth 
and population in each Colony, and to the number of pro]>erIy qualified Candidates among wh(»m tbe 
Local Authorities may have the opportunity of making a selection. 

73. In the distribution of the patronage of the Govcriinieut iu tho Colonies, great weight must always 
oe attached to local services end ex|)erieDce. Every Govorn(»r will therefore make, once in each year, 
a Confdrttiial Rrperi of the claims of Candidates, whetljcr already eniploy«*d in the Public Service or 
not, whom he may consider to posKcss those qualifications, in order that, when a vacancy or an opptir- 
tunity for promotion occurs, the Secretary of State may have before him additional means, besides the 
immediate recommendation of the Governor, for judging now far the jiarticular Candidate reconiruended 
by the Governor is on the whole tho bcKt qualified, and whether a Candhlate of proper qualifications is 
to be found in that or in any other Colony, 1*he Gtivemor will asoortnin and rejs^rt upon tho qualifica¬ 
tions of other Candidntos, of whom he may have less kut)w lcilpc, w hen he secs sufficient reason for 
supposing that tho Public Service might gam by their adinihsioii iuto it; but iu the a]ipliculiou of these 
Kulea much must be left to tbe Governor's discretion. 

* St€ Circular Detpateb, September 30, 1869. 
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74. In reporting a vacancy in any Office under the Crown, of which the omolumente exceed 200/. per 
annum, or m reporting the creation of any auch office, the Governor will furuieh in the form of the 
Schedule ineert^ in the Appendix (p. 803), and in duplicate, full particulare reepecting the nature and 
incidente of the office, and will state in the covering deepatcb whether persona filling that or similar 
offices have been usually selected by the Secretary of State or by the Governor. 

75. In the case of the Chief Judicial aud Chief Fiscal Offices in a Colony in which the Crown is 
responsible for the appointments, local connexion with the Colony by birth, family ties, or otherwise, 
will be considered, generally speaking, to render a candidate ineli^ble. 

76. All salaried Public Officers ore prohibited from engaging in txade or connecting themselves with 
any commercial undertaking without leave from tbo Governor approved by the Secretary of State. As 
a general rule this prohibition will be made absolute in the case of offic’ers whose remuneration is fixed 
on the assumption that their whole time is at the disposal of the Governmoiit. 

77. No Public Officer is to undertake any private agency in any matter connected with the exercise of 
his public duties. 

78. Whenever half-pay Officers borne on the half-pay of Her Majesty^s Army or Navy, or in the 
Military and Conunissariat De|iartments, shall bo appoint^ to a civil situation in any of the Colonies, a 
report of the appointment, spe^^n^ the date and the amount of salary, is to be made immediately to 
the Secretary of State for the ColonieH, which will be transmitted by liim to the proper authorities in 
this Country. Promotions in the Civil Service of half-pay Officers arc also to be nodded forthwith to 
the Secretary of State for the C.'olonies, for the information of the respective authorities. 

79. No paid officer under the Government of a Colony can be permitted to be the Editor of a news¬ 
paper, or to take any active part in the management of it. He may furnish articles signed with his 
name upon subjects of general interest, abstaining from writing on questions which can proiterly bo 
called political^ or discussing the measures of the Government, or the official proceedings of its Officers, 
and from furnishing any articles whatever to a nowspaiter which, in commenting on the measures of tho 
Government, should liabiCually exceed the bounds of fair and temperate discussion. If tho anthorship 
of anonymous articles should bo brought home to any Officer, or if, in articles bearing his signature, he 
should discuss anv nolidcal subject, or the measures of the Goverumeut, or tho official proceedings of 
its Officers, he will be liable to be removed from Office, 

80. No Public Officer is allowc'd to receive a Grant of money by a Colonial Legislature, if such Grant 
has not been initiated or authorised by the Governor. 

81 and 82. These rules, which related to the presontation to vacant Benefices, were canoellod by 
Circular Despatch to certain Coloniea dated lOtli February, 1871. 

^11. Stutprninon and fHstnUsal from Offkt. 

83. Tho following Rnlea, unless otherwise provided for by some local law, must bo observed witli 
respect to the Suspension of Public Officers in all cases in which tho Officer is appointed by Commission 
or Warrant from tno Crown, or in which tho Officer’s emoluments exceed 100/. a year 

Tho offence with which an Officer is charged must be communicated to him in writing, writh tbo 
grounde on which it rests, and he will l>o required to answer the charge in wnriting. 

84. If no answer is given by the Officer within the time allowe<l to him for that purpose by the 
Governor, or if the answer is not so far satisfactory aa to obviate, in the Governor's opinion, the 
necessity of proceeding to suspension, the Governor must Inprise the Officer that on a day to be uame^ 
and which shall be after such an interval as will allow the Officer a reasonable time for preparing his 
defence, the (mestion whether he shall be suspended or not, will l)o brought before the Executive 
Council, or in British Guiana the Official Members of the Court of Policy, and that ho must defend 
himself before the Council in writing. The Council may determine whether, iu addition to such written 
defence, the Officer shall be required also to defend himself orally. 

85. If. iu tho course of the inquiry before the Council, new charges or new e\*idenoe shall l>e adduced 
against niin, such new charges or eWdence shall be fully communicated to him, and sufficient time shall 
be allowed him to meet them before anv final decision snail be prononnec'd. 

86. If tbo final decision shall be for liis suspension, the Governor’s report of the snspension must be 
accompanied by copies of the Minutes of Council, and of all other material documents relating to it, in 
order that the Secretary of State may confirm or disallow the same. 

87. No suspension from Office or stoppage of Salary must take place unless such defence has been 
received and considered, or unless the |iarty makes default in furnishing it when calle<l U|xm. 

88. In a case in which it may be inexpedient for the Public l^rvice to leave an Officer to whom 
an offence of a very serious character is imputed, in the execution of his functions (as, for instance, in 
the custody of public money) during the time necessary for the regular proceeding to his snspensioo, 
the Governor may at once interdict such Officer from the further exercise of his functions, as a 
provisional measure; but no such Officer can be formally Busf)ended from his Office or salary, except by 
the regular proceeding already described, which must in all cases be taken with as little delay as possible. 

89. Ad officer who luis b<^D suspended is not entitled to absent himself from the Colony during tho 
interval before his ultimate dismissal or reinstatement, withont the leave of the Governor first obtained, 
as in ordinary cases; if leave of absence should be granted to him, half salary will not be payable to him, 
if be is ultimately dismissed, nor, in case of his reinstatement, unless so ordered by the Secretary of State. 

90. If the suspension is nut approved and oonfirroed by Her Mnjesty’s Govommont the Officer 
suspended will be entitled, unless otherwise ordered by tho Secretary of State, to the full amount of 
salary which be would have received if be had not been susiiencled, even though the Offit^er appointed 
provisionally to perform his duties may be allowed by Her Maiesty’s Government to receive tne half 
•alary of tbo same Officer for the period during which he so acted. 

91. If the suspension from Office is approved and coiifirmed by Her Majesty’s Government, all salary 
will cease from tho day of suspension, and although tbo Officer so suspend^ should be subsequently 
rostore<l (as an act of indulgence^ ho will not bo ontitlod to any portion of salary during tbo period of 
bis suspension. 
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92. Ad Officer whose snspenmon is approved and confirmed by Her Majesty*^ Government forfeits all 
claim to a retiring allowance^ even though he should have paid contributions towards such retiring 
allowance. 

93. Holders of patent offices may be removed from such offices by the Governor and Council under 
the second section of 22 Geo. 8, c. 76 (amended by 64 Geo. 3, c. 61); 'but care must be taken that the 
Officer is heard after being apprised of the charge against him, and it will bo convenient that the 
course prescribed in case of suspension should be pursued in any proceedings for removal. 

94. Against any such removal an appeal lies to Her Majesty in Council, which should be prosecuted 
like any other appeal 

96. Officers not appointed by Commisirion or Warrant may, unless their salary exceeds 1001 a-year, 
be dismissed by the Governor without the forms above prescribed, provided always that the grounds of 
dismissal are definitely stated and investigated with the aid of the head of the Department (ii anyl and 
are communicated to the person inculpate^ in order that he may be able to defend himself. Suen dis¬ 
missals will not require the confirmation of the Secretary of State, but any memorial from the dismissed 
Officer must be forwardcnl with a short statement of the grounds of dismissal 

96. The report of the suspension, dismissal, or the provisional supersession of a Public Servant should 
be accompanied aith the return required in the case of a vacancy which is inserted in the Appendix. 
(See circular of 29th August, 1873, as to granting an allowance to an Officer pending decision of 
Secretary of State in respect of his suspension, and Circular of 26th April, 1876, as to mode of pro¬ 
ceeding in cases of suspension.) 

§ ill. Pentwru and Reiiring Allowaneei. 

97. In the absence of any local law, each application for a pension nr retiring allowance as it 
presents itself must be specially considered ana treated on its own merits. Except in the case of 
Officers appointed prior to 5th August, 1829, the amount of pension to bo CTaoted, if any, wdl be gene¬ 
rally regulated by the principles of the British Superannuation Acts, 4 A 6 W. 4. c. 24, and 22 Viet. c. 26. 
But it must 1^ clearly understood that the maximum rate of pension is not always awarded, and that 
when public employment is combined with the practice of a private profession, no pension will be 
granted, unless the retiring Officer bad acquired a claim to Superannuation before the passing of the 
Act 22 Viet. c. 26, or had had his right to a pension otherwise and speciaUy preserved The cases of 
Officers having had private practi.», whose services commenced after the passing of the Act 22 VicL 
C.26, and whose appointments may be abolislied, will be specially considered. 

98. Whenever a Governor may have occasion to bring under the consideration of Her Majesty's 
Government the application of any Officer for a retiring allowance on quitting tlie public service, he is 
required to furnish certain particulars in each case, according to the form insertea in the Appendix: 
An extract of th© Treasury Minute, and of a Report of Huperannuation Committee, respecting the grant 
of retiring allowances to those who entered the service prior to 6th August, 1829, to those who entered 
it after that date, to professional Officers, and in regard to pensions granted on aU^lition of office, are 
printed at pp, 226-26. 

99. In case of Public Officers receiving salaries not exceeding 120/. per annum, the Governor, subject 
to revision by the Home Government, may decide on the amount of retiring allowance to be granted, in 
accordance with the general rules relating to pensions. 

100. Pensions to Colonial Officers retiring on the gronnd of ill-hoalth are subject as a general rule to 
this condition, that should the Officer's health be re-established, he is bound to accept, in lieu of his 
pension, any office, not inferior in valne to that from which be retired, which the Secretary of State may 
think proper to confer on him, dne regard being had to circumstances of climate. 

101. Previously to making any payment in a Colony in respect of a pension, the Treasurer, or other 
proper Officer, will take care to inform himself whether any condition may have been attached to it, with 
reference to the employment, residence, or otherwise, of the claimant. If such condition shall exist, 
the Treasurer will have to produce as a voucher, in support of his account, a sufficient certificate or 
other proof that it has been complied with, and mast withhold the payment of tlie pension until such 
document shall be furnished. 

102. If an officer shall in any case retire on a pension, during a leave of absence, not obtained with a 
view to retirement, or within six months after resumption of duty, the term of service on which his 
pension is calculated will be subject to such deduction, not exceeding the duration of his last leave, as 
the Secretary of Sute mav think fit. 

108. If in any Colony the law of the Colony shall vest in the retiring Officer, an unconditional right 
to the pension claimed, or is otherwise ipoonsistent with these rules, the case must of course be governed 
by the law and not by the rule. (See circular of 22nd May, 1873, as to mode of dealing for pension 
purposes with the house allowauces and foes of public officers, in Part IV.) 

CHAPTER V. 

§ I. Salaries, 

104. On appointments to Offices, half salary, when so disposable by law, will be allowed, as a genertl 
rule, from the date of embarkation and full salary from the date of arrival in the Colony; Provided that 
the Officer proceeds direct to the Colony to which he is appointed, otherwise he will bo allowed to draw 
half salary for such time only as ordinarily elapses between the departure of the mall (if any) from the 
point of embarkation and its arrival in the Colony; or if there bo no mail route between his point of 
embarkation and his point of arrival in tlio Colony, for such time as is ordinarily required to perform 
the journey between such two points. 

105. If, however, the Office is a new one, or if for any other reason there is no person drawing salary 
in respect of it, full salary may in sijocial ca's-s be allowed from the date of oinbarkatlon. If, on Iho 
other band, the Officer previously holding the appointment in the Colony rontiinies in the tenure of his 
Office until the arrival of his SucceH«n>r. the latter Officer will not b» eutitlod to any portion of salary 
until he ha«s assumed the dutieje of his f)ffice. 

106. No advance of salary is allowed, exo«‘pt in very si>cciaj cases, to be determim d by the Secretary 
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of State; end the Officer to whom it may be granted muat ai^ an agreement with the Crown Agents in 
the form inserted in the Appendix.* (Page 8^.) 

107. If any Office be racated, in anv Colony, hy the death or removal of the holder, or by hia tern* 
porary absence, the person appointed by the Glovemor to act in hia stead will receive h^f the salary of 
the Office. Should such person be the holder of another situation, but not performing the duties of it, he 
may receive half the salary of the Office in which he is so appoint^ to act, together with half the salary 
of his own Office. 

108. Should the person so appointed by the Governor to a vacant Office be required at the same time to 
perform the duties of his own Office, be may be allowed half the salary of the temporary Office, together 
with the whole salary of his own Office; but as a general rule no person should be appointed to discbarm 
at the same time the duties of two distinct Offices, whenever auy other arrangement may be practicab&. 

108. The fees of the vacant Office (in the absence of any usage or law to the contrary) should be paid 
into the Colonial Treasury, from whence the acting Officer wiB receive one moiety, with such further 
portion as the Governor shiall consider advisable, in case the services performed are of a special character 
or involve outlay. 

110. Should the Officer whom the Governor has appointed temporarily to a vacant Office be confirmed 
in the situation, he will be entitled to draw the full salary of that Office from the date at which he entered 
on the duties, if no portion of the salary during that period has been drawn by the former occupant of 
the OfiBce: but from the date from which he draws such full salary, be will not be entitled to salary on 
account of auy other Office which he may have held at the same time. 

111. If any Colonial Officer desires part of his salary to be p^d by the Crown Agents in this country, 
he most give his assent in writing to the following condition, ns., t^t the propost^ part pa3rment sliall 
in no case be made until the Crown A^nts have been furnished with a certificate from the proper 
Colonial authority to the effect that the Officer continued to hold his appointment during the period for 
which such p^t payment is clairoed.f 

112. The Colonial Government, on timely application from the Officer, is to transmit such a certificate 
to the Crown Agents, furnishing the Officer with a dnplicate.f 

113. The following Kulos are to be observed in regard to the salary to be drawn by Officers appointed 
to the provisional administration of Govemmcuta, or transferred from one Government to another:— 

whenever the Government of a Colony may be vacated by the death, recal, or resignation of the 
holder of it, or when the Governor may be absent on leave, the person sncceeding to the adminis¬ 
tration of the Government shall (if previously resident in the Colony) receive half of the salary of 
the Governor; and the full “Table Allowance,” in cases where any such allowance is made. 

Should any Officer in the Civil Service of a Colony be called to a<lministor the Government of a 
Colony in either of the aforesaid cases, he will (if no other arraiigenient lias been maile and sanc¬ 
tioned on his assumption of the Goverument) be entitled to receive only the Governor's half salary, 
and no part of his own salary, unless the Governor's half salary should be less than double his owu 
whole salary, in which case he will receive half of each. 

Should the person called to the administration have been removed from the Public Service in 
another Colony for the pnrpose, he sliall receive, daring a racvm^ of the Government to wliich he 
shall so have been calletl, and until the embarkation of his Successor, the whole salary of the 
Governor; and “ Table Allowance,” as above stated. 

But daring the period in which he may continue to adminlater such Government, on whole salary, 
he will not be entitled to any portion of the salary of the Office from which he may have been 
removed; and from the period at which the newly-appointed Governor shall become entitled to 
half salary, the Officer provisionally administering shall reieive only the other half; and “Table 
Allowance,” as above stated. Whether he can in this case draw also half the sslarv of his own 
Office will depend on the arrangements made for pa^mient of his substitute, and will be decided in 
each instance by the Secretary of State. 

Should a Government be vacant hy reason of the absence on leave of the Governor (who would then 
bo entitled to half salary) and should an Officer administering some other Government be called to 
the provisional administration of the Government so temporarily vacant, such Offlier will be entitled 
to draw the half salary of the Government from which be may have so temporarily removed, together 
with the half salary of the Government which he may have been called provisioually to administer; 
and '* Table Allowance ” as above stated. 

If the period of a vacancy, or of the absence of a Governor, should exceed nine months, and there 
ahould be any salary left tor the pnrpose. the Secreuury of State will be willing to make such 
arran^ments as may appear reasonable for the increase of the salary of the temporary holder for the 
period of excess. 

Officers in the provisional administration of Colonial Governments must, however, in all cases in 
which bills are drawn on the Paymaster-General, draw for the half salaries only of snch Govern¬ 
ments until they shall receive Notifications from the Colonial Office of the periods during which they 
may be entitled to full salary. 

118a.' Officers succeeding to the administration, or the provisional administration,of Colonial Govern¬ 
ments, will be entitled to ^aw full or half salary, as the case may be, in respect of the day on which 
they Assnme their duties. The Officers whom they succeed will not be entitleu to any payment for that 
day, excepting the half salary' granted in cases of absence on leave. 

114. If a Governor is trans.emHl from one Colony to another, and comes to England first, he will 
usually retreive the half salary of the Government which lie relinquishes if it should be available, and not 
drawn by any other Offic'cr, until the date of his embarkation from England for the Government to which 
he may be appointed. 

* Crown A|(fntt, by letter of September 9,1871 (coromnniented to Governors in a Ciirular of September 18) weredirectod to 
ooneider it m a sUnaing instruction ihnt aUvsiicrs of salary should only be made on execuuon ul writtao guarantee, from a 
retpoosible third person, for repayment of money in rt*e of default.

Despatch of 21st April. IS77. 
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115. If DO portion of the salary of the Goyernmeut from which such Goremor is tranaferred is so 
nvailahle, but the half salary of the Goverumeut to which he may be appointed is available, he will 
usually receive the lialf salary of the latter. 

116. If DU half salary is available from either, he can receive no salary until be assumes his new 
Govoruinent. 

117. When a Governor who has been transferred from one Government to another returns to this 

country, before proceeding to his new Government, the Secretary of State must be satisfied that such 
return is unavoidable, or in furtherance, of the public interests, before the Ufiioer is allowed to reoei\*e 
any half salary. idso circular of 6th January, 1675, as to the division of salary on the occasion of 

a change in the office of Governor.) 

§ 11. Leave of abience. 

118. The Acts of Parliament, 22 Geo. 6, cap. 75, and 64 Geo. 8, cap. 61, empower the Governor and 
Council of any Colony to grant leave of absence to Colonial Officers. 

119. Subject to the necessities of the service leave of absence may be granted after a period of six 
years* resident service in the Colony without anj^r special grounds. It may be ^ven before the expira¬ 
tion of that period in cases of serious indispoaition, or of urgent private affairs.** if the Governor and 
Council are satisfied that the iuduigeuce is indispensable. In cases of serious indisposition, the state of 
the officer's health must be certified by his medical attendant. In cases of ^urgent private affairs,** the 
nature of such urgent affairs must be stated to the Governor. 

120. In tlie absence of special grounds the leave in such case must not exceed one-sixth of the Officer's 
resident service. On special grounds it may exceed that period by six months, but it most in neither 
case exceed twelve mouths. 

121. Tlie Governor may report to the Secretary of State the period for which the leave may be extended 
without injury to the public service, but must not recommend such extension. The Officer seeking an 
extension must apply at least one clear month before the time when he ought to start in order to reach 
the (/Olouy before the end of his existing leave. 

122. Governors are required by the Act 64 Geo. 8, cap. 61, to report to the Secretary of State for 
confirmation, each case in which leave of absence has bwu granted, under a penalty not exceetliog in 
each case lUOf.; they must also transmit a Certificate in tlie form inscTted in the Appendix (page 
and a similar Certificate in case the Governor should afterwards recommend an extension of leave. If 
the Officer is paid by fees, tlioy must also report what arrangements are made respecting the disposal 
of those fees during the Officer's absence. 

128. An Officer to whom leave of absence lias been granted, is in general entitled to half salary during 
his absence from the Colony. Any private arrangement made with the object of securing to the absent 
Officer more than the authorised allowance is on no account to be allowed. Ko advance of salary will be 
granted to the absent Officer in order to enable him to return to the Colony. 

124. Stipendiary Magistrates on leave may receive so much of their allowance for house rent as may 
not be wanted for the Acting Officers, the amount so allowed being re^iorted to the Secretary of Sute; but 
they must receive no part ot their allowance for horse hire. 

125. Governors are to furnish every Officer proceeding on leave of absence with a duplicate of the 
aespatcb to the Secretary of State, reporting his leave, and a duplicate of the Certificate above mentioned; 
aud an absent officer cannot receive his hall salary in this country, nor any extension of his leave, unless 
he produces such Certificate. 

126. The Regulations res|iecting the stoppage of half the salaries of Civil officers on obtaining leave of 
absence are to be applied, as far as practicable, to the case of Ministers of Keligion in the Colonies, 
receiving salary from Colonial or Imijenal Funds. Leave in these oases is to be graut€Ki by the Governor 
of tlie colony on the recommendation of the Bishop or other superintending Authority (if any) of tbe 
Body to which the Minister may belong, and subject to the same rules as in the case of Civil Ofiloers in 
regard to the confirmation aud extension. 

127. To whatever extent tbe authority of tbe Queen, or of Her Majesty’s Officers, may be competent to 
enforce it, the further rule must be observed, that no Minister of Religion must ^ permitted to absent 
himself from the Colony iu which he servesL until adequate and satistactory provision shall have been 
made for tbe performauce of his clerical duties auring bis absence, unless tbe state of his health absohitely 
ris quires it. 

126. The same rules extend to leave of absenco granted to Judicial Functionaries of every Class. 

129. In cases where salaries are fixed by law, the rule as to half salary can always be applied by ths 
Governor's declining to grant the leave unless on condition of conforming to it. 

180. On Ills arrival in tliis country the officer on leave must report himself, either personally or by 
letter, to the Colonial Office, producing or transmitting the Governor’s despatch, and mentioning the 
place of his reskleuoe, and he must notify any subs^uont change of resklence. Treasurers and audttorsof 
colonies, whose accounts are subjected to Imperial audit, should also leave tbeir address at the office of 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General, f Enclosure to circular despatch of the 80th November, 168U.) 

131. Leave of absence will be extended by the Secretary of Elate, but not as a matter of course, nor 
unless the public convenience admits of it.* 

182. Except in very special cases, as of unbroken official residenoo in the same Colony for fifteen yeerSi 
no extensions will exceed six mouths at a time, nor will any officers on leave be allow^ to receive half 
salary at anyone time for more than tbe following periods:—

Special sdrautages as to leave of sboence are granted to OlUcert on the West Coast of Africa. See Cbsptsr 
X> 111 of litesc Regniattons. 
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Nor for a period which, added to hie proTione abeenoes on leave with half salary, would exceed by six 
moot ha one-sixth of his resident service in the Colony. Absence without salary will not be counted 
against him in calculating his claim for further leave of absenoe, nor for him, with certain exceptions, in 
calculating his pension. 

133. foregoing regulations are not designed to prevent, or to regulate, any vacation not exceeding, 
iu the case of Civil Officers, three months in any two yoars, or in the case of judicial functionaries the 
ordinary vacation of the Court to which such functionary may belong, for the |>urpose of relaxation from 
bnfdness. In such cases no report to the Secretary of 8tato is necessary, nor is anv abatement of salary 
required, but the leave must be recorded under the Governor’s hand and seal, and the Officer absenting 
liitneolf must, with the concurrence or sanction of the Governor, have made such arrangements as may 
be necessary for the adequate discharge of his duties without cost to the public. 

134. In cases where an officer is entitled to claim both vacation leave of six weeks or three months, 
and aleo leave on half-My for a longer period, and comes home by permission of the Governor on vaca¬ 
tion leave, he may apply for an additional leave of absenoe on half-pay, to be taken immediately on the 
expiration of the vacation leave, subject to the usual rules which regulate such absence, and on condition 
that before leaving the Colony the Officer has informed the Governor of his intention to apply for such 
extended leave, and that the Governor has reported to the Secretary of State his approval of such inten- 
tiou, and has furnished the usual certificaie of leave of absence: or the Governor tnay give ike o^cer leave 
oj' ahocnoe/or a period not exceeding that allowed by Regtdation 120, with an intimation that he will be entitled 
lojkdlpayfor the period for hi* vacation fraor, and tubteqne^y to half-pay. 

185. Officers applying for leave with the intention of retiring must only receive such term of leave as 
will allow time for coming to a decision in England respecting the application for retirement; and the 
Govornor giving leave under such circumstances must report thorn to the Secretary of State. The 
Officer’s half-salary will iu such case cease and his pension commence when his retirement is sanctioned. 

136. If an Officer retires daring his leave of absence without having originally given notice of his desire 
to do 80, the period at which his half-salary is to cease must be determiued according to the circumstances 
of the case.*

188. Governors will be granted the same amount of passage allowance on retiring or being removed 
from thoir Governments, but thev must not draw for the amount without the previous sanction of the 
Secretary of State; if, however they come home on leave of absence, or are relieved at their own request, 
^fore the period lU which a successor would, under ordinary circumstances, be appointed, they must 
provide their own passages. The return allowances of Governors, who may have left this country, before 
the let January, 18/0, will be governed by the Kegulations which were in force at the time of their leaving. 

189. If a Governor is removed from one Government to another, be will not be entitled to passage 
allowaoce from the Colony from wliich be retires to tins country, and likewise from hence to tlie Colony 
to which he is about to proceed, unless the Secretary of State and the Treasury shall be satisfled tliat li£s 
return to tliis country was unavoidable, or in furtherance of the public interests; but the allowance 
to be granted to him will be calculated by the Socretarv of State and the Treasury according to the 
probable expense of the direct passage from one Colony to the other, estimated on the same principle as the 
passage allowance from England. In the case of a public functionary (not a Governor) or other person 
rerident in a Colony, who may be appointed to the Government of another Colony, the same principle 
will be followed by the Secretary of State and the Treasiu*y as nearly as circumstances will admit. 

140. Whenever a Lieutenant-Governor is appointed to a Colony in which a Superior Governor is resi¬ 
dent, and exercising all the functions of bis Office, he will be entitled to receive a moiety of the Passage 
Allowance assigned by the Reralatioas to the Governor under whom be is about to serve. 

141. Passage allowances will also be made from Imperial Funds to persons specially commissioned to 
proceed to any of the Colonies, and to Bishops receiving salaries from Imperial Funds, while on their 
Visitation Tours. When a Bishop’s stipend ceases to be paid from Imperial Funds, his passage 
allowances will also cease. 

142. No passage iu Her Majesty's ships is to be given to Colonial Officers at the public expeuBe 
except on the application of the Senior Officer of the Civil Department on the spot to the Senior Naval 
Officer present. The expense for the entertainment of passengers will not be paid by the public, unless 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies should consider that the passage was properly applied for, and

Officer for a paseago in one of Her Majeety’s 8hipe for himself, or for any ranctionary under Lis 
Guvemment, he must immediately report the case to the Secretary of State, informing him at the same 
time of the circumetancee under which the application was made. 

143. The paesage expenees of a Goveroor-in-Chief visiting his subordinate Govemmenta, will be 
defrayed from Imperial Funds; but not so hU expenses wnile visiting different porta within his 
immediate Government. 

144. If a Governor is proceding on a Tour of Inspection or Duty witldn the limite of his Government, 
such pasNsgos must be limited to himself, Ids Secretary, and their personal atteudanU, and not include 
other Officers, or members of his family. 

14o. When a Governor is proceeding to another Colony to administer the Government temporarily, or 
returning to his own Government, be will be allowed, from Imperial Fonda such expenses as the Secre¬ 
tary of State may deem to have bMu reasonably incurred for the removal of himself and his family. 

146. Sublet to Article 149, the expense for the entertainment on board of Her Majesty’s Ships of a 
Governor, Bishop, or any other Public Officer so entertained, must be paid to the Paymaster of the 
Ship at the end of the vo^ge, and, if possible before leaving tbe Ship. 

147. If such expense is to be charged on the Imperial or Colonial Treasury, it may be defrayed by a 
Bill drawn in tlie former case on tlie Paymaster-General, and in the latter case on the Colonial Government 
Kuch Bills must be drawn at not less than ten days' sight, eitlier by the Governor or with his written 
sanction. In case tlie expense is to be borne on Imperial Funds, the Governor will report, bv tbe fimt 
opportunity, his having given such sanction, and will direct the Public Officer to whom it may have been 
given to transmit an immediate and direct advice to tbe Secretary of State of his having drawn the Bill, 
and to forward at the same time tbe Governor's sanction for his having done so, and a Keoeipt from ihs 
Paymaster of the vessel for the amount so drawn. 

148. The rates st which {lassagos in Her Majesty's ships will be paid to the Captains or Commanding 
Officers at whose table passengers may be.entertaiued, are as follows:— 

I. For sny Governor whose salary is not less than 3,000/. per annum, exclusive of allowances—and 
for Commauders-in-Chief of Forces, if Generals, Lieutenant-Generals, or Major Gonerais, 4/. per diem 
for tbe $even days, and afterwards 2U. a day. 

II. For any other Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, 8/. per diem for the first seeen days and after¬ 
wards 2 Is. a day. 

IIL For the persons composing tlie suite of Governors, Ac., 21 j. a day for each male person above tbe 
age of 16; two-thirds of that sum for every female above 16; one-third for such of either sex as shall 
be between the ages of 7 and 16; and one-fourth for such as may be under 7 years of agei, for every day 
they shall be entertained at the Captain's table. 

iV. For Colonial Bishops, and for individuals other than those above stated, entertained at tbs 
Captain's table, 2U. a day for the firstyhetteen days, and 15s. a day afterwards; and the proportions with 
respect to age and sex, as stated in tbe preceding paragraph. 

149. When a Governor or otlier Public Officer is prooee^ug in a ship of war on a Tour of Inspeotion 
which requires him to disembark at various ports, the higher rate per diem will in general only be paid for 
the seven days* entertainment following his first embarkation. If there are special reasons for repeating 
this payment, it must form a subwct of special representation to the Secretary of State before it is made. 

149a. Whan a Governor, or ot^r pubuc officer, disembarks for the purpose of (Mirforming bond JUe 
public servioe, and has not been able to give the Captain or Cummandiug Officer beforehand such 
luformatiou as to the days on which he would be absent from tbe ship as would prevent expenee in 

t repaiing for his entertainment on tliose days, one-half of the rates of allowance above authorued will 
e payame in respect of such absence. 

149il For the purpose of computing tbe seven days referred to in Clause 149, each day in respect of 
which a charge for entertainment is made at half of the higher rate is to be count^ as a full day. (See 
Circular, 21st Juno, 1880.) 

150. Pa^mient for entertainment in Her Majesty's ships is to be calculated according to the dates of 
the first and last dinner meals taken on board. 

151. When Governors, Bishops,* or other Officers who may be entitled to oonveyanoe at the expense of 
tlie Imperial Treasury, have to obtain passages in mail packets or private ships, it will be necessary 
that oertifled statements of the expenses and of the dates at which they were incurred should, without 
delay, be sent to tbe Colonial Office, supported by such vouchors as can be reasonably be procured. 
Evidence of tbo ordinary kind, as refei*ence to a tariff (if any), or the certificate of two merchants, 
should, as a rule, be forwarded, tliat tbe rate of charge is usual or reasonable. The statements of other 
Officers than the Governor must bear his counter-signature of approval. The expenditure will be 
subject to review, and, if necess^, to ^sallowauce, by tlie Secretary of State; and it will be desirabla, 
tliough not indisnensable, that his sanction should be obtained before Bills be ^awn for tbe sums spent. 
Such Bills should be drawn on tbe I'a^Tuaster-General, at not less than ten days' sight and an 
and direct advice should, in each case, be sent to tlie Secretary of State. 

152. Any question that may arise in counectiou with passage allowances, Ac., and may not have been pro¬ 
vided for in the foregoing Kegulation^ will be separately oonsiderud and d^ided by the Secretary of Stale. 

153. Whenever any person in this country shall be appointed to any Office, the sali^ and fees 
(if any) attached to which do not exceed 500/. per annum, in a Colony not poseessiog a Itepre- 
sentative Assembly, the Crown Agents for the Colonies will secure and t)ay for his passage to tba 
Colony, also those of his wife and children, not excetniing four persons besides liimself. The person so 
appointed will be required to execute an ** Agreement” in the form inserted in tbe Appendix. (FageSOti.) 
Circular 20th April, 1871. 

154. No outfit is allowed on any occaaion.

CHAPTER VI. 

§ I. Precedency^ Victoria Crocs, Foreign Orders, Salutes, and Flays, 

li>6. The preoedency of ColoniAl Officers is in some cases determioed by Colonial enactments by 
Royal Charters, by Instructions communicated either under tlie Royal Sirael and Sign Manual through 
the Secretary of State, or by authoritative usage. In the absence of any such special authority. 
Oovernors are to guide thembelvos by the hubjoin^ table. 

166. Table of precedence of Colonial Officern. 

The GoTemor, Lieutenant-Governor, or Officer administering the Government. 

The Senior Officer in command of the Troops, if of the rank of a General, and the Officer in com¬ 
mand of Her Majcxty’s Naval Forces on the Station if of the rank of an Admiral, their own 
relative rank being determined by the Quoen*s iiegulations on that subject. 

The Bishop. 

The Chief Justice. 

The Senior Officer in command of the Troona, if of the rank of Colonel or Lieutenant-Colonel, and 
the Officer in command of Her Majesty's Naval Fmrces on the Station, if of equivalent rank their 
own relative rank being determined by the Queen's Regulations on that subject.

157. In Courts for the trial of Piracy, the Members are to take rank according to the order in which 
they are designated in Her Majesty's Commission; except in the case of the Naval Comiuander-in-Chief 
(w^re there is one), to whom, as a matter of courtesy, the chair on the right of the President of the 
Court is assigned. 

168. Persons entitled to precedence in the United Kingdom or in Foreign Countries, are not entitled, as 
of a righL to the same precedence in the British Colonies; but in the absence of any special Instructions 
from t& Queen, the precedence of such persons relatively to the above-mentioned Colonial Officers will 
be determined by the Governor, having regard to the social condition oi the Colony under his Government. 

169. The Queen's Warrants instituting **the Victoria Cross" and extending it to Local Forces in the 
ColonJes, and the Queen’s Regulations respecting Foreign Orders and Medals, are inserted in the Appendix 
(pages 806-9). The Regulations relating to balutes are cuntainedin the Cliaptcr of The Queen'slteguJa- 
tions and the Admiralty Instructions for the Government of Her Majesty’s Naval Service'* which 
is supplied to every Governor. fSee Circular 16th January, 1878, as to the relative position of 
Naval and Military Officers when taxing part in ceremonies on shore. See Cir/cular 80tb August, 1878, 
as to the position to be assigned to a Naval Officer when sitting as a Member of a Court of Enquiry 
into the circumstances attending the loss of a merchant ship, bee Circular of 24th October, 1873, as to 
precedency of ex-Members of Executive Council who have been aRowed to retain to the title of Honour¬ 
able witliiu the Colony.) 

A Colonial Governor absent from his Colimy on leave, or otherwise than on a Special Miasioii 
expressly authorised by Her Majesty’s Government, is not entitled to any salute, or to fly atiy 6ag, as 
these attributes are only allowable when he is actually representing the Sovereign. A Governor so 
absent should promptly decline all salutes or other official recoguitiuns of a Ko}al cbaiacter from any 
Forei^ Ship or Troops; but he should avail himself of any offer made to him to be received on board, 
cr to be conveyed by Her Majesty's ships or boats; though be cannot demand this attention. (Enclosed 
in Circular, 28th September. 1879.) 

(1.) Whenever a requisition is received by any Officer in command of one of Her Majesty's 
ships, for the embarkation or conveyame of a Governor, High Commissioner, I.itutinant-Governor, 
or Officer administering tbe Government of a Colony, the benior Officer preseut u.ay direct the 
sjjecial Flag of such official personage to be hoisted at the foretop-gallant masthead of the ship in 
which he is embarked; provided that he, after consultation with, and on reciuisition from that official, 
considers it for the benefit of tbe service about to be }»erfc>inied that such Flag should be hoisted, 
and provided that it is only hoisted or carried w ithin the limits of his Government or High Com¬ 
mission in which he would entitled to be saluted under Article 18, page 4, ot the Queen's Legula- 
tiona and Admiralty Instructions, 1879. 

(2.) If the Senior Officer considers it in any circumstances undesirable to hoist the Flag, he is to infoim 
the Governor, High Commissioner. Ac., of his realms, and at once report il.e ssn.e to the Acmiralty. 

(.‘h) In the event of a Govcin* r. High C* ii.u.istiouer, Ac., of a Colony Icing detached on a Foreign 
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MiwrioQ in hia offlciml capacity aa Governor or High Commieaioner, apecial inntructiona will be ieeued 
in each case as to the Flag which should be carri^ by a man-of-war tn which he may be embarked; iu 
the absence of whicli the Senior Officer present is to exercise his discretion in oonsnltaiion with the 
official proceeding on the mission. (See Circular, 19 April, 1880.) 

S II. Colomal Uni/m'vu. 

160. The Uniform which was formerly worn by certain Colonial Civil Officers has been discontinued 
and the Uniform of Her Majesty's Civil sjervice in tliia country has been substituted for it. But Officers 
who have already worn the old Uniform may, if they prefer it, continue to wear it, subject to the limita¬ 
tion contained in paragraph 164. 

161. The Civil Uniform of the First Class will be worn by the Governors of Canada, Jamaica, New 
South Wales, Tasmania, South Australia, Victoria, Queeuslaud, Now Zealand, Ceylou, Hong Koug, 
Straits Settlemeuts, Mauritius Malta, the Cape of Good Hope, British Guiana, Trinidad, and the 
Governors-in-Chief of the Windward and Leeward Islands; and the Uniform of the Second Class will 
be worn by Governors of Colonies not comprised in the foregoing list^ and by Lieuteuant-Govemors. 

162. The Uniform of the Third Class will be worn by Officers almiuisteriug the Governnient of any 
Colony, but not holding the rank of Lieutenant-Governor, and may be worn by Members of the C<»lonial 
Ministry in Colonies having Responsible Government, and by Official Members of the Court of Policy in 
British Guiana, and of Executive Councils or Councils of Govorument iu other Colonics. 

163. Subject to the sanction of Her Majesty, obtained through the Secretarpr of State^ the Uniform of 
the Fourth Class may be worn by Heads of Principal Departments not liaviug a seat m the Executive 
Council, or Council of Govorument, or in the Le^laturo; and the Uniform of the Fifth Class may be 
worn by Heads of Subordinate Deuartmouts and Chief Assistants in the IViucipal Departments: but 
permission to wear the Uniform of the Fourth or Fifth Class shall not be mven to the holder of any 
office in regard to which tlie Queen shall not have sanctioned the use of such Uniform. Privato Secre¬ 
taries to Governors or Officers admimstering the Government of all Colonies may wear the Uniform 
the Fifth Class. (The following Circulars relate to Uniforms, riz., those of 15th February, 1859; 14tb July, 
1860; 16th July, 1864; 17thFebruary, 1873 ; 5tb August 1873; 19ih November, 1873 ; 22udDecember, 1873. 

164. No persou is entitled without the consent of toe Qnoen to wear the Uniform attached to any 
Office after he has ceased to bold that office. Such consent can only be obtained on the recommendation 
of the Governor, made through the Secretary of State, and ouly in cases of long or raeritorioos service. 
No retired Officer will be allowed to wear any other Uniform tliau that which was atUchod to his Office 
during bis teuure of it aud which ho has actually worn. 


CHAPTER VII. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

§ L Mode in tekich Governor and Officers administering Colonial Gotfemments (with certain exceptions 
iff iMe HVsf Indies and Weti Afi'ica) are to conebict their Official Correspondence. 

165. Governors, or Officers administering Colonial Governments, must address the Secretary of State 
for the Colonial Department alone on all matters connected with their Government. 

166. Every communication, therefore, to whatever Public Dojiartment in this Country it may more 
immediately relate, must in the first instance be addressed to the Secretary of State, with the exceptions 
hereafter mentioned; but in cases in which the Colonial Office is merely the cltannrl of communicating 
with other Departments, the matter to bo reported may be embodied in a memorandum addressed to 
the Department concerued, and forwarded to the Secretary of State iu a covering despatch. 

167. The Governor's Despatches should be written in a large and distinct hand, with dark ink, on 
folio paper of uniform size; and au inner margin of about one-third of the pf^ should bo left. 

168. They are to be numbered in succession, commencing annually with a fresh scries, without 
interruption from changes in Her Majesty’s Government. 

169. Each despatch should be coufined as much as possible to a single subject. The paragraphs of each 
despatch should m uumbered, aud if it consists of two or more sheets the {Mges should be numbered. 

1/0. When any Colonial or Imperial law, or any previous letters or desjiatches, are referred to, they 
must be described by their numbers and dates, either in the body of the despatch or iu the margin. 

171. Each despatch must bo docketed. The docket should specify the date and place of which tlie 
despatch was written, the name of the writer, and of the Becretary of State to whom it is addressed, the 
subject of the despatch, aud the number of its enclosures. 

1/2. Its enclosures should be noted in the margin, and reference made, in the body of the despatch 
to sneh portions of them as may require particular attention. 

178. The enclosures must lHj”copicd separately on folio paper, corresponding in size with the despatch 
transmitting them, and must also m written in a large and distinct hand, with dark ink; the paragraphs 
of each enclosure should be numbered. If an enclosure should be a copy of a despatch or letter, it 
should be preceded by a heading designating the person bpr whom, the person to whom, it is written, 
and the date. If it be a copy of a petition or memorial, a similar descriptive heading should bo prefizcHi 

174. Should the enclosures be in any foreign language, translations of them, as well as copies, are to 
be forwarded. 

175. The enclosures are also to be paged consecutively through the whole scries; but each enclosure 

should bo separately numbered, and dtx'keted like the despatch, and the docket should specify that the 
document is au “Enclosure in ■ — despatch. No. — -of- 

176. If auv printed do/.’ameuts are trausmitted as enclosures, six copies of each should be sent, if 
they are easily to be procured. In case of newsmipers or other printed documents, of which only a 
portion may reouire attention, the portion referred to should bo cut out, aud i>asted on foolscap 
with a note at tlie head of tbo date and title of the paper from which it is extracted, the five extra copies 
required being annexed iu au appendix. 

177. Despatches forwarded to the Becretary of State should be accoroitanied by a schedule, and 
wise with a statement of tbo numbers and dates of ail despatches which tbo Governor may bare 
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rwjMrod from the SocreUry of SUte §ince the preceding occaeion, in lien of a separate acknowledg¬ 
ment of each despatch.* Duplicates of all imporUnt despatches, and of their principal enclosures, 
should be transmitted to the Secretary of State from the Cape of Good Hope, and aU Colonies to the 
eastward thereof with which there is no telegraphic communication. , , „ 

177a With the view of facilitating the despatch of business, and of guarding against neglect or 
undue delay in the conduct of correspondence, the Governor of a Colony vrill send home by the first 

mail of every month. .. i.». v 

(1.) A schedule of despatches received from the Secretary of SUte which have been more than a 

month in his hands without an answer. . ... c . » o* . 11 ^ v 

(2.) A schedule of despatches sent by the Governor to the Secretary of State which appear to have 
remained unanswered for more than one month after having been received. ... 

It should be sUted in each case whether any inconvenience is occurrmg, or likely to occur, by delay m 
answering. (Enclosure to Circular, 26 October, 1880.) 

178 All addresses or petitions to the Queen, on parchment, must be accompanied by a transcript on 
official paper ProtesU by Legislative or Executive Councillors should be unfailingly sent home, and 
if queetmuB respecting legislative proceedings are referred to the Secretary of State, the reference must 
always be accompanied by extracts from those probings. 

179 Every Legislative Act must be accompanied by a statement from the Law Officer of the Crown 
to the effect that, in hie opinion, the Royal Assent may properly be given thereto, or ought not to be, 
and also by a report from the Governor, or from the Law Officer giving all requisite explanation 
respecting the object of the Act, the motive in which it originated, and any legal or poUtical question 
which it may involve. Such a report should be sent separately with any Act of unusual importance. 
Other Acts may be transmitted in batches as they receive the Governor’s assent. 

180. For the due preparation of Drafts of Acts, special rules are laid down in the Governor’s Instruqtions. 

181. Every Act must bo enrolled in the Chief Court of Justice in the Colony. For the practice of 

engrossing and enrolling Acts in this country, see the Appendix (page 309). . 

182 In the month of January each year, or as soon after as may be practicable, a complete collection 
should bo published, for general inforuiation, of aU Acts or Ordinances enrolled during the preceding 
year and six copies of such collection of Acts, Ac., shall be sent home. 

183. Whenever it may be found necessary to address the Secretary of State in a more unreserved 
manner than a Public Despatch would admit with propriety or convenience to the public interostj such 
communication should be marked “ Confidential; * but care must be taken that the regular senes of 
Desnatches shall contain a full account of all important transactions in the Colony, so that when 
Parliament may call for information as to any of those transactions a clear and connected view of what has 
taken place may be afforded by the numbered Despatches, without adding those which are ** ConfldentiaL” 

184 It will however, rest with tlie Secretary of State in every case to decide whether such “ Con¬ 
fidential” Despatches ore or are not to be considered and recorded as public documents. 

185 No allowance on account of travelling expenses will bo made to any Officer or other person 
bringing Despatches to this Department, unless the intelligence transmitted be of such a nature as to 
appear to the Governor to justify the sending it by a special messenjger. . 

186 Everv Governor is enjoined to cause the Secretary of State s Despatches, addresi^d 
as well as copies of his own, addressed to the Secretary of State, whether Confidential 
be deposited in the Government House, if this has been the usual place of deposit for them, 
other^o Building belonging to the Government. 

187. Governors are forbidden to withdraw any public document so deposited, on retiring from their 

^^Goveruors are also forbidden to give copies of the Secretary of State’s Despatches, or Instruc¬ 
tions or to aUow them to be taken, unless under a general or special authority from the Secretary of 
State But when Responsible Government is established the Governor is generally at liberty to com¬ 
municate to his AdvisS-saU Despatches not “Confidential,;’ (By Circuit of 10 July, 1871, Despatches 
are reclassified :—l.

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190. The correepondence of the Gownore-in-Chief with the SecreUry of State must bo conducted 
in the mode which has been esUblished by the preceding Regulations; but they will take care to keep 
£he series of Despatches, relating to each Colony within their respective Commands, detached and 
separate from the rest. 

191. During the absence of the Governor-in-Chiof from any Island or Settlement comprised within 

his Command, the Officer administering the Government of that Island or Settlement should correspond 
with him on all subjects connected with this Office, and should transmit to him all Official Reports and 
iidormation touching the same, and should apply to him for all such instructions as he may require for 
his guidance in the discharge of his duties. ^ 

192. If, during the absence of the Governor-in-Chief from any subordinate Government within the 

limits of his Command, exigencies should arise, in which it may be necessary that immediate instruc¬ 
tions should be obtained from the Secretary of State, the Officer administering a subordinate Govern¬ 
ment is authorised to apply to the Secretary of Sute direct for instructions in relation thereto, if by so 
doing the Secretary of SUte can receive his Despatch at an earlier date than would be practicable 
through the intervention of the Govemor-in-Chief. ^ 

193. Evenr such Officer will be reouired to transmit by the earliest opportunity to the Govemor-in- 
Chief, or Officer administering the General Government, a copy of every Despatch or communication 
which he may, under this iwrmission, address direct to the Secretary of State. 

194. The S^retary of BUte will communicate his answer to any such Despatch, as may be most 
expedient, either to the Govemor-in-Chief or direct to the Officer from whom he may have reoeived it 
transmitting in the latter case a copy of the answer to the Govemor-in-Chief. 

196. Officers administering subordinate Governments will be guided, in their correspondence with 
the Ooveruors-in-Chief, by the general Regulations which have been established by the Secretary of 
State in the preceding sections of this Chapter. ^ 

196. So long as the Govemor-in-Chief is not present within the limits of his command, the above 
instructions must be understood to attach to the Acting Governor-in-Chief. 

§ III. AtUitary Corrttpondence. 

197. The Governors of Colonies, commanding Her Majesty’s Troops therein must separate their 

correspondence with the Secretary of SUte for the Colonies, and the Secretary of State War in 
the following manner:— * 

198. Whatever relates to the discipline of the Troops, or to the employment of them in any ordinary 
and esUblished Service, or to the relief of the I'roops alter their time of local Service shall have expirecL 
or to the interior economy of Her Majesty’s Land Forces, will projierly form the subject of correspondence 
with the Secretary of State for War exclusively. 

199. In the event of actual hostilities with any Foreign Enemy, or of any extraordinary employment 
of the troops for the maintenance of the public peace, such occurrences must be reported both to the 
Secretary of SUte for War and to the SecreUry of SUte for the Colonies. 

200. In the event of iU being thought necessary to make or to advise any Military Convention with 
the Officer in command of the Troops of any Foreign Power, a Governor commanding Her Majesty’s 
Troops will at the same time report to the Secretary of SUte for the Colonies, and to the Secretary of 
sute for War, the moasures which he may have so taken, or those which he may wish to recommend for 
adoption. 

201. In case it should be necessary, in order to render the Governor’s Military ReporU inUUigible to 
make reference, in Ids co^spoudence with the SecreUry of SUte for War, to topics connected with his 
Civil Authority, he vrill in ever^ such case at the same time bring under the notice of the SecreUry of 
Sute for tlie Colonies the questions of Civil Government to which he may thus have had occasion to 
advert. 

202. As any attempt to define the limits of a Governor’s Civil and Military Correspondence may 
from the nature of the case, be imperfect, and may omit to provide for some unforeseen exigency 1^ 
will best fulfil the joint pleasure of the SecreUry of SUte for War and of the Secretary of 8t4Se for the 
Colonies by conducting his Civil Correspondence exactly as he would conduct it if be possessed no 
MiliUry Command, and rice versd. The two functions of Governor and of Commander ofthe Forces, 
though for the time combined in the same person, should be regarded! in this respect as entirely separate 
and the reports made by the Governor in each capacity should be made precisely in the same manner as 
if that combination of powers did not exist. 

203. The preceding instructions will apply also to the Governor’s Correspondence respecting the 

Service of the Commissariat ® 

204. The respective officers employed under the War Office are in all cases without exception to give 
timely notice to Governors of any communications which they may intend to send home, affecting ^ch 
Governors or the orders piven by them, so that Her Majesty’s Government may be simultaneously made 
acquainted with the opinions of the Governors and with tlie opinion of those Officers on any matter on 
which it is requisite that the views of both should bo known. 

205. When the Civil Governor of a Colony shall have occasion to report upon, or bring under the 
consideration of the SecreUry of SUte for the Colonies, matters winch involve miliUry as well as civil 
coohidciations, or winch require the decision or concnrrouce of the SecreUry of State for War the 
Governor will first conimunicato with the Officer in Command of the Forces in the Colony respecting the 
matters in question; and having obtained tliat officer’s opinion or observations tlsireupou, Lo*^will 
transmit the same with bis own rept>rt to the SecreUry of SUte for the Colonies. 

206. The Officer in command of the Forces is similarly instructed, to obtain the opinion of the 

Governor before reporting to the SecreUry of SUte for W ar, or to any Officer under whoso general 
Command he is pla«’«d, on any matter which involved civU as well as military cousideraUone, or which 
cannot be decided without reference to the SecreUry of Sute for the Colonies. ^ 

207. The Officer in command of the Forces has been instructed to send to the Governor duplicates 
of all Reports on whatever snbjecta, other than those relating to discinUne and the routine of the Service 
which he may have tK;caMon to send to tlie Si^creUry of State for War or to any Officer under vhoj 
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^Deral coromaod be is placed. Id caae the Qoveroor cooiddera that these Reports reouire the conaidera> 
tioD of the S^retarv of State for the Colonies, he is to forward the duplicates with his observations by 
the same mail w^ch conveys the original Report to the Secretary of State for War. 

§ IV. Nnvai Corrtspondence. 

208. Governors of Colonies should communicate with Officers of Her Majesty’s Navy, and should 
conveynotices of different kinds toC’ommandersof Foreign VesselKinCokmial waters, in the foliowingmode. 

209. The Governor will write in his own name to any Senior Naval Officer (that is to say, the Senior 
Officer then within his immediate reach), bolding the rank of Flag Officer, Captain, or Commander, but 
will communicate with any Senior Officer of lower rank through bis Private Secretary. In no case will 
be communicate through the Colonial Secretary, whose functions are of a different character, and whose 
Office should not be the place of deposit for communications between the Governor and Officers in Com* 
mand of Her Majesty's Naval forces. 

210. Any notice or directioo, conveyed ^ the Governor's authority to the Commander of any Foreign 
Vessel, should be conveyed through the Officers of the Colonial Government, and not throup'h the Officers 
of Her Majesty's Navy, whose intervention should not be applied for, unless the directions conveyed 
through the ordiuar}’ channel should fail to produce their effect. 

$ V. Correspondence hehteen the Poetmeuter-Genet'oi in this Country^ and the Postmasters^ Packet Agents^ 
in the Colonies, lypon maltei's affecting the Governor, or Ciders given by his Authority. 

215. Whenever any Postmaster, Packet Agent, or other Public Functionary acting under the imaiediate 
Orders and Instructions of Her Majesty's Postmaster-General, shall have occa^^itm to transmit to tho 
Postmaster-General any complaint or representation re8|)ectiDg the conduct of the Local Government or 
of any of its Officers, he must simultaneously place in tne hands of the Governor a copy of so much of 
any such report as it may be requisite for the Governor to answer, so that the complaint and the explana¬ 
tion may reach this Countr}* at the same time. 

216. Should the Governor have occasion to make to the Secretary of State any complaint or representa¬ 
tion respecting the conduct of an Officer employed under Her Majesty's Postmaster-General, he will 
apprise such Officer of the precise nature of the complaint or representation which he proposes to forward^ 
in order that the Officer to whom it relates may be enabled at once to transmit to the Postmaster-General 
any explanation which he may have to offer with respect to his conduct. 

§ VI. Correspondence of IncUvidtuds, 

217. Persons in a Colony, whether Public FunctionarieH or private individuals, who have any repre¬ 
sentations of a public or private nature to make to Government, should address them to the Governor of 
the Colony; or, if the Colony bo a ^lepeudcncy of a Govomor-in-Chief, then to the Officer in the im¬ 
mediate sdmiuistrstioii of its Govemriumt. 

218. The duty of the Governor or Administrator of the Colony is to receive and act upon each such 
representation as public exp^icncy or justice to the individual may appear to require, with the assist¬ 
ance in certain cases of his Executive Council; and if be doubts what steps to take thereupon, or if 
public advantage may apijear to require it, to consult or reixjrt to the tiecretary of State. Every 
individual has, however, the right to ad<lres8 the Secretary of State, if he thinks proper. But in this 
case he must transmit such communication, unsealed, and in triplicate, to the Governor or Administrator, 
applying to him to forward it in due course to the Secretary of State. 

xl9. Every letter, memorial, or other document which may be received by the Secretary of State from 
a Colony otherwise than through tfie Governor, will, unless a very pressing urgency justffles a departure 
from the rule, bo referred back to the Governor for his report. 

220. This rule, requiring transmission of correspondence with the Secretary of State through the 
Governor, is bas^ on the strongest grounds of public convenience, in order that all communications may 
be duly verified, as well as reported on. before trioy roach the Seortdary of State. It extends, therefore, 
to communications relating to public affairs as well as the conooms of the writer; to thoee of all Public 
Functionaries of whatever rant, and to those from public bodies. 

221. Potitions addressed to the Queen, or the Queen in Council, memorials to Public Officers or 
Boards in Iler Majesty's Government, Ac., must be in like manner sent to the Governor for transmission 
home. 

222. Tho Governor is bound to transmit to the Secretary of State every communication so received by 
liim, accompanied by such report as its contents may appear to him to require. 

228. He is to do this with all reasonable despatch, consistently, however, with the delay requisite for 
tho preparation of such report. 

224. The Public Officers and otlier inhabitants of tho Windward and of the I.eeward Islands and of 
the West Africa Settlenoents, will look upon the Governor-in-('hief of each of thofw Governments as the 
Referee on all occasions when they arc dinsatisfied with the judgment formed upon their cases by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of tho particular Island or by the Administrator of tho Settlement in which they 
may reside. 

225. It they should wish to appeal from the judgment of the Oovemor-in-Chief to that of the Secre¬ 
tary of State, they are of course at liberty to do so, adhering strictly to the regulations which are above 
established. 

226. In any reports to be made, either by Lieutenant-Governors or Administrators to tho Govemors- 
in-Chief, or by tho Governors-in-Chief to the Socrotary of State, of questions for decision, they will adopt 
the following rules:— 

227. The Report should comprise three distinct divisions: the first containing a simple narrntivo of 

the facts of the case, in tl»e order in which they have occurrod, as coll»H?to<l from the documents under 
consideration, showing merely the HubHtsnce of the statementM made, and of tho rights asserted, or the 
complaints alleged by the resisictive parties concerned; the second containing the views of the writer as 
to the merits or demerits of the parties, or the justice of their rwyeral claims or complaints, with the 
reasons npou which those views proceed; and tho third, the decision at which the writer has arrivid, 
alter a full iiivc'-tigathm of the whole ca.^'. | 
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228. In any Report or Despatch addressed to the Secretary of SUtOf care should be taken to refer tlie 
Secretly of State to former docamenta in his posseesion which may bear on the case, with their dmteb. 
But this is not to prevent the writer from embodying the substance of such former documents in his 
Report or Despatch if he judge that greater clearness or saving of labour is thereby attainable. 

§ VII. AtUstationof DocttmenU. 

229. The attestation of Sig^tures to Documents can only take place upon a full knowledm or intimate 
belief in the genuineness of those Signatures, and as a general rule, the Secretary of State can only 
undertake to attest those of Governors or Officers administering Government. 

280. Persons, therefore, who may have occasion to instruct their friends or agents in any Colony 
to send to them certificates, or jxjwers of attorney, or judicial acts, for legal use in this Country, should 
take care to have these documents authenticated in the Colony by the Officer administrating the 
Government. 

231. The same rule must particularly be observed by the Governor in sending home doenments which, 

after being verified in Eoglanti, are intended to be nse<l in foreign Countries. The last signature 
attached by way of attestation to any such document must invariably bo one which is known and can 
therefore certified to in this Department. If possible it should always be that of the Officer adminis¬ 
tering the Government. _ 

CHAPTER VIII. 

FINANCIAL AND OTHER RETURNS TO BE FURNISHED TO HER MAJESTYTS 

GOVERNMENT. 

§ I. Rttunu rtlating to Colonial Hf vtnues and Receipts. 

232. A Return of the regular revenue, arising from local taxes and duties, under each head, distin- 
guishing the arrears of preoe<Ung years from tbo receipts of the current year. 

233. Of the revenue derived from rents or other proceeds of Crown property. 

284. Of casual revenue and incidental receipts, including judicial fines and forfeitures, escheats, and 
other similar droits of the Crown, and recoveries of debts from individuals. 

235. Of repayments of colonial advances, or other receipts on account, of that description. 

236. Of receipts in aid of revenue, included loans rais^ drafts on account of Parliamentary Grants, 
or other advances from the funds of this Country, issues of paper currency, and deMsits from the courts 
of law, or otherwise, which mav be for a time available for the purposes of the Colonial Government. 

237. Of deposits not so available. 

§ II. Returns relating to Disbursements. 

238. A Return of civil charges regularly author!^ by Her Majesty's Government, or by Acts of 
Local Legislatures which have received Her Majesty's assent, classed under the heads of safarisis and 
of incidental and contingent charges, specif^^ the amount expended under each head for each pnblio 
dopirtment, and including judicial and ecclesiastical Establishments pajd by the Government. 

239. Kch^ules should be fumislied at the expiration, if possible, of every Quarter, of all charges 
wliatever of an unusual or special description, which are not covered by the approved Estimate of tbo 
the year, or by a Supplementary Estimate; the Schedule to be arranged in four columns:— 

1. Showing item of expenditure. 

2. Date of reference to the Secretary of State for his approval or diaapproval. 

8. Date of the answer of the Secretary of State, or the remark tliat “no answer has boon received." 

4. Inserting the words “ approve<l" or “ disaoprovod," as the case may be. 

240. Of Military charge^ if defrayed from Colonial Funda, and not piud by Officers accounting to 
tbe Military Departments in this country, under the heads of regimental pay and subeistence of Local 
Corps, Militia, or Volunteers. 

241. Of advances for tbe Colonial Service (to be snbsequently repaid or accounted for to the Colonial 
Authorities), including remittances to Agents. 

242. Of advances n-om the Colonial Funds to the Treasury chests, or otherwise, for services to be 
accounted for by the Officers to whom tbe advances are made to tlieir respective Departments in this 
Country. 

248. Of repa^ent of loans, or advances in aid of revenue, and payments for interest thereon, paper 
currency cancelled, or other debts liquidated. 

244. Of repayments of deposits. 

245. Of social and particular services, not attaching to the ordinary Colonial Establislunents, such 
as Indian Presents, the expenditure for Liberated Africans in Sierra I^ne and in the West Indies, and 
in the cases of Tasmania, Western Australia, and Gibraltar, the charges for the maintenance, clothing, 
and lodging the Convicts, and for Establishments connectea with their immediate siiiwrintendence and 
management; any sums received for their labour being stated by way of deduction from tbo gross 
amount of the expenditure. 

246. As there are variations in the charges defrayed from revenuoa at the disposal of the Col<mia] 
Governments, comprising in some instances expenses of a public nature, which, in others, are provided 
for by seporate and special rates, not levied or accounted for by the Officers of Government, it would 
be demrable to receive the best Returns that can be obtained of tbe produce and appropriation cd all such 
dues or tolls os ore levied or applied by Local MunicipiU Bodies or Officers, or as mav bave been 
imposed by law for any specific purposes, including legislative provision for Ecclesiastical, Scholastic, or 
Charitable Establishments. 

247. All appointments to public Offices, and all alterations made In tlie salaries or allowances of Public 
Officers, as also of all payments of an unusual and s{)ecial description directed or eauctioucMl by the 
Governor or Officer cotumaudiog. 

248. The Returns tneniioned in the last article should ho made out in the forms inserted in tho 
Appendix (page 310), but the Governor must not regard their transmissinii as rolioviugliim from further 
explanations sod rcs|>ou8ibi1it3*. 
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249. The qiiArtarly returns should be scoompenied by s short abstract of the transactions of tbo 
Treasurer^ or other Officer accountable to the Lords CommisBionerB of the Treasury, in the application 
of the Colonial Funds, showing the amount of his receipts and disbursements during the quarter, and 
the balances in hand, or available, at the commencement and end of it 

260. In cases in which the accounts of revenue and expenditure of the preceding year are transmitted 
to this country, for examination and audit, they should be forwarded on or belore the let of April In 
each year. 

251. The salary of the Treasurer, or otlier proper Officer, must not be issued to him until he has 
certified to the Governor that he has complied with his instructions. 

252. The Auditor will transmit througli the Governor such Ke]K>rts as he may from time to time have 
to send home, in order that the Governor may have an opportunity of adding any explanations which he 
may consider requisite in order to obviate the necessity of a further reference to the Colony. 

253. All accounts of expenditure of public mouev must be accompanied by authenticated copies of, 
or extracts from, such of the Secretary of State’s Despatches as may bo referred to in the accounts, in 
support of particular items of expenditure. 

254. Except so far as relates to money transactions between the Imperial and Colonial Governments 
the foregoing HegulAtions from 232 to 253 inclusive are only applicable to Crown Colonics. 

256. In Colonics receiving aid from the British Treasury toward the expense of the Civil Government 
the Governor must furnish an annual statement of the fo/o/ amount (without details) of the revenue (not 
including the Parliamentary grant), and of the expenditure for the preoediug year, and this stalomout 
should be forwarded so as to roach the Colonial Office by the end of November each year. 

256. Returns for Parliament of Revenue and Ex|]en(lituro should be stuit for the last year for which 
they cau bo made up, according to the tabular forms inserted in the Appendix (p. 311). 

§ 111. OtkfT Periodical lieturm. 

267. A Table of Dudes nayable on ardcles imported into, and exported from, the Colony should be 
punctually forwarded in cluplicate so as to arrive in this country shortly before tlie Slat December 
of each vear, with a view to enable the Board of Trade to prepare, at as early a peiiod of the Session 
as Double, the Colonial Abstract and other papers atmually laid bofore Parliament. In such table all 
additional rates levied on Imports and Exports under any special Acts or Regulations should be .specihod. 
(Enclosure to Circular of 25tii January, 1H81). 

263. Copies of the liinutes of the l^oceedjngs of Le^latire Councils and Assembliea, and in 
Coloniee not possessing responsible Government, of Executive Councils. 

269. Lists of Meml^rs of Executive and Legislative (..'onuciis, specifying the date of their appoint¬ 
ment. and whether they hold any other Office in the Colony. Similar lists are to be sent on announcing 
any provisional appointment to either Council, distinguishing those who are absent on leave and those 
whose appointments are provisional. 

260. A return of changes which may occur from time to time under the provisions of the Vice- 
Admiralty Conrts Act of 1863, in the persons holding the office of Judge Marshal or Registrar for 
communication to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

261. In Colonies in which it is customary to print Die Laws the Governor will send home not fewer 
than eighteen, or in case of Acts affecting the ('onKtitntion, or containing a suspending clause, or 
reserved for the signification of Her Majesty’s pleasure, twenty-one copies of all Acts passed during 
the Session of the Colonial LegislAture, and Hix manuscript copies whore the laws are not printed ; and 
Her Majesty’s Government will send out anunally to the respective Governors, for the use of the Colonial 
Legislatures and Courts of Justice, copies of the British Statutes. Of tbo priuttnl copies of Acts thirteen 
are to be sent under flying covers, advessed as below. Those intended tor the Colonial Office, House 
of Lords and House of Commons, shonld bo sent home as soon ss printed The copies for the other 
public departments and societies should be sent once a-year to the Crow n Agents for the Colonies, for 
oistributiou.

262. Four copies of every now compilation or corrected edition of the Colonial Laws are to be 
forwarded to the Secretary of State. 

263. Two copies of the Colonial Book Almanack fur the current year, and copies of GovernnMnt 
Gazettes, and ^nerally of such books or pamphlets issuing from the Colonial Tress as may be useful 
to this Department, and of tlio principal newHjmix^rs published io the Colony. (Special instructions as to 
the newspapers to be sent home issued in Circulars, 31st October, 1870, and 10th June, 1871.) 

264. A return for the preceding year of all retired allowanci*s npon abolition and reduction of Office, 
specifying the total amount at tl»e loginning of tlte year; tlie diminution occasioned by death or otlier- 
w'ise; the addition made during tlie past year; the agt^ and length of service of each person so added ; 
and the saving of establisbroont which shall have been made in each snch case. 

266. A return of all Officers whose duties are executed by deputy, and of all Officers absent upon 
leave; with the date from which their leave commenced, and to which it extends. 
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266. A return of StipendiAry Magistrates paid in whole or in part from British Fonds^in the following 
form;—

267. In Colonies possessiog considerablo quantities of waste land in course of settlement, tbeSonreyor- 
Oeneral should be required once a year to present a return of the progress of his dejiartment, for trans¬ 
mission to the Secretary of State. Besides making these regular returns, Governors are particularly 
enjoined to keep the Secretary of State punctually informed of the nrogress of geogrtjihical and scientific 
exploration in the Colonies, and in particular to transmit reports of journeys ol lUsoovery and investiga¬ 
tions of the natural history and capabilities of particular mstricts, with such maps and surveys as may 
be required for elucidation. 

§ IV. The Annual Blue Booir 

268. In addition to the particular Returns mentione<l in the preceding Section, the annual '* Blue 
Book,** containing specific accounts of the Civil Kstablishraents, of the ('olouial Revenue and Expen¬ 
diture, and of various statistical particulars, Ac., must be completed as early as possible after the close 
of each year. The various Returns which it comprises must be filled up with the neatest possible 
accuracy; and the statistical tables must bo full and complete. Blank copies of this book, in sheets, will 
bo annually transmitted to each Colony from the Colonial Uffloe. 

269. The Colonial Secretary will bo responsible for the general preparation of the “Blue Book,*' and 
for its being completed during the first quarter of the year succeeding that for which it is designed and 
be must certify the accuracy of its contents. 

270. The Governor must send home the “ Blue Book ** in duplicate. He is to retain one copy for the 
use of the Executive Government, and in the Legislative Colonies to lay a copy of it before the Council 
and the House of Assembly respectively. 

271. The Governor, in transmitting the Blue Book *' to this Department, must acoompany it with 
a Report, which should be written on one side of the pa|>er only, exhibiting generally the past and 
preaeut state of the Colony, and its prospects under the several heads specified in the BooL That 
Report will be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 

It should be, as much as may be, complete within itself, and if it be unavoidable to append other 
Returns than those to be found in the Blue Book reported upon, they should be of a summary character, 
and clear of such local details as are of no use and signifioauoy elsewhere thau on the spot; bc«riug in 
mind that the extent to which what is printed for Parliament shall be circulated and read, will depend 
much on the degree to which it is substantiative and succinct 


CHAPTER IX. 

11. Reepeimtunu from Colonie$, 

272. Beqnisitions from the Colonies for articles costing in the aggregate less than lOOf. sliould bo 
made direct to the Crown Agents, by the proper Colonial Officer. Every requisition should bear a 
reference to the law or ordinance, if any, by which the expenditnre is sanctioned; or if not so sanctioned, 
should be reported to the Secretary of State by the same mail as that by which it is made upon the 
Crown Agents, in order that it may be countermanded if the Secretary of State should think it improper. 

273. A requisition for articles costing in the aggregate more thau 100/. must be transmitted to the 
Secretary of State in the first instance in duplicate, and not to the Crown Agents for the Colonies. 

27dA. Reouisitions should in no case be made directly, or tlu'uugh local merchants, upon firms in this 
country, altriough the names of the firms whose goods have given most satisfaction may be mentioniHl 
in the Body of the requisition, in order that if the Secretary of State should so decide, they may be 
asked to tender, through the Crown Agents, for a further supply of the same articles. 

274. It must be certified in each case whether such requisitions are made **for the current supply of 
an established and customary service,** and sauctioneil by Her Majesty's Government, or for articles of 
an extraordinary nature, or for a service not so sanctioned. 

275. In the latter case it is necessary that the requisitions should be accompanied with all the expla¬ 
nations necessary for the guidance of Her Majesty's Government in determining whether they should 
or should not be complied with. 

276. The list contaiuing tlio specific articles required must be uttested by the Governor. 

277. No requisition most be made to replace articles spoilt or worn out until a Board of Survey, con¬ 
sisting of not loss than tliree Public Officers, of whom the Colonial Secretary should in general be Presi¬ 
dent, has been held upon the articles. A certificate of the Board, stating that the articles in question 
are unserviceable and require to bo replaced, must aconmpanv the requisition. 

278. The Officer at the head of the Department must be debited with the unserviceable articles, or 
the Board of Survey must give directions for having them sold by public auction, whenever the quantity 
accnmnlated shall render such sale expedient. 

279. Every Board of Survey must furnish the Governor with a Report of their proceedioga. 

280. They are also rejtuired to consider and report the Governor the propriety of evor>’ rMuisition 
tor articles to be supplied for the public service, taking care that no article is demanded which is not 
absolutely necessary. 

281. Governors are expected to revise the i^nisitions and the Reports of the Boards, and to direct 
the Boards to reconsider their reports should it be necessary ; and to lv*i*ward them to tlie Secretary of 
State with their own observstious. 
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282. The Crown Agents are authorised in the case of those Colonies by which they are employsA but 
which do not contribute an}'thing to the support of their establishment^ to add 6 per cent, to the gross 
amount of their invoices to cover departmental expenses. 

282a. In any case in which a Colony, not habitually employing the Crown Agents, makes a remittance 
to them of funds (in whatever manner or for whatever purp^), the Governor is to forward to the 
Secretary of State by the same mail tbe particulars of such remittance. 

§ II. Government Hotues^ Fumitvre^ ifc, 

283. Tbe Governor will insert in the annual ** Blue Book ” a general Beport on the state of repair, Ac., 
of the Government House in which ho resides, the state of the furniture, and the arrangements under 
which it is provided, if provided from public funds. 

284. The Government House, together with its stables, out-buildings, fences, and other appurtenances, 
shall be kept in substantial repair throughout, at the cost of the Colony. The rooms shall be painted, 
papered (when necessary), and furnished at the public expense. The Governor shall pay* 5 per cent, 
per annum on the estimated value (according to a valuation to be made by such person or persons as 
may be appointed for that pur|)OHu by the Executive Council on the Governor's assumption of the 
Government), of the furniture in the bed-rooms, kitchens, and other rooms not used for the public recep¬ 
tion of comjMiny but shall be subject to no charge on account of the furniture of the reception rooms, 
or of the offices used by himself or by his Private Secretary or Aide-de-camp. Crockery, glass, cutlery, 
and kitchen utensils will also be provided at the cost of the Colony, the Governor, if he uses any of such 
articles, paying 5 per cent, on their value. 

285. A11 the Chapel plate and furniture, and pictures of the Hoyal Family, which may have been formerly 
supplied to Governors^ bouses, are to be considered public property, and not to be removed on any account. 

286. All furniture supplied at tbe public expeuse is to oe kept complete; and any article lost or 
damaged, otherwise than oy fair wear, is to be made good at the expense of the Officer occupying the 
Government House for the time being. 

287. It is the duty of every Governor to keep an accurate Inventory of all furniture provided at the 
public expense; of which inventory he must cause one copy to be retained in the Government House, 
and one to be delivered to some one Officer of his Government, who, on satisfying himself that the 
inventoiw so delivered to him is correct, will be held responsible for its safe custody. 

288. The Governor must from time to time, and not seldumcr than once in evei^ two years, require 
and direct the Officer, whom he may appoint as above, to make an inspection of the furniture, com¬ 
paring the several articles with the inventory in his possession; and that Officer is to prepare a list of 
all deficiencies, which the Governor must thereupon take measures to have replaced or rectified at his 
own expense. 

289. Within one month from tbe date of an inspection, such Officer shall deliver to tbe Governor a 
report thereof, in which shall be noted the deficienciei^ if any. 

^0. On each occasion of a Colonial Governor vacating his Government, a similar inspection and report 
are to be made; and if the retiring Officer does not cause tbe deficiencies for which he is responsible to 
be repaired or made good, the inspecting Officer (in communication with the Officer who may succeed 
to the Government) is to prepare and transmit to the Secretary of State a statement of the expense to be 
incurred for that purpose, in order to the recoveiw of the amount from the responsible Officer. 

291. The Government Offices in the respective Colonies may also be supplied, at the public expense, with 
such furniture, of a plain but substantial kind, as may be absolutely requisite for the proper accommodation 
of the persons belonging to the Departments, while engaged in the transaction ot the public business. 

292. The same regulations are to be observed in rc>gardto the custody and repair of furniture supplied 
to Government Offices at the public expense as have b^n established in the case of Govemors'residences. 
(As to making good defective crockery and supply of same pattern through the Crown Agents, see 
Circular, 26th August, 1880.) 

(See also Circular of 8th January, 1873.) 


CHAPTER X. 

§ I. Custody oj Pvhlic Moneye in Coioniet not possessing Representative Assembties. 

293. The Governor may, with the concurreuco of the Council, avail himself of the services of any 
Banking EstabUshments in the Colony for the deposit of aU, or any portion of the public moneys 
arising from Colonial re venae or other Colonial recemts, as well as for tbe transaction of public business 
connected with the financial arrangements of tbe Colony, provided such Establishments shall have been 
formed under Charter from tbe Crown, or under local Legislative Enactments, which have received the 
ns><ent of the Crown; taking care, however, that it is well understood, that auy moneys placed in the Banks 
are liable to fluctuation in amount, or to bo withdrawn, according to the exigencies of the public services. 

294. W'hen no ('bartered Banks or Banking Establishments, approved as before mentioned, exist, or 
where it is not thought advisable to employ them, or when they may be had recourse to for tbe deposit 
of part only of the public money, the Governor will cause a secure fire-proof vault or safe to be con¬ 
structed, either for the office of the Treasurer or in some other appropriate Building, for the deposit of 
all surplus moneys. This building is to be duly watched and guarded, and the door of the vault or safe 
to be furnished with three different locks, the keys of which are to be kept by, and under the separate 
charge—one, of the Tt*ea8urer, and the others of such two principal Officers oif the Government as the 
Governor may consider it most expedient to appoint for such purpose. 

295. The Colonial Treasurer, or Receiver-General, is to keep under his own immediate charge, such 
sums of money only as may bo necessary to meet the current disbursements of his Department, not 
exceeding a certain fixed maximum. If banking Establishments be employed for the deposit only of 
surplus moneys, of if a strong vault be used for that purpose, the Treasurer's separate balance will, in 
either case, bo regulated by the average amount of his monthly ordinary expenditure; but if recourse

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sliall bo had to the Banidog Betablishmenta for the transacdon of current businesa, as well as for the 
depordt of surplus moneys, the balance to be left in the hands of the Treasurer will be of small amount, to 
moot oulv miuor incidental expenses. 

296. When it is neoeesary to fix or alter the amount of the maximum balanoe which may remain in 
the hands of the Treasurer, the Oovernor will, after the necessary inquiries, report to the Secretary ot 
State, for the consideration of the Lords of the Treasury, the sum which be may decide upon for such 
maximum balance, accompanying this report by statements of the Treasurer’s average monthly ordinary 
receipts and disbursements (^tmguishing fixed revenue from incidental receipts, and pay and salaries 
from contingent disbursements), and by such other explanations and observadons as may have beeu 
submitted to him, and upon which be may have grounded his decision. 

297. In order that the Governor may at all times have the means of informing himself as to the state 
and dis^sal of the public balance, and of providing effectual^ for its verification, he will cause tho 
Beguianons which ne has reoeiv^ from the Lords of the Treasury in this respect to be strictly 
observed by all concerned. 

298. If tto Governor shall have availed himself of the services of a Banking Establishment in the 
Colony, be will require from the Secretary, or other proper Officer of such Establishment, a monthly 
statement of all sums deposited in and withdrawn from the Bank, and of the balance of public money 
remaining in the Bank at the end of each month. 

299. The Governor will take care that arrangements are made with the Directors or Managers of 
these Establishments, so that the Colonial Treasurer, Receiver-General, or other Accountant, shall not 
have sole control over the sums deposited therein. 

800. To effect this object the cheemes on the Bank for the parent of ordinary disbnrsements should 
invariably be countersigned bv the Officer next in rank at the Treasurer's or Accountant's office. 

801. In those cases where tne Banks may be had recourse to only for the deposit of surplus moneys, 
the cheques should be countersigned by tlie Governor, as his warrant of authority to tho Bank for tho 
ro-issue of the money. 

802. When the Banks are used for deposits, and also for the transaction of the current business of 
the Government, it is neoessarv that the Governor should fix the maximum sum for which the Trea« 
surer's draft, countersigned by his principal Assistant, may bo honoured, and beyond which sum Uio 
Governor's warrant of authority, as above described, is to m required in addition. 

308. If the surplus funds, or any portion thereof, shall be deposited in a strong vault, the Governor 
is to require from the three Officers in charge a quarterly return of the moneys deposited therein. 

804. The strong vault is on no occasion to be opened, nor is any money to bs deposited therein or with¬ 
drawn therefrom, except by the three persons entrusted with the keeping of tho separate keys, and by 
»n order or warrant under the Governor's signature (such orders or warrants to for round sume), 
addressed to the Treasurer or Accountant, and to the two other Officers concerned; and the three 
Officers entrusted with the keys, and present at the opening of the vault, are to sign a joint certificate 
as to every sum deposited, which certificate is to m dtmvered to the Treasurer, to bo annexed with 
other vouchers to his accounts. 

• 805. The Treasurer is, in like manner, to sign receipts in duplicate for every amount re-issued to 

him, which receipts are to be delivered to tho other Officers in charge of tho vault 

306. In case of illness, absence, or other unavoidable circumstance Interfering with the strictly per¬ 
sonal duty prescribed by these regulations, the written authority of the Governor is to be obtained for 
anv temporary transfer of the key to another Officer. 

S07. The Governor will cause to be prepared on the 1st days of January, April, July, and October 
of each year, a statement of the sums of the funds of the Colonial chest, in tho form prescribed fur 
that purpose by the Lords of the Treasury. (See also Circular, 7th May, 1878.) 

808. The Governor will also cause an exanmation of the funds of Colonial chests to be made twice 
in each year, or as much oftener as he may think fit to direct, at uncertain periods, and without any 
previous notice, and he wQ] immediately forward to the Secretary of State the certificates of quarterly 
surveys as well as those made at uncertain periods; duplicate copies of these certificates are also to 
be annexed to the Colonial Treasurer's accounts. (See also Circular, 7th May, 1878.) 

809. The Governor must bear in mind that arrangements relating to the deposit of Colonial Funds 
with any Banking Establishment should have for tlieir object the convenience and accommodation of 
the Public Service only, and are not to be entered into with any particular view of enabling the Banka to 
increase their accommodations and loans to others, and the Governor will also take care that every 
proper advantage and allowance by way of interest for deposits that might be profitably employed by 
the Banks, is d^y secured for the use and benefit of the Colonial Treasury and Government 

I II.— SecurUies.-^Sectiniy to he reqmrtd^rom Penont appointed to the temporary ckarye of Offioee of 
peamiary tnut m the Colomee not po$$etnng Repreeentative AMsenwies* 

810. Officers entrusted with public money should give security in proportion to the average sum 
which m^ be passing through their hands at any time. If the Colonial Treasurer, or any other estab¬ 
lished Officer who has been called upon to give security to the Crown in respect of pecuniary respon¬ 
sibility attaching to his Office, shall obtain leave of absence under circumstances which require tho 
interposition of the authority of the Governor for the appointment of a Substitute, the Governor will 
call upon the person whom ne may select to act in the absence of tho principal to give security, in his 
personal ^no, to the Crown, witL the bonds of two or more Sureties, to such an amount, with refer¬ 
ence to the security of tho principal, as may bo reasonably required; or to furnish, in lieu of the 
Bond of Sureties, such other collateral security, upon property or otherwise, as shall be of equal 
amount and validity with such bonds. 

811. In case the Governor should find that the person whom he may propose to appoint to the tempo¬ 
rary charge of an Office of pecuniary trust cannot furnish the amount of collateral security required 
from him, the Governor will consider whether, in order to render so large an amount of collateral 
security unnecessary, some arrangemont can bo made for reducing the risk of loss, either by placing

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the OfBce in Commiseion, or by limiting the fleeting belance under the charge of the Officer to 
the smalleMt amount necessary to meet the current expenditure for ordinary contingent services, 
and by depoeiting all surplus beyond such reduced average balance in a separate Chest, under the joint 
charge of two or more Officers holding separate keys. 

81§. A full report of all the circumstances relating to any such special arrangement must be made to 
the Secretary of State for the information of the Lords of the Treasury, and in the event of the employ¬ 
ment of a Commission the personal bonds of the Officers joined in Commission are to bo taken as to 
their separate acts. . , , ^ 

818. As all security required from persons appointed to the temporary charm of Offices vacated in 
consequence of leave of absence, or from any other cause, is to be indeMu^nt of, and unconnected 
with, any security which may have been given b^ the esUblished Officer, the Governor is particularly 
cautioned that the boLds or other instrument which may be prepared with a view of giving effect to 
the security required from the acting Officers should have no reference to the bonds of the established 
Officer or of his Sureties, and shoula not contain any clause which mi(^ht be construed as Interfering 
with or affecting in any manner the original bonds of the principal, either during his absence or on 
his return to duty. At the same time it is not intended that this precautionary insti'uction should 
prevent the Governor from accepting the additional security of the principal who may be about to absent 
himself on leave, should he be willing to enter into a new bona for his Bubetituie, or to join in tbs 
security to be given by such Substitute. 

§ HI. Regulatum* rtipectittg the Incorporation of Banking Con^Domet in the Colonies, 

814. In Charters or legislative Enactments relating to the Incorporation of Banking Companies in the 
Colonies, provision should bo made for the observance of the following regulations and Cimditions. 

815. Tl»e Amount of the CapiUl of the Company and Number of Shares to be determined; and the 
whole of such determined amount to be subscribed for witliin a limited period, uot exceeding Eighteen 
Months from the date of the Charter or Act of Incorporation. 

316. Shareholders to be declared a Body Corporate, with common seal and perpotnol succession, and 
other usual corporate powers; and with any requisite proviso that judgment against the Corporation 
shall attach to all additional liability of the Shareholders, as well as to paid-up Capital and other pro¬ 
perly of the Company. 

317. Provision to be made, either by Recital and Confirmation of any Deed of Bettloment in thee© 
respects or otlierwise, for the due Management of the Company’s Affaire by Appointment of Directors, 
antf^ fortlL so far as shall seem necessary for the security of the Public. 

818. No bye-law of the Company to be repumant to the conditions of the Charter or Act of Inoor- 
ix>ration or to the Laws of any Colony in which the Company’s Establishments may be placed. 

* 819 I'he Cortwrate Body thus constituted may be specially empowered, subject to the conditions 
hereafter mention^ to carry on for a limited term of years (not to exceed Twenty-on© Years unless 
under particular circumstances), and within the Colony or Colonies specified in the Charter or Act of 
Incorporation but not elsewhere, the Business of Banker; and for the like term to issue and circulate 
within the said Colony or Colonies, but in such manner only as shaU not bo at variance with any 
general Law of the Colony, Promissory Notes payable in Specie on Demand. 

820 Bucb Banking Business or Issue of Notes not to commence or take place until the whole of tb© 

Fixed Capital of the Company has been subscribed for, and a moiety at least of the Subecription paid up.

821 In all cases in which Shares in the Company’s Stock are transferred between the period of tbo 
Grant of the Charter or Act of Incorporation and the actual commencing of business by the Bank, the 
respimsibility of the original holder of the tranaferred Shares to continue for Six Months at least after 

the date of the transfer. o # t j rr oux ^ a i 

822 The Company not to advance Money on Security of Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or on pledge of 
Merchandire nor to hold Land or Houses, except for the transaction of iU business, nor own Ships, or 
be engaged in Trade, except as Dealers in Bullion or Bills of Exchange; but to confine its transactions 
to di^^nting Commercial Paper and negoUable Securities, and other legitimate Banking Business t 
the Company may, however, accept Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or Shares in iU CapiUl or Stock, or 
other Realor Personal Property in liquidation of, or as a Security for any Debt bond fde previously due 
to the Company, or as a security for payment of any Sum for which any p.T8on may have rendered 
himself liable to the Company, and hold them for snch reasonablo time as may be necessary to dispose 
of and convert the same into Money. 

328. The Company not to hold Snares In its own Stock, nor to make advances on the security of the: e

383. In the event of the aeaeU of the Company being insufficient to meet iU engagementaf the Sliaro- 
holders to bo responsible to the extent of twice the amount of their Ruhacribed Shares (that is, for the 
amount subscribe, and for a further and additional amount equal thereto)^ 

831. SuRponsiun of Specie Payments on Demand at anv of the Company’s Banking EstabliRhments. for 
a given number of days (not in any case exceeding sixty) within any qno year, cither consecutively or at 
intervals, or other brea^^ of the Special Conditions upon which the Company is empowered to open 
Banking Establishments or to issue and circulate Promissory Notes, to forfeit those privileges, which sfiall 
cease and determine upon such forfeiture as if the period for which they liad been granted liad expired. 

332. The Company to make up and oublish periodical btatements of its Assets and Liabilities 
monthly; showing, under the heads specined in the form which is inserted in the Appendix, p. 812, the 
average of the amount of its Notes in circulation, and other Liabilities, at the termination of each 
week or montli, during the period to which the Statement refers, and tlio average amount of Specie or 
.•ther Assets that were available to meet the same. Copies of these Statements to be submitted to the 
Cvovemment of the Colony within which the Company may be established; and the Company to be 
prepared, if called upon, to verify such Statements by the production, as confidential documents, of the 
Weekly or Monthly Balance Sheets from which the same are compiled And also to be prepare^ upon 
requisition from the Lords of the Treasury, to furnish, in liko manner, such further informatiou re¬ 
specting the state or proceedings of its Banking EstablishmentH as their Lordships may see fit to call for. 
The Governor to be uso empowered to verify the Statements of the Company of the amount of Specie 
held by them. 

883. The Charter or Act of Incorporation may provide for an addition to the Capital of the Company 
within apecified limits, with the sanction of the Lords of the Treasury ; such additional Capital and the 
Shares and Subscriptions which may constitute the same, to be subject in every respect, from and aft^^r 
the date of the signification of such sanction, to couditious and regulations similar to those applying to 
the original CapitaL 

§ IV. Applicaiion$ Jor CkarUrs, 

884. Applications for Charters of Incorporation of Joint Stock Companies engaged exclusively or 
chiefly io Colonic undertakings, whether made in this Country or in the Colonies, cannot be granted 
until the beads of the project shall have been submitted for the consideration of the Governor and his 
Executive Council. 

835. The Governor will furnish the Secretary of State with a Report stating whether the undertaking 
is one which in his opinion it would be desirable to encourage, with a view to Colonial interests, espe¬ 
cially as regards the Colony under bis Government. 

836. The Governor's Report will be taken into conshleration by the Secretary of State and by the 
Board of Trade, or, in cases in which the application relates exclusively to Banking Companies, by the 
Board of Treasury. 

887. Her Majesty’s Government reserves to itself the power of deciding whether privileges, to be 
exercised under Charters granted for this Country, should be extended to Companies, approved by the 
Colonial Government, fur Colonial undertakings. 

888. The Imperial Act 18 Sl 19 Viet, c. 188, provides for the limitation of liability of Members of 
certain Joint Stock Companies. 

See also Circular of 16th March, 1874, as to establishment of Agencies, and Circular of 18th Au^st, 
1875, by which it is directed that Lawa relating to Banking undertakings and the circulation of Notes 
should contain a suspending clause. 


CHAPTER XL 

§ 1. Expenditure oj Public Money in Colonies not pouessing Represeniatire Assemblies. 

839. All disbuTHoments of the public mouey are to be made by the Colonial Treasurer, under autho¬ 
rity from the Officer administering the Government; and any Officer improperly authorising or 
directing any ex^nditure contrary to the instructions which he may receive from Her Majesty's 
Government will himself be held personally responsible for the amouut improperly authorized. 

840. Saiaries. Fixed Allowances, and Contingencies are to be classed under tne bead EKtablishroents;" 
and all other ordinary expenditure, and all extraordinary and special disbursements are to be classed under 
separate beads of Service in the Form prescribed in the Treasury Instructions issued to Governors. 

840a. All Salaries and other muthoriz^ Charges up to the end of each financial year should, as far as 
possible, be defrayed within the year. When tbe last day of a year happens to be a **€lies non,** the 
payment of Salaries, ftc., up to the close of the year could be made on the previous day. 

841. The Goveruor is not anthoriied to make any addition to the Fixed Establishment of tbe Colony, 
or to make any different appropriation of the established salaries of any Public De]iartmeot, either as 
regards the number of appoiutmeots or tbe rates of salary aud emolument, without the previous sauctiou 
of Her Majesty's Govemmeut. 

842. Should, however, any special circumstances occur which in the opinion of the Governor in 
Council may render addition or alteration necessary for the due carrying on of the public service, 
without waiting for such sanction he will cause such new or altered salary to be borne on a Schedule of 
Provisional or SupplemenUry Establishment, reporting the same to the Societary of State. 

843. Whenever the approval of Her Majesty’s Government to any provisional appointment is received 
by the Governor, he must cause the same to be transferred to the Schedule of Fixed Establishment. 

844. As a general rule, tlie Governor must not propose to the Council the execution of an^' new 
public work, or of extensive alterations and improvements in any existing building, Ac., for wliich he 
has not obtained the previous sanction of Her Majesty’s Government 

845. Whenever the Governor may apply to the Secretary of State for aucb authority, he must semi 
with such application all the necessary plans, estimates, and specifications, according to which the pro- 
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jected work is to be carried into execution, together with an account of the cost to be incurred under 
Hpecific beads of expenditure, and a report of the grounds on which the work is recommended. 

346. When the sanction of Her Hajesty^s Oovernment has been given, the Governor will lay before 
the Council, at their meeting, to take into consideration the General Estimates for the year next 
ensuing, the plans, estimates, and speciflcations of the proposed work, with any other information 
which he may consider necessary; and when the Council has voted the funds required for the work, 
the Governor may proceed with it, without waiting for further authority. 

847. But should the Govamor be of opinion that the work is ur^ntly required, and that serious in*> 
convenience might result from delaying it (after the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government had been 
obtained) until the period when the Annual Estimates are brought forward, he may propose to the 
Council a Supplemental Estimate for that purpose. 

843. Specie cases may arise of pressing emergency (n^ore particularly in distant Colonies), in which 
it might not be practicable to obtain the previous sanction of Her Majesty’s Government for a proposed 
work. In such cases the Governor will not fail to call for and to lay before the Council the necesoary 
plans, estimates, and specifications according to which the work is to be carried into execution, and to 
report fully to Her Majesty’s Government, by the earliest opportunity, on the absolute necessity of 
the expenditure which he may have incurred without their previous sanction. 

849. In the case of public works of magnitude to be undertaken in any Colony, and to be defrayed 
by Parliamentary Grant the following rules must be observed:— 

1. That as a preliminary step to any such work, a survey and estimate shall be made by an 
Officer acting under the orders of some responsible Department 

2. That on a first application for a vote of money, an estimate of the sum likely to be required 
for the whole work shiul be laid before the House of Commons. 

8. In cases in which such works may require more than one year for their completion, and 
where money is proposed to be voted on account, there shall be submitted ta the House in each 
year, and before a further vote is propose<L a statement of the sums already voted, of the money 
actually expended np to the date of the last accounts, of all outstanding demands, and of the sum 
still wanting to complete the work; and any deviations from the original plan, or any contemplated 
addition to the magnitude or expense of the whole work, will be inserted in the estimate of the year. 

4. Ko Department of the Government shall anthorize any Officer to enter into contract for any 
work, beyond the limits of the annual grants of money, without the sanction of a Minnts of this 
Lords of the Treasury, vrhich will be laid before the House with gs little delgy as possible. 

§ II. Coloni^ Estimate*. 

850. Id the Colonies not possessing Representative Assemblies, the Governor should submit to the 
Council of his Government, Mfore the expiration of the month of June, in each year, such an Estimate 
as be may think necessary of the whole expenditure, not already fixed under the sanction of Her 
Majesty's Government, which is intended to be cbarg^ upon the Colonial revenue for the year then 
next ensuing, and he should transmit to the Secretary of otata by the earliest opportunity, the Ordi* 
nance providing for tbe service of that year. 

851. When t^ annnal Estimate shall have been passed by the Coxmcil, and the Ordinance confirmed 
by Her Majesty, the expenditure of tbe year must be held to be definitely limited and arranged. 
Should, however, any further disbursements on account of the service of that year be required which 
could not have been foreseen, the proper course will be for the Governor to submit to the Legislative 
Council a S^plementary Estimate of the expenditure so required. 

852. The Governor should transmit with the Annual Estimates such full and sufficient information 
as to every expense of an unusual nature therein comprised as may be necessary to enable Her Majesty’s 
Government to decide upon tbe propriety of the proposed expenditure, together with a table exhibiting 
the variatroDS from tbe preceding year. 

858. Tbe Governor should, at tbe same time that be proposes to the Council the Estimate of tbe 
ensuing year’s expenditure, submit to them the draft of any Ordinance which may be necessary to 
provide the ways and means by which the expenditure is to be met 

854. * In cases in which the Colonial Accounts are transmitted to this country for final audit, they 
should be accompanied by certified copies of all Estimates, or Supplementary Estimates, of expendi¬ 
ture for the service of the year to which the Accounts relat^and of any Ordinances for tbe imposition 
of taxes for that year, together with certified copies of the Despatches which shall have been addressed 
to him by the Secrets^ of Stgte, conveying tbe opinion of Her Majesty’s Government upon any such 
Estimates or Ordinances; the datee of iJl such Despatches should be notified at the foot of the Estimates, 
or the remark that “ no Despatch had been received at that date.” 

855. The control of the Local Auditor over all Revenue and Receipta, extends to a oomparison of 
Receipts with all Collectors’ Books, and with Statements, Returns, and other documenta which may serve 
to establish that the sums received are those which ought to have been received; and, if not, to requiring 
a statemeut of the cause of each deficiency, ancl tbe measures taken for tbe recovery of any arrears. 

856. The Local Auditor’s examination should, therefore, include a reference to Tax Rolls and other 
records of Assessments, to periodical returns of licences, certified by the Colonial Secretary or other 
Officer empowered to direct the issue of tbe same; to similar Returns from the Magistrates, or other 
Law Officers, of all fines, forfeitures, Ac.; to Lists, giving the names of any persons liable to be called 
upon for Tuition Fees, or other periodical payments to the Colonial Government; and, as to casual 
receipts, under the direction of the Governor, to half yearly returns of Receivable Orders, issued by his 
anthoriW in respect threeof. 

857. Should any Return, Statement, or other Record, which may appear to the auditor neoessury to 
substantiate tbe entries in the Receiver's Accounts, or to exhibit the amount of arrears, be wanting or 
defective, it will be the duty of Uie Auditor to call for the proper documents, or, if neoesaary, to make a 
representation on the subject to the Governor; and, should any difficulty arise as to the pr^uciion of

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tbe sarao, a copy of micb representation, and of any directions which may be giren UiereoD, should be 
transmitted, with the Accounts sent honoe by tbe Auditor. 

BbH, Detailed statements of the revenue and expenditure of tbe Colony should bo annually published 
in the Colonial Gazette, immediately after the period when it is required that the Accounts of each year 
should be transmitted feu* audit; and in such publication, the funds, arising from tbe property or ch'otfs 
of tbe Crown, are to be stated separately from those which arise from taxes levied upon the inhabitante 
of the Colony. 

fill. Trtasmy BiBs.-^Fwdt drriredjrrm Imperial Orants in Aid of Local Revenn€M» 

869. It is to be observed tliat sums voted by Parliament in respect of any financial year are not intendi^ 
to dehray the charges which become due in that year, but to meet such charms only as shall adualitf cowc 
•n course of payment within the year. It is desirable, however, that the barges becoming due in each 
year shoula, as far as practicable, be defrayed from the Votes for the same year. With this view it will 
be proper that all Salaries and other authorized charges up to the end of any financial year should be 
paid before the close of the year, unless there be some special reason to the contrary. 

860. Bills for Salaries and Allowances most not be orawn for broken periods of Quarters, except in 
cases where tbe services of the Officer have commenced or ceased within the Quarter: and in such cases 
Certificates should be transmitted, showing Uie date from which and up to which the Salary or Allowance 
may be payable. 

860a, Governors will not bo at liberty, without special authority, to draw funds before the oommenc^ 
ment of a financial year, on the credit of any proposed Parliamentary Vote for that year. 

8606. All Bills on the credit of the Parliamentary Grants in aid should bo drawn on the Pajrma^r- 
QeneraL When the service is of an ordinary deecriptiou, they should be drawn at ten days' sight; 
but in every case of an unusual character, they should be at thirty days' sight They should bw a 
serial number for each financial year. Salary Bills should be in the form proscribed m Appendix 14, 
with the addition of this serial number. AU other Bills should distinctly specify tbe serrioe and the 
particular Parliamentary Grant in respect of which they are drawn; and whenever the service is of an 
unusual character the Bills should also show Uie date and description of the document conveying the 
authority for the expenditure. 

860*. In cases w^re Salaries, Allowances, or Pensions, chargeable to Imperial Funds, are paid by 
monthly payments of one-twelfth of the annual rates, such payments are to be treated as final settle- 
nients—i.e., payments in full—for the periods to wffich they relate; and in theee cases tbe oomputation 
for a broken period of a month is to be made with reference to the number of days in such month; 

Thus:—If a salary of £120 per annum is paid by equal monthly payments, fiJling due at tbe close of 
each calendar month, the monthly amount will be £10; and ii payment has to Im made for a broken 
period, say, to 15th January Inclusive, the amount to be paid will be 4I of £10. 

In cases where Salaries, Allowances, or Pensions are paid by quarterly payments of one-fourth of the 
annual rates, the computation for a broken period of a quarter is to m made with reference to the 
number of days in that quarter; 

Thus:—If a salary of £120 per annum is paid by quarterly payments, falling due at the close of e^h 
calendar quarter, the quarterly amount will be £80; and u payment has to be made for a broken period, 
say, to 15th January inclusive, the amount to he paid will (in leap-year of £M.) 

861. It is important that the Secretary of State soonld be fu^ished with an immediate and direct 
advice of every Bill that may be drawn on the credit of the Grants in aid; and this advice should be 
despatched at once eo as to ensure, as far as possible, t^t it may reach this coun^ as soon as the Bill 
itself. A duplicate of the advice should be sent by the first subseqnent opportunity. It will no longer 
be necessary that separate advices should in these cases be sent to the Treasury or Pa^rmaster-General. 
Salary Bills should Im advised in the Form given in Appendix 14 (the serial number being added)^ The 
advice of other Bills should contain all the particulars given in the Bills themselves, 

362. In all cases in which sums have been voted by Parliament for specified Salaries and Allowances, 
the Bills correctly drawn by a Governor for his own Salary, Ac., or in favour of a subordinate Officer 
for that Officer's Salary, Ac., will, if duly endorsed, be taken by the Comptroller and Auditor-Genera I 
as sufficient final discharges; but where sums have Iwen voted by Parliament, not for payment of 
Salary, but for particular Colonial services or, in terms still more oomprebensive, in aid of Colonial 
Bevenue, the Comptroller of Audit will require evidence of the proper applioation of the money. With 
this view it will, in such cases, be neceesary that the advice of a Bui should be accompanied (or, if that 
would not be possible without delaying the advice, then followed immediately) ^ a Cei^cate, to 
be signed by toe Colonial Treasurer, or other Officer acting in that capacity, and countersined by 
tbe Governor himself, to tbe effect that the money had been carried to tbe credit of the Colonial 
Kevenue. The same course should bo adopted in tbe case of Advances from tbe Treasury Chest for 
other services than Salaries specified In the Parliamentary Votee. Copies of the Forms to be used for thi 4 
purpose are given in Appendix I4a. In the absence of these Certificates, the amounts of the Bills, or of 
the Advances from the Treasury Chests, will ordinarily be charged as Imprests a^inat the Governor. 

862a. In any cases in which money has been voted by Parliament for specially named Colonial 
Servioes, documentary evidence must be furnished that the money has been appli^ to the particular 
Service for which it was voted. On this point special instructions will be given to the Qoyernore 
eonoerned. 

868. When Salaries are specified in the Parliamentary Votes, Income Tax will be levied on them, 
under the General Rules laid down in Paragraphs 865 to 868 of the Regulations. 

86da. When Salaries are not specified in the Parliamentary Grants, it is undesirable that Bills should 
be drawn for the actual Salaries of tbe Governor or other Colonial Offli^ers. The Secretary of Statn 
will, however, be propped to consider any special circuraetances under which a departure from this role 
may be desired. It be proper as a general practice that the Governor should draw for round sunis 
as imprests on account of the Parliamentary Grant in aid, which Imprests should, of course, Ite carried 
to the credit of the Colonial Revenue. From that Kevenue, Salaries not specified in the Farliameutai y 
Grant should be paid without any deduction on account of the Imperial Income Tax. 
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064. Gorsmort and other Offlcem whoee Salaries are apecified in the Parliamentary Votes, and who 
may elect to have their Saiariee paid through the medium of Agents in this country, can cootinoe so to 
do. In lieu, howerer, of the Life Certificates hitherto used, a fornuU order on the raymaster-Oeneral 
must be obtained by the Agents from this Department When GoTernors and Lieutenant-Ooremors 
or Administrators shall, in the first instance. haTe signified the mode in which their salary shall be 
drawn, it will be desirable that they should adhere to tl^t mode. 

865. All aalaries and personal allowances and emoluments, and all pensions and superannuation 
retired or compassionate allowances, paid from funds deriTsd from the revenues of Great Britain, 
whether provided by special Parliamentary Grant or otherwise, are liable to the Income Tax unless the 
whole annual income of the recipient is lees than 100/.* When the whole income is lass than 2001.* a year, 
a deduction of 60/.t is made, and the balance only taxed. It will therefore be the duty of the Governor 
on all occasions to make the proper deductions accordingly from the amount of the bills which be may 
have occasion in future to dnw on the Pavmaster>General. whether on his own account or for ilie 
salaries or allowances of other persons; and he will convey an intimation to the same effect to any 
Officers or Functionaries within his Government, who may be authorised to draw bills on the Paymsster- 
Qeneral for any such payments. 

866. In cases where total or partial exemption may be claimed from the Tax, an affidavit must be 
made by the chtimants and transmitted with the bill, to the effect that his income, including that on 
account of which the bill is drawn, is in the first esse less than lOO/.* per annum, in the eeoond oase lees 
than 200/.,* and such affidavits must have reference to the whole income of the party from whatever 
source derived; for, although emoluments derived from Colonial revenuee or pro^rty are not taxable 
nulees the recipienta reside in Great Britain, they must be taken into account tn considering a claim to 
exemption from the Tax, or any portion of i^ on Inoome derived fK>m this Country. 

867. When bills are drawn on account of expenses or disbursemeuts as well as for salaries and 
allowances, a statement of the proportion of the amount applicable to the latter must accompany them, 
and the proper deductions should be made from the salaries and allowances, unless exemption should be 
claimed, in which case affidavits ought to accompany the bills 

368. The Forma, to be filled up by persons claiming total or partial exemption from the tax, are 
inserted in the Appendix. (Pages 818>15.) 

§ IV. Expentei on account of Liberated Africant.—Mode of rendering the AcenumU of Expmsei incurred 
under the JProvmom of the AcU for the AboHtion of Vte Sim Tirade, 

869. The Collectors or chief Officers of the Customs in those Colonies where no other arrangement has 
been specially directed are to receive, protect, and provide for all such Natives of Africa as may be put 
in their charjro from vessels condemned as prize. 

870. The Uollector or other Officer is authorized to enter into the reouisite contracts, to be approvex. 
by the Officer administering the Government, for the maintenance of tne Africans at a fixed rate per 
diem, and for defraying tM cost of clothing, necessaries, and other continmneies. This mode of sup¬ 
porting the Africans is considered preferable to that of purchasing pron^oos in large quantities for 
their use. 

871. The Collector or other Officer will bring in the abstracts of accounts of his expenses, to be passed 
before the Officer administering the Government in Council, every three months. A certificate, to be 
signed by the Officer administering the Governmeut. is to be subjoined to the General Abstract of the 
Exnenditure, stating that the detailed docoments referred to in the abstract have been carefully Inspected, 
and have been approved. 

372. In those cases in which the Colony Is dependent on a Superior Government, the Abstracts of 
Expenditure, when certified by the Officer m char^ of the subordinate Government, are to be forwarded 
to the Govornor-in-Chief for nis inspection and approval previously to the fimouot being discharged. 
Upon the passing of each quarterly account by the Officer adminiatorlDg the Government in Counc^ 
and in the case of subordinate Governments upon the subsequent approval of the Govemor-in-Chief 
being 6igmific<i, the abstract will be returned to the Collector, in whose favour the Officer administering 
the Government will thereupon grant a Warrant on the Treasury Chest for the amount allowed. The 
Officer granting such warrant wul forthwith transmit a notification and report thereof to the Lords of 
the Treasury, and will forward with such notification a copy of the accoqnt, in discharge of which the 
issue from the Chest has been authorized. Any neglect of these forms will be productive of embarraes- 
ment and delay. 

873. Governors are strictly enjoined to abstain from drawing for and issuing for this service any 
allowance or gratnity of which the propriety or legality may admit of a doubt, until they sbAll have 
communicated with and received iusirucUons from Her Majesty’s Government on the subject; and they 
are to limit the payments in the meantime to the amount of the actual outlay, for the mainteoauos and 
other unavoidable expenses. 

874. If any sums shall have been issued, paid, or expended by their order, which ought not to have 
been so issued, paid, or expended, or ought not to be charged to the public, they will become personally 
responsible for the amount, under the provisions of the 1 A 2 Oea 4. cap. 121. sec. 6. 

875. With a due regard therefore, to their own securitjii, as well as the interests of the public. 
Governors mast at all times exercise a watchful superintendence and control over the expenditure to 
which these Regulations refer, and enforce the strictest economy cunsisteni with the welfare of tho 
African and the good of the tiervioo. 


CHAPTER XII. 

§ I. T^'ode and Narigtition, 

876. The Customs Establishroents in all the Colonies are under the control and management of the 
several (’nlonial Governments, and the Colonial Legislatures are empowered to establish their own 
Customs Regulations and Rates of Duty.

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877. Tbe Im|>erUl Act 16 A 17 Viet, c. 107, s. 824-6, provides for a freedom of navi^tion between 
the United Kingdom, or the British Possessions and Foreign Countries. But with a ^ew of placing 
British Bhins in Foreign Ports as nearly as possible on the same footing as Foreira Ships in British 
Ports, the Crown has the power, by Order in Council, of restricting the privileges of Foreign Ships, and 
of imnosing additional Duties, in cases in which British Ships may be subject in any Forei^ Country to 
Prohinitions or Restrictions from which the Ships of that Country are exempt, or in which any Preference 
whatever may be shown to National Vessels over British Vessels, or in which British Trade and Navi¬ 
gation is not placed by such Country upon as advantageous a footing as the Trade and Navigation of 
tbe most favoured Nation. 

878. The Crown has also tbe power, sect. 828, by Order in Council, on Address from the Legislature 
of any Colony, to regulate its Coasting Trade, and to authorise the conveyance of g^oods or passengers 
from one part of a British Possession to another in other than British Ships; or on receiring aldresses 
or a joint address from two or more British Possessions, to place the trade between them on the footing 
of a Coasting Trade, and otherwise to reflate the same. 

879. Under sec. 81 of the Merchant Smpping Act, 1854, the Governor is intrusted with the powers 
which, in respect to the R^stry of Ships or of any interest therein, are vested by the Act in the Coau- 
misaioners oi Customs in Erngland. It is to the Governor, therefore, that tbe Registrars of Shipping 
are directed to look for instructions. 

880. The Governor usually appoints the Collectors of Customs in the Colony to act as Registrars of 
Shipping and Superintendents of Mercautilo Marine under the Merchant Shipping Acts, the duties of 
the Hegnstrars ana St^rintendeuts being defined in tbe Instructions which are issued from time to 
time by the Board of Trade, with tbe sanction of the Secretary of State. 

881. It being, however, important for statistical purposes that information respeoting the Trade and 
Navigation of the Colony should be forwarded to the llome Government, the points enumerated in the 
following sections should have the Governor’s careful attention. 

§ II. Skipmng. 

882. Particulars of the Registry, Mortgage, Sale, or Loss of Ships should be forwarded by Registrars 
of Shipping in t^ Colonies to tbe ChU/lirgutrar of Shippina^ Custom House^ London^ and of ihe changes 
in the appointments of Masters of Ships to the Registrar-General of Seamen, Adelaide Place, Lonaon 
Brid^, Dy tbe next mail after the transaction takes place. 

883. The ^gistry of a Ship should be reported in the Customs Form 19. aud tbe iransactiotis subse¬ 
quent to her Registry, such as her Sale, Mortgage, or other Dealinga, in Customs Form 20. In ihess 
Forms the full address of each Owner should be given, and the letters M. O. marked against tbe name 
of the Managing Owner, if there are more Owners than one. The Certificate of all clo8<^ and cancelled 
Registries should be forwarded to the Chief Registrar of Shipping, with a memorandum thereon, 
stating the gn'ounds of closing or cancelling the Register. When the Certificate of Registry is lost, » 
Form, No. 20, should be sent, giving the date and particulars of the closing the Registry, and tbe lose 
of tbe Certificate. The chants in the appointments of Musters which are endorsed on the Certificate 
of Registry, should be reported to the Re^strar.General of Seamen in Form 21, or by letter. 

884. At the end of each year the Registrar of Shipping should prepare and transmit to the Chief 
Registrar of Shipping, Custom House, London, an Account made QP to dlst December, showing:— 

The Names, Ac., of ail Ships on the Register Books of the Fort on tbe previous Ist January. 

(6.) The Names, Ac., of all Ships registered at the Port during the year, 
distin^ishing those Vessels in tbe List which have been lost, sold to Foreigners, or tranaferred to 
other Forts. At the end of the List an Abstract shonld be given of the Number aud Tonnage of Vessels 
belong;ing to tbe Port on Slst December. This List should bo transmitted as early ss possible in the 
month of January, and as these Returns are the foundation of Statistical information Laid before Parlia¬ 
ment, too much care cannot be exercised by Registrars in ensuring their accoracy. 

6 III. Seameu. 

885. The duties which Superintendents of Mercantile Marine are i^uired to perform in respect to 
Merc^nt Seamen are detailea in their Instructions. Tbe principal point which requires the attention 
of the Governor, is tbe necessity for the Home Government being furnished with the Board of Trade 
Return, CO 21, hy each mail. This Return materially assists in tracing the whereabouts of Naval 
Volunteers who have left their Shipa. it also enables the Home Government to obtain from Shipowners 
repayment of expenses incurred in relieving Seamen who have been left behind sick, and payment of the 
W^es of Crews whore Ships are lost with all papers. 

§ IV. Lighthouses^ ^c. 

886. Notice of any new Lighthouses, Buoys, or Beacons placed or erected on the shores of tbe 
British Possessions abroad, and of any alterations in those already existing, should be forwarded as 
early as possible by the Governor through the Secretary of State, in a Memorandum addressed to the 
Board of Trade, who will communicate to tbe Admiralty for publication. A Form of Notice of a new 
Light, or alteration of a Light, is inserted in the Appendix (page 816). 

887. Any new facts with regard to Navigation, such as t^ formation or discovery of new Beefs, 
Shoala, Currents, Ac., should idso be sent home as early as possible, in the same manner and for the 
same pnrpose. 

§V. Wreclt. 

888. For the purpoees of the Wreck Abstract annually presented to Parliament, particulars of every 
casualty to Shipping on the shores of any British Possession abroad, or to any British Shipping at sea, 
concerning whicn information can be obtained, should be forwarded by the proper Colonial Officer to 
the Board of Trade, in Board of Trade Form Wr. I. fColonial), at tbe earliost opportunity after the 
oocnrrenoe, and an Abstract of sneb casualties shonld if possible be forwarded to the Board of Trade 
at the end of every year. 

Forms for ihe Hetnrn and the Abstract will be supplied on application to the Board of Trade. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

§ L Watte Ixxndt^ tfc. 

8^. The maDageraent of the waate lauda in nearly all the Coloniea to which emigrants from thia 
country habitually resort, has been conceded to the Lo^ Legislattirea and Governments. 

890. Information on the subject of the waste lauds and of emigration may be obtained by reference to 
the ** Colonization Circular/* issued by Her Majesty's Colonial Land and Emigi'stion Commisaionore, 
imparting from time to time the most recent information derived from ofBcial returns. 

^1. The carriage of emigrants from ilritish Ports is regulated by the Passengers ActSf 18.^5 and 1863, 
18 A 19 Viet., cap. 119, and 26 A 27 VicU, cap. 61, which are uarrit^ into execution by the Emigration 
Commissioners.*'* 

892. The only Colonies which now offer land privileges to Kaval and Military Officers are British 
Columbia, Natal,f and British Honduras. 

893. The Officers to whom such privileges are offered are (<i) Kaval Officers of the Military Branch, 
of all sprades not lower than that of Sub-lieutenants; (6) MiUtarv Officers of all grades not lou’er than 
that of Subalterns of seven years' standing; (c) Regimental Staff Officers; and (d) Medical Officers of 
both Services, of not less than five years* standing. 

894. The Officers not entitled to laud privileges are: Naval and Military Chaplains; Commissariat 
Officers; Subalterns under seven years’standing; Medical Officers of less than five years* standing; 
Midshipmen; Cadets; Warrant Officers of every description; Officers of any of the Civil Branches of 
the Navy or Army; and, lastly, Officers who have ceased for the space of three calendar months to 
belong to Her Majesty’s Service, and have not obtained the Memorandum of Rank and Service herein¬ 
after mentioned. 

395. In British Columbia a certain quantity of land is granted in lieu of remission of purchase money. 
In the two other above-named Colonies, land mpst be purchased under the land regulations for the time 
time being in force in the Colony, and a certain amount of the purchase money is then remitted. 
These allowances are regulated by the rank and length of service of the Officer, as shown in the 
following scales: ^

Field Officers of 25 years’ service in the whole .... 600 

Field Officers of 20 years* service in the whole .... 500 

Field Officers of 15 years’ eervice in the whole .... 400 

Captains of 20 years' service and upwards in the whole 400

Bnbalterns of 20 years* service and upwards in the whole . . 800 

Subalterns of 7 years' service and upwards in the whole . . 200 

Ik NATALf AKD BRITISH HONDURAS. 

Field Officers of 25 years* service and upwards in the whole . . 600 

Field Officers of 20 years* service and upwards in the whole . 600 

Field Officers of 16 or less years* service in the whole . . . 400 

Captains of 20 years* service and upwards in the whole . . 400 

Captains of 16 years* service and less in the whole . . . 800 

Subalterns of 20 years* service and upwards in the whole . . 300 

Subalterns of 7 years* service and upwards in the whole . 200 


Although these scales refer only to Military Officers, they apply also to Naval Officers, who will 
receive allowances corresponding with their relative rank to Officers in the Army, as prescri^d in Her 
Majesty’s Order in Council of 11th June, 1863. 

396. Any Officer desirous of availing himself of these privilege must obtain a Memorandum, if a 
Naval from tbe Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, and if a Military man, from the Office of 
the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, specifying his rank, length of service, and date of retirement. 
This document will not be issued more thim once to the samp Officer; and it must, within one year 
from the date of the Officer's retirement, be presented to tbe Governor of one of tbe above-named 
Colonies, otherwise the Officer will not be entitled to any land privileges in the Colony. 

No document from tbe Office of the Secretary of State is necessary. 

897. As the sole object of tbe regulations is to encourage the dondjfde settlement of Naval and Military 
Officers in the Colony, an Officer, on presentation of his Memorandum of Rank and Service to tho 
Governor, will receive in the first instance a I.ocation Ticket only, for the land which in British 
Columbia h« umy obtain, or which in either of the two other Colonies be may have purchased to the 
extent of his remission money. 

898. At the expiration of two years from the date of such Location Ticket, the Officer, on paying the 
customary survey and other fees, will receive in exchange for it a Crown Grant, provided bo can show 
to tbe satisfaction of the Governor, but not otherwise, that be is a bond settler in the Colony, and 
has not only continuously resided therein since the receipt of his Location Ticket, but that he has 
resided on the land described in it for such length of time, and made substantial and permanent improve¬ 
ments thereon of such description and value as the Governor may have prescribed in any general notice 
published by his authority in the Government Gazette of the Colony. In Natal, before a grant is issued 
the Officer should b^ required to show thpt he has resided on bis land fpr not less than six months in 
each of tbe two years since he received his Location Order; that he has erected a residence and farm 
buildings to tbe satisfaction of the Surveyor-General; and that he has cultivated or stocked the land in

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such manner as may bo certified by the Surreyor-General to show a bond fide intention to continne in the 
beneficial occupation of the land, or to have imparted to it an euliancod saleable value. 

8*J9. If application should not be made for a Crown Grant in exchan^ for the Location Ticket within 
a twelvemonth from the expiration of the two years for which it was issued, the Officer’s claim will bo 
considered as extinguiabod, and the land will absolutely revert to the Crown. No transfer of the land 
will be allowed or be valid until a Crown Grant thereof has been obtained. 

400. But if an Officer has obtained a Memorandum of Bank and berrioe, and dies before he can obtain 
a Location Ticket, the Governor of the Colony is authorised to make the Memorandum available, as he 
may think proper, in favour of a child or children, or other nearest representative of the deceased, who 
will then become entitled to the same rights and ^ subject to the same conditions as attached to tho 
deceased. In case an Officer dies after the Location Ticket has been obtained, tlio laud to which it 
refers will be granted to his legal ropresentative. 

401. As the land regulations in the above-named Colonies are liable at any time to be altered. Her 
Majesty's Government cannot guarantee the permanence of these regulations,—nor can the amonnt of 
rcmisston in purchase money tn^e to Officers be increased on account of any increased value which may 
at any time be set upon the Crown lands in the Colony. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

g I. NaturalUaticm, 

402. The naturalieation of aliens in the Colonies is now effected under authority of the statute 10* 
A 11 Viet. c. 83, wldch (besides removing doubts which then existed as to the legality of former pr(^> 
oeedings in the colonies) empowers the Ix'gislaturo of every Colony to confer on aliens by law all or any 
of the privileges of naturaliMtion within such Colony. 

403. When any measure for such a pnr^se is proposed, the Governor should ascertain whether hi^ 
instructions do or do not require the insertion of a suNjM'nding clause; and be should also take care 
that words are inserted in the terms of the statute confining the privileges granted to the limits of the 
Colony. 

III. PagiperU to maturrUUed Brititk SubfecU is tke Colomeg. 

404. Governors are authorized to issue Passports for Foreign travel to persons naturalized in tbo 
Colonies. The Form of Passpfirt, and a Memorandum to accompany it, relative to the renewal of the 
Passport or its exchange for a Foreijam Office Passport, are inserted in the Appendix (page 317). These 
Passports must be sign^ by the Omoor administering the Government and must contain an express 
declaration that the person receiving it is naturalized as a British Subject stating the period for which 
it is available, which must not exceed twelve months from the date of issue. 


CHAPTER XV. 

Applicatioiu far Opiniom of Lena OJicers in tkit Country, 

405. If in any case a Colonial Government or legislature desire to obtain the opinion of the English 
Law Officers on any important question of Law which may have arisen in the administration ^ tbo 
Colony, it is necessary tWt the becretary of State should be furnished with a detailed statement explain¬ 
ing precisely what doubts have arisen, and under what circumstances, enumerating the Instruments 
or Laws bearing on thess doubts (of which complete copies should iu all <*ases be annexed), setting forth, 
verbatim, the particular provisions of these Instruments or Laws whieh apjxMir relevant to the matter 
in hand, and m oonchisioD stating explicitly the particular questions to which answers are desired. 
AU papers for the consideration of the Attorney General and Solicitor General should be sent In quad¬ 
ruplicate. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

11. Criminal Trials, 

406. No Judge presiding on a criminal trial must upon any account, fail to take notes of the evidence 
adduced; and no capital bentenoe must be executed until the Governor of the Colony shall have pemsed 
those notes. 

407. In general no reference, in criminal cases, is to bo made from the Govemmeut of any Colony to 
this Country, with a view to the confirmation or remission of Bentenoes pronounced by the (Colonial 
(lourts. But Her Majesty's Government will be ready to afford any information, instructions, or advit-e 
ftir which the Governor may think it necessary to apply, whenever any question may arise on an^' 
criminal proceeding on which there m^ be any sp^iol and adequate motive fur invokiug the interference 
of Her Majesty’s Government in tliis Country, whenever a capital sentence shall have been executed, a 
report of it most be transmitted to the Secretary of State. (See Circular Despatch, 14th November, 1877.) 

4U8. Under the Act 1*2 A 18 Viet c. 96, all persona charged in any Colony with offeucea committed on

tlie local iurisdiction of the Courts of the Coloiw."^^ 

409. Tne Act 6 A 7 Viet. c. 84, and 16 A 17 Viet. c. 118, proyide means of apprehending offenders 
beyond the limits of that part of Her Majesty’s dominions in which their offence a as commiU^. 

410. In order to secure the apprehensioD of any person in the United Kingdom under those Acts the 
following steps must be taken:— 

1. A warrant roust have been issued against the offender by some person having lawful authority to 
issue it in that part of Her Majesty’s dominions where the offence was committed. 

2. This warrant must be sent to England to be endorsed by the Secretary of State. 

3. But the Secretary of State cannot endorse it until it is proyed, by oath or affidavit, that the seal or 

signature is the seal or siguature of a person having lawful authority to issue such warrant, 
is necessary, therefore, to send witnesses, or affidavits, or both, sufficient for such proof. 

4. The vrarrant must haye been issued upon depositions, and these depositions must bo such as appear 

sufficient to warrant the committal of the offender for trial 

6. Sufficient evidence must be forthcoming In England before the Magristrate, to prove the criminality 
of the offender to an extent such as, if the offence had been committed in England, would have 
justified the Magistrate in committing the offender for trial in this country. But besides oral 
vritnesees the Act 6 A 7 Viet. c. 84, enables the Magistrate to receive, in ovideuce, copies of the 
depositions upon which the original warrant issued, provided that they are oortifled under the hand 
of the person or persons who issued the warrant, and are attested upon the oath of the party pro> 
ducing them to be true copies of the original depositions. 

If it is intended therefore to offer the de^)ositions in evidence, instead of or in addition to oral testimony, 
tliuy must be authenticated as above mentioned* 


I 2. Extraditum Conmtiont,^ 


411. The Acts 6 A 7 Viet. c. 76, and 8 A 9 Viet c. 120, give effect to the 10th Article of the Treaty of 
Washington between Great Britain and the United States, of the 9th of August 1842, which provides for 
the mutual surrender of fugitives charged with the crime of murder, or asnault wdth intent to commit 
murder, or piracy, or arson, or robbery, or forgery, or the utterance of forged paper. 

412. The Acts 6 A 7 Viet c. 75, and 8 A 9 Viet c. 120, give effect to a Convention concludod between 
Great Britain and France on the 18th of February, 1846, which provides for the mutual surrendor of 
fugitives charged vrith the crimes of murder ^comprehending the crimes designated in the Frencii Penal 
(3ode by the terms assassination, parricide, infanticide, and poisoning), or of an attempt to commit rour- 
cler, or of forgery, or of fraudulent bankruptcy. 

418. The Act 25 A 26 Viet. c. 70, gives effect to a Convention concluded between Great Britain and 
Denmark on the 16tb April 1862, which provides for the mutual surrender of factives accused or con¬ 
victed of murder (comprehending the crimes of assassination, parricide, infanticide, and poisoning), or 
attempt to commit murder, or of forpry (comprehending tho oounterfeiting of bank notes or public 
securmee or money), or of fraudulent bankroptcy. 

414. Whenever a Governor may have occasion to exercise the powers conferred on him by these Acts, 
be must, immediately on the issue of his warrants for the apprehension and surrender of a Fugitix o 
Criminal, transmit to the Secretary of State copies, duly authenticated, of tho depoeitions under which 
0 uch warrants may be granted.

§ 8. Aj^rfkemum of Dt$Tfer» Jrom Merchmi VesaeU. 

415. The Act 15 and 16 Vlct c, 26 (1662) eonbleit the Crown to carr^ into effect arrangemeuU with 
forcim powers for the apprehension and surrender of seamen^ not being slaves, who may desert from 
merclunt vessels belonging to a subject of such powers when within Her Hajesty’s dominiona. The 
following list shows the arrangements (in the shape of treaties, conventions, agreements, declaratioms 
notiflcations, and Orders in Council), at present existing between Qreat Britain and the foreign powers 
named for tlM mutual surrender of merchant seamen deserters.

4in. By the Act 6 Geo. 4, cmp. 69, the Queen in Council it authorised to appoint or to delegate to tite 
Governors of the British Colonies respectively the power of appointing by proclamation the places to 
which conricts may be sent. Bnt no such place is at present appointed, nor is any such delegation now 
in force.* 

417. The Mutiny Act which is passed annually provides for the case of offenders who are to suffer 
penal servitude in virtue of the sentence of any court-martial holden elsewhere than in the United 
Kingdom. The chief justice, or other judge, in any part of Her Majesty's foreign dominions, where such 
offender mav be. on notice from the officer in command, or in his absence from tbe adjutant-gcueral, in 
to make order for the immediate custody and penal servitude of the offender; and the Governor, on 
rocei\'ing notice of such order, is to cause such offender either to be removed, or to undergo his sentence 
in the colony, in obedience to the directions for tbe removal and treatment of convicts, which shall from 
time to time be transmitted from Her Mawsty through one of her principal secretaries of state to hucIi 
colony; and the offender is thereupon to ne dealt with in the colony in which be has been sentenced, or 
itt which he has been removed, as if he had been sentenced to be imprisoned with hard labour by a court 
of competent jurisdiction In such colony: and elsewhere out of Her Ma^sty's dominions, the officer 
commanding shall have power to make an order in writing for the pensi servitude or intermediate 
custody of such offender, under which the offender may be imprisoned and kept to bard labour, and other- 
M'ise dealt with in the same manner as if he had been sentenced to be imprisoned with hard labour by 
the judgment of a court of competent jurisdiction in the place of his intermediate custody or punish¬ 
ment. 

418. A form of order by the chief justice or other jud^, improyed by the law officers of the Crown, 
is inserted in the Appendix (see page 317), and an order in this form must be sent to England, or to the 
prisoner's destination, in the same conveyance with the prisoner, and a duplicate by tbe first 
opportunity. 

419. Her Majesty's Government will provide for tbe charge of removal to this country, or to any 
colony or place, of such military conWets as may be sentem'ed to penal servitude by military courtt>- 
jnartial, provided tlie convicts have belon^d to the general establishment of the army, and not to local 
corps raised for the service of any particular colony. 

420. If any advance has been made from tbe funds of the colony for expenses for the maintenance in 
gaol of military convicts under sentenco of court-martial, prior to their removal from the colony, the 
Governor must apply for repayment of such expenses to the officer commanding the regiment to Mhich 
the convicts may have belonged, by whom tlie details ran be roost correctly checked, and submitted to 
the military authorities at hiHro*. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

Prrstufs, 

421— 1. Governors, T.icntcnant-Govemors, and all other Servants of the Crown in a Colony are pro- 
liibiled from receiving Presents offered for their personal ac('e]}tance by Kings, Chiefs, or other Memliers 
of the Native population, in or neighbouring to such Colony. 

422— 2. When such Presents cannot be absolutely refused without giving offence, they are to b#» 
cleliverecl up to the Government. To this rule there can be no exception, unless with the expre.^^t 
Miuction of the Secretary of State. 

423— 8. When Presents are exchanged between Governors or other Officers acting on behalf of the 
Colonial Government in ceremonial intercourses with Native Chiefs, Rulers, or others, the Preb#*uls 
received must bo credited to tbe Government, and such return Presents, as may be sanctioned by the 
ISocreUry of State, will be given at the Government expense.

I 429. The following exceptional advantages will be allowed. In all other respects the existing rules 
and limitations will be strictly applied:— 

1. Tlie minimum term of service qualifying an Officer to receive a pension will be seven years, instead 
of ten. 

2. For each year of pensionable African service there will be allowed in the pension one-fortieth 
rinstead of one-sixtieth) of the Officer’s salary; but no pension will exceed two-thirds of the retiring 
Officer’s emoluments on the ordinary basis. 

8. In case of less than seven years’ service the gratuity will be computed at the rato of 12^ per cent 
of the annual salary (instead of 8| per cent.) for each year of service. 

4. In the service, for purposes of pension or gratuity, will be included all authorised leave, on full or 
half salary, excepting in the case# described in clause 102 of the Colonial Regulations. 

6. Officers will be eligible for pension at the age of 65, which will also tw the age when they may be 
required to accept their pensions and retire, unless their further oontinuanoe in the West African service 
is specially sanctioned by the Secretary of State. 

I 480. The above rules will take effect from September 18,1874. Officers now serving on the West Coast 
of Africa will be allowed the benefit of them from that date, but their operation is not to be in any way 
retroactive. Neither do these rules apply to Officers either of whose parents was a native of tlie Wu»t 
Coast of Africa, who will continue to he subject to the rules hitherto in force in regard to leave of 
absence and pension.

4. Return visits are to be paid within 24 hours, and in person, to all Flag Officers, Commodorm, 
Lieutenant-Governors, Administrators, and Presidents; but by an Aide-de-f’amp or other Officer 
deputed by the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Administrator, or Prosident, as the case may be, to all 
other Naval Officers. 

5. Should the Governor or any other Officer administering the Government of a Colony find tliat 
from indisposition or pressure of important business he is unable to pay or return these visits in 

P jirsoD, he will depute his Aide-do-Camp or some other Officer to do so. In like manner, should a 
lag Officer or Commodore from indisposition or pressing occupation be precluded from paviug or 
retuming these visits, he will depute his Flag Lieutenant, or other Officer not below that rank, to do 
so. In each case the Officer failing to |my the required visit in person will report the circumstance, 
and assign the reasons which led to tno omission, the Department under which he is acting. 

6. Officers acting temporarily in higher civil offit'os or commands arc in respect to these visits to be 
upon the same footing as if they were confirmed in such offices or commands. 

7. The Senior Naval Officers present will arrange, when necessary, to provide suitable boats to 
enable Governors, Ac., to pay any official visits afloat, and to reland them, on their uotif^dog their 
wishes 10 that effect (<See aUo Circular, 7th March, 1879, enclosing the above Kegulatious.)

WHEREAS We, taking into Our Royal Consideration that there exists no means of adequately 
yarding the individual g^ant services either of Officers of the lower grades in Our Naval aj^ Mini 
Service, or of Warrant and Potty Officers, Seamen, and Marines in Our Navy, and Non-commissioned 
Officers and Soldiers in Our Army; and whereas the Third Class of Our Most Honorable Order of the 
Bath is limited, except in very rare coses, to the hiuher ranks of both Services, and the granting of 
medalK, both in Our Nav^' and Arm^, is only awarded for long service or meritorious conduct, rather 
than for braver>' in action or distinction before an enemy, such cases alone excepted where a general 
medal is granted for a particular action or campaign, or a clasp added to the mi^al for some especial 
engi^ment, in both of which cases all share eoually in the boon, and those who by their valour have 
particularly signalized tbemselvos remain undistinguished from their comrades: Now, for the pnrpoac 
of attaining an end so desirable as that of rewarding individual instances of merit and valour. We nave 
instituted and created ind by these Presents, for us. Our Heirs and Successors, institute and create a 
New Naval and Military Decoration, which ws are desirous should he highly prized and eagerly songht 
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after by the Officers and Men of Our Naval and hUlitary Services, and are graciously pleased to make, 
ordain, and estabUsb the following rules and ordinances for the government of same, which s^i 
from henceforth be inviolably observed and kent 

Firstly. Jt is ordained, tliat the distinction snail be styled and designated the Victoria CrosSt" sod 
shall consist of a Maltese Cross of Bronze, with Our Boyal Crest in the centre, and underneath wldch 
an escroU, bearing this inscription, “ For Valour.'* 

Secondly. It is ordaine^ that the Cross shall be suspended from the left breast, by a blue riband for 
the Navy, and by a red riband for the Army. 

Thirdly, ^t is ordained, that the names of those upon whom We may be pleased to confer the Decora¬ 
tion shall be published in the London Gazette,’* and a registry thereof kept in the office of Our Secretary 
of State for War. 

Fourthly. It is ordained, that any one who, after having received the Cross, shall again perform an act 
of bravery, wmch, if he had not received such Cross, would have entitled him to it, such further act 
shall be recorded by a Bar attached to the riband by which the Cross is suspended, and for every addi- 
tionfd act of bravery an additional Bar may be add^ 

Fifthly. It is ordained, that the Cross shall only be awarded to those Officers or men who have served 
Us in the presence of the enemy, and shall Lave then performed some signal act of valour or devotion to 
their country. 

Sixthly. It is ordained, with a view to place ail persons on a perfectly equal footing in relation to 
eligibility for the Decoration, that neither rank, nor long service, nor wounds, nor any other circumstance 
or condition whatsoever, save the merit of conspicnous bravery, shall bo held to establish a sufficient 
claim to the honour. 

Seveothly. It is ordained, that the Decoration may bo conferred on the e^t where the act to be 
rewarded by the nant of such Decoration has been performed, under the following circumstances:— 

I. When the Fleet or Army in which such act has been performed is under the eye and command of an 
Admiral or General Officer commanding the Forces. 

II. Where the Naval or Military force is under the eye and command of an Admiral or Commodore com¬ 
manding a squadron or detached naval force, or of a General commanding a corps, or division, or brigade 
on a di^inct and detached service, when such Admiral, Commodore, or General Officer shall have the 
power of conferring tlie Decoration on the spot, subject to confirmation by us. 

Eighthly. It is ordained, where such act shall not have been performed in sight of a Commanding 
Officer as aforesaid, then the claimant for the honour shall prove t^> act to the satisfaction of the Captain 
or Officer commanding bb ship, or to the Officer commanding the regiment to w'liich tlio claiinant 
belongs, and such Captain or sucli Commandiug Officer shall report the same through the usual channel 
to the Admiral or Commodore commanding the force employed on the service, or to the Officer command¬ 
ing the forces in the field, who shall call for such description and attestation of the act as he may think 
requisite, and on approval shall recommend the grant of the Decoration. 

Ninthly. It b ordained, that every person selected for the Cross, under rule seven, shall be publicly 
decorated before the Navd or Military force or body to which he belongs, and with which the act of 
bravery for which ho is to be reward^ shall lia\*e been performed, and iib name shall bo recorded in a 
General Order, together with the cause of his especial dbtinction. 

Tenthly. It is ordained, that every person selected under rule eight shall receive hb Decoration as 
soon 08 possible, and Lis name sball likewise appear in a General Order as above required, such 
General Order to be bsued by the Naval or Miutary Commander of the Forces employed on the 
service. 

Eleventhly. It b ordained, that the General Orders above referred to shall from time to dmo be trant- 
mitted to Our Secretary of State for War, to bo laid before Us, and shall be by him registered. 

Twelfthly. It is ordained, that as cases may arise not falling within the rules above specified, or in 
which a claim, though well founded, may not have been establbhod on the spot, We will, on the joint 
submission of Our Secretary of State for War and of Our Comxnander-in-Chief of Our Army, or on that 
of Our Lord High Admiral or Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty in the case of the Navy, confer the 
Doooration, but never without conclusive proof of the performance of the act of bravery for which the 
claim b made. 

Thirteenthly. It is ordained, that in the event of a gallant and daring act having been performed by a 
squadron, ship’s company, a detached body of Seamen and Marines, not under fifty in number, or by a 
brigade, regiment, troop, or company, in which the Admiral, General, or other Offlex^r commandiDg such 
forces, may deem that all are equally bravo and dbtingubhe^ and that no special selection can be made 
by them: then in such case the Admiral, General, or other Officer commanding, mav direct, tlmt for any 
such body of Seamen or Marines, or for every troop or company of Soldbrs, one OMcer shall be selected 
by the Officers engaged for the Decoration; and iu like manner one Petty Officer or Non oomnussioned 
Officer shall be selKted by the Petty Officers and Non-commbsioned Officers engaged ; and two Seamen 
or Private Soldbrs or Sfarines snail bo sobeted by the Seamen, or Private Soldbrs, or Marinee, 
engaged respectively, for the Decoration; and the names of those sebeted shall be transmitted by the 
Senior Officer in command of the Naval force, brigade, regiment, troop, or company, to the Admiral or 
General Officer commanding, who shall in duo manner confer the Decoration as if the acts were done 
under his own eye. 

FourtwntbJy. It b ordained, that every Warrant Officer, Petty Officer, Seaman, or Marine, or Non- 
commbsioned Officer or Soldier, who shall have rcct'ivod the (Voss, shall, from the date of the act by 
which the Decoration has been gaincxl, bo ontitlotl to a Special Pension of Ten Pounds a year, and eacL 
additional Bar conferred under rule four on such Warrant or Potty Officers, or Nou-commbsioned Offioeri 
or Men, shall carry writh it an Additional Pension of Five Pounds per (wnum. 

Fiftcenthly. In order to make such additioual provbiou as shall effectually preserve pure thb most 
honourable ^tiuction it is ordained, that if any person on whom such distinction sball Im conferred be 
coDvbted of treason, cowardice, felony, or of any iufamoua crime, or if he be accused of any such 
offence, and doth not after a reasonable time surrender himself to be tried for the same, hb name shall 

V 2 
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forthwith be erased from the rogiatry of individuals upon whom the said Decoration shall have been con* 
ferred, by an especial Warrant under Our Royal Sign Manual, and the Pension conferred under rule 
fourteen shall cease and determine from the Date of such Warrant. It is hereby further declared 
that We, Our Heirs and successors, shall be the sole judges of the circumstance demanding such expul¬ 
sion ; moreover We shall at all times have power to restore such persons as may at any time have been 
expelled, both to the enjoyment of the Decoration and Pensions. 

Given at Our Court at Buckingham Palaoe, this twenty-ninth of Januarr, in the nineteenth year of 
Oar Reign, and in the year of Our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six.

Whxrxas, by a Warrant under Our Royal Sign Manual, countersigned by one of Our Principal 
Secretaries of State, and bearing date, at Our Court at Buckingham Palaoe, the 29th dav of January, 
1856, in the nintoenth year of Our Rei^, We did constitute and create a new Naval and Militarv Decora¬ 
tion, to be styled and designated the Victoria Cross, which Decoration Wo expressed our desu^ should 
be highly prizM and eagerly sought after by the Officers and Men of Our Naval and Military Services, 
and did also make, ordmn, and establish tM Roles and Ordinances therein set forth for the government 
of the same, to be thenceforth inviolably observed and kept: 

And whereas during the progress of the operations which We have undertaken against the Insurgent 
Native Tribes in Our Colony of New 2^aland it has happened tliat persons serving in the Local Forces 
of Our said Colony have performed deeds of gallantry, in consideration of which they are not, according 
to the strict provisions of Our said recited Warrant, elimble for this high distinction: 

Now know ye, that We of Our especial Grace, certaTn knowled^ and mere motion, have thought fit 
hereby to si^ify Our Royal Will and Pleasure that the said Decoration may be conferred on such 
persons aforesaid, who may be qualified to receive the same in accordance with the Rules and Ordinances 
made, ordained, and established by Us for the government thereof, by Our said recited Warrant, and 
We do by these Presents, for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, ordain and appoint that it shall be compe¬ 
tent for such persons aforesaid to obtain the said Decoration in the manner set forth in the Rules and 
Ordinances rolerred to, or in accordance with such further Rules and Ordinances as may hereafter be 
made and promulgated by Us, Our Heirs and Successors, for the government of the said Decoration; 
provided that it m established in any case that the person was serving with Our Troops, under the 
Orders of a General or other Officer, under circumstances which would entitle an Officer or Soldier of 
Our Army to be recommended for tho said Decoration, in accordance with the Rules and Ordinances 
prescribed in Our said recited Warrant, and provided also such person shall be recommended for it by 
such General or other Officer: 

And We do further, for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, ordain and appoint that the said Decoration 
may also bo conferred, in accordance with the Rules and Ordinances prescribed in Our said recited 
Warrant, and subject to tho provisions aforesaid, on such persons who may bo qualified to receive the 
same in accordance with the said Rules and Ordinances as may hereafter be employed in the Local 
Forces raised or which may be raised in Our Colonies and their Dependencies, who may be called upon 
to serve in co-operation with Our Troops in military operations which it may bo neoessary to under¬ 
take for the suppression of Rebellion against Our Authority, or for repelling invasion by a foreign 
enemy. 

Given at Our Court, at Osborne House, Isle of Wight, this 
First day of January, 1867, in the thirtieth year of Our

and Medals shall be substituted for those now in force:— 

Rtgtdationt rt^ptcHng Fortign Orden. 

1. No subject of Her Majesty shall accept a Foreign Order from the Sovereign of any foreign country, 
or wear the insignia thereof, without having previously obtained Her Majesty's permission to that effect, 
signified by a warrant under Her Royal Sign Manual. 

2. Such permission shall not bo granted to any subject of Her Majesty unless the Forei^ Order shall 
have been conferred in consequence of active and distluguished service Mfore the enemy, tsither at sea or 
in the field; or unless he shall have been actually and entirely employed, beyond Her Majesty's 
dominions, in tho service of tho Foreign Sovereign by whom the Order is conferred. 

8. The intention of a Foreign Sovereign to confer upon a British subject the insignia of an Order must 
be notified to Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affair^ either through the British 
Minister accredited at the Court of such Foreign Sovereign, or through his Minister accredited at the 
Court of Her Majesty. 

4. If tho service for which it is proposed to confer the Order has been performed daring war, tho 
notification required by the preceding clause must be made not later than two years after the exch^ge 
of the Ratifications of a Treaty of Peace. 

If the service has been performed in time of peace, the notiflcalion must be made within two yeai's after 
the date of such service. 
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fi. After such notiflcation aludl have been received. Her Hajeety's Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs sh^l, if the case comes within the conditions prescribed by the present Regulations, and 
arises from naval or military services before the enemy, refer it to Her Majesty^s Principal Secreti^ of 
State for the War Apartment previously to taking ller Majesty’s pleasure thereupon, in order to ascer¬ 
tain whether there may be any objection to Her Majesty's iMrmission being graut^ 

A aiwiilnr reference shall also be made to the Commander-in-Chicf if the application relates to an officer 
in the anny^r to t^ Lords of the Admiralty if it relates to an officer in the navv. 

6. When Her Majesty’s Principal Becretarv of State for Foreign Affairs shall l^ve taken the Queen’s 
pleasure on any application, and shall have obtained Her Majesty's permission for the person in whose 
favour it has been made to accept the Foreign Order and wear the insignia thereof he shall signify the 
same to Her Majesty’s PrincipaJ Secretary of State for the Home Department, in order that he may cause 
the warrant required by clause 1 to be prepared for the Royal Sign ManuaL 

When such warrant sbaU have been signed by the Queen a notification thereof shall be inserted in the 
** Oaiette,” stating the service for which the Foreign Order has been conferred. 

7. The warrant siraifving Her Majesty’s permission may, at the request and at the expense of the 
person who has obtsLied it, be registered in the College of Arms. 

8. Every such warrant as aforesaid shall contain a clause providing that Her Majesty’s license and per¬ 
mission does not authorize the assumption of any style, appellation, rank, precedence, or privuego 
appertaining to a Knight Bachelor of Her Majesty's realms. 

9. When a British subject has received the Royal permission to accept a Foreign Order, he will at any 
future time be allowed to accept the decoration of a higher class of the same Order to wluch he may have 
become eligible by incrocuM of rank in the foreign service or in the service of his own country, or any 
other distinctivo mark of honour strictly consequent upon the acceptance of the original order, and common 
to ove^ person upon whom such Order is conferred. 

10. The preceding clause shall not be taken to apply to decorations of the Quelphic Order which were 
bestowed on British subjects by Her Majesty'^r^ecessors King George IV. ana King William IV., on 
whose heads the crowns of Great Britain and Hanover were unit^ 

Decorations so bestowed cannot properly bo considered as rewards granted by a Foreign Sovereign 
for services rendered according to tne purport of clause 2 of these Regulations. They must be rather 
considered as personal favours bestowed on British subjects by Briti^ Sovereigns, and as having no 
reference to services rendered to the Foreign Crown of Hanover. 

Rtgulatum$ rtMptcting For^gn Medals* 

1. Applications for permission to accept and wear Medals which, not being the decoration of any 
Foreigpi Order, are coi^erred by a Foreign Sovereign on British subjects in the army or in the navy for 
militsj^ or for naval services, should be addressed, as the case may be, to the Commander-in-Chief, to 
the Secretary of State for War, or the Lords of the Admiralty, who, if they see fit, may submit the same 
to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs for Her Majesty’s sanction; upon 
obtaining which they may grant such permission without any other formality. 

2. Permission to wear a Foreign Me^ cannot be granted to a British subject unless such Medal is 
bestowed for military or naval services performed b^ the command or with the sanction of Her Majesty. 
But no permission is necessary for accepting a Foreign Medal, if such Modal is not to be worn.

ENGROSSING AND ENROLLING OF BILLS.

RuoUved^ by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament assembled,— 

1. ^ That it is expedient to discontinue the present system of Engrossing, and to alter the present 
system of Enrolling BiUs, and to make such provisions in lieu thereof as are hereinafter menUoned. 

2. ^ That this House is prepared to agp-oe to the following arrangements, if agreed to by the other 
House of Parliament.” 

I. That in lieu of being engrossed, every Bill shall be fair printed immediately after it shall have been 
passed in the House in 'vmch it originated, and that such fair printed Bill shall be sent to the other 
House, as the BUI so pasj^, and shUl (subject to the regulation next hereinafter mentioned) be dealt 
with by that House and its Officers, in the same manner in wliich Engrossed Bills are now dealt with. 

II. That on its Return to the House in which it originated, without Amendments (or if amended, after 
the Amendments shaU have been settled and agreed to), it shall be fair printed by the Queeu’s Printer, 
who shaU furnish a fair print thereof on vellum to the House of Lords, before the Royal Assent, and 
likewise a duplicate of such fair print, also on vellum. 

III. That one of such fair prints of each Bill shall be duly authenticated by the proper Officers of each 
House, as the Bill to which both Houses have agreed. 

IV. That the Royal Assent shall be endorsed in the us\ial form on such fair print so authenticated 
which shaU be depicted in the Record Tower, in Ueu of the present En^ossment 

V. That the Copies promulgated in the first instance by the Quccirs Printer, shall be impressions 
from the same form as ue deposited copy. 

VI. That the Master of the Rolls shall, upon being duly authorised in that behalf, receive in lieu of 
the Copiee of Public General Acts as new enrolled, the hereinbefore mentioned duplicate fair print of 
each Public General Bill, to be held for the same purpose, and subject to the same conditions for and 
upon which the Enrolled Acts are now received and held by him. 

VIL That it is expedient, with a view to economy, convenience, and despatch, and to the diminutions 
of the chance of errors, that one Printer should print the Public General Bills for both Houses; and 
that inasmuch as the Queen’s Printer is by virtue of his office bound to print the Acts, it would be 
advisable for the attainment of the before-mentioned objects, that the Queen's Printer should bo 
employed by both Houses to print the PubUc General Bills.

Edu¬ 
cated at the public schools of Moulin, Dunkeld, 
and Perth. Married, Ist, Helen, daughter of the 
late Mr. Wm. Neil, of Irvine, Scotland (she died 
2nd January, 1852); 2ndly, 17th June, 1853, Jane, 
eldest daughter of the late Mr. Kobert Sym, of 
Perthshire, Scotland. In prouth learned the busi¬ 
ness of a builder and architect, and after arrival in 
Canada, became a contractor. For some years 
edited the *Lambton Shield,* a reform journaL Is 
president of the Isolated Risk and Fire Insurance 
Company. Was major 27th Lambton battalion of 
Yolunteer infantry, for some years up to October, 
187^ when he resigned. Was a member of ex¬ 
ecutive council, and treasurer of Ontario (in Mr. 
Blake's administration), from 2lHt December, 

1871, until October, 18/2, when he retired with 
Mr. blako for the purpose of devoting themselves 
entirely to Dominion politics. Declined a scat in 
the Canadian cabinet, on the occasion of the re¬ 
tirement of Mr. Brown, 1865. Was loader of Ontario 
reform opposition in house of commons from the 
union until 1873, when chosen leader of the whole 
opposition party, and continued in that position until 
5th NovemW, 1873, when, owing to the resigna¬ 
tion of Sir John Macdonald, he was called upon to 
form a new administration, a duty he succeeded 
in accomplishing on 7th of the same month, when 
he and his colleagues wore sworn of the privy 
council, he (Mr. Mackenzie) taking the office of 
minister of public works.

and the highly useful measure for providing means 
of egress from public buildings (1866). As cliair- 
man of committee on municipal ana assessment laws 
(1866), wrote and framed the greater part of the 
general act on municipal corf)oration8, &,c. All 
the measures of his government, including the 
enactment of a stringent election law, with the 
trial of election petitions by judges, and vote by 
ballot; the abolition of the real estate qualification 
of members; the ostablishraont of a Dominion 
military college, and the improvement of the militia 
system; the establishment of a supreme court for 
the Dominion; the reduction of postage to and from 
the United States; the free delivery of postal matter 
In cities and towns: the construction of a trans- 
ooutinental telepapn line; a new insolvent law ; 
and the establishment of a territorial government 
for the CTeat North-West, have all been more or less 
his wort In addition, two very important ques¬ 
tions, which for some time agitated the public 
mind and threatened the gravest complications— 
the Manitoba amnesty and the New Brunswick 
school questions, were satisfactorily adjusted during 
Mr. Mackenzie's administration.

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THE CHROMOGRAPH. 



The Chromograph is an ingenious invention which enables any one to produce a 
number of copies from MSS. written with a special ink supplied with the Apparatus, 
and b, therefore, invaluable to those who are often requinng reproductions of their 
letters, invitations, despatches, circulars, plans, or drawing fifty fac*similes of which can 
be produced in a few moments, without any knowledge of Printii^ or Lithography being 
required. The Apparatus consists of two flat metal boxes lined with a gelatinous 
composition, which answers the same purpose as the stone in Lithographic Printing, 
and these cases are separable and close together in the shape of a book. 

The MS. to be copied is written on any kind of paper, and with any pen (either 
steel or quill), with the ink supplied, and the writing or drawing, being perfectly dry, 
is plac^ face downwards on tne composition and the hand pas^ lightly over it two 
or three times, the paper is then pulled gently off (in the same manner as shown in the 
illustration above), and a fac-simile counterpart of the writing or drawing will be found 
transferred to the composition. A sheet of paper of any kind is then laid upon the 
composition and smoothed down lightly with the hand, and after two or three seconds 
is withdrawn in the same manner as before mentioned, and a clear and perfect copy 
of the orimnal will be found printed upon it. This operation is repeated as often as 
required, from eight to ten minutes only bein^ required to produce forty to fifty copies. 

Immediately the requisite number of copies are printed, fill the sponge supplied with 
the Apparatus with clean cold water, and rub the surface gently, ana the writing will 1 ^ 
speedily effaced, as easily, in fact, as pencil writing from the surface of a porcelain slate. 

If the composition is at any time accidentally scratched or broken, it can be remelted 
by heating it and allowing it to cool, care being taken to prevent dust from settling on it 
when in a liquid state.
